Introduction 


I  personally  welcome  you  to  one  of  the  finest  sales  we  have  ever  conducted.  The  present  catalogue 
contains  enough  rarities  to  make  even  the  most  advanced  numismatist  envious,  while  at  the  same 
time  there  are  sufficient  "regular"  coins  to  appeal  to  the  beginning  collector.  In  the  pages  to  follow 
you  will  find  once-in-a-lifetime  rarities.  You  will  also  find  a  good  share  of  offerings  in  such  popular 
series  as  20th-century  denominations,  Morgan  silver  dollars,  and  the  like.  Grades  run  from  Proof 
all  the  way  down  to  Good.  The  prices  realized,  of  course,  will  be  up  to  the  bidders — but  there 
is  certain  to  be  something  in  every  price  bracket,  something  for  every  numismatic  taste,  and 
something  for  every  numismatic  specialty. 

Featured  are  two  important  collections.  That  of  Danny  Arnold,  one  of  the  foremost  figures  in 
the  entertainment  business,  is  remarkable  for  its  outstanding  quality.  A  complete  collection  of  Matte 
Proof  gold  coins  in  the  finest  possible  preservation  together  with  numerous  other  scarcities  and 
rarities  constitute  an  offering  that  will  be  long  remembered  in  the  annals  of  our  hobby.

Chances  are  you  will 
find  it  in  this  catalogue.  Or,  are  you  an  entry-level  collector?  Use  this  catalogue  to  build  a  firm 
foundation  for  your  display. 

American  silver  coins  are  simply  glorious.  Rarities?  How  about  an  original  1827  quarter  or  a 
superb  1876-CC  twenty-cent  piece  (perhaps  the  best  pedigreed  piece  in  existence),  or  an  1884  trade 
dollar?  Other  19th  century  pieces  include  important  "type"  issues,  many  wonderful  Proofs  (mainly 
from  the  Romisa  Collection),  and  an  in-depth  offering  of  that  ever-popular  series,  Morgan  silver 
dollars.

As 
most  of  the  world's  largest  collections  are  sold  this  way,  if  you  are  not  a  participant  in  auction 
sales,  you  are  missing  out  on  the  great  opportunities  of  our  age!  Nearly  all  of  the  world's  great 
collections  have  been  formed,  at  least  partially,  by  acquiring  prize  pieces  as  they  cross  the  auction 
block.  Our  Terms  of  Sale  section  in  the  front  part  of  the  catalogue  gives  you  instructions  on  how 
to  participate  (notice  that  if  you  are  an  overseas  bidder  there  are  additional  terms  prefacing  our 
offering  of  world  and  ancient  coins).  If  any  question  whatever  concerning  the  sale  procedure,  if 
you  need  help  with  an  estimate  on  any  lot,  or  if  there  is  anything  else  we  can  do  at  this  end,  just 
telephone  (603)  569-5095  and  Karl  Hirtzinger,  Michael  Hodder  (world  and  ancient  coins),  Robert 
Rubel,  Lisa  Simons,  Jane  Foran,  or  another  person  on  our  auction  staff  will  gladly  help.  After  all, 
that's  what  we  are  here  for! 

I  recommend  that  you  bid  as  much  as  possible  for  key  pieces  that  you  need  for  your  collection 
or  "portfolio,"  especially  if  coins  are  rare  or  elusive.  After  all,  today's  bidding  opportunities  may 
not  recur  for  a  long  time,  and  if  they  do  recur,  there  is  no  guarantee  that  the  prices  will  not  be 
substantially  higher!  The  coin  market  is  strong,  and  all  signs  point  to  growth  for  the  hobby  in 
the  years  ahead.  The  response  to  our  recent  sales  held  in  June — the  Virgil  M.  Brand  Collection 
and  the  Dodson-Collier  Collection — was  nothing  short  of  spectacular.  In  the  process,  numerous 
records  were  set  for  the  modern  market  as  bidders  enthusiastically  competed  to  own  several  thou¬ 
sand  pieces.  At  the  same  time,  there  were  many  pieces  which  can  be  characterized  as  "good  buys." 
So  it  will  probably  be  with  the  present  catalogue  of  the  Danny  Arnold  and  Romisa  Collections. 

After  each  sale  is  over  we  receive  comments  such  as,  "I  wish  I  had  bid  on  lot  so-and-so,  for 
I  would  have  paid  more  than  that!"

With  pleasure  we  present  in  this  catalogue  many  of  the  fine  coins  gathered  over  a  long  period 
of  years  by  Danny  Arnold,  one  of  the  best-known  figures  in  the  entertainment  field.  Danny,  a 
connoisseur,  strove  to  obtain  the  best.  His  stunning  collection  of  Matte  Proof  gold  coins,  complete 
with  all  denominations  and  years  from  1908  through  1915,  is  but  a  hint  of  the  quality  that  awaits 
the  prospective  bidder. 

In  his  chosen  field,  that  of  entertainment,  Danny  Arnold  has  been  recognized  by  his  peers  and 
his  audience  as  a  creator,  writer,  director,  producer,  and  executive  producer  of  fine  television. 
"Barney  Miller,"  the  series  he  has  devoted  many  years  of  his  life  to,  has  been  critically  acclaimed 
year  after  year  on  the  ABC  Television  Network  and  has  been  viewed  on  more  than  180  stations 
nationwide  in  syndication. 

For  "Barney  Miller"  Danny  has  been  the  series  co-creator,  executive  producer,  frequent  director, 
and  script  supervisor.  The  series  has  won  the  coveted  Emmy  Award,  the  George  Peabody  Award, 
two  Golden  Globe  awards,  the  Mystery  Writer's  Award,  and  recognition  from  many  other  sources 
around  the  country,  including  acknowledgement  in  the  Congressional  Record.  In  all  of  this,  Dan¬ 
ny  Arnold  has  seen  himself  first  as  a  craftsman — in  the  nature  of  a  fine  cabinetmaker,  for  example. 

In  a  story  in  the  Los  Angeles  Herald  Examiner ,  noted  old-time  producer  Frank  Capra  was  inter¬ 
viewed  and  singled  out  "Barney  Miller"  as  being  outstanding  among  modern  presentations.  What, 
however,  is  not  generally  known  outside  the  industry  is  that  Danny  has  pioneered  several  produc¬ 
tion  techniques  that  have  contributed  to  the  quality  of  excellence  of  numerous  shows.  These  in¬ 
clude  his  innovative  use  of  film  concepts  in  video  tape  production.  His  four-camera  "quad-split" 
technique  has  permitted  the  master,  close-ups  and  reverses  to  be  shot  to  a  greater  degree  of  perfec¬ 
tion  while  taping  simultaneously,  thereby  allowing  maximum  control  in  post-production.  The  use 
of  natural  "situational"  lighting  has  contributed  to  the  excellence  of  his  videotaped  pictures.  This 
technique  resulted  in  the  American  Society  of  Lighting  Directors  naming  Danny  Arnold  its  "Man 
of  the  Year"  for  1978. 

A  very  energetic  individual,  Danny  has  formed  and  presided  over  three  companies,  including 
Four  D  Productions  (which  produced  "Barney  Miller"),  the  Mimus  Corporation  (which  produced 
"Fish"),  and  the  Triseme  Corporation  which  produced  "A.E.S.  Hudson  Street”  and  the  TV  movie, 
"Don't  Look  Back— The  Story  of  Satchel  Paige,"  a  biographical  treatment  of  the  great  American 
black  baseball  player.  Danny  won  his  personal  Emmy  Award  for  another  series,  "My  World  and 
Welcome  To  It,"  based  on  the  works  of  James  Thurber. 

Just  a  glance  at  Danny  Arnold's  credits  recalls  such  quality  shows  as  "Bewitched,"  "The  Real 
McCoys,"  "The  Wackiest  Ship  in  the  Army,"  and  "That  Girl."  He  also  worked  on  "The  Colgate 
Comedy  Hour"  as  a  writer  and  on  "The  Tennessee  Ernie  Ford  Show." 
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Born  in  New  York,  Arnold  began  his  show  business  career  soon  after  being  discharged  from 
the  Marines  in  1944.  He  began  at  the  Columbia  sound  effects  department  and  soon  learned  music 
and  film  editing.  His  career  included  roles  as  an  actor  and  performance  as  a  stand-up  comic.  Realizing 
how  important  it  is  to  give  a  "leg  up"  to  new  people  in  the  industry,  Danny  has  done  much  to 
launch  many  careers  in  the  business.  Many  of  the  people  in  his  company  have  moved  up  from 
entry  level  positions  to  that  of  management.  He  has  had  an  intern  program  on  the  set  of  "Barney 
Miller"  since  the  first  season. 

More  than  this,  he  has  created  a  scholarship  program  for  students  interested  in  writing  for  televi¬ 
sion.  In  recent  years  he  has  awarded  a  dozen  students  $15,000  to  encourage  "new  blood"  in  the 
industry.  He  is  also  involved  himself  in  several  charitable  activities  such  as  the  UCLA  Cancer  Research 
Center,  Shaare  Zedek  Medical  Center,  Jerusalem,  The  Hebrew  University,  the  Big  Brothers'  of 
America,  the  Sunair  Home  for  Asthmatic  Children,  and  the  international  relief  agency.  Concern,

The  producer  met  his  wife,  Donna,  while  working  on  "The  Tennessee  Ernie  Ford  Show."  They 
have  two  sons,  David  and  Dannel.  The  family  makes  its  home  above  Hollywood's  Sunset  Strip 
where  Danny  pursues  photography,  gourmet  cooking,  and  collecting  paintings,  not  to  overlook 
numismatics  (with  all  coins  kept  in  bank  vaults).  He  also  raises  thoroughbred  horses  and  plays  golf.

Gold  Dollars 


The  following  offering  comprises  a  complete  collection 
of  all  dates  and  mintmarks  of  gold  dollars  issued  from  1849 
through  1889.  The  elusive  rarities — the  scarce  Charlotte  and 
Dahlonega  issues,  the  low-mintage  Philadelphia  issues  of 
later  years — are  there,  as  are  the  commoner  pieces.  For  the 
type  set  collector  or  the  date  specialist,  the  following  listing 
represents  a  truly  marvelous  opportunity. 

A  brief  history  of  the  gold  dollar  denomination  is  given: 
Although  Christopher  Bechtler  produced  private  gold  dollars 
in  1832,  and  while  the  Philadelphia  Mint  itself  made  pat¬ 
terns  in  1836,  it  was  not  until  1849  that  the  denomination 
became  a  reality  for  the  federal  government.  The  design  of 
the  1849  issue,  by  James  Barton  Longacre,  was  copied  from 
the  obverse  of  the  1849  pattern  double  eagle.  The  first  gold 
dollar  design,  known  today  as  the  Type  I,  was  produced 
from  1849  through  1854  and  measures  13  millimeters  in 
diameter.  Complaints  arose  concerning  the  inconvenience 
of  such  a  small  size,  so  in  1854  the  design  was  modified  and 
the  diameter  was  increased  to  15  millimeters. 

The  new  motif,  known  today  as  the  Type  II,  presented 
problems  from  the  outset.  It  was  not  possible  to  fill  the 
deepest  recesses  in  the  obverse  die  and,  at  the  same  time, 
to  completely  fill  the  numerals  and  other  features  of  the 
reverse,  due  to  the  conflicting  requirement  for  metal  move¬ 
ment.  As  a  result,  in  1856  the  Type  III  was  introduced.  This 
featured  a  shallower  format  and  ended  the  striking  weakness 
situation.  The  Type  III  was  used  until  the  series  concluded 
in  1889. 

Although  the  gold  dollar  series  spans  only  40  years  in 
American  history,  the  production  was  long  enough  that 
many  fascinating  varieties  were  produced.  Pieces  from  each 
mint  have  their  own  characteristics.  In  general,  the  Charlotte 
and  Dahlonega  pieces  are  weakly  struck,  having  been  pro¬ 
duced  by  hand-operated  presses  under  conditions  which 
were  primitive  compared  to  those  found  in  Philadelphia, 
New  Orleans,  and  San  Francisco.  As  such,  the  Charlotte 
and  Dahlonega  coins  have  personalities  of  their  own  and 


are  in  especially  strong  demand  by  collectors.  The  appeal 
of  the  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  coins  is  enhanced  by  the 
relatively  low  mintage  figures  of  nearly  each  of  these  issues. 
Several  have  emerged  as  major  rarities,  with  1860-D  and 
1861-D  topping  the  list.  The  1861-D  possesses  a  further 
dimension  of  interest:  it  was  struck  without  federal 
authorization  after  Confederate  forces  seized  the  Dahlonega 
Mint. 

Although  most  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  coins  were  pro¬ 
duced  to  the  extent  of  only  a  few  thousand  pieces  and  were 
rarities  at  the  time  they  were  produced,  the  elusive  nature 
of  the  coins  is  enhanced  by  the  situation  that  during  the  time 
of  production  not  a  single  numismatist,  to  our  knowledge, 
cared  whether  gold  dollars  bore  a  distinctive  "C"  or  "D" 
mintmark.  No  pieces  were  purposely  saved  at  the  time  of 
issue,  so  those  with  us  today  have  survived  only  as  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  chance.  It  was  not  until  much  later  that  mintmark  gold 
coins  attracted  the  attention  of  collectors. 

Philadelphia  Mint  coins  have  their  own  characteristics. 
Toward  the  end  of  the  series,  mintages  dropped  sharply. 
However,  beginning  in  the  late  1870s,  gold  dollars  became 
a  popular  item  for  speculation  and  investment,  so  numbers 
of  pieces  were  saved — not  large  numbers  by  today's  stan¬ 
dards  but,  still,  enough  that  a  few  hundred  each  of  most 
dates  can  be  traced  through  auction  and  sale  records. 

New  Orleans  and  San  Francisco  gold  dollars  likewise  have 
their  own  stories.  Certain  of  these,  too,  bespeak  an  element 
of  mystery.  For  example,  what  was  the  fate  of  2, OCX)  gold 
dollars  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  in  1870  but  without 
a  mintmark?

Very  close  to  full  MS-65,  and  separated  from  that  grade  only  by  a 
few  contact  marks. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  sharply  struck  1849  gold  dollars  we  have 
ever  seen.  Each  and  every  detail  is  needle-sharp,  almost  as  if  the  piece 
had  been  struck  for  some  special  purpose.  A  prize  item  for  the  type 
set  collector  who  wishes  to  illustrate  the  first  year  of  issue. 

2  1849  Closed  wreath.  MS-60  obverse,  MS-63  reverse.  The  obverse 
displays  a  tiny  bit  of  friction  in  the  left  field  and  on  the  cheek.  Sharp¬ 
ly  struck.  Obviously  a  selected  coin. 


3  1  849-C  Closed  wreath.  Very  Fine-30.  With  some  pin  scratches  on  the 

obverse,  especially  visible  under  magnification.  We  suggest  that  pro¬ 
spective  bidders  examine  the  coin  in  person,  for  overall  the  piece  is 
quite  attractive. 

In  his  book,  David  W.  Akers  notes  that  "from  the  standpoint  of 
average  grade  it  is  the  second  rarest  of  all  gold  dollars..."  Although 
11,634  were  struck,  probably  no  more  than  a  couple  hundred  sur¬ 
vive  today.  A  very  scarce  issue. 


4  1849-D  Extremely  Fine-45  but  with  two  scratches  on  the  head,  hid¬ 
den  in  the  hair.  A  generous  quantity  of  original  mint  lustre  still  sur¬ 
vives,  particularly  in  the  protected  areas  of  the  coin's  surface.  From 
the  standpoint  of  actual  wear  the  coin  may  be  even  nicer  than  we 
suggest,  for  David  Akers  notes:  “As  is  the  case  of  most  Charlotte  and 
Dahlonega  gold  coins,  the  1849-D  is  often  softly  struck  on  the  hair, 
giving  the  appearance  of  wear  even  if  there  really  is  none." 

5  Pair  of  New  Orleans  Mint  gold  dollars:  1849-0  and  1853-0,  each  Ex¬ 
tremely  Fine-40,  the  latter  with  some  prooflike  surface.  Interesting¬ 
ly,  the  mintmark  on  the  1853  issue  is  about  double  the  size  of  the 
mintmark  on  the  1849.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


With  a  mintage  of  just  6,966  pieces,  the  1850-C  is  the  rarest  Charlotte 
Mint  gold  dollar,  save  for  the  1849-C  Open  Wreath  specialized  issue. 
Although  sometimes  a  given  coin  can  be  the  "rarest"  from  a  mintage 
viewpoint,  from  the  standpoint  of  pieces  on  the  market  the  situation 
might  be  different.  Not  so  here.  The  1850-C  is  also  the  rarest  piece 
from  the  perspective  of  the  number  known  to  exist  todav. 


8  1850-D  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  Here  is  a  piece  which  is  very  difficult 

to  grade.  From  the  standpoint  of  actual  wear  the  coin  may  be  Ex¬ 
tremely  Fine.  However,  as  certain  features  at  the  center  of  the  obverse 
are  not  sharply  defined,  we  are  being  conservative  by  evaluating  it 
as  VF-30.  The  coin  is  well  centered,  possesses  traces  of  a  partial  proof¬ 
like  surface,  and  is  pleasing  in  all  respects.  An  outstanding  example 
of  a  prime  scarcity. 


9  1850-0  Extremely  Fine-40.  Identified  by  a  tiny  lint  mark  just  above 
the  second  star  in  the  field.  Sharply  struck  and  pleasing  in  all  respects. 
A  prize  specimen  of  what  David  Akers  considers  to  be  a  sleeper,  for 
he  writes:  "Very  much  underrated  in  all  grades,  actually  quite  com¬ 
parable  in  rarity  to  the  1850-C  and  1850-D,  although  it  brings  substan¬ 
tially  less  when  offered  for  sale.  Far  and  away  the  rarest  O  Mint  gold 
dollar." 

10  Pair  of  Philadelphia  Mint  gold  dollars:  1851  Choice  AU-55,  very  close 
to  MS-60,  sharply  struck  and  very  frosty;  1853  Choice  AU-55.  Also 
well  struck.  A  nice  pair.  (Total:  2  pieces)

1851-C  Extremely  Fine-40.  One  of  41,267  pieces  minted  this  year. 
Popular  Charlotte  issue. 


12  1851-D  AU-50.  A  sharply  struck  and  very  pleasing  specimen  of  this 

Dahlonega  issue.  The  mintage  was  just  under  the  10,000  mark;  precise¬ 
ly  9,882  pieces.  Of  this  number,  probably  no  more  than  a  couple  hun¬ 
dred  exist  today,  and  even  this  estimate  may  be  generous.  As  noted 
in  the  introduction  to  the  gold  dollar  series,  at  the  time  of  issue  no 
numismatists  were  interested  in  saving  them.  So,  the  survival  of  pieces 
is  strictly  a  matter  of  chance. 


6  Pair  of  Philadelphia  Mint  gold  dollars:  1850  and  1852,  each  Choice 
AU-55.  The  1850  possesses  frosty  surfaces,  while  the  surfaces  of  the 
1852  are  partially  prooflike.  Both  are  well  struck.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


1850-C  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Partial  prooflike  surfaces.  Boldly 
struck.  A  superb  specimen  which  closely  approaches  the  AU  grade 
and  which  a  few  years  ago  (until  stricter  grading  came  into  use)  might 
have  been  called  Choice  AU.  No  matter  how  you  evaluate  it,  here 
is  a  prize  gold  dollar. 


13  Pair  of  New  Orleans  Mint  gold  dollars:  1851-0  Very  Fine-20;  1852-0 
Very  Fine-20,  with  rim  nick  at  upper  right  of  obverse.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


14  1852-C  We  grade  this  as  VF-20,  but  a  more  precise  definition  could 

well  be  Extremely  Fine-40  (or  finer)  but  with  an  etched  surface.  The 
surface,  grainy  on  obverse  and  reverse,  has  been  "sweated,"  possibly 
from  having  been  used  as  jewelry.  Still,  the  piece  is  not  unattractive. 
In  this  instance  we  recommend  that  prospective  bidders  examine  the 
coin  in  detail  before  bidding,  so  as  to  ascertain  its  desirability. 
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Of  the  9,434  pieces  struck,  probably  no  more  than  200  exist  at  the 
present  time.

15  1852-D  Extremely  Fine-40,  but  with  a  few  stray  marks  on  the  obverse, 

notably  a  depression  beneath  the  chin,  another  near  the  tip  of  the 
coronet,  and  another  between  the  sixth  and  seventh  stars.  A  magni¬ 
fying  glass  is  needed  to  see  these  clearly. 

1852-D  is  one  of  the  scarcest  issues  in  the  series.  Of  the  6,360  minted, 
it  may  be  the  case  that  no  more  than  100  to  125  exist  today.  For  many 
years  it  has  been  a  classic. 


16  1853-C  Extremely  Fine-40  but  with  some  minor  surface  scratches,  most¬ 

ly  visible  under  magnification.  A  very  elusive  issue,  despite  the  mint¬ 
age  of  11,515  pieces.  It  is  estimated  that  the  known  population  is  in 
the  range  of  175  to  200. 

The  coin  offered  here  has  a  pleasing  aspect  and  is  quite  well  struck. 
David  Akers  notes  of  the  1853-C:  “Like  most  Charlotte  Mint  gold 
dollars,  the  planchets  are  often  very  poor  and  the  dies  used  also  show 
numerous  defects." 


17  1853-D  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Although  David  Akers  notes  that 

the  issue  is  “typically  weakly  struck,  particularly  on  the  hair  of  Liber¬ 
ty,"  the  example  offered  here  is  fairly  well  defined.  Apparently,  unlike 
most  of  its  brethren,  it  was  struck  with  special  care. 

The  mintage  of  1853-D  was  posted  at  just  6,583  coins,  of  which 
probably  no  more  than  125  to  150  can  be  traced  today  (most  of  which 
do  not  come  up  to  the  presently-offered  coin  from  the  standpoint  of 
grade). 

An  "as  you  like  it"  example  of  a  very,  very  elusive  Dahlonega  coin. 


18  1854  Type  1.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Sharply  struck.  A 

selected  specimen  of  the  last  year  of  coinage  of  the  1849-1854  design. 


19  1854-D  Very  Fine-20.  A  pleasing  specimen  of  a  major  rarity.  Only 

2,935  were  struck.  David  Akers  notes:  “One  of  the  rarest  of  all 
Dahlonega  Mint  gold  dollars,  with  only  the  1856-D  and  1861-D  hav¬ 
ing  fewer  auction  appearances  in  our  192-catalogue  sample.'  The  same 
writer  goes  on  to  say  that  1855-D  and  1860-D  are  rarer,  from  his  per¬ 
sonal  observation  in  private  sales  and  the  examination  of  collections. 

Walter  Breen  describes  the  issue  as  "very  rare,  possibly  25  or  30 
extant,  and  perhaps  less." 


20  1854-S  Extremely  Fine-40  Some  very  light  surface  scratches  do  not 

measurably  detract  from  the  desirability  of  this  issue  First  gold  dollar 
issue  of  the  newly-opened  San  Francisco  Mint 


21  1854  Type  II.  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Possessing  an  abundance  of 

original  mint  lustre,  this  coin  could  probably  be  called  AU-50  without 
fear  of  contradiction.  There  is,  however,  enough  friction  to  keep  it 
out  of  the  Uncirculated  class  (although  we  note  in  a  recent  issue  of 
the  Bruce  Amspacher  Investment  Report  that  the  wnter,  Bruce 
Amspacher,  recently  saw  a  grading  certificate  issued  by  a  private 
grading  service  which  on  one  hand  described  the  piece  as  Choice  Un 
circulated  MS-65,  but  on  the  other  hand  said  the  coin  had  rubbing!) 

If  a  vote  were  to  be  taken  for  the  most  popular  United  States  coin 
issues,  the  Type  II  gold  dollar  would  be  high  on  the  list.  As  noted 
in  the  introduction,  nearly  all  specimens  of  this  issue  are  weakly  struck 
Indeed,  this  is  the  reason  for  the  discontinuation  of  the  motif  a  cou¬ 
ple  years  later.  However,  the  present  coin  is  a  pleasing  (and  rare)  ex¬ 
ception.  It  is  sharply  struck!  What  with  its  sharp  striking  and  mint 
frost  and  conservative  grading,  this  is  a  tempting  coin  in  the  present 
offering,  although  it  does  not  bear  the  magic  adjective  “Uncirculated." 


Beautiful  1855  Gold  Dollar 


22  1855  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Very,  very  close  to  full 

MS-65.  An  above  average  striking,  but  still  with  some  lightness  of 
impression  at  the  reverse  center.  If  one  were  to  survey  the  depth  of 
striking  of,  say,  100  1855  gold  dollars  (if  that  many  could  be  cor¬ 
ralled  in  one  spot!),  the  coin  offered  here  would  be  in  the  top  10%. 

The  surfaces  are  frostly  and  pristine  and  have  not  been  cleaned  or 
polished.  Here  is  a  coin  that  was  put  away  at  the  time  of  issue  and 
which  has  been  carefully  preserved  ever  since.  There  are  "Uncirculated' 
1855  gold  dollars,  and  there  are  more  "Uncirculated"  1855  gold  dollars, 
but  if  you  want  one  that  is  really  Uncirculated  and  one  which,  in  ad¬ 
dition,  is  a  far  above  average  strike,  your  search  has  just  ended.  A 
very  special  coin  which  was  a  source  of  pride  and  joy  to  its  previous 
owner  and  which,  likewise,  will  be  highly  prized  by  the  successful 
bidder. 
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23  1855-C  Fine-12.  With  some  light  surface  scratches  particularly  on  the 

obverse,  mostly  sufficiently  light  that  a  glass  is  needed  to  see  them 
clearly.  Overall  the  piece  is  a  nice  example  for  the  grade. 

The  striking  is  above  average,  and,  contrary  to  nearly  all  their 
known  examples,  the  word  DOLLAR  and  the  date  1855  are  both  quite 
well  defined.  In  fact,  the  present  coin  is  extraordinary  in  this  regard. 
Here  is  what  David  Akers  says  of  the  issue: 

"The  1855-C  has  the  distinction  of  having  the  lowest  average  grade 
of  any  gold  dollar.  I  have  never  seen  a  fully  Mint  State  piece  and  even 
strict  AU  examples  of  this  issue  are  very  rare.  Invariably  the  plan- 
chets  and  quality  of  striking  are  extremely  poor,  and  the  date  and 
the  word  DOLLAR  are  almost  always  weak.  In  fact,  the  8  is  almost 
missing  on  some  specimens.  Many  pieces  also  show  distinct  clash 
marks.  Because  of  the  poor  planch ets  and  equally  poor  quality  in  strik¬ 
ing,  grading  is  difficult  and  one  must  take  note  of  such  characteristics 
as  lustre,  quality  of  the  surfaces,  etc.,  in  order  to  make  an  accurate 
determination  of  grade." 


Prize  1855-D  Gold  Dollar  Rarity 


24  1855-D  Extremely  Fine-40.  A  prize  specimen  of  one  of  the  foremost 

rarities  in  the  gold  dollar  series.  Apart  from  considerations  of  non¬ 
availability  and  rarity,  the  present  piece  is  remarkable  for  the  extreme 
sharpness  of  the  strike,  particularly  on  the  reverse.  As  the  illustra¬ 
tion  shows,  the  date  is  bold!  (And  our  exclamation  point  is  well  de¬ 
served,  as  the  specialist  knows.) 

Again,  David  Akers'  words  are  quoted: 

"This  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  gold  dollars  and  is  extremely  dif¬ 
ficult  to  find  in  high  grades...  Most  specimens  have  an  extremely  weak 
8  in  the  date,  and  exhibit  severe  clash  marks  on  both  obverse  and 
reverse.  However,  some  specimens  do  have  full  dates,  but  such  pieces 
are  extremely  rare.  Although  some  cataloguers  talk  in  terms  of  only 
a  dozen  specimens  known,  there  are  certainly  many  more  than  that. 
In  fact,  probably  at  least  twice  that  many  exist,  although  as  I  indicated 
before,  most  of  them  are  very  low  grade." 

Concerning  the  rarity  of  this  issue,  Walter  Breen  notes:  "I  know 
of  eight  specimens  of  this  coin,  though  possibly  others  exist." 

Considered  from  any  perspective,  the  1855-D  gold  dollar,  of  which 
just  1,811  were  struck,  is  a  desirable  piece,  a  situation  enhanced  by 
its  being  a  member  of  the  elusive  Type  II  design  category.  For  the 
gold  dollar  specialist  here  indeed  is  an  important  opportunity. 


25  1855-0  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  With  some  claims  to  AU-50.  Much 

original  mint  lustre  still  survives.  A  very  pleasing  specimen  of  this 
elusive  issue.  The  second  numeral  of  the  date,  although  visible,  is  light¬ 
ly  impressed,  the  usual  situation  for  this  piece.  Distinctive  as  the  on¬ 
ly  New  Orleans  Mint  gold  dollar  of  the  Type  II  design.  Just  55,000 
were  struck. 


26  1856-S  Type  II.  Extremely  Fine-45.  Some  light  lines  are  visible  under 
magnification,  but  all  in  all  this  is  a  superior  specimen  of  one  of  the 
most  popular  issues  of  the  gold  dollar  series.  The  present  example 
is  a  variety  with  a  doubled  mintmark,  with  the  first  S  punched  high 
and  to  the  right,  later  to  be  effaced  and  replaced  by  a  mintmark  in 
the  normal  position. 

24,600  examples  were  struck  of  this,  the  only  San  Francisco  Mint 
gold  dollar  of  the  Type  II  design. 

27  Pair  of  Philadelphia  Mint  gold  dollars:  1856  Type  II,  slanting  5,  and 
1859,  each  AU-50  to  AU-55,  and  each  with  much  original  mint  lustre. 
(Total:  2  pieces) 

28  Pair  of  Philadelphia  Mint  gold  dollars:  1856  upright  5,  Extremely 
Fine-40;  1857  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Both  possess  ample  original 
mint  lustre,  the  latter  more  than  the  former.  (Total:  2  pieces)

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Extremely  Rare  1856-D  Gold  Dollar 


29  1856-D  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  A  superb  specimen  of  one  of  the 

most  famous  of  all  American  gold  issues  and  one  of  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  rarities  associated  with  the  Dahlonega  Mint.  The  1856-D  gold 
dollar  has  the  lowest  recorded  business  strike  mintage  for  any  branch 
mint  gold  dollar  issue  of  the  Type  III  design. 

The  specimen  here  conforms  with  all  other  known  examples  in  that 
the  U  in  UNITED  is  faint.  The  third  digit  of  the  date  is  lightly  im¬ 
pressed,  again  in  accordance  with  other  known  authentic  pieces. 

Of  the  issue,  David  Akers  notes:  "One  of  the  real  rarities  in  the 
gold  dollar  series,  with  only  32  offerings  in  192  auction  catalogues. 
This  date  is  invariably  weakly  struck.  There  is  rarely  much  detail  on 
Liberty's  hair  or  headdress.  The  U  in  UNITED  is  always  faint  and 
on  many  specimens  actually  illegible...  This  date  is  certainly  in  the 
same  rarity  class  with  the  more  heralded  1861-D,  although  for  some 
reason  it  has  neither  gained  the  fame  nor  the  higher  price  of  the  1861-D. 
In  fact,  it  brings  about  the  same  as  the  1860-D  and  yet  in  my  estima¬ 
tion  is  probably  twice  as  rare." 


The  number  of  unduplicated  examples  in  existence  is  not  known. 
Probably  a  dozen  to  18  different  can  be  traced.  Walter  Breen  in  1964 
wrote  that  he  was  aware  of  fewer  than  a  dozen  pieces. 

The  piece  offered  here,  which  possesses  much  mint  lustre,  is  cer¬ 
tainly  one  of  the  finest  known  examples.  Although  the  present 
cataloguer  has  not  examined  all  of  the  pieces  offered  in  higher  grades 
over  the  years,  it  is  our  estimation  that  the  presently-offered  piece, 
conservatively  described  as  Extremely  Fine-45,  can  take  its  place 
alongside  other  coins  earlier  described  as  "AU"  or,  in  some  instances 
as  even  finer.  Years  ago,  before  strict  grading  practices  came  into  be¬ 
ing,  it  was  popular  to  grade  rare  issues  more  leniently  than  common 
ones.  Thus,  a  Dahlonega  Mint  gold  dollar,  for  example,  would  often 
be  graded  a  point  or  two  higher  than  a  Philadelphia  Mint  issue.  This 
practice  was  widespread. 

The  1856-D  gold  dollar  here  offered  is  one  of  the  foremost  prizes 
in  the  present  gold  dollar  collection.  The  specialist  would  do  well  to 
bid  liberally,  for  it  may  be  a  long  time  before  an  equal  or  finer  one 
crosses  the  auction  block. 


30  1857-C  Extremely  Fine-40.  Some  light  surface  marks.  With  ample 

evidence  of  mint  lustre  in  protected  areas.  One  of  the  finest  known 
examples  of  this  classic  issue. 

Even  the  finest  1857-C  gold  dollars  are  apt  to  have  an  irregular  ap¬ 
pearance,  as  David  Akers  notes:  "The  planchets  used  for  striking 
1857-C  gold  dollars  were  downright  atrocious,  as  was  the  quality  of 
minting.  Even  the  best  available  specimens  looked  terrible  and  are 
very  difficult  to  grade." 

This  and  contemporary  Charlotte  Mint  pieces  were  struck  on  a 
hand-operated  press  under  relatively  primitive  conditions,  especial¬ 
ly  in  comparison  to  those  in  place  at  the  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco, 
and  New  Orleans  facilities.  At  the  time,  no  thought  was  given  to 
preparing  coins  for  collectors,  as  numismatic  interest  was  non-existent. 
There  is  no  such  thing  as  a  sharply-struck  Uncirculated  1857-C  gold 
dollar.  This,  of  course,  makes  collecting  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega 
coins  all  the  more  interesting.  One  can  aspire  to  perfection,  but  one 
can  never  obtain  it.  Dr.  William  H.  Sheldon  and  others  have  alluded 
to  the  appeal  of  the  unobtainable,  at  least  from  a  practical  viewpoint, 
likening  it  to  the  possibility  of  completing  a  round  of  golf  with  a  score 
of  18.  In  theory  it  can  be  done,  but  in  practice  no  one  has  ever  done  it. 


Elusive  1857-D  Gold  Dollar 


31  1857-D  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45  if  not  finer.  Quite  sharply  struck 

for  the  issue.  With  much  original  mint  lustre  remaining.  This  quali¬ 
ty,  graded  today  by  current  conservative  standards,  is  fully  equal  to 
examples  we  have  seen  offered  as  "AU"  in  the  past 

In  keeping  with  all  other  authentic  1857-D  gold  dollars  examined, 
the  reverse  is  lightly  defined  at  the  top.  This  appears  to  be  caused 
by  the  die  characteristics  rather  than  the  striking  procedure. 

The  1857-D  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Dahlonega  Mint  gold  dollars 
Just  3,533  were  struck.  Probably  no  more  than  two  or  three  dozen 
different  specimens  could  be  traced  today,  of  which  the  presently- 
offered  coin  is  among  the  best. 
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32  1857-S  Extremely  Fine-40.  A  pleasing  specimen  of  this  fairly  scarce 
San  Francisco  Mint  issue.  Just  10,000  were  struck. 

The  student  of  the  gold  dollar  series  will  realize  that  there  is  a  great 
price  disparity  between  scarce  issues  and  common  issues.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  the  1857-S  gold  dollar  is  at  least  50  times  rarer  than  1857 
Philadelphia  Mint  issue,  and  yet  the  1857-S  catalogues  for  only  twice 
as  much.  In  the  estimation  of  the  cataloguer,  there  are  many  superb 
buys  to  be  found  among  nineteenth  century  American  gold  coins,  not 
only  gold  dollars  but  other  denominations  as  well. 

33  1858  AU-55,  but  with  a  tiny  indentation  near  the  top  of  the  reverse, 
which  has  slightly  dented  the  coin.  This  feature  is  scarcely  noticeable 
but  must  be  mentioned.  The  coin  is  attractive  and  possesses  nearly 
full  mint  frost. 


Prize  1858-D  Gold  Dollar 


34  1858-D  Extremely  Fine-40.  Some  edge  marks  are  evident.  The  piece 
is  remarkable  for  its  sharp  striking.  Unlike  nearly  all  other  known 
examples,  the  present  coin  has  the  date  bold  and  well  defined!  David 
Akers'  comment  serves  to  highlight  the  extraordinary  appearance  of 
the  one  we  offer:  "Always  weakly  struck,  particularly  on  the  hair  and 
headdress  of  Liberty,  and  at  the  85  of  the  date.  On  many  specimens, 
in  fact,  the  8  and  5  are  missing  entirely." 

Of  the  3,477  specimens  struck  of  the  1858-D  gold  dollar,  probably 
no  more  than  75  to  100  exist  today.  Probably  10%  or  fewer  can  match 
the  present  coin  in  terms  of  striking  sharpness. 

35  Pair  of  San  Francisco  Mint  gold  dollars:  1858-S  Very  Fine-20;  1859-S 
Extremely  Fine-40.  Both  issues  have  relatively  low  mintages:  10,000 
for  the  former  and  15,000  for  the  latter.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


36  1859-C  Extremely  Fine-40.  With  characteristic  lightness  of  striking  in 

certain  areas,  particularly  on  the  reverse.  Again,  David  Akers  is 
quoted:  "Along  with  the  1857-C,  the  1859-C  ranks  as  the  most  con¬ 
sistently  poorly  struck  gold  dollar.  The  quality  of  the  planchets  used 
was  also  remarkably  bad..."  From  the  standpoint  of  actual  wear  the 
present  coin  may  well  be  AU. 

The  1859-C  is  rarer  than  generally  appreciated,  possibly  because 
the  issue  is  poorly  struck  and,  consequently,  has  not  received  the  at¬ 
tention  it  deserves.  Probably  no  more  than  three  to  four  dozen  of 
the  5,235  struck  can  be  traced  today. 


37  1859-D  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  With  much  original  mint  lustre  in 
the  protective  surfaces.  Although  the  piece  shows  some  lightness  of 
striking,  as  always  seen,  this  is  one  of  the  finest  known  examples. 
Of  the  4,952  pieces  originally  made,  probably  100  to  125  still  sur¬ 
vive.  Most  are  not  as  nice  as  this  one. 

38  1860  Choice  AU-55.  With  nearly  full  original  mint  lustre,  this  coin 
very  closely  approaches  MS-60.

39  1860-D  Extremely  Fine-40.  With  the  characteristic  of  striking  observed 

on  all  genuine  pieces:  lightly  impressed  U  of  UNITED  and  with  in¬ 
distinct  denticles  on  areas  of  the  reverse  border,  and  other  features. 

The  exceptionally  low  mintage  of  just  1,566  gold  dollars  struck  at 
Dahlonega  this  year  has  focused  the  spotlight  on  the  1860-D  for  a 
long  time.  The  issue  is  one  of  the  best  known  rarities  in  the  series. 
Walter  Breen  calls  the  issue  "extremely  rare"  and  notes  that  "probably 
fewer  than  a  dozen  are  known,"  while  David  Akers  feels  that  the  coin 
is  rare,  but  that  more  than  20  examples  exist. 

An  important  opportunity  to  acquire  a  famous  classic  in  outstand¬ 
ing  condition. 


40  1860-S  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  A  sharply  struck  example  of  this 

San  Francisco  issue.  Much  mint  lustre  remains  in  protected  areas. 


41  1861  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Sharply  struck  and  very 

frosty. 
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Famous  1861-D  Gold  Dollar  Rarity 


42  1861-D  AU-50.  In  keeping  with  other  authentic  1861-D  gold  dollars, 

the  coin  exhibits  weakness  in  certain  areas,  specifically  at  the  U  of 
UNITED  and  on  certain  of  the  reverse  denticles.  Much  original  mint 
lustre  still  remains,  particularly  in  protected  areas  of  the  surface.  A 
superb  specimen  of  this  famous  classic  rarity. 

The  mintage  of  the  1861-D  is  unknown  but  is  believed  to  be  be¬ 
tween  1,000  and  2,000  pieces.  In  early  1861,  when  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  controlled  the  Dahlonega  Mint,  no  gold  dollars  were  struck, 
although  two  pairs  of  dies  had  been  sent  from  Philadelphia  on 
December  10,  1860  and  had  arrived  at  Dahlonega  on  January  7,  1861. 
After  the  Confederate  capture  of  the  minting  facility,  a  number  of 
1861-D  gold  dollars  were  struck  using  bullion  on  hand.  The  number 
was  not  recorded,  and  estimates  over  the  years  have  ranged  from  1,000 
to  2,000  pieces,  with  an  average  being  on  the  lower  side,  approximately 
1,250.  From  this  unknown  original  figure  probably  20  to  30  pieces 
can  be  traced  today. 

The  tantalizing  unknown  mintage  combined  with  its  status  of  a  gold 
coin  definitely  struck  by  the  Confederate  States  of  America  has 
elevated  the  1861-D  to  what  one  author  has  described  as  the  "king 
of  the  gold  dollar  series."  Certainly  the  1861-D  has  a  generous  measure 
of  history  and  romance,  two  ingredients  that  spell  numismatic 
desirability. 


43  1862  Choice  AU-55  with  many  claims  to  MS-60.  Sharply  struck  and 

nearly  fully  lustrous. 


44  1863  Extremely  Fine-40.  A  sharp  specimen  of  the  initial  issue  of  what 

was  to  become  a  string  of  low-mintage  Philadelphia  Mint  gold  dollars. 
Only  6,250  were  struck.  Apparently  most  were  shipped  overseas  or 
were  subsequently  melted,  for  the  number  known  today  would  in¬ 
dicate  a  much  lower  original  mintage.  Probably  no  more  than  a  few 
dozen  business  strikes  can  be  traced.  David  Akers  pays  a  strong  tribute: 
"This  is  the  rarest  Philadelphia  Mint  gold  dollar  of  the  1860s...  As 
a  date,  it  is  only  marginally  less  rarer  than  the  1875." 

During  the  time  of  coinage,  specie  (gold  and  silver  coins)  payments 
had  been  suspended  by  the  Treasury  and  such  pieces  did  not  circulate. 
Such  coins  were  stored  by  the  Treasury  or  were  used  as  payment  in 
foreign  transactions. 

For  many  years  the  1863  has  been  recognized  as  a  classic  rarity. 
The  fact  that  in  Extremely  Fine  condition  the  coin  catalogues  just  $550 
in  the  1984  edition  of  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  points 
out  that  there  are  many  sleepers  to  be  had  if  one  cares  to  spend  just 


a  slight  amount  of  time  searching  for  them.  Of  course,  items  such 
as  1863  gold  dollars,  which  are  extremely  rare  and  which  are  seldom 
stocked  by  dealers,  are  hardly  ever  promoted  by  investment  newsier 
ters  or  financial  advisors.  Perhaps  this  is  a  good  thing,  for  if  great 
publicity  were  given  to  the  18t>3  gold  dollar  (to  continue  the  present 
example),  an  Extremely  Fine  piece  would  soon  catalogue  not  $550  but, 
rather,  $5,500  or  even  morel 


45  1864  Extremely  Fine-40.  A  sharply  struck  specimen  of  this  issue  A 

magnifying  glass  reveals  a  few  surface  lines  and  marks,  but  all  in  all 
the  coin  is  an  attractive  example  of  the  variety. 

Although  the  1864  is  not  as  rare  as  the  1863,  still  on  an  absolute 
scale  it  ranks  as  a  very  important  issue.  Probably  fewer  than  100 
business  strikes  survive  today  from  the  original  mintage  of  5,900  pieces 
made  for  circulation. 


Gem  Uncirculated  1865  Gold  Dollar 


46  1865  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-67.  A  superlative  specimen  of 

one  of  the  most  prized  dates  in  the  Philadelphia  Mint  series.  Examina¬ 
tion  with  a  glass  reveals  a  number  of  minute  die  striae,  common  to 
other  high-grade  Mint  State  examples,  a  characteristic  which  should 
not  be  confused  with  hairlines. 

Of  the  original  mintage  of  3,725  pieces,  probably  not  more  than 
100  business  strikes  survive.  A  dozen  or  so  different  pieces  have  been 
described  as  "Uncirculated"  in  the  past,  but  no  more  than  a  handful 
could  certainly  equal  the  present  specimen,  and  perhaps  this  estimate 
is  overly  generous. 

Here  is  a  coin  for  the  connoisseur,  a  coin  for  the  ages,  a  classic  which 
will  be  long  remembered  by  specialists  in  the  series. 


47  1866  AU-50,  prooflike.  Struck  from  clashed  dies,  as  usually  seen,  with 

the  word  LIBERTY  visible  on  the  reverse  below  the  date.  In  an  effort 
to  efface  the  clash  marks,  the  dies  were  dressed,  thus  causing  the  proof¬ 
like  surface  mentioned. 

Just  7,100  business  strikes  were  made,  of  which  probably  no  more 
than  100  survive  today. 
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4$  18o7  AU-50.  Sharply  struck  and  very  frosty.  From  clashed  dies,  a 

situation  precisely  identical  to  the  preceding;  also  with  the  word  LIBER¬ 
TY  below  the  date.  This  was  caused  by  the  obverse  and  reverse  dies 
coming  together  without  an  intervening  planchet. 

Again,  we  have  the  situation  of  a  low  mintage  issue  (just  5,200 
business  strikes  were  made).  Probably  no  more  than  50  to  75  exist 
today. 


49  1868  AU-50,  prooflike.  A  sparkling  specimen  of  an  elusive  issue.  Prob¬ 

ably  no  more  than  100  or  so  business  strikes  survive  of  the  10,500 
struck. 


Superb  1869  Gold  Dollar 


50  1869  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-67.  A  breathtaking,  superb,  fan¬ 

tastic  example  of  this  low  mintage  issue.  The  coin  is  so  well  preserved 
that  it  may  have  been  a  specimen  set  aside  for  the  Assay  Commis¬ 
sion.  Certainly,  few  others  like  it  are  in  existence. 

In  keeping  with  other  1869  gold  dollars,  the  obverse  is  boldly  struck, 
while  the  reverse  is  less  sharply  defined. 

For  the  connoisseur  of  gold  dollars  this  offering  represents  an  op¬ 
portunity  which  may  not  be  repeated  for  a  long,  long  time.  Another 
coin  for  the  ages. 


Exceptional  1870  Gold  Dollar 


51  1870  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  A  frosty  specimen  of  one 

of  the  lower  mintage  issues  in  the  gold  dollar  series.  Another  prize 
item  for  the  gold  dollar  connoisseur. 


Interesting  1870-S  Gold  Dollar 


52  1870-S  Choice  AU-55.  With  much  original  mint  lustre  still  remaining. 

The  1870-S,  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  all  gold  dollar  issues, 
has  the  distinction  of  being  the  lowest  mintage  variety  among  San 
Francisco  gold  dollars.  Just  3,000  were  struck.  It  has  the  further  distinc¬ 
tion  of  being  the  only  branch  mint  gold  dollar  after  1861. 

Walter  Breen  relates  that  on  May  14,  1870,  O.H.  LaGrange, 
superintendent  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  telegraphed  Philadelphia 
to  advise  that:  "LETTER  S  OMITTED  ON  ONE  AND  THREE 
DOLLAR  DIES  SENT  TO  THIS  BRANCH  FOR  THE  YEAR.  2,000 
PIECES  COINED.  CAN  THEY  BE  ISSUED." 

On  May  27,  1870,  LaGrange  wrote  to  Philadelphia  stating  that  the 
$1  and  $3  dies  were  returned.  Later,  the  San  Francisco  Mint  was  to 
report  a  coinage  of  3,000  gold  dollars  for  the  year.  If  the  2,000  1870 
gold  dollars  without  mintmark  were  melted,  then  all  3,000  pieces 
would  have  been  of  the  standard  1870-S  variety.  However,  if  the  3,000 
figure  includes  2,000  without  the  S  mintmark  (which  would  be  similar 
to  Philadelphia  Mint  coins),  then  only  1,000  1870-S  dollars  with  mint- 
mark  were  produced. 

The  1870-S  is  one  of  the  best  known  rarities  among  gold  dollars. 
In  1964  Walter  Breen  wrote  that  about  two  dozen  could  be  traced 
and  that  probably  no  more  than  30  pieces  existed  totally.  David  Akers 
traced  auction  appearances  of  69  coins,  including  many  duplicate  ap¬ 
pearances  of  identical  pieces,  over  a  long  period  of  years. 


53  1871  AU-50,  prooflike.  A  glittering  specimen  of  a  major  scarcity  among 

gold  dollars.  Just  3,900  business  strikes  were  made,  of  which  fewer 
than  100  are  believed  to  exist  today. 

Mini-essay:  ARE  YOU  PAYING  FOR  RARTTIES  BUT  NOT  GET¬ 
TING  THEM?  In  today's  market  there  are  many  coins  that  are  high 
priced  but  which  are  not  necessarily  rare.  We  are  referring  to  pro¬ 
motional  issues  which  have  been  highlighted  by  various  newsletters 
and  investment  services.  The  result  of  all  this  publicity  has  been  a 
sharp  increase  in  price  for  the  pieces  spotlighted.  Other  coins,  and 
the  1870  gold  dollar  offered  in  the  present  lot  is  a  good  example,  have 
been  neglected.  The  presently-offered  coin  catalogues  $650,  and  yet 
fewer  than  100  pieces  are  believed  to  exist. 

Are  you  paying  a  "rarity  price"  for  a  common  coin?  If  so,  you  may 
wish  to  consider  diverting  your  attention  to  some  of  the  older  classic 
series.  There  are  many  areas  which  offer  scarce  and  rare  coins  for 
less  than  $1,000  per  item,  sometimes  far  less.  Why  not  think  for 
yourself,  do  some  research,  and  make  purchases  based  upon  your 
ideas  rather  than  someone  else's?  The  present  cataloguer  believes  you 
will  do  well  by  going  this  route. 
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54  1872  AU-50,  partially  prooflike.  A  sharply  struck  and  very  attrac¬ 
tive  specimen  of  another  scarcity  in  the  gold  dollar  series.  Just  3,500 
business  strikes  were  made,  of  which  perhaps  only  75  to  100  still  sur¬ 
vive.  Apropos  of  our  mini-essay  given  with  the  preceding  lot,  we  note 
that  the  present  coin,  the  1872  gold  dollar,  a  rarity,  catalogues  just 
$650  in  the  1984  edition  of  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins. 

55  1873  Open  3.  Choice  AU-55,  prooflike.  A  glittering  cameo-like 
specimen  of  this  popular  issue. 

It  was  Harry  X  Boosel  who,  years  ago  in  the  Numismatic  Scrap¬ 
book  Magazine,  first  publicized  the  date  differences  among  1873  coins. 
Since  that  time  they  have  been  listed  in  most  reference  books. 

56  1874  Choice  AU-55. 

The  1873  and  the  1874  have  increased  mintages,  123,300  for  the 
former  and  198,820  for  the  latter — both  relatively  high  for  the  era. 
This  coincided  with  the  resumption  of  specie  payments.  The  Treasury 
Department  anticipated  a  strong  pent-up  demand  for  gold  dollars  and, 
accordingly,  produced  them  in  generous  quantities.  These  expecta¬ 
tions  were  not  fulfilled,  with  the  result  that  pieces  were  on  hand  many 
years  thereafter.  Indeed,  the  following  year  (1875)  saw  the  lowest  mint¬ 
age  in  the  series,  just  400  business  strikes! 


Classic  1875  Gold  Dollar  Rarity 


57  1875  AU-50,  prooflike.  A  sharply  struck  and  very  pleasing  specimen 

of  the  lowest  mintage  issue  among  gold  dollars. 

This  issue  is  virtually  indistinguishable  from  a  Proof  and  is  iden¬ 
tified  as  a  business  strike  only  by  a  tiny  thornlike  projection  from 
the  lower  jaw  into  the  field.  Only  400  business  strikes  were  produced 
of  the  1875  gold  dollar.  Writing  in  1964,  Walter  Breen  noted  that  "non- 
Proofs  of  this  mintage  are  so  rare  that  their  genuineness  is  controver¬ 
sial."  We  note  here  that  there  is  no  controversy  concerning  the  authen¬ 
ticity  of  the  piece  we  offer;  it  is  guaranteed. 

In  more  recent  times  (1975),  David  Akers  published  the  informa¬ 
tion  that  numerous  coins  offered  as  "Proof"  over  the  years  may  have 
been  Uncirculated.  To  be  more  specific,  he  cited  29  Proof  appearances 
and  just  five  Uncirculated  examples  among  the  192  auction  catalogues 
surveyed.  It  is  thought  that  some  of  these  29  "Proofs"  may  have  in¬ 
deed  been  Uncirculated  pieces. 

In  any  event,  the  1875  gold  dollar  in  any  condition— business  strike 
or  Proof— is  a  major  rarity.  Only  a  few  dozen  exist. 

Upon  examining  a  collection  or  display  of  gold  dollars,  the  eye 
automatically  gravitates  to  the  1875.  While  the  1861 -D  may  indeed 
be  the  "king  of  gold  dollars,"  as  has  been  suggested,  certainly  the  1875 
is  at  least  the  crown  prince.  The  piece  offered  here,  a  glittering  cameo, 
will  be  a  highlight  of  the  successful  bidder's  collection. 


58  1876  AU-50.  One  of  just  3,200  business  stnkes  made  Only  100  or 

so  pieces  exist  today  in  various  grades.  Again,  a  rarity  At  the  risk 
of  being  repetitious  we  note  that  this  coin  catalogues  just  $450  in  the 
current  Guide  Book.  Are  there  any  bargains  in  numismatics?  You  be 
the  judge. 


59  1877  Choice  AU-55.  A  frosty  and  beautiful  specimen  of  a  highly-prized 

gold  dollar.  Just  3,920  were  minted,  of  which  perhaps  a  couple  hun¬ 
dred,  if  indeed  that  many,  survive  today. 

In  numismatics,  1877  is  a  "magic"  date — due  no  doubt  to  the  fame 
accorded  to  the  1877  Indian  cent  and  such  Proof-only  issues  as  the 
three-cent  nickel  and  five-cent  nickel  of  the  same  date.  Again  we  note 
that  catalogue  values  for  this  issue  are  laughingly  low— with  the  suc¬ 
cessful  bidder  having  the  best  chance  of  getting  the  last  laugh  when 
the  rarity  of  such  pieces  is  recognized  by  the  market. 


60  1878  Choice  AU-55.  Just  a  whisper  away  from  full  MS-60,  this  piece 
is  sharply  struck  and  possesses  nearly  full  mint  lustre.  The  issue,  of 
which  just  3,000  business  strikes  were  made,  is  one  of  the  prime  scar¬ 
cities  among  gold  dollars  of  the  era.  We  surmise  that  fewer  than  a 
couple  hundred  survive  in  various  grades  today. 

61  Group  of  low-mintage  Philadelphia  Mint  gold  dollars:  1879  Choice 
Extremely  Fine-45;  1881  AU-50;  1884  AU-50. 

As  curious  as  it  may  seem,  each  of  these  issues  is  far  rarer  in  Ex¬ 
tremely  Fine  or  AU  condition  than  in  Uncirculated  grade!  This  can 
be  readily  verified  by  checking  auction  appearances.  For  example, 
of  the  1879  gold  dollar,  David  Akers  noted  66  Uncirculated  coins  ap¬ 
pearing  at  auction,  but  only  nine  AU  and  four  Extremely  Fine  coins! 
It  is  not  that  worn  coins  are  worth  more  than  Uncirculated  pieces  in 
this  instance,  for  they  are  not.  But,  the  situation  is  interesting  to  con¬ 
template!  (Total:  3  pieces) 

Note:  Around  1879,  gold  dollars  (and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  $3  coins) 
attracted  the  interest  and  attention  of  collectors  and  speculators. 
Numismatists,  jewelers,  and  others  set  aside  various  pieces.  History 
shows  us  that  the  dates  most  in  favor  were  probably  1879,  1880,  and 
1881,  for  in  later  years  several  small  hoards  of  these  appeared.  Prob¬ 
ably  several  hundred  examples  of  each  of  these  three  dates  exist  to¬ 
day  in  Mint  State,  a  significant  percentage  of  the  original  mintage. 
Although  David  Akers'  auction  records  do  not  verify  this,  at  least 
not  strongly,  it  is  our  opinion  that  in  Uncirculated  grade  1878  (which 
was  just  before  the  interest  in  hoarding  such  pieces)  is  at  least  10  times 
rarer  in  Uncirculated  grade  than  anyone  of  the  1879,  1880,  or  1881 
dates. 

There  are  a  couple  other  aspects  of  coin  auction  appearances  which 
are  deserving  of  being  set  down  in  print,  especially  since  the  writer 
(Q.  David  Bowers)  cannot  recall  having  seen  mention  of  them 
elsewhere. 

Stated  briefly,  auction  appearances  tend  to  make  rare  coins  seem 
more  common  than  they  actually  are,  and  certain  common  coins  seem 
rarer  than  they  actually  are.  An  explanation  is  in  order: 

Let  us  suppose,  for  example,  that  during  the  past  half  century  20 
different  numismatists  endeavored  to  assemble  complete  sets  of  gold 
dollars  containing  one  of  each  date  and  mintmark  issue  from  1849 
through  1889.  Actually,  this  assumption  is  probably  fairly  close  to 
what  happened.  Each  person  would  have  been  successful.  As  the  col¬ 
lections  were  formed  and  dispersed  over  a  period  of  time,  certain  pieces 
migrated  from  one  collection  to  another.  So,  although  20  different 
collections  may  have  possessed  1861-D  gold  dollars,  for  example, 
perhaps  only  10  or  12  different  coins  were  involved 
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In  addition,  we  will  assume  that  another  50  numismatists  made 
serious  attempts  at  building  sets  and  came  fairly  close  to  the  mark, 
perhaps  lacking  certain  of  the  Charlotte,  Dahlonega,  and  rare 
Philadelphia  Mint  issues.  This  gives  us  a  panorama  of  70  collections 
for  study — 20  complete  collections  and  50  incomplete  ones.  To  these 
collections  can  be  added  other  numismatic  holdings,  not  serious  col¬ 
lections  of  gold  dollars  but,  rather,  miscellaneous  collections  com¬ 
prising  a  wide  variety  of  American  coinage. 

Anyone  surveying  auction  records  would  note  that  the  1861-D  gold 
dollar  appeared  at  least  20  times,  perhaps  even  25  times  (assuming 
some  of  the  partial  collections  of  gold  dollars  had  an  1861-D).  For 
purposes  of  the  present  discussion,  we  will  assume  that  the  1861-D 
appeared  25  times  in  all. 

Contrast  this  with  the  1853  gold  dollar,  a  very  common  date  (the 
mintage  was  4,076,051  pieces).  We  will  assume  that  the  20  complete 
collections  each  had  an  1853,  and  we  will  further  assume  that  the  50 
incomplete  collections  of  gold  dollars  also  had  an  1853.  So  far  we 
have  a  population  of  70  examples.  Going  further,  we  will  assume  that 
dozens  of  other  collections — which  did  not  include  seriously-formed 
sets  of  gold  dollars  but  which  contain  type  sets — possessed  1853  gold 
dollars,  giving  us,  say,  another  60  pieces.  Thus,  our  survey  shows 
130  1853  gold  dollars  and  25  1861-D  gold  dollars. 

If  one  were  to  use  strict  mathematical  reasoning,  one  could  con¬ 
clude  that  the  1861-D  gold  dollar  was  slightly  more  than  five  times 
rarer  than  the  1853.  However,  this  is  not  the  situation  at  all.  As  there 
was  no  reason  for  anyone  to  possess  multiple  examples  of  1853, 
specialized  collections  contain  just  one  piece.  The  same  goes  for  type 
sets  and  other  holdings.  In  truth,  the  experienced  dealer  knows  that 
1853  gold  dollars  are  very  common.  We  would  estimate  from  our  own 
experience  that  many  thousands  of  1853  gold  dollars  exist  in  various 
grades,  perhaps  as  many  as  5,000  to  10,000!  As  this  date  is  not  of 
particular  consequence,  especially  in  lower  grades,  little  attention  is 
paid  to  them.  They  commonly  change  hands  at  conventions,  are  sold 
to  investors  in  packages,  are  exchanged  over  the  counter  in  coin  shops, 
and  the  like — without  attracting  the  attention  of  numismatic  jour¬ 
nalists.  In  other  words,  there  is  a  great  “underground  movement”  of 
1853  gold  dollars.  They  are  not  particularly  exciting,  and  no  one  lifts 
an  eyebrow  concerning  them.  The  1861-D  gold  dollar,  contrary  to 
the  situation  of  the  1853,  is  a  headline-grabbing  coin.  Whenever  one 
changes  hands  it  furnishes  the  occasion  for  a  numismatic  celebration 
of  sorts.  Thus,  such  pieces  are  very  visible. 

The  bottom  line  of  these  few  paragraphs  is  that  rare  issues  such 
as  the  1861-D  appear  to  exist  in  greater  proportion  than  common  issues 
such  as  1853.  Stated  another  way,  many  rarities  are  far  rarer  than 
auction  appearances  would  indicate. 

The  situation  of  multiple  appearances  of  the  same  coin  also  must 
be  factored  into  any  evaluation  of  rarity.  A  few  years  ago  we  sold 
a  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  commemorative  gold  set,  which  during  the 
following  two  years  was  owned  by  at  least  five  different  dealers,  each 
of  whom  presented  it  for  sale  without  indicating  where  it  came  from. 
Someone  surveying  the  market  would  conclude  that  these  sets  were 
relatively  plentiful,  whereas  only  one  distinct  set  was  involved!  Years 
ago  it  was  the  custom  for  great  rarities  to  go  into  collections  and  stay 
there,  possibly  for  decades.  In  recent  times,  the  dealer  community 
itself  has  furnished  a  major  market  for  rarities.  What  is  more 
prestigious  to  a  given  dealer's  business  than  the  pride  of  possession 
and  the  ability  to  display  something  like  an  American  gold  rarity, 
an  1876-CC  twenty-cent  piece,  or  something  else  that  attracts  the  ad¬ 
miration  of  all  who  are  numismatically  aware.  Accordingly,  in  many 
instances  great  rarities  have  been  purchased  by  dealers  who  have 
displayed  them  for  awhile,  who  have  then  sold  them  to  other  dealers, 
who  in  turn  may  have  sold  them  to  still  another  dealer,  each  time 
at  a  nominal  markup.  If  you  were  to  take  the  decade  from  1973  to 
1983  and  tally  the  appearances  of  major  scarcities  and  rarities  in  fixed- 
price  catalogues,  advertisements,  and  auction  catalogues,  and  com¬ 
pare  the  offering  to  that  of  the  1933-1943  decade,  you  would  con¬ 
clude  that  all  of  the  sudden  certain  rarities  had  become  plentiful!  This 
is  not  the  case.  Back  in  the  1930s,  coins  would  be  sold  into  collec¬ 
tions,  where  they  would  remain  hidden  for  a  long  time.  In  the  1970s 
and  early  1980s,  visibility  was  the  name  of  the  game,  and  rarities  were 
given  more  publicity  and  were  more  extensively  displayed. 

Enough  of  this  discussion.  Now,  back  to  the  gold  dollar  listings! 


Low-Mintage  1880  Gold  Dollar 


62  1880  MS-63  to  MS-65,  partially  prooflike.  A  superb  specimen  of  this 

popular  issue.  Just  1,636  pieces  were  minted,  registering  the  date  as 
one  of  the  lowest  productions  of  the  denomination. 

In  this  instance,  an  exceedingly  low  mintage  does  not  equate  to  an 
exceedingly  high  rarity,  for  a  number  of  pieces  were  hoarded  at  the 
time  of  issue.  Still,  in  absolute  terms — especially  when  compared  to 
twentieth  century  issues — the  1880  gold  dollar  remains  a  rarity.  This 
sparkling  cameo  is  just  right  for  a  high-quality  type  set  or  specialized 
date  collection. 


Splendiferous  1882  Gold  Dollar 


63  1882  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-67.  A  sharply  struck  and  very 

frosty  specimen  of  this  low-mintage  issue.  Just  5,000  pieces  were  struck. 
Although  the  mintage  is  higher  than  that  of  1880,  in  Uncirculated  grade 
the  1882  is  at  least  two  or  three  times  rarer  (our  experience  indicates). 
This  sparkling  coin  will  be  a  source  of  joy  to  the  successful  bidder. 


64  1883  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60,  if  not  a  bit  better.  A  sharply  struck 

and  partially  prooflike  specimen  of  this  scarce  date.  The  issue  is  kept 
from  MS-63  or  MS-65  only  by  some  surface  hairlines.  Doubtless,  the 
coin  has  never  seen  even  the  slightest  whisper  of  circulation.  The  reduc¬ 
tion  to  MS-60  grade  was  caused,  in  our  opinion,  by  the  careless 
stewardship  of  numismatists  years  ago.  It  should  have  been  handled 
more  carefully. 
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65  1885  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63,  prooflike.  A  glittering 

specimen  which  closely  resembles  a  Proof.  On  the  reverse  at  the  last 
two  digits  of  the  date  is  a  copper-colored  toning  area,  due  to  the  alloy. 
Such  can  probably  be  removed  easily  by  "dipping,"  if  desired. 

Only  11,000  business  strikes  were  made  of  this  issue,  of  which  a 
few  hundred  have  survived  to  the  present  time. 


66  1886  MS-60  to  MS-63.  A  sharply  struck  and  very  frosty  piece.  A  tiny 

rim  mark  near  the  last  letter  of  AMERICA  is  mentioned  for  accuracy. 
Some  traces  of  prooflike  surface,  common  to  most  gold  dollars  (and 
also  $3  pieces)  of  this  era,  are  evident. 


67  1887  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Sharply  struck  and  a  very 

frosty  specimen  of  a  very  popular  issue.  One  of  just  7,000  business 
strikes  produced  this  year. 


68  1888  MS-63  to  MS-65.  A  sharply  struck  and  very  frosty  specimen 

of  the  penultimate  year  in  the  gold  dollar  series. 


69  1889  MS-63  to  MS-65.  Another  sparkling,  frosty,  desirable,  low- 

mintage,  sharply  struck  gold  dollar.  Need  we  say  more? 


Quarter  Eagles 


The  following  offering  of  quarter  eagles  is  just  the  opposite 
of  what  one  might  expect  in  an  auction.  The  early  years, 
which  comprise  many  rarities,  are  completely  represented, 
while  later  issues  are  only  occasionally  offered.  However, 
those  “occasional"  pieces  are  apt  to  be  scarcities  or  rarities! 

The  presentation  of  early  quarter  eagles  is  especially  il¬ 
lustrious.  The  years  from  1796  through  1807  include  all  of 
the  major  varieties,  with  the  solitary  exception  of  the  1804 
with  13-star  reverse.  Such  issues  as  the  1796  without  stars, 
1796  with  stars,  1797,  1798,  and  so  on  through  1807  are  each 
rarities  in  their  own  right. 

The  1808  quarter  eagle,  the  only  year  of  its  design  type, 
has  a  fame  all  of  its  own.  No  type  set  of  United  States  gold 
coins  can  be  complete  without  an  1808. 

The  sale  then  continues  with  the  next  issue  of  quarter 
eagles,  the  1821  (none  having  been  coined  from  1809  through 
1820  inclusive).  From  that  point  the  offering  is  complete  as 
to  varieties  through  1834. 

After  1834,  the  offering  becomes  eclectic.  Included  are  a 
number  of  important  rarities,  as  you  will  see  first-hand  as 
you  leaf  through  the  following  pages.  The  1848  CAL.  is, 
of  course,  one  of  America's  most  romantic  coin  issues.  The 
several  Proofs  offered  are  all  major  rarities,  and  a  number 
of  other  pieces  will  attract  the  attention  of  specialists  and 
connoisseurs  as  well. 

Quarter  eagles  have  a  fascinating  history.  The  reader  is 
referred  to  two  books  by  Q.  David  Bowers,  each  of  which 
discusses  the  series,  the  second  of  which  goes  into  great 
detail:  The  History  of  United  States  Coinage  (available  from 


us  for  $37  postpaid)  and  United  States  Gold  Coins:  An  Il¬ 
lustrated  History  ($35  postpaid).  Or,  perhaps  your  local 
library  has  copies  you  can  borrow. 

The  quarter  eagle  denomination  had  its  inception  in  the 
summer  of  1796  when  dies  were  prepared  by  Robert  Scot, 
Mint  engraver  since  late  1793.  Two  major  varieties  exist  for 
the  first  year,  one  without  obverse  stars  and  one  with  this 
feature.  From  1796  through  1807,  the  Capped  Bust  to  Right 
design,  mintages  were  very  sparce,  with  only  427  pieces 
recorded  for  the  lowest  production  year,  1797. 

In  1808  the  quarter  eagle  was  redesigned  by  John  Reich. 
The  new  style,  known  to  collectors  today  as  the  Capped  Bust 
to  Left  format,  was  produced  only  during  the  1808  year, 
after  which  time  mintage  was  suspended  for  a  long  span. 

In  1821  production  resumed.  The  former  general  motif 
was  retained,  but  the  diameter  and  other  features  were  slight¬ 
ly  different  from  those  used  in  1808.  From  1821  through  1834 
mintages  were  small,  ranging  from  760  for  the  1826  to  6,448 
for  the  1821  issue.  During  this  time,  gold  coins,  if  melted, 
would  yield  more  in  bullion  than  their  face  value,  so  nearly 
all  were  melted  or  exported.  A  great  rarity  in  the  series,  the 
1834  with  the  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM,  was  minted  to 
the  extent  of  4,000  pieces,  but  apparently  nearly  all  were 
destroyed.  At  the  time  the  melt-down  value  of  each  quarter 
eagle  was  $2.66. 

The  low  mintages  in  themselves  would  have  caused 
quarter  eagles  in  the  1796-1834  span  to  be  elusive,  but  the 
widespread  melting  exacerbated  the  situation,  with  the  result 
that  each  and  every  coin  in  this  span  can  legitimately  be 
called  a  rarity,  especially  in  comparison  to  later  gold  issues. 
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Following  the  Act  of  June  28,  1834,  the  authorized  weight 
of  the  quarter  eagle  was  reduced.  The  result  was  as  an¬ 
ticipated:  the  profit  motive  in  melting  was  destroyed,  and 
pieces  of  the  revised  coinage  style  were  seen  in  circulation. 
Production  of  the  quarter  eagle  denomination  continued 
through  the  early  twentieth  century,  ceasing  in  1929.  The 
Classic  Head  style  is  the  name  given  to  the  1834-1839  type 


without  motto,  the  Coronet  type  characterizes  the  produc¬ 
tion  from  1840  through  1907,  and  the  Indian  head  motif  is 
found  on  those  from  1908  through  1929. 

Note:  Check  the  index  for  additional  early  quarter  eagles, 
including  a  number  of  superb  early  pieces,  offered  elsewhere 
in  the  present  catalogue.  All  in  all,  the  present  catalogue  is 
a  quarter-eagle  connoisseur's  dream  come  truel 


1796  Without-Stars  Quarter  Eagle 


70  1796  Without-stars  on  the  obverse.  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  Extremely 

Fine-40.  Smooth,  pleasing  surfaces  free  of  defects.  A  tiny  rim  bump 
above  the  second  S  of  STATES  on  the  reverse  is  noted.  Much  original 
mint  lustre  appears,  particularly  in  protected  areas  of  the  reverse. 

This  issue,  one  of  the  most  famous  of  all  quarter  eagles,  is 
distinguished  by  having  no  obverse  stars.  Apparently  the  die  engraver, 
Robert  Scot,  believed  at  first  that  stars  were  not  needed  on  the  obverse. 
After  only  963  pieces  were  struck,  the  design  was  changed  to  the 
familiar  with-stars  format  (the  motif  continued  through  1807).  Thus, 
the  1796  without-stars  is  acclaimed  today  as  the  only  issue  of  its  design 


type.  We  note  that  the  later  with-stars  die  is  different  and  was  not 
made  by  adding  stars  to  the  without-stars  die. 

As  the  reverse  is  of  the  Heraldic  Eagle  type  with  stars,  it  may  have 
been  thought  by  Scot  that  stars  on  the  reverse  were  sufficient,  and 
that  they  were  not  needed  on  the  obverse. 

It  is  believed  that  two  or  three  dozen  specimens  exist  of  this  varie¬ 
ty.  Considering  the  great  demand  for  them  for  inclusion  in  type  sets, 
not  to  overlook  date  sets  of  quarter  eagles,  the  issue  is  and  always 
has  been  in  strong  demand.  Here,  truly,  is  a  great  American  classic. 
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Dazzling  1796  With-Stars  Quarter  Eagle 


71  1796  With-stars  on  obverse.  Breen-2,  Clapp-2.  Choice  AU-55,  proof¬ 

like  A  breathtakingly  beautiful,  superb  specimen.  Few  specimens  can 
come  close  to  matching  this  coin,  as  is  dramatically  evidenced  by  the 
AU-50  example  represented  in  our  sale  of  the  Louis  Eliasberg  Collec¬ 
tion  of  United  States  gold  coins  (November  1982).  During  the  period 
of  his  collecting  activity,  1930-1950  Mr.  Eliasberg  had  first  pick  of 
many  important  properties  and,  in  general,  selected  the  finest  he  could 

obtain. 

The  obverse  stars  on  this  issue  of  1796  are  arranged  eight  left  and 
eight  right,  a  configuration  not  seen  on  any  other  year.  The  result 


is  pleasing,  for  the  stars  are  not  crowded  and  appear  to  be  evenly 
spaced. 

Only  432  examples  were  minted,  ranking  this  as  one  of  the  rarest 
of  all  early  American  gold  coins.  David  Akers  estimates  that  no  more 
than  20  to  25  examples  survive  in  all  grades,  most  of  which  are  sharply 
lower  than  the  piece  now  offered. 

A  superb  specimen  of  a  great  American  numismatic  classic. 
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Rare  1797  Quarter  Eagle 


72  1797  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  Extremely  Fine-45  but  with  a  smooth  area  at 

the  top  rim  (not  visible  from  either  the  obverse  or  reverse),  indicating 
that  it  may  have  been  mounted  at  one  time.  Under  magnification  a 
few  adjustment  and  other  marks  can  be  seen,  particularly  at  the 
obverse  and  reverse  center,  but  overall  these  are  not  of  major  impor¬ 
tance.  A  prominent  diebreak  as  always  seen,  is  in  the  right  obverse 
field,  probably  accounting  for  the  rarity  of  the  issue.  The  obverse 
displays  13  stars  in  the  configuration  of  seven  left  and  six  right. 

Only  427  specimens  were  struck  of  this  issue,  making  it  a  landmark 
among  early  American  gold  issues.  The  number  known  today  is  not 
certain,  but  approximately  20  would  be  a  good  guess.  Walter  Breen 
has  written  that  "this  is  one  of  the  four  or  five  rarest  dates  of  quarter 
eagles  and  is  at  least  a  borderline  R-7  and  possibly  a  full  R-7  (12  or 
fewer  known)." 

Examples  of  the  1797  quarter  eagle  are  few  and  far  between  in  the 
numismatic  marketplace  and  are  usually  seen  only  when  great  col¬ 
lections  are  dispersed.  Now  is  precisely  such  an  occasion.

74  1802/1  Overdate.  Breen-4.  Not  listed  in  Clapp.  AU-50  obverse.  Choice 

AU-55  reverse.  Some  light  and  nearly  horizontal  mint-caused  adjust¬ 
ment  marks  are  seen  at  the  center  of  the  obverse,  a  normal  situation. 
On  the  reverse  there  is  a  tiny  mark  on  the  rim  above  the  N  of  UNITED, 
but  in  view  of  the  overall  quality  of  the  piece  we  are  almost  hesitant 
to  mention  it. 

The  aspect  of  the  piece  is  outstanding.  Prooflike  surface  characterizes 
the  reverse,  while  a  pleasing  appearance  is  evident  overall.  Here  in¬ 
deed  is  a  superb  specimen  of  this  major  rarity. 

The  stars  on  this  issue  are  arranged  differently  from  the  preceding

73  1798  Breen-2,  Clapp-2.  Five  berries  on  the  reverse.  AU-50,  prooflike. 

A  beautiful  specimen  of  a  classic  rarity  in  the  series.  Of  the  1,094  of 
this  variety  minted,  only  about  three  dozen  specimens  are  known  to¬ 
day.  This  issue  has  long  been  recognized  as  one  of  the  major  classic 
rarities  of  the  quarter  eagle  denomination. 

The  obverse  of  the  1798  is  distinguished  by  its  star  arrangement, 
six  to  the  left  and  seven  to  the  right,  a  configuration  seen  on  no  other 
date  of  this  design. 

It  is  difficult  to  compare  this  superb  piece  with  other  extant  ex¬ 
amples,  for  grading  standards  years  ago  are  not  what  they  are  to¬ 
day.  For  example,  David  Akers  lists  auction  records  for  three  "Proofs" 
but  notes  that  "despite  the  fact  that  there  are  auction  records  for 
'Proofs,'  I  do  not  believe  that  true  Proofs  really  exist."  In  past  years 
it  was  sometimes  the  practice  to  elevate  the  grade  of  a  coin  because 
it  was  rare.  Today  in  1984  this  would  be  viewed  as  inconsistent,  but 
it  was  standard  operating  procedure  long  ago.  The  important  result 
today  is  that  certain  "Uncirculated"  listings  in  early  sale  catalogues 
represent  coins  which  if  catalogued  today  may  be  Extremely  Fine  or 
AU.

and  consist  of  eight  to  the  left  and  five  to  the  right.  Although  just 
3,035  are  believed  to  have  been  minted,  Walter  Breen  has  identified 
four  distinct  die  combinations. 

Note:  The  appearance  of  a  date  run  of  quarter  eagles  such  as  of¬ 
fered  here  is  a  remarkable  numismatic  event.  Given  the  most  well- 
endowed  checkbook  in  existence,  one  could  not  automatically  go  out 
and  put  together  such  a  collection.  Rather,  the  formation  of  same  re¬ 
quires  many  years  of  patience.  Indeed,  the  opportunity  to  bid  on  such 
pieces  is  often  more  important  than  the  price  paid,  for  no  amount 
of  bidding  would  suffice  if  a  piece  were  not  available!

75  1804  With  14  stars  on  the  reverse.  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  Choice  AU-55. 

A  frosty  and  lustrous  piece.  One  of  the  finest  known  specimens  of 
this  great  rarity.  Of  the  approximate  3,000  coined,  it  is  believed  that 
no  more  than  a  couple  dozen  or  so  exist  today.  Most  are  significant¬ 
ly  lower  in  grade  than  the  one  offered  here.  Again,  a  truly  marvelous 
bidding  opportunity. 

The  1804  quarter  eagle  with  14  stars  on  the  reverse  represents  a 
very  unusual  instance  of  the  same  die  used  to  strike  two  different 
denominations.  The  identical  reverse  was  also  employed  to  produce 
1804  dimes  14-star  reverses,  coins  of  similar  diameter.  As  no  mark 
of  denomination  appears  on  the  reverse,  there  was  no  problem  of  us¬ 
ing  the  same  die  for  both  purposes. 


76  1805  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  Choice  Very  Fine-30,  very  close  to  Extremely 

Fine-40.  Some  residual  mint  lustre  is  still  evident  in  protected  areas. 

Of  the  1,781  quarter  eagles  minted  of  this  year  it  is  believed  that 
fewer  than  100  survive  today.

77  1806/4  Overdate,  with  five  stars  facing.  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  Choice 

AU-55,  prooflike.  A  simply  fantastic  specimen  of  this  issue.  One  of 
the  finest  known  examples  of  this  rarity.  A  major  highlight  of  the 
present  offering. 

Only  1,616  quarter  eagles  were  minted  in  1806.  This  figure  is  divided 
between  the  two  major  varieties,  the  1806/4  (offered  here)  and  the 
1806/5  (offered  in  the  following  lot).  Walter  Breen  estimates  that  the 
mintage  can  be  broken  down  into  1,136  pieces  for  the  present  over¬ 
date  and  only  480  for  the  1806/5.  Of  the  variety  here  offered,  it  is 
believed  that  only  three  dozen  or  so  exist. 

Again,  we  remind  prospective  bidders  of  the  important  opportunities 
presented  among  early  quarter  eagles  in  the  present  catalogue — both 
in  this  section  and  elsewhere  (check  the  index  for  additional  listings). 
As  noted  in  the  introduction  to  this  section,  the  present  offering  is 
literally  a  quarter-eagle  collector's  dream  come  true!

A  perusal  of  the  Akers  and  Breen  texts  reveals  that  this  issue  is  one 
of  the  greatest  rarities  in  the  American  gold  series,  although  popular 
catalogues  do  not  seem  to  reflect  this.  In  terms  of  auction  appearances, 
the  1806/5  ranks  with  the  1841,  a  startling  statistic.  It  is  believed  that 
only  480  pieces  were  struck  and  that  fewer  than  a  dozen  exist  today. 

From  the  standpoint  of  absolute  rarity,  the  1806/5  is  the  most  elusive 
of  all  quarter  eagles  offered  in  the  present  date  run.  Again,  the  word 
opportunity  is  significant.

79  1807  Breen -1,  Clapp-1.  Choice  AU-55  or  finer.  The  reverse,  if  graded 

separately  would  merit  the  full  MS-60  designation.  A  superb  specimen 
of  the  last  year  of  the  Capped  Bust  to  Right  design,  the  obverse  style 
begun  in  1796.  The  mintage  of  6,812  coins  is  the  most  generous  of 
the  design  type,  but  examples  are  nevertheless  rare  today.

Breen-1, 
Clapp-1.  Extremely  Fine-40.  Smooth,  attractive  surfaces.  An  area  of 
light  striking  (probably  due  to  a  thin  planchet)  is  observed  at  the  ex¬ 
treme  right  of  the  obverse  and  the  corresponding  part  of  the  reverse. 
Some  tiny  adjustment  marks  are  seen  on  the  reverse  rim  in  that  loca¬ 
tion.  We  surmise  that  the  planchet  was  a  bit  thin  in  this  area,  so  the 
rim  did  not  strike  up  fully.  However,  this  does  not  affect  the  stars, 
lettering,  or  design. 

Only  2,710  pieces  of  the  1808  quarter  eagle  were  struck.  The  issue 
is  an  absolute  necessity  for  the  completion  of  a  type  set  of  United 
States  gold  coins.  Because  of  this  the  1808  has  always  been  viewed 
with  a  certain  special  respect.  However,  on  its  own  the  mintage  figure 
would  make  the  1808  elusive,  if  not  indeed  rare.  One  can  only  estimate 
the  number  of  known  specimens.  Our  estimate  would  be  fewer  than 
50.  Another  important  opportunity. 
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Rare  1821  Quarter  Eagle 


81  1821  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  AU-50.  The  surfaces  have  been  ever  so  light¬ 

ly  brushed,  giving  the  piece  a  delicate  satin  appearance.  Sharply  struck 
and  very  pleasing  overall. 

This  represents  the  first  year  of  the  Capped  Head  to  Left  style,  a 
coin  following  a  hiatus  in  the  quarter  eagle  series  which  began  in  1809. 
The  design  is  somewhat  similar  in  concept  to  that  of  1808  but  with 
the  central  portrait  smaller  and  with  the  stars  completely  encircling 
the  head.  This  motif  was  continued  through  1834. 

Mintage  figures  indicate  that  6,448  specimens  were  made.  However, 
during  this  era  most  pieces  were  melted  shortly  after  coinage  (this  ex¬ 
plains  the  rarity  of  the  famous  1822  half  eagle  and  other  landmarks 
of  that  higher  denomination,  as  well  as  numerous  quarter  eagles  of 
the  period).  David  Akers  cites  34  auction  appearances  which,  allow¬ 
ing  for  duplication,  probably  net  to  15  or  20  coins,  if  indeed  that  many. 
Of  course,  there  are  some  pieces  which  David  Akers  hasn't  seen  or 
which  have  appeared  at  auction  since  his  work  was  compiled.  Even 
so,  one  can  readily  conclude  that  the  number  of  extant  coins  is  small, 
possibly  on  the  order  of  just  a  couple  dozen.

fields  which  closely  resemble  a  full  Proof.  The  mirrorlike  surface  ex¬ 
tends  in  all  areas,  including  within  the  shield  stripes.  Although  we 
believe  the  present  issue  was  made  as  a  business  strike,  it  was  pro¬ 
duced  from  polished  dies. 

Although  the  issue  is  a  true  overdate,  the  undertype  1  figure  is  not 
distinct.  Only  a  tiny  tip  of  the  numeral  1  protrudes  to  the  left  of  the 
4.  Mint  records  reveal  that  2,600  quarter  eagles  were  produced  this 
year,  apparently  from  a  single  pair  of  dies.  As  the  die  used  to  make 
1821  quarter  eagles  differs  from  that  used  for  the  overdate,  apparently 
the  presently-offered  coin  was  struck  from  a  die  prepared  from  an 
unused  1821,  subsequently  overdated  with  a  4  and  used  in  1824. 

Of  the  2,600  pieces  minted,  only  a  few  dozen  pieces  are  believed 
to  exist.  Of  those,  the  presently-offered  coin  is  certainly  among  the 
finest. 


Rare  1825  Quarter  Eagle 


83  1825  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  AU-50.  Sharply  struck  and  very  attractive. 

The  surfaces  are  a  mixture  of  frost  with  mirrorlike  areas,  with  the 
frost  predominating.  The  coin  is  ever  so  lightly  toned. 


In  keeping  with  other  quarter  eagles  of  the  era,  the  1825  (of  which 
4,434  were  made)  is  rare  in  all  conditions.  Only  at  widely  separated 
intervals  do  specimens  appear  on  the  market.

84  1826  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  Choice  AU-55,  prooflike.  Superb  specimen 

of  this  rarity.  Some  have  designated  this  as  an  overdate,  "1826/5," 
but  most  authorities  believe  that  it  is  simply  a  recutting.  All  1826 
quarter  eagles  were  apparently  struck  from  a  single  pair  of  dies,  so 
perhaps  the  discussion  is  moot.  Traces  of  another  figure  appear  under 
the  terminal  digit.  At  the  upper  left  outer  curve  of  the  numeral  6, 
there  is  a  "cornice,"  which  has  led  some  to  believe  that  this  is  the  up¬ 
per  left  part  of  a  5  digit,  although  this  is  questionable. 

Only  760  quarter  eagles  were  produced  from  these  dies,  according 
to  mintage  records.  This  figure  is  the  lowest  recorded  for  any  of  the 
Capped  Head  to  Left  quarter  eagles  from  1821  through  1834.  In  prac¬ 


tice,  it  may  have  been  the  situation  that  760  pieces  dated  1826  were 
produced  during  a  one-year  accounting  period,  but  that  the  dies  were 
subsequently  used  in  1827  (or  at  another  time).  The  two  dozen  or 
so  known  specimens  would  indicate  that  the  mintage  may  have  been 
more  on  the  order  of  2,000  to  3,000  coins.  This  can  be  argued  several 
ways,  for,  unquestionably,  one  can  cite  the  examples  of  the  1796  no¬ 
stars  and  the  1797  as  low-mintage  issues  (according  to  Mint  figures) 
which  exist  in  approximately  comparable  amounts. 

The  1826  has  long  been  a  classic  in  the  series.  Few  are  known,  and 
of  those,  fewer  still  can  match  the  beauty  now  offered. 


Elusive  1827  Quarter  Eagle 


85  1827  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45  but  with  two  light 

obverse  scratches.  The  smaller  of  the  two  is  vertical  and  on  the  cheek, 
while  the  larger  is  more  or  less  hidden  in  the  hair  (but  still  visible). 

The  coin  is  sharply  struck  and  possesses  a  generous  amount  of 
original  mint  frost.  As  the  monetary  deduction  for  the  aforementioned 
scratches  is  apt  to  vary  from  viewer  to  viewer,  in-person  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  coin  prior  to  bidding  is  highly  recommended.  It  is  a  pleas¬ 
ing  specimen  of  one  of  the  scarcer  issues  of  the  period.  It  is  believed 
that  only  two  dozen  or  so  exist  in  all  grades.

86  1829  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  Choice  AU-55,  partially  prooflike.  With  much 

original  mint  frost  on  obverse  and  reverse.  Sharply  struck  and  well 
defined  in  all  areas.  A  superb  specimen  of  a  very  scarce  issue. 

The  1829  commences  the  first  year  of  a  slight  modification  of  the 
design.  Issues  from  1821  through  1827  (no  pieces  were  coined  in  1828) 
measure  18.5  millimeters  in  diameter,  while  examples  from  1829 
through  1834  are  of  the  18.2  millimeter  size.  Several  other  modifica¬ 
tions  were  made  as  well,  including  a  refining  of  the  border  technique 
to  the  so-called  "beaded  border"  style  with  high  raised  rims.  Similar 
changes  occurred  on  certain  other  denominations  of  the  era. 

Of  the  3,403  1829  quarter  eagles  struck,  probably  no  more  than 
three  dozen  or  so  exist  today.

87  1830  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  AU-50,  prooflike.  Some  friction  on  the  reverse 

keeps  this  from  a  higher  classification.  Boldly  struck  and  very  attrac¬ 
tive.  A  superb  specimen  of  another  rarity  in  the  quarter  eagle  series. 
Of  the  4,540  struck,  probably  fewer  than  50  still  survive.

89  1832  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  AU-50.  A  frosty  specimen.  Some  minor  fric¬ 

tion  keeps  this  from  a  higher  grade,  but  on  its  own  it  certainly  is  a 
splendid  coin  ranking  far  above  average. 

Of  the  4,400  struck,  probably  no  more  than  three  dozen  or  so  can 
be  traced  with  certainty  today.

Only  about  three 
dozen  pieces  are  known  to  have  survived  from  the  original  mintage 
of  4,520.

tive  specimen  of  another  major  rarity  in  the  quarter  eagle  series.  It 
is  probable  that  no  more  than  30  specimens  exist,  and  this  estimate 
may  be  overly  generous. 

The  coin  exhibits  a  slightly  bulged  appearance,  and  the  reeding  on 
the  rim  is  not  completely  vertical.  We  conjecture  that  it  may  have 
been  fit  into  a  mount  (no  traces  of  which  survive)  years  ago.  We 
recommend  that  the  piece  be  examined  in  person  prior  to  bidding 
Overall  it  is  an  attractive  specimen  of  its  type.

prooflike.  A  superb  specimen  with  attractive  fields,  sharp  striking, 
and  everything  else  one  would  desire  in  a  piece  of  this  grade. 

Although  4,000  pieces  were  reported  to  have  been  minted  of  this 
issue,  the  figure  is  misleading  for  apparently  virtually  all  went  to  the 
melting  pot  prior  to  release.  When  James  Ross  Snowden,  director  of 
the  Mint,  studied  production  figures  for  his  Mint  Manual  (published 
in  1860),  he  was  able  to  ascertain  no  records  that  these  pieces  were 
ever  released  into  circulation.  At  the  time,  the  melt-down  value  of 
each  quarter  eagle  was  $2.66,  so  any  pieces  distributed  would  have 
gone  immediately  to  speculators  and  bullion  dealers.  Of  the  approx¬ 
imately  one  dozen  known  specimens,  several  are  Proofs  or  impaired 
Proofs.  The  piece  offered  here,  possessing  virtually  a  full  prooflike 
series,  probably  was  originally  struck  as  a  Proof  or  a  specimen.

Described 
in  1957  as  a  "brilliant  first  strike,  slightly  imperfect,  with  many  ear 
marks  of  a  genuine  Proof.

|  95  1848  CAL.  commemorative  quarter  eagle.  Choice  AU-55,  prooflike. 

This  piece  was  ever  so  lightly  polished  many  years  ago.  A  few  stray 
marks  are  observable  under  magnification,  including  a  tiny  scratch 
in  the  field  below  the  9th  star.  One  area  of  the  edge  reeding,  opposite 
the  7:00  o'clock  position  on  the  obverse,  is  incompletely  struck  toward 
the  border,  a  scarcely  noticeable  feature  which  has  no  effect  one  way 
or  the  other  on  the  value.  Held  at  arm's  length,  the  piece  appears  to 
be  a  full  "Proof."  From  the  standpoint  of  appearance,  it  certainly  is 
one  of  the  most  attractive  examples  of  this  issue  to  cross  the  auction 
block  in  recent  times. 

This  issue  is  the  first  coin  specifically  produced  as  a  commemorative 
by  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  The  story  of  the  issue  follows: 

The  first  deposit  of  California  gold  from  the  American  river  region 
was  received  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  on  December  8,  1848,  thus  con¬ 
firming  the  stories  of  fabulous  gold  discoveries  which  had  been  cir¬ 
culating  in  the  East  for  months.  Although  numerous  announcements 
and  stories  appeared  in. newspapers  regularly,  still  there  was  much 
skepticism.  The  receipt  of  gold  through  a  government  agency  lent 
substance  to  the  rumors.  The  following  day,  December  9th,  a  deposit 
of  228  ounces  of  gold  was  sent  by  Col.  Richard  B.  Mason,  Jr.,  from 
California.  After  assaying,  the  gold  is  reported  to  average  .894  for 
fine.  Metal  had  been  purchased  in  California  at  $10  per  ounce  (a  sharp 
discount  from  the  market  price  in  the  East)  under  the  sanction  of  the 
acting  governor,  using  money  from  a  civil  fund.  Lt.  Lucien  Loeser, 
messenger,  carried  the  gold  from  California  to  Washington.  Shortly 
after  his  arrival  in  the  capitol,  the  Washington  Union  reported: 

"We  readily  admit  that  the  account  so  nearly  approached  the 
miraculous  that  we  were  relieved  by  the  evidence  of  our  own  senses 
on  the  subject.  The  specimens  have  all  the  appearance  of  the  native 
gold  we  had  seen  from  the  mines  of  North  Carolina  and  Virginia; 
and  we  are  informed  that  the  Secretary  will  send  the  small  chest  of 
gold  to  the  Mint,  to  be  melted  into  coin  and  bars,  and  most  of  it  to 
be  subsequently  fashioned  into  medals  commemorative  of  the  heroism 
and  valor  of  our  officers.  Several  of  the  other  specimens  he  will  re¬ 
tain  for  the  present  in  the  War  Office  as  found  in  California  in  the 
form  of  lumps,  scales,  and  sand;  the  last  named  being  of  different 
hues,  from  bright  yellow  to  black,  without  much  appearance  of  gold. 
However  skeptical  any  man  may  have  been,  we  defy  him  to  doubt 
that  if  the  quantity  of  such  specimens  as  these  be  as  great  as  has  been 
represented,  the  value  of  gold  in  California  must  be  greater  than  has 
been  hitherto  discovered  in  the  old  or  new  continent;  and  that  great 
as  may  be  the  immigration  to  this  new  El  Dorado,  the  frugal  and  in¬ 
dustrious  will  be  amply  repaid  for  their  enterprise  and  toil." 

The  gold  was  subsequently  sent  by  Secretary  of  War  W.L.  Marcy 
from  Washington  to  Philadelphia  by  way  of  another  messenger  who 
delivered  the  metal  to  Robert  M.  Patterson,  director  of  the  Mint.  The 
message  of  transmittal  follows: 

"I  have  received  several  specimens  of  the  gold  recently  discovered 
in  California,  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  Cooper,  who  is  the  bearer  of 


this  letter,  will  place  in  your  hands  a  quantity  of  this  metal  for  the 
purpose  of  having  it  assayed.  As  doubts  exist  in  the  minds  of  some 
as  to  its  being  gold,  I  hope  it  will  be  in  your  power  to  resolve  them 
at  once  and  furnish  me,  through  him,  with  the  result  of  your  examina¬ 
tion  as  far  as  respects  its  genuineness.  You  will  consult  at  your  con¬ 
venience  in  presenting  a  more  full  and  particular  report  but  1  desire 
it  at  an  early  period. 

"I  have  not  the  means  of  ascertaining  the  exact  weight  of  the 
specimen  sent.  The  large  quantity — that  in  the  caddy — is  a  collection 
from  the  various  localities  where  the  metal  is  found.  The  note  which 
accompanies  it  states  its  weight  to  be  230  ounces  15  pennyweights 
and  9  grains,  but  I  presume  it  will  be  found  to  fall  short  of  that  quan¬ 
tity,  as  some  of  the  finer  particles  have  sifted  out  notwithstanding 
the  pains  taken  to  guard  against  loss.  In  order  to  have  a  specimen 
of  it  here,  I  request  to  deliver  one  pound  of  it,  or  about  that  quanti¬ 
ty,  to  Colonel  Cooper  to  bring  back. 

"If  the  metal  is  found  to  be  pure  gold,  as  I  doubt  not  that  it  will 
be,  I  request  you  to  reserve  enough  of  it  for  the  two  medals  ordered 
by  Congress  and  not  yet  completed,  and  the  remainder,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  one  or  two  small  bars,  I  wish  to  have  coined  and  sent  with 
the  bars  to  this  Department.  As  many  may  desire  to  procure  specimens 
of  coin  made  of  the  California  gold,  by  exchanging  other  coin  for 
it,  I  would  suggest  that  it  be  made  into  quarter  eagles  with  a 
distinguishing  mark  on  each,  if  any  variation  from  the  ordinary  issues 
from  the  Mint  would  be  proper  and  could  be  conveniently  made.  .  ." 

The  two  medals  referred  to  were  subsequently  struck  from  other 
bullion.  It  is  believed  that  the  quarter  eagles  with  the  distinguishing 
mark  "CAL."  were  produced  toward  the  end  of  December  1848  On 
January  5,  1849,  Director  Patterson  wrote  to  Marcy  explaining  that 
delays  had  been  encountered  during  the  refining  of  the  metal  and  by 
stamping  the  letters  CAL.  on  the  reverse.  It  was  stated  that  the  gold 
totaled  $3910.10  in  value  and  that  payment  from  the  Mint  would  be 
made  in  the  form  of  $3474.64  in  coins  and  $435.46  in  two  bars  of 
gold.  Assuming  that  the  $3474.64  amount  was  converted  in  its  en¬ 
tirety  to  quarter  eagles,  which  seems  probable,  the  bullion  yielded 
a  mintage  of  1,389  specimens.  The  Mint  production  records  show  a 
total  coinage  of  8,886  quarter  eagles  during  1848,  of  which  2,759  were 
produced  in  September.  It  is  believed  that  the  latter  figure  included 
a  maximum  of  1,389  with  the  distinguishing  counterstamp. 

The  1848  CAL.  quarter  eagle,  the  smallest  denomination  United 
States  gold  coin  at  the  time  (the  gold  dollar  did  not  make  its  appearance 
until  the  following  year,  1849),  thus  became  the  first  commemorative 
coin  issued  by  the  United  States. 

It  is  not  known  how  many  citizens  wished  "To  procure  specimens 
made  with  California  gold,  by  exchanging  other  coin  for  it,"  but  prob¬ 
ably  at  least  several  dozen  were  distributed  this  way  The  vast  ma¬ 
jority  of  pieces  known  today  show  extensive  wear  indicating  that 
most  pieces  were  simply  released  into  circulation.

Dahlonega  Mint  issue.  Just  11,264  were  struck.

main  in  the  protected  areas.  An  attractive  specimen  of  this  very  scarce 
Charlotte  issue.  Of  the  7,295  pieces  coined,  probably  fewer  than  100 
exist  today.  Interestingly,  nearly  all  known  specimens,  the  present 
one  included,  have  a  partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse. 


98  1870-S  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  One  of  16,000  pieces  minted  this 

year.  As  was  undoubtedly  the  case  with  most  San  Francisco  Mint  gold 
coins  of  this  time,  it  is  believed  that  substantial  numbers  of  the  1870-S 
quarter  eagle  were  imported.  When  they  were  minted,  specie  payments 
were  still  in  suspension.

century  gold  issue.  Although  119  Proofs  were  struck,  only  a  few  ex¬ 
amples  survive  today.  Probably  the  extant  population  is  in  the  range 
of  two  or  three  dozen  pieces,  most  of  which  do  not  approach  the  pres¬ 
ent  piece  in  quality.  A  desirable  coin  for  the  quarter  eagle  specialist 
as  well  as  the  type  set  collector.  The  related  low  business  strike  mint¬ 
age  of  just  6,000  pieces  makes  1895  a  scarce  date  on  its  own,  giving 
another  element  of  desirability.

The  following  offering  of  $3  pieces  comprises  a  variety 
of  issues  from  the  first  date,  1854,  through  the  last,  1889. 
The  offering  is  highlighted  by  the  rare  1876  and  the  elusive 
1879,  1880,  1884,  1886,  1888,  and  1889  pieces,  some  of 
I  which  are  Proofs. 

The  $3  coins  form  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  elusive 
series  in  American  numismatics.  Authorized  in  1853  and  first 
minted  in  1854,  the  denomination  was  thrust  upon  the 
American  public,  who  had  neither  demanded  it  nor  wanted 
it.  After  an  initially  generous  coinage  there  were  enough 
pieces  on  hand  to  satisfy  those  who  wanted  them,  so  pro¬ 
duction  sharply  declined.  $3  pieces  remained  part  of  the 
coinage  spectrum  through  1889,  although  during  and  after 
the  Civil  War  production  was  exceedingly  low,  punctuated 
only  by  generous  mintages  in  1874  and  1878.  As  is  so  often 
the  case  in  numismatics,  coins  that  were  not  needed  by  the 
public  became  rare  as  a  result,  with  the  consequence  that 
today  all  $3  pieces  are  in  great  demand  by  numismatists. 

Following  the  authorization  of  the  $3  denomination,  the 
challenge  to  produce  a  design  fell  to  James  Barton  Longacre, 
Mint  engraver.  It  was  desired  to  produce  a  motif  which 
would  be  distinctive  and  which  could  not  be  easily  confused 


with  the  portrait  of  Liberty  wearing  a  coronet  which  was 
in  use  on  the  contemporary  quarter  eagles  and  half  eagles. 
The  result  was  a  distinctive  design  featuring  on  the  obverse 
an  Indian  princess  with  a  feathered  headdress  and  on  the 
reverse  a  wreath  consisting  of  corn,  cotton,  wheat,  and 
tobacco.  The  diameter  was  set  at  20.5  millimeters,  thus  plac¬ 
ing  it  midway  between  the  18  millimeter  diameter  of  the 
quarter  eagle  and  the  21.6  millimeter  diameter  of  the  half 
eagle.  This  plus  the  distinctive  appearance  of  the  obverse 
and  new  reverse  designs,  both  quite  different  from  those  used 
on  most  other  gold  denominations  (although  it  should  be 
noted  that  the  smaller  $1  Type  II  design  was  similar),  laid 
to  rest  any  fears  concerning  confusion  between  the  quarter 
eagles  and  half  eagles.  In  short,  all  is  well  with  the  $3  gold 
piece  except  for  one  thing:  the  public  did  not  want  it. 

Although  $3  pieces  were  minted  for  only  a  relatively  short 
period  of  time,  many  numismatically  desirable  pieces  were 
created  during  the  1854-1889  span.  There  is  no  such  thing 
as  a  "common''  $3  gold  piece.  In  absolute  terms,  even  issues 
such  as  1854,  1874,  and  1878 — dates  seen  with  some  frequen¬ 
cy  today — are  elusive  in  comparison  to  many  other  coins.

103  1854  Choice  AU-55.  A  pleasing  specimen  of  the  first  year  of  issue  of 
the  $3  denomination.  Interesting  as  the  only  year  with  the  word 
DOLLARS  in  very  small  letters. 


104  1854-0  Extremely  Fine-40.  Lightly  impressed,  as  is  the  case  with  all 
1854-0  $3  pieces.  Only  24,000  examples  were  minted  of  this,  the  on¬ 
ly  New  Orleans  coin  of  the  denomination.

105  1863  Choice  AU-55.  Very,  very  close  to  full  MS-60  condition.  Sharply 
struck  and  with  frosty  surfaces. 

Only  5,000  business  strikes  were  minted.  Of  this  quantity,  probably 
no  more  than  200  can  be  traced  today.  The  1863  has  always  been 
considered  a  key  date. 


106  1865  Choice  AU-55,  prooflike.  A  superb  piece,  which  if  held  at  arm's 
length,  appears  fully  MS-65!  The  surfaces  are  partially  prooflike  and 
give  the  coin  a  cameo-like  appearance.  An  exceedingly  sharp  strik¬ 
ing  impression  adds  to  the  beauty. 

The  mintage  of  this  issue  consisted  of  but  1,140  business  strikes, 
the  lowest  of  any  issue  before  1881,  except  for  the  unique  1870-S. 
Of  this  number,  probably  fewer  than  100  survive  today.  The  1865 
$3  is  important  and  rare  in  any  condition.  The  coin  offered  here  is 
especially  attractive.

107  1868  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63,  prooflike.  Very,  very  close 
to  MS-65.  A  tiny  scratch  is  visible  at  the  lower  left  of  the  reverse, 
extending  from  the  wreath  to  the  border.  Were  it  not  for  this,  the 
reverse  would  be  called  fully  MS-65. 

Of  the  4,850  business  strikes  minted,  fewer  than  200  are  believed 
to  exist  today.  The  piece  offered  here  is  certainly  one  of  the  finest 
of  these.

108  1876  Brilliant  Proof-60.  Very  close  to  Proof-63. 

This  issue  is  second  only  to  the  1875  in  rarity  among  Philadelphia 
Mint  coins  of  this  denomination.  It  is  believed  that  just  45  specimens, 
all  Proofs,  were  struck.  Of  this  quantity,  only  20  to  25  are  known 
today. 

The  piece  offered  here  is  separated  from  a  higher  grade  only  by 
one  or  two  unimportant  contact  marks,  some  graininess  in  the  obverse 


field  (due  mostly  to  striking)  and  by  a  small  planchet  flake  on  the 
reverse. 

Only  at  widely  spaced  intervals  do  examples  of  the  1876  $3  cross 
the  auction  block.  Each  appearance  is  a  numismatic  occasion.

109  1878  MS-63  to  MS-65.  A  sharp  and  frosty  specimen  of  this  popular 
date.  Some  light  copper-color  toning  is  evident  at  the  borders,  par¬ 
ticularly  on  the  reverse. 

This  particular  piece  traces  its  ancestry  to  the  collection  of  John 
A.  Beck,  the  Pittsburgh  (Pennsylvania)  numismatist  who  hoarded  gold 
coins  in  quantity.  His  collection  was  dispersed  in  the  1970s  in  a  series 
of  auctions  conducted  by  Abner  Kreisberg  and  Jerry  Cohen.  Quite 
probably,  the  present  coin  was  acquired  by  Beck  from  a  bank  or  from 
some  other  non-numismatic  source.  It  was  part  of  a  group  of  Uncir¬ 
culated  issues  of  the  same  date  owned  by  Beck.

A  few  scattered  hairlines  keep 
this  from  MS-65  classification.  A  sharply  struck  and  very  attractive 
specimen  of  one  of  the  low  mintage  issues  of  the  series.  Just  3,000 
business  strikes  were  made.

Overall 
the  coin  presents  a  very  pleasing  aspect.  However,  we  recommend 
that  prospective  bidders  examine  it  in  person,  for  the  reverse  marks 
may  have  different  financial  impact  to  different  viewers. 

The  1880  $3  is  one  of  the  lowest  mintage  issues  of  the  series.  Just 
1,000  business  strikes  were  made. 


113  1884  Impaired  Proof-50.  A  Proof  which  has  seen  some  handling  and 
which,  consequently,  has  hairlines. 

$3  pieces  of  1884  are  desirable  in  any  and  all  grades.  Just  1,000 
business  strikes  plus  106  Proofs  were  made.  An  important  opportunity 
for  the  date  collector  to  acquire  this  elusive  variety.

114  1886  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  superb  Proof  specimen  of  one  of 
the  most  desired  dates  in  the  series.  Just  142  Proofs  were  made,  of 
which  no  more  than  a  few  dozen  survive  today,  most  of  which  do 
not  approach  the  present  coin  in  terms  of  quality.  In  addition,  1886 
is  highly  prized  as  a  rare  date  in  any  condition,  for  just  1,000  business 
strikes  were  made.

An  important  "find"  for  the  $3  specialist  or  the  type  set  collector.

$4  Gold  Stellas 


The  following  two  lots  comprise  two  of  the  finest 
specimens  of  the  1879  Flowing  Hair  $4  to  cross  the  auction 
block  in  a  long  time.  The  first  lot  is  a  superb  gem  and  may 
well  be  the  definitive  example  of  this  popular  issue! 

The  $4  gold  coin  or  Stella  (so-called  from  the  star  on  the 
reverse)  was  conceived  by  Hon.  John  A.  Kasson  who  at  the 
time,  1879,  was  serving  as  United  States  minister  to  Austria. 
Earlier  he  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Coinage, 
weights  and  measures.  Kasson  believed  it  desirable  to  create 
a  coin  whose  metallic  content  was  stated  in  the  metric 
system,  the  standard  used  in  Europe,  and  whose  value  would 
approximate  certain  other  gold  coins  popular  overseas,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Spanish  20  pesetas,  the  Dutch  8  florins,  the 
Austrian  8  florins,  the  Italian  20  lire,  and  the  French  20 
francs. 

The  Committee  of  Coinage,  Weights  and  Measures  con¬ 
sidered  the  proposal  and  forwarded  the  suggestion  that  the 
name  “suitable  for  the  4-dollar  coin  would  be  'one  Stella' 
analogous  to  one  eagle,  both  the  star  and  eagle  being  na¬ 
tional  emblems  on  our  coins."  The  fact  that  the  $4 
denomination  was  certainly  redundant  in  a  system  employ¬ 
ing  at  the  time  $2.50,  $3,  $5  issues  received  little 
consideration. 

The  idea  was  hardly  new.  In  earlier  years,  proposals  for 
coins  suitable  for  international  commerce  had  been  advanced 


several  times.  The  Paquet  pattern  $5  issue  of  1868  and  Dana 
Bickford's  ideas  of  the  mid-1870s  are  examples.  It  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  history  that  international  exchange  rates  rarely  remain 
constant,  and  without  addressing  the  obvious  question  that 
the  $4  piece  would  not  be  precisely  convertible  into  any  of 
the  foreign  gold  coins  then  being  considered — it  still  would 
be  necessary  to  compute  an  exchange  rate  and  give  change 
in  other  coins  as  well — Kasson's  $4  piece  was  received  with 
a  degree  of  enthusiasm  when  it  was  suggested.  Charles  E. 
Barber  and  George  T.  Morgan  each  prepared  distinctive 
designs  for  the  Stella.  Barber's  motif  was  distinguished  by 
Miss  Liberty  having  flowing  hair  (the  style  offered  in  the 
following  two  lots),  and  on  Morgan's  design  coiled  hair  was 
used. 

Charles  E.  Barber,  bom  in  London,  England,  November 
16,  1840,  came  to  America  with  his  father  William  (who  was 
appointed  chief  engraver  of  the  United  States  Mint  follow¬ 
ing  James  B.  Longacre's  death  on  January  1,  1869).  Charles 
assisted  his  father  and  held  an  engravership  at  the  Mint,  suc¬ 
ceeding  his  father  as  chief  engraver  in  1880,  following  the 
latter's  death  in  1879.  By  that  time  he  had  been  employed 
at  the  Mint  for  over  a  decade  and  had  assisted  with  many 
projects.  His  tenure  as  chief  engraver  continued  until  his 
death  on  February  18,  1917. 
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The  obverse  design  of  Barber's  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stellas 
IJwas  taken  from  the  motif  used  by  his  father  for  a  pattern 
■half  eagle  the  previous  year,  listed  today  as  Judd-1574.  Sur- 
IJ  rounding  the  portrait  on  Barber's  1879  Stella  appears  pro- 
14  portions  of  gold,  silver,  and  copper  and  the  weight  in  grams, 
■  with  each  numeral  and  letter  separated  by  stars.  The  reverse 
[■design  features  a  five-pointed  star  with  an  inscription  in  the 
|J  center  and  other  inscriptions  surrounding. 

The  number  of  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stellas  struck  has  long 
If  been  a  matter  of  conjecture.  United  States  Pattern ,  Ex¬ 
perimental  and  Trial  Pieces,  by  Dr.  J.  Hewitt  Judd,  notes: 

"Fifteen  were  struck  of  the  Barber  design  in  1879.  These 
|(  proved  to  be  very  popular  with  the  congressmen,  who  were 
b  each  entitled  to  a  set  at  the  cost  price  at  the  Mint  of  approx- 
B  imately  $6.50.  Therefore,  early  in  1880  the  Congressional 
R  Committee  on  Coinage  ordered  additional  pieces.  There  be- 
s  ing  no  hubs  to  duplicate  the  dies,  the  old  dies  with  the  date 
I  1879  were  used  to  strike  400  more  pieces.  On  October  12, 
B  1880,  Mr.  S.K.  Harzfeld  reported  an  interview  with  the 
|  Superintendent  of  the  Mint,  A.  Louden  Snowden,  in  which 
he  stated  that  150  of  the  415  struck  were  still  in  the  vaults 
of  the  Mint.  Mr.  Snowden  agreed  to  sell  these  to 
U  numismatists  at  $15  each  instead  of  melting  them,  if  per- 
’i  mission  could  be  obtained  from  Washington.'' 

Walter  Breen  in  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Proof 
:  Coins,  suggests  that  15  to  18  originals,  weight  approximately 
1  108  grains,  were  struck.  These,  according  to  him,  are  iden- 
;  tifiable  by  having  no  striations  or  file  marks  in  the  central 
>  area  of  the  obverse. 


The  same  author  gives  a  survey  of  the  estimate  of  the 
number  of  restrikes  made  in  1880  from  1879-dated  dies.  He 
quotes  a  statement  of  Edgar  H.  Adams  pegging  the  figure 
at  400  (the  same  as  the  Harzfeld  number),  a  notation  by  R  E. 
Preston  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Mint  (April  30,  1895)  stating 
the  quantity  was  "about  500,"  and  W.  Elliot  Woodward's 
observation  that  600  were  made.  Walter  Breen  notes  that 
the  restrikes  are  "identifiable  by  striations  or  something  look¬ 
ing  like  file  marks  in  centers,  central  curls  weaker  than  on 
originals."  The  weights  of  the  restrikes  vary  from  103  to  109 
grains.  "Choice  Proofs  are  now  rather  infrequently  seen,' 
notes  the  same  writer,  who  also  observes  that  numerous  im¬ 
paired  pieces  may  have  once  been  used  as  jewelry  by 
Washington,  D.C.  madams  "who  received  them  from  con¬ 
gressional  visitors  to  their  bordellos." 

In  modern  times,  the  distinction  between  so-called 
originals  and  restrikes  is  rarely  made.  The  production  was 
so  close  in  time,  and  the  dies  used  were  the  same,  resulting 
in  little  difference.  There  are  many,  many  instances  of  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  using  dies  from  the  preceding  year  dur¬ 
ing  the  subsequent  12  months.  Even  in  modern  times — the 
1970s  and  1980s — this  has  been  done  with  the  production 
of  Proof  sets  and  certain  other  special  pieces. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  the  fact  that  Lot  117  in  the  following 
offering  matches  Walter  Breen's  description  of  an  original 
is  worth  noting. 
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Superb  Gem  1879  $4  Stella 


117  1879  Flowing  Hair  $4  gold  Stella.  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  107.4  grains. 
Without  file  marks  or  striations  on  obverse  or  reverse,  thus  matching 
Walter  Breen's  criteria  for  originals.  It  is  believed  if  this  is  the  case, 
then  it  is  the  one  of  the  very  few  survivors  of  just  15  to  18  pieces  ac¬ 
tually  struck  in  1879.  A  trivial  planchet  flake  is  on  the  cheek. 

Although  the  "original"  status  will  certainly  appeal  to  the  specialist 
and  add  an  extra  element  of  desirability,  the  main  "claim  to  fame" 
of  the  presently-offered  coin  is  its  superb  condition.  Of  the  number 
of  1879  dated  Stellas  struck,  considering  not  only  the  15  to  18 
"originals"  but  the  400  to  600  "restrikes,"  probably  no  more  than  a 
couple  hundred  survive  today.  As  Walter  Breen  has  pointed  out  in 
his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Proof  Coins,  most  of  these  are  im¬ 
paired  in  one  way  or  another.  Indeed,  a  pleasing  Proof-63  specimen 
is  a  rarity  on  today's  market,  and  a  Proof-65  piece  would  merit  the 
appellation  of  extremely  rare. 

The  possession  of  a  $4  Stella  has  always  been  a  source  of  pride  for 
advanced  numismatists.  The  primary  demand  comes  from  collectors 
desiring  to  incorporate  a  piece  in  a  type  set  of  gold  coins.  While,  strictly 


speaking,  the  $4  pieces  were  made  as  patterns,  they  have  been  listed 
in  standard  references  (such  as  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins) 
for  so  long  that  they  have  been  "adopted"  by  virtually  all  leading 
specialists. 

In  1982  we  had  the  privilege  of  selling  the  Louis  Eliasberg  Collec¬ 
tion  of  United  States  gold  coins.  An  1879  Flowing  Hair  $4  Stella  in 
similar  condition,  Gem  Proof-67  (but  with  striae  on  the  obverse)  was 
featured  as  Lot  316.  In  spirited  competition  it  soared  to  $36,000,  plus 
a  10%  buyer's  fee,  or  $39,600,  ample  justification  of  our  statement 
in  the  catalogue  that  it  "should  attract  wide  bidding  attention." 

Since  1982  the  market  has  advanced  considerably.  The  superb  con¬ 
dition  of  the  present  piece  should  result  in  even  more  "bidding  atten¬ 
tion."  Here  is  a  piece  of  breathtaking  beauty,  of  unsurpassed  historical 
significance,  and  of  fantastic  quality.  If  you  want  what  may  well  be 
the  finest  known  specimen — certainly  we  have  never  seen  an  exam¬ 
ple  exceeding  it — of  one  of  America's  most  famous  coins,  your  search 
ends  here!

118  1879  Flowing  Hair  $4  gold  Stella.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  108.2 
grains.  Some  slight  (you  need  a  magnifying  glass  to  see  them,  and 
even  then  they  are  not  very  distinct)  striae  appear  on  the  cheek,  a 
situation  not  at  all  comparable  to  the  heavy  striae  often  seen  on  these 
issues.  In  fact,  the  striae  on  the  present  issue  are  scarcely  worthy  of 
mention,  except  to  relate  to  Walter  Breen's  commentary  (as  reflected 
in  the  introduction  to  the  $4  series  in  the  present  catalogue). 

In  this  condition  the  1879  Flowing  Hair  $4  gold  Stella  is  a  major 
rarity.  In  our  opinion,  no  more  than  two  or  three  dozen  comparable 
specimens  exist  in  all  of  numismatics. 

This  is  an  appropriate  point  to  remind  readers  that  grading  stan¬ 
dards  today  are  much  stricter  than  they  were  as  recently  as  just  a  few 
years  ago.  Many  coins  which  were  described  as  “Choice  Proof”  by 
various  cataloguers  in  times  past  would,  if  catalogued  today  accord¬ 
ing  to  strict  American  Numismatic  Association  and  Photograde  stan¬ 


dards,  merit  just  Proof-60  or  Proof-63  designation.  Accordingly, 
Choice  Proof  pieces  are  far,  far  rarer  than  a  perusal  of  past  auction 
offerings  might  indicate.  The  same  situation  is  true,  of  course,  with 
other  issues  besides  $4  Stellas.  This  general  situation  was  addressed 
several  months  ago  by  Maurice  Rosen,  who  stated  that  an  investor 
or  collector  who  purchased  "Choice  Proof”  (for  example)  coins  decades 
ago  more  than  likely  would  have  coins  not  grading  Choice  Proof  to¬ 
day.  Accordingly,  one  has  to  take  typical  investment  performance 
data  with  a  large  grain  of  salt. 

The  outstanding  1879  54  Stella  offered  here,  together  with  the  piece 
offered  in  the  preceding  lot,  constitutes  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
offerings  of  this  coin  in  the  annals  of  American  numismatic  history. 
If  your  forte  is  quality  then  this  section  of  the  catalogue  should  com¬ 
mand  your  close  attention!  It  is  doubtful  if  such  an  offering  will  be 
repeated  for  a  long,  long  time,  if  indeed  ever. 
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Half  Eagles 


The  following  offering  of  half  eagles  contains  a  delightful 
array  of  numismatic  desiderata.  Indeed,  the  entire  offering, 
with  relatively  few  exceptions,  consists  of  early  issues  (all 
of  which  are  rarities),  Dahlonega  coins,  Charlotte  coins, 
Carson  City  coins,  and  rare  Philadelphia  issues!  You  will 
have  to  look  hard  to  find  a  common  coin  among  them  (but, 
to  be  sure,  there  are  a  few). 

We  are  particularly  proud  of  the  early  issues,  an  offering 
which  includes  three  examples  of  the  first  year  of  the  half 
eagle,  1795,  three  specimens  of  1818,  the  very  rare  1819, 
the  elusive  1821,  the  rare  1825/1,  the  seldom-seen  1830,  and 
the  rare  1833.  Any  one  of  these  coins  would,  in  itself, 
highlight  a  "typical”  auction  catalogue.  But,  then,  we  have 
never  claimed  that  our  catalogues  are  typical! 

In  connection  with  the  present  offering  we  give  a  brief 
historical  sketch  of  the  half  eagle  series: 

Although  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792  provided  for  a 
gold  half  eagle  of  135  grains  weight,  along  with  other 
denominations,  coinage  of  gold  did  not  commence  until 
1795,  for  the  chief  coiner  and  assayer  were  required  to  post 
personal  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $10,000  each  before  han¬ 
dling  precious  metals!  When  the  Philadelphia  Mint  first  pro¬ 
duced  coins  for  circulation  in  1793  (copper  cents  and  half 
cents),  these  requirements  had  not  been  met.  By  1795  the 
bonds  had  been  reduced  in  amount  considerably,  the  chief 
coiner  and  assayer  had  fulfilled  them,  and  gold  coinage  com¬ 
menced.  Around  May  of  the  same  year,  David  Rittenhouse, 
director  of  the  Mint,  assigned  engraver  Robert  Scot  to  pro¬ 
duce  half  eagle  dies.  Rittenhouse  left  the  Mint  at  the  end 
of  June  and  was  replaced  by  Henry  William  DeSaussure, 
who  ordered  that  gold  coin  production  should  begin.  On 
July  31st,  744  half  eagles  were  delivered,  followed  by  subse¬ 
quent  amounts  through  September  totaling  8,707  pieces  for 
the  year. 

The  first  design  was  what  collectors  today  designate  as 
the  Capped  Bust  to  Right  obverse,  Small  Eagle  reverse  style. 
The  "small  eagle"  motif  apparently  was  taken  from  a  first 
century  B.C.  Roman  onyx  cameo  depicting  an  eagle  perched 
on  a  palm  branch,  his  wings  outstretched,  holding  aloft  a 
circular  wreath  in  his  beak.  The  Small  Eagle  reverse  style 
was  continued  through  early  1798.  In  that  year,  the  motif 
was  discontinued  after  only  a  few  with  the  early  style  were 
produced.  Around  the  same  time,  certain  earlier  dated 
obverses  were  employed  with  the  new  Heraldic  Eagle 
reverse,  thus  creating  a  puzzlement  (the  1795  $5  with 
Heraldic  Eagle  reverse)  which  perplexed  numismatists  for 
decades.  However,  as  such  specimens  are  not  represented 
in  the  present  offering,  mention  of  them  is  perhaps  moot. 


From  1798  through  1807  the  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse  style 
was  continued.  In  1807,  following  the  coinage  of  some  of 
the  old-style  pieces,  the  half  eagle  was  redesigned  by  John 
Reich.  The  obverse  was  changed  to  a  different  portrait  of 
Miss  Liberty,  wearing  a  cloth  cap,  facing  to  the  left,  with 
seven  stars  to  the  left  and  six  to  the  right.  The  reverse  was 
redesigned  to  feature  a  perched  eagle  without  stars.  The  new 
format  was  continued  through  1812,  after  which  time  it  was 
modified  by  changing  the  portrait  to  eliminate  the  bosom 
and  drapery,  rearranging  the  stars  to  completely  encircle  the 
head,  and  performing  other  alterations.  The  new  style,  called 
the  Capped  Head  to  Left  type  by  collectors  today,  was  pro¬ 
duced  from  1813  through  1829.  While  many  issues  during 
the  span  were  minted  in  generous  quantities,  today  most 
varieties  are  exceedingly  rare.  The  reason  for  this  rarity  lies 
not  with  reduced  mintage  figures  but,  rather,  with  what  hap¬ 
pened  to  the  coins  after  they  were  struck  and  the  relation¬ 
ship  of  gold  and  silver  prices  in  the  world  market.  At  the 
time,  freshly-minted  gold  coins,  if  melted,  were  worth  more 
in  bullion  value  than  face  value.  Thus,  newly  coined  half 
eagles  were  immediately  melted  down  or  sold  at  a  profit  to 
bullion  dealers.  To  rectify  this  situation,  Congress  lowered 
the  weight  of  gold  coins  by  the  Act  of  August  1,  1834,  but 
not  before  virtually  the  entire  production  of  half  eagles  of 
the  early  years  had  gone  to  the  melting  pot. 

In  1829  the  format  of  the  half  eagle  was  modified  slight¬ 
ly.  The  style  used  from  1813  through  the  early  part  of  1829 
measured  25  millimeters  in  diameter,  after  which  the 
diameter  was  reduced  to  22.5  millimeters.  William  Kneass, 
Mint  engraver,  restyled  Reich's  early  portrait  slightly.  From 
that  point  forward  half  eagles  were  struck  with  beaded 
borders  and  with  a  closed  collar.  This  format  was  continued 
from  1829  through  the  summer  of  1834,  after  which  time 
Kneass'  Classic  Head  came  into  being.  The  new  style  was 
produced  from  1834  through  1839.  In  the  latter  year  Chris¬ 
tian  Gobrecht's  Coronet  or  Liberty  Head  motif  was 
employed.  This  saw  long  service  and,  with  some  modifica¬ 
tions,  was  used  through  1908,  after  which  time  the  in¬ 
novative  Indian  Head  style  appeared. 

While  the  American  gold  series  is  sprinkled  with  many 
important  rarities,  none  are  concentrated  more  closely  than 
in  the  half  eagle  series,  particularly  among  dates  of  the 
period  from  the  late  'teens  through  1834.  In  the  present 
catalogue  eight  different  coins  from  1818  through  1833  ap¬ 
pear  for  your  bidding  consideration. 
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Extremely  Fine  1795  Half  Eagle 


119  1795  Small  Eagle  reverse.  Breen-lA.  Extremely  Fine-40.  A  pleasing 
specimen  which  exhibits  excellent  striking  and  an  overall  attractive 
appearance.  The  obverse  of  this  variety  has  the  15th  star  close  to  but 
not  touching  the  drapery.  The  Y  and  two  stars  immediately  follow¬ 
ing  are  all  joined  together.  The  1  in  the  date  is  free  of  the  curl.  The 
reverse  employs  the  standard  Small  Eagle  design.  On  this  die  variety 
the  wreath  has  three  berries  instead  of  the  typical  four. 

The  1795  half  eagle  is  important  as  the  first  year  of  coinage  of  this 
popular  denomination.  The  piece  offered  here  will  be  equally  at  home 
in  a  fine  type  set  or  in  a  specialist's  collection  of  the  half  eagle 
denomination.

120  1795  Small  Eagle  reverse.  Breen  1-B.  Extremely  Fine-45  but  with  sur¬ 
faces  that  have  been  lightly  burnished.  A  very  sharp  and  well-defined 
specimen  of  this  popular  issue. 

The  issue  is  of  the  same  general  style  as  preceding  but  from  a  dif¬ 
ferent  reverse  die.  Refer  to  Walter  H.  Breen's  Early  United  States  Half 
Eagles,  1795-1838,  published  by  Hewitt  Brothers,  1966,  for  detailed 
descriptions  of  this  and  other  early  varieties.

121  1795  Small  Eagle  reverse.  Breen  4-D.  Variety  with  second  S  in  STATES 
over  the  letter  D.  The  engraver  first  cut  STATED  into  the  die,  real¬ 
ized  the  error,  and  then  corrected  it. 

The  present  coin  is  a  beautiful  AU-50  example  with  considerable 
prooflike  surface.  For  the  type  set  collector  it  represents  an  excep¬ 
tionally  well  preserved  specimen  of  the  first  year  of  issue.  For  the  half 
eagle  specialist  it  is  an  outstanding  (better  than  the  Eliasberg  coin) 
specimen  of  one  of  the  most  curious  and  interesting  varieties  of  the 
year. 


Attractive  1807  Half  Eagle 


122  1807  Capped  Draped  Bust  to  Left  issue.  Breen  5-D.  Choice  AU-55. 
This  sharply  struck  piece  retains  nearly  full  original  lustre  and  is  at¬ 
tractive  in  all  respects. 

The  issue  represents  the  first  year  of  the  new  design  by  John  Reich 
As  such,  here  is  an  important  opportunity  for  the  type  set  collector.

123  1818  With  wide  5D  on  reverse.  Noted  as  the  "normal  dies"  variety 
by  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins.  Breen  1-A.  AU-50  obverse, 
Choice  AU-55  reverse.  A  tiny  mark  on  the  reverse  below  the  M  in 
AMERICA  serves  to  identify  the  piece.  A  sharply  struck  and  very 
attractive  specimen  which  possesses  nearly  full  original  mint  frost. 

All  half  eagles  of  the  1813-1834  years  are  rare  in  absolute  terms. 
So  far  as  the  1818  is  concerned,  probably  100  different  specimens  ex¬ 
ist,  three  of  which,  interestingly  enough,  are  presented  in  the  catalogue 
you  are  now  reading! 
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1818  Half  Eagle  with  Close  5D 


124  1818  With  close  5D  on  reverse.  Reverse  with  STATESOF  appearing 
as  a  single  word.  Breen  2-B. 

The  reverse  of  this  issue  is  misaligned  approximately  45°  to  the  left. 

AU-50.  With  much  original  mint  lustre  still  remaining.  A  few  lines 
are  visible  under  magnification,  including  one  on  the  cheek.  The 
obverse  die  is  bisected  by  a  break  extending  downward  from  the  border 
and  sixth  star,  through  the  head,  through  the  last  digit  of  the  date, 
and  to  the  border.  Obviously,  a  few  coins  could  have  been  struck 
after  this  one.

125  1818  With  5D  over  50  on  reverse.  Breen  3-C.  Choice  AU-55.  Sharply 
struck,  frosty,  and  free  of  problems. 

Here  is  offered  one  of  the  more  interesting  die  varieties  of  its  era. 
The  issue  apparently  was  a  result  of  inattention  on  the  part  of  the 
engraver.  After  cutting  the  numeral  5  the  engraver  was  perhaps 
daydreaming  and  cut  a  0,  thus  "50”  as  on  a  half  dollar.  He  then  realized 
he  was  doing  a  half  eagle  die,  so  he  corrected  the  erroneous  digit  by 
overpunching  it  with  the  letter  D.  Under  magnification  the  blunder 
is  very  apparent. 

An  excellent  opportunity  to  acquire  a  fascinating  die  variety  and, 
at  the  same  time,  an  important  desirable  date  and  type  coin. 
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Famous  1819  Half  Eagle  Rarity 


126  1819  With  5D  over  50  on  reverse.  Breen  1-A.  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45 
with  some  claims  to  AU-50.  Sharply  struck  and  very  frosty.  A  pleas¬ 
ing  specimen  of  this  interesting  issue.  The  reverse  die  is  the  same  used 
in  1818  and  described  under  the  previous  lot. 

In  the  line-up  of  great  half  eagle  rarities  of  this  era,  the  1819,  while 
not  overlooked,  certainly  has  not  received  the  publicity  of  certain  other 
issues.  Of  this  particular  variety  with  the  blundered  reverse,  Walter 
Breen  states  that  "to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  exactly  five  specimens 
survive."  In  addition  he  notes  that  approximately  five  or  six  examples 
are  known  of  the  1819  with  perfect  reverse.  These  statements,  plus 
at  least  two  pieces  added  to  the  Breen  list  would  produce  a  combined 
population  of  slightly  more  than  a  dozen  pieces  for  the  1819  year. 

Known  1819  half  eagles  of  the  blundered  reverse,  per  the  Breen 
listing,  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  Wolfson  Collection  specimen,  earlier  in  the  "Memorable  Col¬ 
lection,"  before  that  in  the  "World's  Greatest  Collection"  (F.C.C. 
Boyd),  and  earlier  in  the  collection  of  William  H.  Woodin  (who  ex¬ 
hibited  it  at  the  American  Numismatic  Society  in  1914).  Described 
by  Walter  Breen  as  "Uncirculated." 

2.  The  specimen  from  the  Louis  Eliasberg  Collection,  sold  by  us 
in  November  1982  as  Lot  374  in  the  United  States  Gold  Coin  Collec¬ 
tion  sale.  Earlier  in  the  John  H.  Clapp  Collection,  and  before  that 
in  the  Harlan  P.  Smith  Collection,  1906. 

3.  The  Adolphe  Menjou  Collection  specimen.  Before  that  owned 
by  Charles  M.  Williams,  William  Forrester  Dunham,  and  Matthew 
Stickney.  Very  Fine. 


4.  The  specimen  appearing  in  New  Netherlands  Coin  Company's 
49th  Sale,  duplicate  from  the  Eliasberg  Collection,  earlier  offered  in 
the  Lee  Collection,  the  Col.  Flanagan  Collection,  and  the  George  H. 
Earle  Collection.  Extremely  Fine  or  better. 

5.  The  example  in  the  January  1963  Schulman-Kreisberg  Sale  from 
an  "Oregon  consignor."  Earlier  the  Atwater  and  Carpentier  collec¬ 
tions.  Incorrectly  pictured  by  B.  Max  Mehl  in  the  Atwater  offering 
(the  illustration  used  was  the  Dunham  coin;  Mehl  often  used  "stock" 
photographs).  Very  Fine. 

6.  The  Garrett  Collection  coin  sold  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries 
on  behalf  of  The  Johns  Hopkins  University,  November  1979,  Lot  462, 
described  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Acquired  by  T.  Harrison  Gar¬ 
rett  from  W.  Elliot  Woodward,  January  27,  1888.  Earlier  from  the 
collections  of  Joseph  J.  Mickley  and  William  Sumner  Appleton.  Not 
included  in  the  Breen  listing. 

7.  The  Virgil  Brand  Collections  specimen  sold  by  us  as  Lot  279  in 
our  sale  of  November  1983  for  the  Morgan  Guaranty  Trust  Co.  Ob¬ 
tained  by  Virgil  Brand  from  the  D.S.  Wilson  Collections,  S.  Hudson 
Chapman  March  1907.  Not  included  in  the  Breen  listing. 

It  is  not  known  whether  the  specimen  offered  here  may  have  been 
an  example  offered  earlier,  for  the  pedigree  was  not  furnished  by  the 
consignor.  If  it  is  different,  then  an  eighth  is  to  be  added  to  the  list. 

B.  Max  Mehl,  the  colorful  Fort  Worth,  Texas  dealer  who  was  un¬ 
questionably  the  most  prominent  professional  numismatist  in  America 
during  the  first  half  of  the  present  century,  believed  that  the  1819  half 
eagle  was  unappreciated.  In  the  1941  Dunham  Sale  he  described  the 
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Famous  1819  Half  Eagle  Rarity  (Cont.) 


coin  offered  there  with  an  enthusiastic  title,  complete  with  exclama¬ 
tion  point:  "THE  EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  1819  HALF  EAGLE-ONE 
OF  OUR  REALLY  GREAT  RARITIES!" 

His  text  description,  quoted  here  in  part,  is  likewise  enthusiastic: 

The  second  rarest  half  eagle,  next  in  rarity  to  the  matchless  1822, 
has  always  been  considered  to  be  the  1815  half  eagle.  The  1819  has 
always  been  recognized  as  the  third  rarest  of  the  entire  series.  But 
from  the  records  of  the  number  of  specimens  offered  in  the  past  50 
years,  I  believe  that  while  the  1815  is  and  should  be  rated  as  the  sec¬ 
ond  rarest  half  eagle  [it  is  worth  noting  that  no  1815  half  eagle  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  Dunham  Sale — Ed.],  but  from  the  same  records  it  is 
certainly  evident  that  the  1819  is — if  not  as  rare  as  the  1815 — most 
certainly  a  mighty  close  second. 

From  1890  to  the  present  time  [1941]  there  were  offered  at  auc¬ 
tion  three  specimens  of  the  1815  half  eagle.  The  first  in  the  Harlan 
P.  Smith  Sale,  where  the  coin  brought  $1,050.  The  next  specimen  sold 
was  in  the  following  year,  1907,  in  the  Matthew  A.  Stickney  Sale, 
where  the  coin  sold  for  $2,000.  The  third  specimen  was  in  my  sale 
of  the  famous  James  Ten  Eyck  Collection,  in  1922,  where  the  1815 
half  eagle  brought  $2,200  plus  5%  [commission  charged  to  the  buyer]. 

Since  my  sale  of  the  Ten  Eyck  Collection  in  May  1922,  not  another 
1815  half  eagle  has  been  offered  at  auction.  However,  I  have  han¬ 


dled  and  sold  three  specimens  at  private  sale  during  this  period, 
although  two  of  these  specimens  were  previously  sold  at  auction  and 
were  not  newly  discovered  or  additional  specimens. 

"During  the  same  period  of  numismatic  history,  from  1890  until 
the  present  time  [1941],  more  than  50  years,  there  were  only  four 
specimens  of  the  1819  half  eagle  offered  at  auction — just  one  more 
than  we  offered  of  the  1815... 

"Since  my  sale  of  the  Ten  Eyck  Collection  in  1922  I  can  find  no 
record  of  a  single  other  specimen  having  been  offered  at  auction. 
Although  I  have  had  four  1815  half  eagles  pass  through  my  hands 
during  the  same  period,  handling  one  of  them  twice,  making  a  total 
of  six  sales  of  1815  half  eagles,  I  have  had  in  my  40  years  in  the 
numismatic  business  but  two  1819  half  eagles. 

"So,  from  [my  records]  it  can  be  very  easily  noted  that  the  1819 
is  just  about  on  a  par  in  rarity  and  value  with  the  1815  half  eagle, 
which  has  an  auction  record  of  well  over  $2,200,  and  a  record  at 
private  sale  of  over  $4,000!  Then  truly,  the  1819  half  eagle  can  cer¬ 
tainly  be  classed  among  the  really  great  American  numismatic  rarities." 

The  coin  presently  offered  is  a  desirable  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45 
specimen,  as  noted,  and  will  be  a  prize  for  its  next  owner. 
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Rare  1821 


127  1821  Breen  2-A.  Choice  AU-55.  Sharply  struck  and  very  lustrous. 
A  few  tiny  rim  marks  are  mentioned  for  the  sake  of  accuracy  but  are 
not  particularly  noticeable. 

The  piece  is  well  struck,  is  of  a  bright  yellow  gold  color,  and  is 
desirable  in  every  respect.  The  offering  of  any  1821 — never  mind  this 
being  a  high  grade  specimen — would  be  an  important  numismatic  oc¬ 
casion,  for  only  two  dozen  or  so  specimens  are  known  in  all  grades, 
with  some  cataloguers  claiming  that  fewer  than  a  dozen  exist. 

Mint  records  indicate  that  34,641  were  made.  As  noted  in  the  in¬ 
troduction  to  this  section,  nearly  all  such  pieces  were  melted  im-

mediately  upon  release,  for  their  bullion  or  intrinsic  value  exceeded 
their  face  value.  The  same  explanation  provides  the  key  to  the  rarity 
of  the  1822  half  eagle  (which  has  a  mint  report  of  17,796  pieces),  the 
1822  being  the  most  famous  coin  of  the  denomination  (the  only 
specimen  in  collectors'  hands  was  sold  by  us  as  part  of  the  Louis 
Eliasberg  Collection  of  United  States  Gold  Coins,  November  1982, 
at  which  time  it  realized  $687,500). 

For  the  half  eagle  specialist  the  presently-offered  1821  represents 
a  remarkable  and  important  opportunity. 
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128  1825/1  Overdate.  Breen  2-A.  AU-50.  Sharp  and  well-defined  in  all 
areas.  A  generous  amount  of  original  mint  lustre  still  survives,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  protected  areas  of  the  coin's  surface.  Held  at  a  certain 
angle  to  the  light,  ample  prooflike  surface  can  be  seen,  including  within 
the  shield  stripes  on  the  reverse. 

The  1825/1  is  the  usually  seen  form  of  the  1825  half  eagle,  for  no 
"perfect  dates"  exist.  The  1825/1  is  a  rarity  in  its  own  right,  for  only 
about  three  dozen  specimens  exist.  Walter  Breen  enumerates  16  of 
these  in  his  1966  monograph  on  the  half  eagle  series. 

David  Akers  notes  that  the  1825/1  has  been  largely  unrecognized 
as  a  rarity,  perhaps  due  to  the  published  mintage  figure  of  29,060  pieces 
which,  in  this  instance,  has  little  relation  to  the  number  of  survivors. 
The  1825/1  "is  really  very  rare,"  the  same  writer  observes. 


Years  ago,  B.  Max  Mehl  was  fond  of  stating  that  so  far  as  rarities 
are  concerned,  the  opportunity  to  acquire  them  was  often  more  im¬ 
portant  than  the  price  paid.  While  we  believe  that  bidders  should  be 
aware  of  current  market  levels  and  should  not  pay  a  "ridiculous"  figure 
for  a  coin,  in  the  field  of  rarities  today's  record  price  is  often  tomor¬ 
row's  bargain.  Time  and  time  again  we  have  heard  laments  from  clients 
who  have  wanted  to  buy  this  rarity  or  that  but  who  have  not  been 
willing  to  reach  for  it.  Each  year  the  price  goes  higher,  and  still  they 
do  not  possess  one.  No  faint-hearted  bidder  ever  assembled  a  famous 
collection,  for  shyness  in  bidding  when  rarities  come  up  only  leads 
to  the  pieces  being  sold  to  someone  else.  If  you  are  at  all  inclined 
toward  collecting  half  eagle  rarities,  the  number  of  chances  you  will 
have  to  acquire  an  1825/1  are  very  limited.  The  time  to  bid  is  now.

129  1830  Small  5D  on  reverse.  Breen-2.  Choice  AU-55  with  ample  claims 
to  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Sharply  struck,  attractive,  and  very  frosty. 
Indeed,  nearly  all  of  the  original  mint  lustre  is  still  present. 

Half  eagles  of  1830  are  few  and  far  between.  David  Akers  has 
estimated  that  40  to  50  pieces  exist,  but  the  present  writer  feels  that 


this  estimate  is  a  bit  generous  and  that  20  to  30  might  be  closer  to 
the  mark.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the  piece  is  rare  by  any  absolute  stan¬ 
dard.  Once  the  present  auction  is  completed,  you  may  have  to  en¬ 
dure  quite  a  wait  before  you  have  a  chance  to  bid  on  a  comparable 
specimen. 
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Rare  1833  Half  Eagle 


130  1833  So-called  small  date.  Breen  1-2.  AU-50.  Sharply  struck  and  with 
much  original  mint  lustre.  Walter  Breen  indicates  that  the  small  date 
is  rarer  than  the  large  date,  but  as  most  cataloguers  have  not  described 
differences  in  date  sizes,  the  rarity  between  the  large  and  small  dates 
has  not  been  carefully  studied. 

The  prime  importance  of  the  present  issue  is  its  rarity  as  a  date, 
without  respect  to  variety.  Although  mintage  figures  indicate  that 


193,630  half  eagles  were  coined  of  this  year,  virtually  all  of  them  went 
to  the  melting  pot.  There  was  no  point  in  releasing  them  in  quantity, 
for  they  would  have  been  snatched  by  speculators  and  bullion  dealers. 
The  number  known  today  is  probably  on  the  order  of  25  to  35  ex¬ 
amples.  Like  other  half  eagles  of  its  era,  the  1833  is  a  major  rarity. 
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131  1834  Classic  Head  without  motto.  Choice  AU-55.  Variety  with  plain 
4  in  date. 

This  represents  the  first  year  of  William  Kneass'  new  Classic  Head 
motif,  a  style  continued  through  1838.  While  this  issue  is  not  rare 
in  lower  grades,  in  AU  preservation  it  is  quite  scarce.  A  nice  piece 
for  a  type  set. 


132  1838-D  Variety  with  mintmark  on  obverse.  First  year  of  operation 
of  the  Dahlonega  Mint. 

Choice  Very  Fine-30,  but  with  minutely  etched  surfaces,  indicating 
that  it  may  have  been  lightly  burnished  or  cleaned  years  ago.  Of  the 
20,583  minted,  perhaps  200  or  300  survive  today. 


136  1842-D  Small  date,  small  letters.  Choice  Very  Fine-30  A  pleasing 
specimen  which  will  be  a  source  of  enjoyment  to  the  next  owner, 
especially  if  he  or  she  can  acquire  it  for  anything  close  to  the  catalogue 
value  (which  is  just  $425  in  VF-20  grade). 

Earlier  in  the  present  catalogue  we  noted  that  there  are  many  sleepers 
among  American  gold  coins.  In  the  half  eagle  series,  this  is  nowhere 
more  evident  than  among  issues  of  the  Coronet  style.  Many  scarcities 
and  rarities — coins  of  which  fewer  than  200  are  known — catalogue 
for  just  a  few  hundred  dollars  in  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins 


137  1842-D  Large  date,  large  letters.  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  As  luck  would 
have  it,  there  is  a  contact  mark  at  the  right  side  of  the  D  mintmark. 
Accordingly,  we  recommend  examining  the  piece  prior  to  bidding  so 
that  you  can  determine  the  financial  significance  of  this  to  you. 


138  1843-D  Extremely  Fine-40.  Mintage  records  indicate  that  98,452  were 
struck,  but  still  the  issue  is  fairly  elusive.  We  would  estimate  that  200 
to  300  pieces  survive. 


139  1844-D  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  A  pleasing  coin  for  the  grade  indicated. 


140  1845-D  Extremely  Fine-40,  but  with  several  rim  marks  on  obverse  and 
reverse.

134  1840-D  Very  Fine-20.  Lightly  burnished  decades  ago.  Sharp.  The  mint¬ 
age  of  this  Dahlonega  issue  was  22,896  pieces. 


135  1841-D  Extremely  Fine-40.  Sharply  struck.  A  very  pleasing  specimen 
of  this  scarce  Dahlonega  issue.  Probably  no  more  than  100  to  150 
specimens  can  be  traced  today  from  the  original  mintage  of  29,392 
examples. 

The  specialist  will  find  the  reverse  interesting  when  viewed  under 
magnification.  The  second  vertical  shield  stripe  from  the  left  is  in¬ 
complete;  the  top  20%  or  so  is  missing  entirely.

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143  1846-D  Extremely  Fine-45,  but  with  a  brushed  surface  A  rim  mark 
is  over  the  7th  star.  A  sharp  impression  of  a  Dahlonega  issue  of  which 
80,294  were  made. 
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144  1847-D  We  ll  call  this  piece  Choice  Very  Fine-30,  for  the  bid  should 
be  based  on  that  valuation,  but  a  more  detailed  grade  would  be  Choice 
Extremely  Fine-45  or  better,  but  with  a  number  of  pinpricks  on  the 
outer  rim.  Here  is  a  piece  which  should  be  examined  prior  to  pur¬ 
chase  as  the  financial  significance  of  the  marks  is  apt  to  vary  from 
viewer  to  viewer.

147  184 9-D  Extremely  Fine-40.  A  few  contact  marks  are  evident,  including 
on  the  cheek.  A  sharply  struck  impression  of  this  scarce  Dahlonega 
Mint  issue.  Fewer  than  100  specimens  have  been  traced  through  auc¬ 
tion  records. 

The  reverse  is  struck  from  a  broken  die  which  exhibits  a  break  from 
the  eagle's  wing  at  the  upper  right,  through  the  base  of  AMERICA. 

148  1850-D  Very  Fine-20  but  with  a  test  mark  on  rim  and  a  few  scrapes 
and  scuffs.  Overall,  however,  the  piece  presents  a  pleasing  aspect. 


149  1851-D  Choice  Very  Fine-30,  lightly  polished  years  ago. 


150  1852-D  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  A  tiny  planchet  flaw  is  in  the 
obverse  field  between  the  third  star  and  the  chin.  Lightly  struck,  as 
always  seen  with  authentic  specimens.  Some  original  mint  lustre  is 
still  in  evidence. 


151  1853-D  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  A  bold  and  pleasing  specimen  of 
this  popular  Dahlonega  Mint  issue. 

152  1854-D  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  Another  popular  Dahlonega  Mint  issue. 


Notable  1855  Half  Eagle 


153  1855-D  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Sharply  struck  and  well  defined. 
An  above  average  specimen  of  one  of  the  scarcer  Dahlonega  issues 
of  the  era.  Just  22,432  were  minted,  of  which  perhaps  100  examples 
can  be  traced  today. 


154  1856-D  Extremely  Fine-40.  Tiny  nick  on  rim  near  the  fifth  star.  Some 
lustre  still  remains  in  the  protected  areas.  A  low  mintage  Dahlonega 
half  eagle;  only  19,786  were  struck.

155  1857-D  Choice  AU-55.  A  far  above  average  strike  and  a  coin  which 
is  far,  far,  far  above  average  in  condition.  Much  original  mint  lustre — 
and  we  mean  much — is  still  visible.  Add  to  the  quality  the  aspect  that 
just  17,046  were  struck  (low  mintage  for  a  Dahlonega  coin),  and  you 
come  up  with  a  remarkable  half  eagle  that  will  be  appreciated  by  the 
connoisseur.

All  in  all  it  is  an  outstanding  and  noteworthy  example  of  a 
low-mintage  (15,362  were  made)  Dahlonega  issue.  Few  examples  in 
existence  can  give  this  one  a  run  for  its  money. 


157  1859-D  Extremely  Fine-40.  With  tiny  rim  nick  on  reverse  in  the  1:00 
position.  Again  we  present  a  low-mintage  Dahlonega  issue,  in  this 
instance  a  coin  of  which  just  10,366  were  struck.  Probably  no  more 
than  100  to  150  pieces  have  appeared  in  auctions  over  the  years,  and 
even  this  estimate  is  on  the  high  side  and,  further,  includes  duplicate 
appearances  of  the  same  coins.

158  1860-D  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45,  a  coin  which  closely  approaches 
AU-50.  Much  original  mint  lustre  is  still  visible  in  the  protected  areas 
of  the  coin's  surface.  A  tiny  line  at  the  eagle's  beak  is  mentioned.  A 
sharply  struck  specimen  of  the  next  to  the  last  year  of  Dahlonega  Mint 
coinage.  14,635  specimens  were  struck  by  mint  workers  who  were 
unaware  that  within  a  year  the  coining  facility  would  be  seized  by 
the  Confederacy  and,  subsequently,  would  go  out  of  business. 


160  1870-CC  Very  Good-8.  This  coin  will  not  win  any  awards  for  its  con¬ 
dition,  but  for  rarity  it  is  first-rank.  Only  7,675  pieces  were  struck, 
and  of  that  number  probably  no  more  than  a  couple  dozen  different 
specimens  have  ever  crossed  the  auction  block.  Further,  the  1870-CC 
is  distinguished  by  being  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the  Carson  City 
Mint.  This  is  the  first  coin  in  a  complete  offering  of  Carson  City  half 
eagles  in  this  catalogue. 


161  1871-CC  Extremely  Fine-40.  Lighty  struck  at  the  center,  as  usual  for 
this  issue.  Some  mint  lustre  still  remains  in  protected  areas.  Scarce 
variety. 


162  1872-CC  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  Lightly  struck  at  the  center  as  usual. 
Some  mint  lustre  still  remains,  leading  us  to  believe  that  the  coin  may 
be  in  an  even  higher  grade,  with  the  lack  of  sharpness  due  not  to  wear 
but  to  striking. 


Enigmatic  and  Rare  1861-D  $5 


159  1861-D  Extremely  Fine-40.  Sharply  struck  and  well  defined,  although 
a  trifle  off  center  (as  usually  seen). 

The  1861-D  is  one  of  the  most  enigmatic  and,  at  the  same  time, 
one  of  the  most  important  of  all  Dahlonega  Mint  half  eagles.  The  issue 
is  distinctive  in  several  ways.  First,  only  1,597  were  reported  struck, 
the  lowest  mintage  in  the  series.  This  number  is  believed  to  have  been 
augmented  by  several  hundred  additional  pieces  produced  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  following  the  seizure 
of  the  Dahlonega  facility  this  year.  However,  the  1861  still  remains 
a  prime  rarity.  Further,  it  is  important  as  the  last  year  of  mintage 
from  Dahlonega. 

A  tertiary  and  quintessential  aspect  of  importance  is  the  passible 
coinage  of  this  piece  by  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  although 
the  present  state  of  knowledge  does  not  permit  differentiation  between 
half  eagles  issued  in  1861  by  the  federal  government  and  those  struck 
by  the  Confederacy. 

It  is  believed  that  fewer  than  50  1861-D  half  eagles  exist.  Condition- 
wise,  the  piece  offered  here  is  one  of  the  nicer  we  have  handled.  A 
prize  for  the  cabinet  of  the  Dahlonega  specialist. 


163  1873-CC  Fine-15.  With  burnished  and  etched  surface.  Traces  of  mount¬ 
ing  removed  from  the  edge.  A  piece  once  used  as  jewelry.  Scarce  Car- 
son  City  issue.  7,416  were  struck. 

164  1874-CC  Extremely  Fine-40.  A  tiny  scrape  is  on  the  reverse  in  the  field 
to  the  right  of  the  eagle's  neck.  Scarce  issue. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Carson  City  coins,  like  those  of  Charlotte 
and  Dahlonega,  were  strictly  utilitarian  pieces  produced  and  then  put 
into  circulation.  Numismatists  were  not  interested  in  mintmark 
varieties  at  the  time,  and  no  examples  were  set  aside  for  numismatic 
purposes.  Accordingly,  survival  of  such  pieces  is  strictly  a  matter  of 
chance. 

165  1875-CC  Extremely  Fine-40.  Lightly  cleaned  long  ago.  A  sharp 
specimen  of  this  Carson  City  scarcity.

One 
of  8,680  struck.

With  some  contact  marks  as 
nearly  always  seen  on  this  western  issue.

168  1878-CC  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  A  pleasing  specimen  of  one  of  the 
highlights  among  Carson  City  half  eagles.  Just  9,054  were  struck,  but 
an  inordinant  number  of  pieces  became  lost  or  strayed,  for  the  issue 
today  is  much  more  elusive  than  even  this  low  mintage  would  indicate. 
Probably  no  more  than  20  or  25  different  specimens  has  appeared 
at  auction  over  the  years. 

169  1879-CC  Very  Fine-20.  Polished. 

170  1880-CC  AU-50.  Sharply  struck  and  very  lustrous.  A  pleasing 
specimen  of  a  semi-scarce  Carson  City  coin. 

171  1881-CC  Choice  Very  Fine-30,  but  lightly  cleaned  with  an  abrasive, 
with  the  result  that  there  are  numerous  hairlines.  A  few  rim  marks 
are  worthy  of  notice. 

172  1882-CC  AU-50.  A  sharply  struck  and  quite  frosty  specimen. 

173  1883-CC  Extremely  Fine-40.  Some  traces  of  mint  lustre  remain  in  pro¬ 
tected  areas. 

174  1884-CC  AU-50.  A  tiny  rim  nick  is  near  the  fifth  star.  Much  original 
mint  lustre  is  still  present  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Scarce  issue.

181  1908-S  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  A  sharply  struck  and  very 
frosty  specimen  of  one  of  the  most  desired  coins  in  the  Indian  half 
eagle  series.  This  issue  also  has  one  of  the  lowest  mintages:  just  82,000 
pieces.  A  very  important  half  eagle  which  should  attract  widespread 
bidding.

A  tiny  area  of  copper  ton¬ 
ing  near  the  top  of  the  reverse  is  mentioned,  but  overall  the  surfaces 


Of  the  81  Proofs  minted,  no  more 
than  a  dozen  can  possibly  equal  this  in  terms  of  present  day  preser¬ 
vation.

189  1929  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Separated  from  MS-65  only 
by  a  few  scattered  surface  marks.  A  frosty  and  pleasing  specimen  of 
the  last  year  of  the  half  eagle  series  and  one  of  the  prime  rarities  of 
that  denomination. 

Although  662,000  were  minted,  most  1929  half  eagles  were  kept 
in  cloth  bags,  stored  in  vaults,  and  melted  after  President  Roosevelt's 


April  1933  edict  prohibiting  the  further  circulation  of  gold  coin*  in 
the  United  States.  The  only  pieces  surviving  today,  probably  about 
200  in  number,  are  those  given  out  from  1929  through  1933  A*  a 
date,  the  1929  is  the  most  elusive  coin  among  1908-1929  Indian  half 
eagles.

190  1929  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60,  with  some  claims  to  MS-63.  A 
bright  and  frosty  specimen  of  the  most  desired  Indian  half  eagle.  Wor¬ 
thy  of  a  generous  bid.

191  1929  Choice  AU-55.  A  beautiful  specimen  with  much  original  mint 
lustre.  A  third  and  final  specimen  of  the  most  important  half  eagle 
of  the  Indian  head  design  type.

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The  following  offering  of  $10  gold  eagles  is  particularly 
rich  in  the  earlier  series.  Of  the  first  year  of  issue,  1795,  four 
examples  are  presented — certainly  a  remarkable  situation! 
Two  high-grade  1797  eagles,  desirable  specimens  of  1799, 
two  examples  of  1800,  and  several  others  through  1803  will 
attract  interest  from  specialists  as  well  as  type  set  collectors. 

Among  later  issues  is  a  collection  of  Carson  City  eagles 
of  the  Coronet  style.  Offered  are  a  combination  of  rare  and 
high-quality  pieces. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  eagle  grouping  is  to  be  found  a 
dazzling  Proof  1907  of  the  Coronet  or  Liberty  Head  style, 
followed  by  three  outstanding  1907  with-periods  coins, 
highlighted  by  the  Eliasberg  Collection  specimen — a  Proof 
with  a  rolled  edge.  All  in  all,  this  is  an  offering  of  eagles 
to  be  long  remembered! 

A  thumbnail  sketch  of  the  $10  denomination  is  in  order 
at  this  point: 

The  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  which  established  the  Mint,  pro¬ 
vided  for  various  denominations,  including  a  gold  eagle 
weighing  270  grains.  As  was  the  case  with  other  gold 
denominations,  it  was  not  possible  to  produce  eagles  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  year  of  regular  Mint  operation  in  1793,  for  the 
chief  coiner  and  assayer  each  were  required  to  post  personal 
surety  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $10,000  before  coinage  of 
precious  metals  could  commence.  Later,  the  bond  re¬ 
quirements  were  reduced  and  were  fulfilled.  The  first 
delivery  of  eagles,  September  22,  1795,  consisted  of  1,097 
pieces.  The  designs,  by  Robert  Scot,  were  similar  to  those 
used  on  the  half  eagle,  with  the  reverse  being  inspired  by 
an  ancient  onyx  cameo.  Edgar  H.  Adams,  a  student  of  the 
denomination,  noted  that  President  George  Washington 
desired  to  have  gold  coins  struck  before  his  office  expired, 
and  this  wish  was  granted  in  October  1795  when  Director 
of  the  Mint  Henry  DeSaussure  delivered  100  eagles  to  him. 

In  1792  Congress  established  the  relative  value  of  gold 
to  silver  at  a  ratio  of  15  to  1.  This  relationship  proved  inac¬ 


curate,  since  in  the  marketplace  the  value  more  closely  ap¬ 
proximated  16  to  1,  with  the  result  that  early  gold  coins 
could  be  melted  down  and  sold  for  more  than  face  value 
in  terms  of  silver.  (Indeed,  the  "competition"  between  gold 
and  silver  was  to  be  a  burning  issue  for  the  next  century 
and  was  closely  involved  in  numerous  political  campaigns.) 
After  1803,  when  France  officially  adopted  a  ratio  of  15 Vi 
to  1,  vast  quantities  of  gold  coins  were  exported  or  went 
to  the  melting  pot.  To  stem  this  wasted  effort,  Mint  Direc¬ 
tor  Elias  Boudinot  suspended  coinage  of  eagles  in  1804,  but 
not  before  3,757  were  struck.  Thus  ended  the  early  series. 
An  1831  Congressional  study  indicated  that  gold  coinage 
was  futile,  for  pieces  were  melted  as  soon  as  they  were 
released. 

In  1838  the  regular  coinage  of  eagles  for  circulation  was 
resumed.  The  weight  was  reduced  from  the  earlier  standard, 
per  the  Act  of  June  18,  1834.  Important  to  the  present  sale, 
when  the  Carson  City  Mint  opened  its  doors  in  1870,  eagles 
were  among  the  denominations  struck.  Although  the  Com¬ 
stock  Lode  in  Nevada  is  best  remembered  for  its  silver,  am¬ 
ple  quantities  of  gold  were  also  extracted  from  the  earth. 
However,  the  Carson  City  Mint  was  not  able  to  produce 
coins  efficiently,  and  a  government  study  showed  that  it 
would  have  been  cheaper  to  ship  bullion  to  distant  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  have  it  coined  there,  and  then  ship  the  finished  coins 
back  to  Carson  City!  Still,  Carson  City  did  turn  out  a  steady 
stream  of  coins  of  various  denominations  from  1870  through 
1885  and  again  from  1889  through  1893. 

In  1905,  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  suggested  to 
Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  that  he  work  on  designs  for  the 
American  coinage — the  complete  spectrum  from  the  cent 
through  the  double  eagle.  Saint-Gaudens,  in  failing  health, 
lived  to  complete  just  the  $10  and  $20  denominations.  These 
pieces  created  a  sensation  with  numismatists  and  with  the 
public.  Several  examples  of  the  important  1907  coinage  are 
offered  in  the  following  pages. 
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Rare  1795  Eagle 


192  1795  Breen  1-A.  AU-50,  sharply  struck.  With  satiny  surfaces  due  to 
light  burnishing  years  ago.  Examination  under  magnification  shows 
what  might  be  a  small  repair  above  the  R  of  LIBERTY  but  this  is  not 
certain.  All  in  all  the  piece  has  a  very  pleasing  aspect. 

This  issue  is  described  by  Breen  as  obverse  No.  1.  He  notes  that 
"five  stars  at  right  all  touch  each  other,  the  top  one  also  touching 
Y."  Examination  of  the  present  piece  shows  that  while  the  stars  are 
close,  none  actually  touches  another.  However,  the  "minute  exten¬ 
sion  or  additional  serif  at  left  of  upper  left  serif  of  Y"  is  definitive 
and  is  present  on  the  coin  offered  here. 

The  reverse  depicts  a  branch  with  13  leaves.  It  is  believed  that  the 
initial  delivery  of  eagles,  which  took  place  on  September  22,  1795 
and  which  consisted  of  1,097  pieces  (400  of  which  were  paid  to  the 
Bank  of  Pennsylvania)  consisted  of  this  variety.  Walter  Breen  notes 
that  an  example  from  this  delivery  was  reserved  by  Adam  Eckfeldt 
and  later  was  included  in  the  Mint  Cabinet  (which  was  instituted  in 
June  1838);  today  it  is  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution. 


1795  Eagle 


I  193  1795  Obverse  apparently  not  listed  by  Breen;  Breen's  reverse  A.  Ex¬ 
tremely  Fine-40.  Lightly  polished.  A  sharp  and  attractive  specimen. 

The  obverse  of  the  presently-offered  coin  differs  from  the  preceding 
lot  and  also  seems  to  differ  from  Breen's  obverse  2  (the  only  other 
obverse  Breen  lists  in  combination  with  reverse  A).  Of  obverse  2,  Breen 
notes  that  "of  the  stars  at  right,  only  the  second  and  third  from  the 
bottom  touch  each  other. on  the  present  coin  these  stars  are  distinct¬ 
ly  separated.  Breen's  obverse  3,  with  the  tenth  star  touching  the  cap, 
can  be  eliminated,  as  can  obverse  4,  which  has  defective  first  and  tenth 
stars. 

The  reverse  is  Breen's  reverse  A  with  13  leaves.  This  is  an  attrac¬ 
tive  specimen  of  the  first  year  of  issue  of  this  denomination. 


Another  1795  Eagle 


194  1795  Die  variety  as  preceding.  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  The  surfaces, 
particularly  the  obverse,  were  lightly  burnished  years  ago,  but  this 
is  not  readily  noticeable  today.  The  coin  presents  an  attractive  ap¬ 
pearance  and  is  a  nice  specimen  for  its  grade.  A  final  example  of  the 
first  year  of  eagle  coinage. 

At  the  time  of  issue  this  coin  was  the  largest  piece  bearing  the  im¬ 
print  of  the  United  States  of  America.  As  such,  the  1795  eagle  is  of 
extreme  historical  importance. 


A  Final  1795  Eagle 


195  1795  Die  combination  not  listed  by  Walter  Breen.  The  obverse  is 
Breen's  obverse  4  with  the  first  and  tenth  stars  lightly  punched  into 
the  die.  The  reverse  is  Breen's  style  A,  a  reverse  not  listed  in  com¬ 
bination  with  obverse  4.  Thus,  the  combination  is  unlisted  and, 
presumably,  of  great  rarity. 

The  coin  is  in  Extremely  Fine-40  grade  but  has  been  burnished  and 
highly  polished;  held  at  arm's  length  it  looks  like  a  brilliant  Proof. 
Here  is  a  piece  which  should  be  examined  prior  to  bidding.

197  1797  Breen  2-B,  variety  as  preceding.  Extremely  Fine-40  obverse; 
AU-50,  prooflike  reverse.  A  tiny  edge  mark  near  the  first  star  and 
another  on  the  reverse  above  AT  are  noted  for  accuracy  but  are  not 
measurably  detracting. 

The  piece  is  superbly  struck  and  has  a  pleasing  appearance  in  all 
respects.  The  reverse,  as  noted,  is  prooflike.  Another  coin  for  the 
connoisseur. 


198  1799  Breen  5-F.  Choice  AU-55.  A  splendid  specimen  which  retain 
nearly  all  of  its  original  mint  lustre. 

The  die  variety  is  exceedingly  rare.  The  obverse  is  described  by  Bree 
as  "the  most  distinctive  of  the  1799s."  The  stars  are  large,  with  thj 
eighth  and  thirteenth  misaligned. 

The  reverse  apparently  has  not  been  seen  by  Breen,  who  knew 
only  from  Edgar  H.  Adams'  description:  "The  only  description  I  hav 
from  this  die  (from  Adams)  says  merely  that  the  berry  below  A 
placed  exceptionally  far  to  the  right,  beyond  the  right  tip  of  the  righ 
foot  of  A.  This  feature  would  afford  immediate  identification.  Rarity-), 
unlocated.  The  only  one  Adams  knew  was  a  Guttag-Newcomer  coir 
only  Fine  and  even  then  selling  at  $100  which  is  many  times  the  gc 
ing  rate  for  1799s  in  that  grade..."

Outstanding  1797  Eagle 


199  1799  Breen  5-G.  Extremely  Fine-40.  A  very  pleasing  "as  you  like  it 
example  of  this  popular  date.  Much  original  mint  lustre  is  still  retained 
particularly  in  the  protected  areas  of  the  obverse  and  reverse. 

The  obverse  die  is  the  same  as  preceding,  with  the  eighth  and  thir 
teenth  stars  misaligned.  The  reverse  is  different  and  is  distinguishe* 
by  having  the  berry  centrally  located  under  the  right  foot  of  A,  amon 
other  characteristics. 


200  1800  Breen  1-A.  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  A  sharp  and  pleasing 
specimen  of  this  issue.  A  few  scattered  surface  marks,  as  are  seem' 
ingly  inevitable,  are  seen,  including  a  tiny  mark  to  the  left  of  the  firs  I 
digit  of  the  date. 

The  obverse  displays  the  characteristic  diebreak  through  the  tops 
of  the  letters  in  LIBERTY.  The  reverse  is  the  same  as  Reverse  G  of  1799 


196  1797  Breen  2-B.  Choice  AU-55.  A  superb  specimen,  sharply  struck 
with  nearly  all  original  mint  lustre  still  remaining.  Very,  very  close 
to  full  Mint  State. 

This  is  Breen's  variety  2-B.  The  obverse  stars  are  arranged  ten  to 
the  left  and  six  to  the  right. 

Only  rarely  is  an  eagle  of  this  quality  offered.  An  important  op¬ 
portunity  for  the  type  set  collector  as  well  as  the  denomination 
specialist.

205  1870-CC  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  Light  yellow  gold.  A  very  attractive 
specimen  of  a  prime  rarity  in  the  $10  series.  Of  the  5,908  pieces  struck, 
it  is  believed  that  no  more  than  12  to  15  still  survive  today.  In  his 
detailed  survey  of  auction  appearances,  David  Akers  was  only  able 
to  trace  27  examples,  including  duplications,  a  figure  which  probably 
nets  to  the  estimate  just  given.  Interestingly,  most  of  these  were  in 
Very  Fine  grade  (only  four  pieces  were  listed  higher).  David  Akers 
considers  the  1870-CC  to  be  the  rarest  Carson  City  Mint  coin  of  this 
denomination  and  further  notes  that  "only  the  famous  double  eagle 
of  the  same  date  surpasses  the  1870-CC  eagle  as  the  rarest  of  all  Car- 
son  City  gold  coins." 

The  present  piece  is  pleasing  in  all  respects  and  should  command 
a  great  deal  of  interest  and  attention.  It  is  certainly  worthy.  This  is 
the  first  coin  in  a  complete  run  of  Carson  City  eagles  in  this  offering. 


Important  1871-CC  Eagle 


206  1871-CC  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  With  some  residual  traces  of  mint  lustre 
in  protected  areas,  visible  when  the  coin  is  held  at  a  certain  angle  to 
the  light.  Only  8,085  were  struck.  Probably  fewer  than  three  or  four 
dozen  can  be  traced  with  certainty  today.  Not  a  world-class  rarity, 
but  certainly  a  major  scarcity  within  the  $10  denomination

Important  1877-CC  Eagle 


207  1872-CC  Very  Fine-20.  An  attractive  piece  with  smooth,  even,  "honest" 
wear — free  of  defects  or  problems.  A  nice  example  of  another  major 
scarcity  in  the  series.  Of  the  5,500  examples  struck,  probably  only 
two  or  three  dozen  different  have  ever  crossed  the  auction  block,  none 
of  which  has  even  approached  Uncirculated  grade.  A  nice  specimen 
for  the  specialist. 


208  1873-CC  Very  Fine-20  but  polished.  Actually,  there  is  probably  some 
way  of  negating  the  polished  surface  of  such  pieces,  thus  restoring 
it  to  a  normal  "circulated"  look. 

The  importance  of  the  coin  lies  not  in  its  condition  but  in  its  varie¬ 
ty.  The  1873-CC  is  in  the  front  rank  of  Carson  City  rarities.  Only 
two  or  three  dozen  exist,  all  of  which  show  signs  of  wear. 

209  1874-CC  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Much  original  mint  lustre  still 
remains.  A  sharp  specimen  of  the  earliest-dated  readily  collectable 
Carson  City  eagle. 


210  1875-CC  Fine-15.  Small  edge  bump  on  reverse.  While  this  coin  will 
not  win  any  condition  prizes,  it  certainly  will  take  a  blue  ribbon  for 
rarity.  Here  is  another  seldom  seen  coin  in  this  impressive  lineup  of 
Carson  City  issues.  Only  two  or  three  dozen  specimens  have  ever  been 
offered  at  auction.

211  1876-CC  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  An  attractive  specimen  of  still  another 
rarity  in  the  Carson  City  series.  Of  the  4,696  pieces  made,  only  two 
or  three  dozen  specimens  have  ever  crossed  the  auction  block.  As 
David  Akers  notes,  "all  the  early  Carson  City  Mint  eagles  are  very 
rare,  and  the  1876-CC  is  no  exception."  It  is  an  unusual  sale  that 
features  just  a  single  one  of  these.  The  present  catalogue  offers  a  com¬ 
plete  set!  Again,  opportunity  is  the  key  word. 


212  1877-CC  Extremely  Fine-40.  Another  rare  issue.  Although  3,332  ex¬ 
amples  were  struck — a  lower  mintage  figure  than  1870-CC,  for 
example — the  1877-CC,  while  rare,  is  not  quite  as  rare  as  some  of 
its  contemporaries.  Probably  three  or  four  dozen  are  known,  in  com¬ 
parison  to  the  two  or  three  dozen  of  several  of  the  others  previously 
described. 

The  coin  offered  here  is  a  pleasing  specimen  with  even  wear.  Some 
vestigial  mint  lustre  remains  if  you  look  closely  enough  (check  the 
interstices  between  the  star  points,  protected  areas  among  the  letters, 
and  so  on).

213  1878-CC  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  A  smooth,  even,  attractive,  and 
desirable  specimen  of  one  of  the  prime  rarities  in  the  series.  Of  the 
3,244  pieces  struck,  only  a  couple  dozen  different  pieces  have  ever 
crossed  the  auction  block,  most  of  which  have  been  graded  as  Very 
Fine.  Again,  opportunity  knocks. 


Landmark  1879-CC  $10  Rarity 


214  1879-CC  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  A  landmark  specimen  of  this,  the 
lowest-mintage  issue  of  all  Carson  City  eagles.  Just  1,762  were  struck, 
of  which  only  15  or  so  different  specimens  have  ever  been  traced. 
In  terms  of  preservation,  the  coin  offered  here  is  certainly  among  the 
top  four  or  five  finest  known. 

Here  is  one  of  the  most  important  branch-mint  gold  coins  in  the 
present  catalogue.  The  specialist  collector  would  do  well  to  "reach" 
for  this  piece,  irrespective  of  price,  for  it  may  be  a  long  time  before 
a  comparable  bidding  opportunity  occurs. 
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15  1880-CC  Scarce  issue.  Choice  Very  Fine-30  but  with  a  few  light 
scratches  in  the  left  obverse  field. 

!16  1881-CC  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Much  original  mint  lustre  still 
remains.  A  sharply  struck  specimen  which  probably  could  be  called 
AU  without  fear  of  contradiction.  A  pleasing  example  of  one  of  the 
more  readily  available  Carson  City  issues,  although  it  could  hardly 
be  designated  as  common  or  plentiful. 


117  1882-CC  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  With  much  original  mint  lustre 
still  remaining.  David  Akers  calls  this  "one  of  the  most  underrated 
of  all  rare  Carson  City  Mint  eagles."  If  you  are  an  investor  and  are 
looking  beyond  the  mundane,  why  not  consider  bidding  on  this  coin? 
It  catalogues  but  a  mere  pittance,  relatively  speaking:  just  $500  in  the 
1984  edition  of  the  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins.  Yet,  here 
is  a  piece  of  which  probably  no  more  than  40  or  50  have  ever  crossed 
the  auction  block  before! 

j  218  1883-CC  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Much  original  mint  lustre  still 
remains.  A  few  tiny  discoloration  marks,  undoubtedly  removable, 
are  seen  in  the  lower  left  obverse  field.  A  pleasing  specimen  of  one 
of  the  more  often  seen  Carson  City  issues,  but  that  doesn't  make  it 
common.  In  fact,  David  Akers  notes  that  "the  1883-CC  is  a  very  rare 
issue  in  any  condition." 

219  1884-CC  Extremely  Fine-40,  but  with  surfaces  which  have  been  lightly 
burnished.  A  sharply  defined  specimen  of  a  very  scarce  and  under¬ 
valued  issue. 


220  1890-CC  AU-50.  With  nearly  full  original  mint  lustre.  Sharply  struck 
and  very  attractive.  One  of  the  few  Carson  City  dates  with  a  claim 
to  relative  ease  of  acquisition.  However,  in  comparison  to  numerous 
other  gold  issues  of  the  era  the  piece  is  elusive. 


221  1891-CC  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Much  original  mint  lustre  still 
remains. 


As  we  have  taken  pains  to  describe  the  rarity  of  numerous  preceding 
issues,  it  is  only  fair  that  we  quote  David  Akers'  comment  concern¬ 
ing  this  common  issue,  as  a  balance  to  some  of  our  other  remarks: 
"The  1891-CC  is  the  commonest  eagle  from  the  Carson  City  Mint  and 
is  also  one  of  the  more  common  dates  of  the  entire  series.  It  is  relatively 
easy  to  obtain  in  any  grade  up  to  and  including  Choice  Uncirculated..." 


Much  original  mint  lustre  still 
remains.  A  kindred  soul,  condition-wise,  to  the  preceding  lot. 

223  1893-CC  Extremely  Fine-40  but  lightly  brushed  or  burnished.  Last  year 
of  the  Carson  City  eagles— and  the  final  coin  in  the  complete  offer¬ 
ing  of  Carson  City  eagles  presented  in  this  catalogue. 


Gem  Proof  1907  Eagle 


224  1907  Liberty  or  Coronet  type  eagle.  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  A 
breathtakingly  beautiful,  superb,  fantastic  specimen  of  the  last  year 
of  the  Liberty  Head  style. 


Just  74  Proofs  were  struck  of  this  issue,  and  of  this  number  only 
about  two  dozen  can  be  traced  today.  It  is  doubtful  if  more  than  a 
half  dozen  pieces — if  indeed  that  many — can  match  the  one  offered 
here.  For  the  type  set  collector,  for  the  gold  specialist,  for  the  eagle 
specialist — here  is  an  opportunity  of  opportunities.

Wire  Rim  and  Periods 


225  1907  Saint-Gaudens  Indian  design.  Wire  rim  or  "edge."  Period  before 
and  after  legends.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  An  attractive 
specimen  of  this,  one  of  the  most  famous  of  all  American  coin  designs 
and  issues. 

For  the  detailed  story  of  this  coin,  including  many  illustrations  and 
excerpts  from  original  correspondence,  we  refer  the  reader  to  Q.  David 
Bowers'  book,  United  States  Cold  Coins:  An  Illustrated  History.  Brief¬ 
ly  stated  here,  Theodore  Roosevelt  in  1905  contacted  Augustus  Saint- 
Gaudens,  who  at  the  time  was  America's  most  famous  sculptor,  and 
asked  him  if  he  would  redesign  the  entire  American  coinage.  Roosevelt 
had  seen  some  ancient  Greek  coins  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and 
had  been  impressed  with  their  high  relief  appearance.  To  him,  con¬ 
temporary  American  issues  were  simply  uninteresting  tokens.  Saint- 
Gaudens  responded  (an  offer  of  $5,000  from  the  government  helped), 
and  he  set  about  sketching  his  ideas.  The  obverse  design  used  on  the 
presently-offered  coin  was  first  suggested  for  use  on  the  cent  and,  later, 
the  double  eagle,  but  finally  appeared  on  the  eagle.  The  facial  features 
are  from  Victory,  part  of  the  Sherman  Monument  group  made  for 
Central  Park,  New  York  City,  1903.  Victory  was  modeled  by  the 
mistress  of  the  sculptor,  Davida,  who  also  bore  him  a  son.  The  head¬ 
dress  is  an  added  feature  to  give  it  a  "native  American"  appearance. 

The  initial  eagle  design,  the  piece  offered  here,  is  technically  con¬ 
sidered  a  pattern  and  is  listed  as  Judd-1774.  500  examples  were  struck 
to  determine  the  design.  The  wire  rim  or  edge  was  found  to  be  im¬ 
practical  and  was  abandoned. 


For  many  years  numismatists  have  continually  debated  whether  top 
grade  specimens  should  be  classified  as  "Proof"  or  "Uncirculated." 
The  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  prices  pieces  in  both  states. 
All  specimens  are  from  unfinished  dies  which  show  under  low 
magnification  a  myriad  of  raised  lines,  loops,  and  swirls.  Abe  Kosoff 
once  wrote  that  "all  specimens  from  this  die  are  Proofs...  There  are 
no  Uncirculated  coins."  Others  with  equal  conviction  have  divided 
them  into  Uncirculated  and  Proof  classifications,  possibly  not  hav¬ 
ing  two  different  specimens  on  hand  at  a  single  time  to  verify  such 
a  difference. 

Further,  it  is  important  to  note  that  David  Akers  writes:  "I  feel  it 
is  likely  that  all  500  were  Proof  and  that  distinctions  between  'Proof' 
and  'Uncirculated'  specimens  of  this  coin  are  erroneous;  all  specimens 
are  essentially  the  same."  If  you  feel  this  way,  then  for  your  own  pur¬ 
poses  please  change  our  classification  from  Select  Uncirculated,  MS-63, 
to  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Beauty  is  in  the  eye  of  the  beholder  and, 
to  a  certain  extent,  so  is  the  distinction  in  this  issue  between  Uncir¬ 
culated  and  Proof! 

Coins  of  this  initial  design  are  distinguished  by  having  periods  before 
and  after  the  reverse  legend,  a  feature  which  was  discontinued  when 
examples  were  subsequently  minted  in  large  quantity  for  circulation. 

For  the  connoisseur  here  is  a  specimen  worthy  of  a  very  generous 
bid.

226  1907  Saint-Gaudens  Indian  design.  Wire  rim  or  "edge."  Periods  before 
and  after  legends.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63  or,  if  you  prefer 
(see  our  discussion  on  the  preceding  lot),  you  can  designate  it  as  Select 
Brilliant  Proof-63. 

Offered  here  is  a  duplicate  specimen,  essentially  in  the  same  con¬ 
dition  as  the  preceding,  of  one  of  America's  most  famous  coins.  When 
Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  (who  maintained  studios  in  Cornish,  New 
Hampshire)  redesigned  the  coinage  in  1907,  numismatists  were  very 
enthusiastic.  Despite  the  affection  accorded  to  the  Barber  dime, 
quarter,  and  half  dollar  today,  in  their  time  they  were  not  highly 
regarded.  Nor,  for  that  matter,  was  the  Morgan  dollar  design  pleas¬ 
ing  to  numismatists.  Come  to  think  of  it,  very  few  coin  issues  are 
ever  praised  during  their  own  time.  Perhaps  they  become  common 
or  trite,  with  the  result  that  the  familiar  is  never  as  interesting  as  the 
new.  In  any  event,  when  the  Saint-Gaudens  $10  and  $20  pieces  ap¬ 
peared,  they  elicited  many  favorable  remarks.  Most  of  the  compliments 
were  directed  toward  the  $20  piece,  but  the  $10  was  also  heralded 
as  a  vast  improvement  over  what  had  gone  before.  The  Chicago 
Numismatic  Society,  for  one,  set  up  a  committee  on  coinage  designs. 
Virgil  Brand  and  others  composed  a  letter  praising  Saint-Gaudens' 
efforts. 


To  the  mind  of  the  numismatist,  such  discussions  have  a  simple 
answer:  the  government  should  hire  competent  artists  to  design  coins. 
The  Saint-Gaudens'  issues  were  widely  acclaimed,  as  were  the  silver 
pieces  (the  Mercury  dime.  Liberty  Standing  quarter,  and  Liberty  Walk¬ 
ing  half  dollar)  of  1916,  all  of  which  were  designed  by  people  from 
the  private  sector.  This  is  not  to  criticize  Mint  employees,  for  many 
beautiful  pieces  have  been  produced  within  the  Mint  itself.  One  has 
but  to  look  at  such  in-house  productions  as  the  1872  Amazonian 
coinage,  the  1879  Schoolgirl  dollar,  and  the  1882  Shield  Earring  pieces 
to  verify  this.  However,  by  and  large,  some  of  our  finest  designs  have 
come  from  those  not  on  the  government  payroll.  In  recent  times,  the 
Olympic  coins,  particularly  the  "headless"  reverse  issue,  have  come 
in  for  their  share  of  barbs.  However,  it  is  only  fair  to  note  that 
Elizabeth  Jones'  beautiful  1982  Washington  commemorative  half 
dollar,  another  modem  issue,  received  much  praise  and,  indeed, 
garnered  an  award  from  Krause  Publications,  which  designated  it  as 
"Coin  Design  of  the  Year." 

The  presently  offered  1907  Indian  eagle  with  wire  rim  and  periods 
is  one  of  fewer  than  100  or  so  pieces  believed  to  exist  today.  As  such, 
it  represents  a  major  opportunity  for  the  knowing  numismatist.

Periods  before 
and  after  legends  on  reverse.  Gem  Matte  Proof-67  obverse;  Choice 
Matte  Proof-65  reverse.  This  coin,  from  our  sale  of  the  Louis  Eliasberg 
Collection  of  United  States  Gold  Coins,  November  1982  (Lot  843), 
is  a  superb  specimen  of  one  of  America's  most  famous  gold  issues. 
This  piece,  a  variety  of  the  preceding  two  coins,  is  listed  as  Judd-1775. 
The  issue  is  identical  to  the  wire-rim  variety  except  that  the  edge  treat¬ 
ment  is  different,  in  this  instance  being  "rolled"  or  "rounded."  And, 
of  course,  in  the  present  format  the  issue  is  much  rarer. 

The  coinage  of  this  variety  has  been  stated  as  31,550  pieces  (per 
Superintendent  of  the  Mint  John  H.  Landis'  memorandum  to  the  Direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Mint  Frank  Leach,  September  25,  1907),  34,100  pieces  (cor¬ 
respondence  from  Frank  A.  Leach — see  United  States  Gold  Coins:  An 
Illustrated  History)  or,  elsewhere,  20,000.  Of  the  production,  50  were 
special  Proofs  struck  on  a  medal  press.  Mint  officials  were  fearful  of 
criticism,  and  virtually  the  entire  issue  was  melted.  The  number  saved 
apparently  was  not  recorded,  but  Frank  Leach  placed  the  quantity 
at  42. 

Again,  the  distinction  between  Uncirculated  and  Proof  issues  is  not 
well  defined,  with  the  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins,  to  cite  one 
reference,  designating  the  preservation  of  the  42  pieces  as  Uncirculated 


coins  (years  earlier  they  were  placed  in  the  "Proof"  category  by  the 
same  reference),  while  David  Akers,  in  the  following  quotations,  in¬ 
dicates  that  some  business  strikes  were  saved  as  well  as  a  few  Proofs: 

"The  number  saved  from  the  melting  pot  is  unknown,  but  it  prob¬ 
ably  was  on  the  order  of  40  to  50  pieces.  Most  of  them  are  very  high 
quality  and  a  number  are  superb.  In  addition,  a  few  of  the  Proofs 
are  also  known,  perhaps  as  many  as  four  or  five." 

In  view  of  the  situation  where  not  even  the  experts  agree,  the  pres¬ 
ent  cataloguer,  who  also  catalogued  the  piece  when  it  appeared  in 
the  Eliasberg  Collection  in  November  1982,  states  that  in  his  opinion 
the  present  piece  is  a  Proof,  but  this  cannot  be  absolutely  guaranteed 
as  the  state-of-the-art  is  such  that  a  more  precise  definition  is  not  possi¬ 
ble.  Prospective  bidders  are  encouraged  to  formulate  their  own 
opinions. 

Considering  the  coin  is  a  Proof,  a  comparison  with  David  Akers' 
auction  citations  reveals  only  three  Proofs  marketed  during  the  past 
60  years  and  26  Uncirculated  coins,  including  duplications.

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Double  Eagles 


The  following  offering  of  double  eagles  is  a  lineup  of  the 
"rarest  of  the  rare."  Indeed,  each  and  every  coin  in  the  of¬ 
fering  is  "special"  in  one  way  or  another. 

The  presentation  includes  a  complete  collection  of  Car- 
son  City  double  eagles,  highlighted  by  the  justly-famed 
1870-CC.  A  stunningly  beautiful  Proof  1883  double  eagle 
is  to  the  connoisseur  one  of  America's  greatest  numismatic 
landmarks.  Few  exist,  and  whenever  one  appears  on  the  auc¬ 
tion  block  it  is  an  occasion  of  exceeding  importance.  Similar¬ 
ly,  the  1887  double  eagle  is  respected  for  its  rarity.  Then 
come  three  examples  of  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens'  famous 
MCMVII  High  Relief  double  eagle,  a  piece  which  numerous 
collectors  have  designated  as  America's  most  beautiful 
regular-issue  coin. 

Before  undertaking  this  rarity-studded  journey,  we  give 
a  brief  history  of  the  double  eagle: 

The  largest  and  rarest  of  all  regular  United  States  coinage 
denominations,  the  double  eagle,  containing  nearly  one 
ounce  of  gold,  has  always  been  a  favorite  with  numismatists. 
Although  suggestions  for  a  $20  piece  had  been  made  in  the 
very  early  days,  the  birth  of  the  double  eagle  awaited  the 
discovery  of  gold  in  California.  Beginning  in  1849,  gold 
reached  the  eastern  market  in  quantity,  thus  confirming 
countless  rumors  which  had  circulated  for  many  months. 
In  relation  to  silver,  gold  became  "common"  with  the  result 
that  silver  issues  traded  at  a  premium.  Coinage  legislation 
of  1853,  which  reduced  the  authorized  weights  of  silver 
coins,  eventually  remedied  this  worrisome  problem. 

On  March  3,  1849,  legislation  providing  for  the  minting 
of  double  eagles  and  gold  dollars  became  a  reality.  The  basic 
reason  for  the  $20  piece  was  sound.  With  ever-increasing 
amounts  of  gold  bullion  coming  into  the  market,  it  was 
desirable  to  convert  as  much  bullion  into  coins  as  possible, 
with  the  least  amount  of  effort.  A  $20  piece  required  the 
same  coining  facilities  as  the  $10  piece,  but  the  quantity  of 
gold  in  the  coin  was  twice  as  much.  Likewise,  it  was  easier 


to  strike  a  double  eagle  then  four  half  eagles.  In  California, 
the  main  source  of  the  burgeoning  gold  supply,  private 
coiners  in  the  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  came  to 
the  same  conclusion  and  issued  many  varieties  of  $20  pieces 
as  well  as  $50  coins. 

Following  many  internal  problems  at  the  Mint,  James  B. 
Longacre  finally  produced  satisfactory  dies  by  March  12, 
1850.  Quantity  production  of  double  eagles  for  circulation 
commenced.  During  the  first  few  years,  several  million  dou¬ 
ble  eagles  were  produced.  Clearly  the  coin  served  its 
purpose. 

Important  to  the  present  offering,  in  1870  the  Carson  Ci¬ 
ty  Mint  opened  its  doors.  As  discussed  earlier  (see  our  in¬ 
troduction  to  eagles),  most  metal  from  the  Comstock  Lode 
in  Nevada  was  silver,  but  enough  gold  was  extracted  that 
the  Carson  City  Mint  turned  out  a  steady  stream  of  pieces 
from  the  1870s  through  the  1890s,  except  for  the  1886-1888 
period  of  non-activity.  The  first  year  of  Carson  City  pro¬ 
duction,  1870-CC,  saw  a  great  rarity  created  in  the  double 
eagle  series,  an  example  of  which  is  offered  in  the  following 
pages. 

Production  of  the  initial  design  in  the  double  eagle  series, 
designated  as  the  Liberty  Head  or  Coronet  type,  spanned 
the  years  1850-1907,  after  which  time  the  illustrious 
MCMVII  (1907)  High  Relief  design  came  into  being,  quick¬ 
ly  followed  by  the  Arabic-numeral  issues.  The  story  of  Saint- 
Gaudens'  involvement  with  the  coinage  is  told  under  our 
earlier  description  of  the  1907  with-periods  $10  issues  and 
will  be  touched  upon  in  the  subsequent  descriptions  of  the 
several  MCMVII  pieces  in  the  following  pages. 

In  1933  coinage  of  double  eagles  ceased.  Since  that  time 
the  surviving  double  eagles  from  the  nineteenth  and  twen¬ 
tieth  centuries  have  been  highly  admired  by  numismatists. 
Even  a  so-called  "common"  coin  has  a  special  appeal  due 
to  its  weight  and  special  appearance.  The  rarities  are  even 
more  desired. 
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228  1870-CC  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  The  piece  originally  had  a  prooflike 
surface,  for  when  it  is  held  to  a  certain  angle  to  light  a  mirrorlike  tex¬ 
ture  is  still  evident. 

Here  is  one  of  the  greatest  rarities  in  the  Liberty  Head  double  eagle 
series.  Only  about  15  specimens  are  believed  to  exist  of  the  3,789 
minted.  Typically,  a  collection  of  Liberty  Head  double  eagles  from 
the  Carson  City  Mint  is  complete  except  for  the  1870-CC.  Such  coins 
come  on  the  market  only  when  great  collections  are  dispersed.  It  is 
significant  to  mention  that  the  presently-offered  coin  closely  approx¬ 
imates  in  condition  the  Eliasberg  Collection  piece  auctioned  by  us  in 
November  1982. 

One  of  the  most  important  coins  in  the  present  catalogue.

237  1879-CC  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Much  original  mint  lustre  still 
remains.  Very  close  to  AU-50.  A  sharp  specimen  of  a  fairly  elusive 
issue.  Just  10,708  were  struck. 

238  1882 -CC  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Another  nice  specimen  with  much 
original  mint  lustre.  One  of  39,140  struck.

239  1883  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Only  a  few  scattered  surface  marks 
keep  this  from  the  Proof-65  category. 

Here  is  offered  one  the  most  important  of  all  American  gold  coins. 
The  1883  double  eagle  was  minted  only  to  the  extent  of  92  pieces, 
all  Proofs.  No  corresponding  business  strikes  were  made  for  circula¬ 
tion.  Thus,  anyone  desiring  an  1883  Philadelphia  Mint  double  eagle 
has  no  choice  but  to  trust  to  luck,  hoping  that  one  of  the  15  or  so 
known  Proofs  will  come  on  the  market — a  situation  which  happens 
only  at  widely  spaced  intervals.  The  last  1883  double  eagle  we  sold 
was  the  Eliasberg  example  which  appeared  in  our  November  1982  sale. 

David  Akers  notes  that  for  a  number  of  years  the  mintage,  con¬ 
sisting  entirely  of  Proofs  as  noted,  was  believed  to  be  only  40  coins, 
but  later  research  augmented  this  figure  by  52  pieces.  This  is  perhaps 
a  moot  point,  for  it  is  not  at  all  certain  that  92  or  even  close  to  that 
number  reached  the  hands  of  collectors.  Today  only  15  or  so  specimens 
can  be  traced.  Two  of  these  are  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  one 
is  owned  by  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  and  several  others 
are  damaged  or  impaired.  Probably  no  more  than  seven  or  eight  can 
match  or  exceed  the  quality  of  the  piece  we  now  offer. 

A  landmark  among  nineteenth  century  American  gold  coins,  the 
1883  double  eagle  has  always  attracted  attention  when  it  has  appeared 
on  the  market.  As  noted,  such  appearances  have  been  few  and  far

between.  Many  of  the  classic  collections  formed  many  years  ago  lacked 
an  1883  Proof  double  eagle,  simply  because  branch  mint  coins  were 
inexpensively  available.  The  William  Forrester  Dunham  Collection 
is  an  example;  the  1883  double  eagle  in  that  offering  was  represented 
by  a  San  Francisco  Mint  coin  in  Fine  to  Very  Fine  grade. 

The  desirability  of  the  1883  double  eagle  is  highlighted  by  noting 
that  it  is  one  of  just  three  Liberty  Head  double  eagles  struck  only  in 
Proof  grade — without  corresponding  business  strikes.  The  complete 
lineup  includes:  1883  (92  minted),  1884  (71  minted),  and  1887  (121 
minted).  It  was  the  practice  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  to  produce  Proofs 
and  then  put  them  "on  the  shelf,"  hoping  for  sales.  Many  coins  were 
subsequently  returned  to  the  melting  pot,  with  the  result  that  actual 
numbers  sold  were  in  most  instances  much  less  than  the  coinage  figures. 
Further,  of  the  Proofs  sold,  most  have  been  destroyed  in  intervening 
years.  As  incredible  as  it  may  seem  today,  1984,  60  or  70  years  ago 
there  was  little  interest  in  collecting  Proof  double  eagles,  and  specimens 
are  apt  to  bring  only  a  nominal  amount  over  face  value  if  offered 
at  auction.  It  was  more  expedient  oft  times  simply  to  put  such  pieces 
in  circulation!  Along  with  other  coins,  such  circulated  pieces  were 
destroyed  following  the  gold  recall  order  of  1933. 

1883  Proof  double  eagles  are  prime  classics.  The  coin  offered  here 
is  one  of  the  most  spectacular  pieces  in  the  present  catalogue. 
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240  1883-CC  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45. 

241  1884  CC  AU-50.  A  higher-grade  example  of  another  popular  Carson 
City  issue. 


I  242  1885-CC  AU-50.  Sharp  and  lustrous.  One  of  the  most  elusive  of  all 
Carson  City  Mint  double  eagles. 


Key  1887  Proof  Double  Eagle 


243  1887  Brilliant  Proof-60  to  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  A  glittering, 
beautiful  specimen  of  one  of  the  "big  three"  Proof-only  double  eagle 
issues  (the  others  are  1883  and  1884). 

Double  eagles  of  1887  were  minted  only  to  the  extent  of  121  pieces, 
all  Proofs.  No  examples  were  struck  for  circulation.  Of  the  121  pieces 
minted,  about  25  to  30  different  specimens  are  believed  to  exist  to¬ 
day.  Many  of  these  are  impaired  or  are  impounded  in  museums.  The 
number  of  well-preserved  specimens  in  private  hands  is  probably  on 
the  order  of  15  or  so. 

The  numismatist  desiring  an  example  of  this  exceedingly  impor¬ 
tant  date  would  do  well  to  bid  liberally  on  the  present  piece.  It  may 
be  a  long  time  until  another  is  offered.

Examples  are  elusive 
in  all  grades.  It  is  significant  to  note  that  the  Eliasberg  coin  was  just 
Very  Fine. 

247  1892 -CC  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Some  minor  discoloration  is  found 
at  the  border  near  the  right  side  of  the  reverse.  A  sharp  and  pleasing 
specimen  of  an  issue  of  which  just  27,265  were  struck. 


248  1893-CC  Choice  AU-55.  A  top  grade  example  of  the  last  Carson  Ci¬ 
ty  double  eagle.  The  mintage  was  posted  at  18,402,  relatively  few  of 
which  survive  today.

249  MCMVII  (1907)  Saint-Gaudens  Roman  numeral  double  eagle.  High 
Relief.  Wire  edge.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63,  with  many 
claims  to  MS-65.  A  sharply  struck,  well-defined,  and  very  pleasing 
specimen  of  one  of  America's  most  famous  numismatic  rarities — a 
coin  which  many  consider  to  be  the  most  beautiful  design  ever  struck 
for  regular  circulation. 

The  history  of  the  MCMVII  double  eagle — touched  upon  briefly 
in  the  introduction  to  this  section — is  one  of  the  most  fascinating  in 
the  annals  of  coinage.  As  noted  earlier,  in  1905  President  Theodore 
Roosevelt  contacted  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  and  commissioned  him 
to  redesign  the  entire  spectrum  of  American  coinage  from  the  cent 
to  the  double  eagle.  As  it  turned  out,  Saint-Gaudens,  whose  health 
was  failing,  completed  designs  for  only  the  $10  and  $20  pieces  before 
his  death  in  the  summer  of  1907. 

The  book  United  States  Cold  Coinage:  An  Illustrated  History  gives 
in  detail  the  correspondence  between  Roosevelt  and  Saint-Gaudens. 
The  sculptor,  an  idealist,  followed  Roosevelt's  suggestion  and  created 
a  coin  in  high  relief  with  a  sculptured  appearance,  following  the  for¬ 
mat  of  ancient  Greek  issues  which  Roosevelt  so  much  admired. 
Employees  in  the  Engraving  Department  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint, 
angered  because  an  outsider  was  selected  to  design  coins  (traditionally 
a  privilege  for  the  Mint  itself),  refused  to  cooperate  with  Saint- 
Gaudens.  Roosevelt  intervened  on  behalf  of  the  artist  and  insisted 
that  the  Mint  produce  coins  no  matter  what  the  cost,  effort,  or  ex¬ 
pense.  When  the  Mint  stated  that  the  relief  was  too  high — as  indeed 
it  was— Roosevelt  replied  that  he  did  not  care,  and  if  only  one  coin 
a  day  could  be  struck — this  is  how  it  would  be! 

Eventually  the  Extremely  High  Relief  format  (as  collectors  designate 
it  today)  was  modified  slightly  to  the  so-called  "regular"  High  Relief 
design,  the  style  offered  here,  which  still  had  striking  problems.  Then, 
still  later,  the  design  was  considerably  flattened,  the  Roman  numerals 
were  eliminated,  and  the  resultant  pieces  indeed  could  be  produced 
at  high  speed  on  production  presses. 

The  design  of  the  MCMVII  High  Relief  $20  is  of  exquisite  beauty. 
Liberty  is  portrayed  as  a  woman  striding  toward  the  viewer,  with  the 
resplendent  rays  of  the  sun  behind.  In  her  left  hand  (viewer's  right) 
is  a  torch  held  aloft,  and  in  her  right  hand  is  an  olive  branch.  The 
Capitol  building,  small  in  size,  can  be  seen  to  the  lower  left.  The  date 
is  given  in  Roman  numerals,  MCMVII,  a  classic  influence.  Below  the 
date  the  monogram  of  Saint-Gaudens  appears  boldly.  Above  the  head 


is  the  word  LIBERTY,  and  around  the  border  are  46  stars  represent¬ 
ing  the  states  in  the  Union. 

The  motif  for  the  obverse  was  taken  from  Saint-Gaudens'  much 
acclaimed  figure  of  Victory,  a  part  of  the  Sherman  Monument  com¬ 
pleted  in  1903  for  Central  Park,  New  York  City.  Before  the  motif  used 
on  the  coin  was  decided  upon,  a  number  of  variations  were  attempt¬ 
ed,  including  a  figure  of  Victory  with  angelic  wings.  The  lady  por¬ 
trayed  was  Davida,  Saint-Gaudens'  long  time  mistress.  Her  features 
appeared  on  a  number  of  the  artist's  works,  including  some  of  the 
ones  most  acclaimed  by  admirers  today. 

The  reverse  of  the  $20  depicts  a  flying  eagle  with  the  sun  below 
and  an  inscription  above.  Interestingly,  Saint-Gaudens  copied  this  from 
the  1856-1858  cent  design,  first  proposing  its  use  on  a  new  variety 
of  cent,  but  eventually  adapting  it  for  use  on  the  double  eagle.  Saint- 
Gaudens  admired  the  motif  and,  indeed,  wrote  to  Roosevelt  about 
it:  "I  am  using  a  flying  eagle,  modification  of  the  device  which  is  used 
on  the  cent  of  1857.  I  had  not  seen  that  coin  for  many  years  and  was 
so  impressed  by  it  that  I  thought  if  carried  out  with  some  modifica¬ 
tions,  nothing  better  could  be  done.  It  is  by  all  odds  the  best  design 
on  any  American  coin." 

Concerning  the  production  of  the  High  Relief  double  eagle,  Frank 
Leach  wrote  the  following  in  his  book.  Recollections  of  a  Newspaper¬ 
man.  Leach  served  as  director  of  the  Mint  from  September  17,  1907 
to  July  1,  1909  and  was  on  the  spot  when  the  High  Relief  pieces  were 
struck: 

"I  had  every  medal  press  in  the  Philadelphia  Mint  put  in  operation 
on  these  coins  with  an  extra  force  of  workmen,  so  that  the  presses 
would  run  night  and  day.  The  officers  of  the  Mint  entered  into  the 
spirit  of  the  work  cut  out  for  them,  putting  a  zest  into  the  operations 
which  assured  me  that  the  issue  of  the  new  double  eagles,  so  greatly 
desired  by  the  President,  would  be  made  on  time.  In  fact,  we  delivered 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  United  States  12,153  double  eagles  represent¬ 
ing  $243,060,  which  was  considerably  more  than  asked  of  us,  several 
days  ahead  of  time...  The  coins  of  issue,  when  made  available  to  the 
public,  were  much  sought  after  by  people  who  wanted  to  keep  them 
as  souvenirs  or  as  additions  to  numismatic  collections..." 

The  MCMVII  High  Relief  double  eagle  is  one  of  the  most  popular 
and  desired  of  all  American  coins.  The  piece  offered  here  is  especial¬ 
ly  attractive  and  is  worthy  of  strong  bidding  competition.

Here  is  another  attractive  example  of  one  of  America's  most 
beautiful  coinage  designs.  This  piece,  which  has  a  few  minor  contact 
marks  and  a  very  tiny  nick  on  the  reverse  rim,  is  an  ideal  candidate 
for  the  numismatist  who  wants  a  top-grade  piece  but  who  does  not 
want  to  pay  considerably  more  for  one  a  grade  or  two  higher.

Of  the  many  coins  belonging  to  Danny  Arnold  offered 
H.n  the  present  catalogue,  no  grouping  attracted  the  interest 
nDf  the  owner  more  than  his  spectacular  collection  of  Matte 
bi.^roof  United  States  gold  coins.  Indeed,  among  Proof  coins 
p:hese  are  the  "rarest  of  the  rare."  There  is  no  such  thing  as 
pan  easily-available  Matte  Proof  gold  coin  of  any  issue.  No 
rjmore  than  a  few  dozen  pieces  exist  of  a  given  variety,  and 
t  for  some  varieties  the  number  apparently  is  fewer  than  20. 

The  great  collections  formed  over  the  years  were  apt  to 
)i  contain  just  a  few  scattered  examples,  or  none  at  all,  of  the 
l  Matte  Proof  gold  coinage.  A  perusal  of  the  "name"  gold  auc¬ 
tion  sales  of  the  past  will  readily  verify  this.  We  are  pleased 
.'to  note  that  there  have  been  a  few  isolated  exceptions,  prom¬ 
inent  among  them  being  our  offering  of  the  Garrett  Collec- 
fltion  pieces  (for  The  Johns  Hopkins  University  1979-1981) 
and  the  Louis  Eliasberg  Collection  of  United  States  Gold 
i  Coins,  November  1982.  Although  the  pedigrees  of  the 
i  Danny  Arnold  coins  have  not  been  recorded,  we  would  not 
i  be  at  all  surprised  to  learn  that  some  of  them  are  from  those 
;  previous  offerings.  When  will  another  complete  collection 
of  Matte  Proof  gold  coins  be  offered?  The  answer  is 
I  unknown.  It  could  be  many,  many  years. 

Matte  Proofs  were  first  sold  to  collectors  in  1908,  an  event 
which  coincided  with  the  introduction  of  the  innovative  in¬ 
cuse  $2  Vi  and  $5  designs  by  Bela  Lyon  Pratt,  a  Boston 
sculptor  who  had  studied  under  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens. 
From  1908  through  1915,  gold  coins  of  the  denominations 
$2 Vi,  $5,  $10,  $20  were  sold  each  year,  in  sets  and  also 
singly. 

The  Matte  Proof  style  was  employed  at  the  Paris  Mint 
during  the  late  nineteenth  century.  Medalists,  sculptors,  ar¬ 
tists,  and,  apparently,  European  numismatists  felt  that  the 
matte  surface  highlighted  design  details  better  than  the  mir¬ 
rorlike  or  "brilliant"  finish  earlier  in  use.  This  gave  the  en¬ 
tire  work  a  sculptured  appearance,  more  like  a  medal  or 
plaque  than  a  coin.  The  Philadelphia  Mint  experimented 
with  the  Matte  Proof  finish  and,  before  1908,  used  it  on  a 
number  of  productions,  including  Assay  Commission 
medals.  Walter  Breen,  in  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States 
and  Colonial  Proof  Coins,  notes  that  considerable  ex¬ 
perimentation  was  carried  on  at  the  Mint  and  that  at  least 
a  dozen  minor  variations  in  the  process  were  employed. 
While  most  1908-1915  Matte  Proof  gold  coins  are  similar 


in  appearance,  the  1909-1910  issues  are  distinctively  different 
and  possess  a  so-called  "Roman"  or  "satin"  finish.  Among 
the  1908  and  1911-1915  issues  there  are  some  slight  shading 
gradations,  as  made.  The  Mint  kept  production  figures  for 
Matte  Proof  gold  coins  but,  unfortunately,  they  bear  no  rela¬ 
tionship  to  the  number  of  pieces  issued  or  the  number  known 
today.  The  most  flagrant  error  apparently  is  the  682  pieces 
reported  struck  of  the  1910  Matte  Proof  quarter  eagle.  As 
no  more  than  two  or  three  dozen  pieces  are  known — and 
even  this  estimate  may  be  overly  liberal — obviously  some¬ 
one  slipped  a  gear  somewhere.  David  Akers  sums  up  the 
situation: 

"The  reported  mintage  of  682  Proofs  is  significantly  higher 
than  for  any  other  Proof  quarter  eagle.  However,  Proofs 
of  this  date  are  much  more  rarer  than  those  of  1908,  1911, 
1912,  or  1913,  and  therefore  one  can  reasonably  conclude 
that  this  mintage  figure  is  in  error,  or  that  most  of  the  issue 
was  melted." 

Similarly,  Walter  Breen  notes  that  the  1910  Matte  Proof 
quarter  eagle  is  "much  scarcer  than  1908,  despite  the  mint¬ 
age;  not  nearly  as  often  seen  as  the  figure  would  suggest." 

Surveys  of  auction  records  and  other  appearances  indicate 
that  no  more  than  two  dozen  or  so  Matte  Proofs  exist  of 
any  quarter  eagle  date — and  for  some  quarter  eagles  ap¬ 
parently  no  more  than  a  dozen  to  15  different  pieces  exist 
When  one  considers  that  the  quarter  eagle  is  the  most  "plen¬ 
tiful"  denomination  of  which  Matte  Proofs  were  struck,  the 
rarity  of  half  eagles,  eagles,  and  double  eagles  becomes 
awesome.  If  J.P.  Morgan  were  to  come  to  life  and  post  an 
offer  that  he  would  buy  every  Matte  Proof  gold  coin 
available — regardless  of  cost — he  would  not  be  able  to  ac¬ 
quire  more  than  several  pieces  of  each  variety. 

To  form  a  collection  such  as  Danny  Arnold  did  required 
many  years  of  care,  patience,  and  connoisseurship.  Deserv¬ 
ing  a  credit  as  well  are  the  efforts  of  Abner  Kreisberg  and 
Jerry  Cohen,  who  helped  locate  many  of  the  pieces. 

The  following  offering,  the  Danny  Arnold  Collection  of 
Matte  Proof  Gold  Coins,  comprises  one  of  each  and  every 
Matte  Proof  quarter  eagle,  half  eagle,  eagle,  and  double  eagle 
from  1908  through  1915,  plus  several  wonderful  duplicates. 
It  may  be  many,  many  years  before  a  comparable  offering 
reaches  the  numismatic  market,  and,  then,  who  knows  what 
the  price  might  be.

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1908  Gem  Matte  Proof-67.  A  superb  specimen  of  this  issue. 

Of  the  1908  Matte  Proof  quarter  eagle,  236  specimens  were  reported 
struck.  In  this  instance,  the  first  year  of  issue,  it  is  indeed  possible 
that  more  were  dispersed,  as  this  represents  the  first  year  of  issue  of 
the  innovative  incuse  design  by  Bela  Lyon  Pratt,  and  the  piece  had 
a  very  high  curiosity  value.  Whether  or  not  all  236  were  distributed 
is  not  known  and,  further,  is  not  likely  in  view  of  the  relatively  small 
number  surviving  today. 

In  any  event,  after  the  initial  distribution  many  of  them  were  "spent" 
as  collectors  objected  to  the  Matte  Proof  finish,  feeling  that  a  Proof 
should  be  "brilliant"  and  "mirrorlike"  rather  than  dull.  As  noted  in 
the  introduction  to  this  section,  the  Matte  Proof  format  was  popular¬ 
ized  by  the  Paris  Mint.  It  was  intended  to  display  the  relief  features 
of  a  coin  or  medal  in  greater  contrast,  rendering  it  more  artistic.  Col¬ 
lectors,  however,  felt  differently  and  rejected  the  pieces.  Matte  Proof 
coinage  declined  over  the  years,  resulting  in  very  low  Matte  Proof 
production  in  the  final  years  of  the  experiment,  1914-1915.  The  Mint 
was  unsuccessful  in  distributing  even  these  reduced  mintages.  Final¬ 


ly,  the  leftovers  were  either  melted  (which  apparently  happened  to 
most)  or  sold  in  bulk  (for  example,  Matte  Proof  Lincoln  cents  were 
sold  to  Henry  Chapman,  who  in  turn  sold  quantities  to  William  Pukall 
of  New  Jersey,  who  still  had  large  numbers  of  them  in  the  early  1950s, 
which  he  sold  to  the  present  cataloguer;  David  Proskey,  the  early 
dealer,  likewise  had  supplies  of  these  many  decades  ago). 

Today  Matte  Proofs  are  recognized  as  classic  examples  of  numis¬ 
matic  Americana.  Auction  records  for  Matte  Proofs  have  risen 
dramatically  and  are  much  higher  in  many  instances  than  their  Brilliant 
Proof  counterparts  of  a  few  years  earlier.  The  rarity  of  such  pieces 
is  impossible  to  overemphasize  or  overstate.  They  are  indeed  the  "rarest 
of  the  rare"  among  American  Proof  coinage. 

Of  the  1908  quarter  eagle,  David  Akers  has  traced  the  auction  ap¬ 
pearance  of  Proofs  in  31  different  instances,  which  probably  nets  to, 
say,  15  to  20  different  pieces,  to  which  can  be  added  examples  in 
private  collections,  museums,  and  other  areas  not  surveyed  by  that 
researcher.  A  probable  estimate  for  the  number  known  today  is  on 
the  order  of  two  dozen  to  three  dozen  examples,  few  of  which  can 
match  the  preservation  of  the  Gem  Proof  we  now  offer.

253  1909  Select  Matte  Proof-63.  One  of  a  reported  mintage  of  139  pieces. 
Only  a  few  examples  have  survived  to  the  present,  for  David  Akers 
was  only  able  to  trace  auction  records  of  just  18  coins,  including 
duplications,  which  probably  nets  to  fewer  than  a  dozen  different 
pieces.  Most  pieces  were  "spent''  for  the  reasons  discussed  in  the 
preceding  lot  description. 

The  finish  on  the  1909  and  1910  Matte  Proofs  of  all  denominations 
has  a  satiny  appearance  and  is  somewhat  brighter  than  on  earlier  or 
later  issues.  It  is  often  characterized  as  a  Roman  finish. 

The  rarity  of  Matte  Proof  gold  coins  is  vividly  illustrated  by  a  situa¬ 
tion  which  confronted  the  Garrett  family  in  Baltimore.  Robert  Gar¬ 
rett,  a  son  of  T.  Harrison  Garrett,  methodically  ordered  Proof  sets 
from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  each  year.  Something  happened  in  1909, 
and  he  neglected  to  request  a  gold  Proof  set  in  sufficient  time. 
Therefore,  he  commissioned  Henry  Chapman,  who  was  probably 
America's  most  active  dealer  at  the  time,  to  locate  one  in  the 
numismatic  market.  Interestingly,  this  proved  to  be  very  difficult  in 
spite  of  Chapman's  efforts  through  advertisements  and  other  solicita¬ 
tion.  This  is  a  significant  commentary  on  the  rarity  of  this  set  during 
its  own  time,  to  say  nothing  of  the  rarity  over  a  half  a  century  later, 
at  the  present  time!  Finally,  in  1913,  four  years  after  issue,  Henry  Chap¬ 
man  was  able  to  find  a  set.

A  superb,  breathtakingly  beautiful 
piece  which  is  separated  from  Gem  Proof-67  only  by  a  microscopic 
line  on  the  reverse. 

As  noted  in  the  introduction  to  the  present  section,  the  Mint  reported 
that  682  pieces  were  produced  this  year.  However,  this  number  can 
bear  no  relation  to  the  quantity  actually  struck,  for  1910  is  one  of 
the  rarest  Matte  Proof  quarter  eagles  today.  It  is  doubtful  if  more 
than  two  or  three  dozen,  if  indeed  that  many,  are  known  to 
numismatists  today.  David  Akers  was  able  to  locate  9ale  records  for 
just  21  coins,  including  duplicate  appearances,  which  probably  nets 
to  about  a  dozen  different  pieces.

Even  the  next  to  the  lowest  mintage  figure  does  not  tell  the 
full  tale,  for  although  117  were  reportedly  struck,  it  is  believed  that 
fewer  than  two  dozen  survive  today.  Perhaps  a  more  accurate  estimate 
would  be  15  to  20  pieces  in  all.  David  Akers  cites  19  sale  examples, 
including  duplications,  which  probably  nets  to  about  10  different  pieces 
which  have  crossed  the  auction  block — to  which  can  be  added  pieces 
in  existence  but  which  have  not  been  publicly  sold.  No  matter  how 
you  view  the  situation,  here  is  a  rarity  for  the  ages.

261  1915  Choice  Matte  Proof-65.  A  beautiful  specimen  of  the  lowest- 
mintage  issue  among  Matte  Proof  quarter  eagles.  In  repetition  of  a 
familiar  theme  we  note  that  although  100  pieces  were  reported  to  have 
been  struck,  this  has  no  bearing  on  the  number  known  today.  The 
true  population  is  probably  in  the  15  to  20  range,  closer  to  15  than 
to  the  latter  figure. 

The  word  "rare,"  used  in  the  title  of  each  Matte  Proof  in  this  sec¬ 
tion,  is  a  bit  conservative.  One  could  just  as  well  use  "very  rare," 
"extremely  rare,"  or  even  the  popular  (but  seemingly  illogical)  "ex¬ 
cessively  rare."  Actually,  no  adjectives  are  needed.  The  student  and 
connoisseur  will  recognize  that  these  pieces  will  stand  proudly  next 
to  virtually  any  other  rarity  in  the  American  series  you  can  name. 
By  way  of  two  examples — not  particularly  relevant  price-wise  but  just 
to  prove  a  point,  we  note  that  a  1915  Matte  Proof  quarter  eagle  is 
about  as  rare  as  an  1804  silver  dollar  and  is  rarer  than  an  1875  $3 
gold  piece.

262  1908  Choice  Matte  Proof-65.  Of  the  167  Proofs  struck,  probably  about 
two  or  three  dozen  exist  today,  most  of  which  are  not  as  well  preserved 
as  the  piece  offered  here.  The  1908  is  significant  as  the  first  year  of 
the  Indian  Head  style  by  Boston  sculptor  Bela  Lyon  Pratt.  This  design, 
which  received  little  advance  publicity  and  which  surprised 
numismatists  at  the  time  of  release,  features  the  motifs,  lettering,  and 
other  details  incuse  or  recessed.  The  field,  normally  the  lowest  part 
on  a  "regular"  coin,  is  the  highest  part  on  this  style. 

It  is  possible  that  this  issue,  being  the  first  year  of  its  type,  was 
distributed  in  larger  numbers  than  issues  of  the  following  years.  If 
so,  most  have  disappeared  over  the  years,  for  today  1908  is  about 
as  rare  as  other  dates  in  this  span.

263  1909  Gem  Matte  Proof-67.  This  issue,  together  with  the  1910,  has 
a  distinctive  satiny  appearance  which  has  been  characterized  as  the 
Roman  finish. 

Only  78  Matte  Proofs  were  struck.  As  noted  in  our  description  of 
the  1909  Matte  Proof  quarter  eagle  earlier,  these  pieces  were  suffi¬ 
ciently  rare  at  the  time  of  mintage  that  it  took  Henry  Chapman  four 
years  to  locate  one  on  the  numismatic  market!  We  estimate  that 
perhaps  a  dozen  to  15  exist  today.  Offerings  are  apt  to  occur  at  inter¬ 
vals  separated  by  many  years.

Although  a  mintage  figure  of  250 
Proofs  was  turned  in  by  the  Mint,  this  number  cannot  be  even  remotely 
related  to  the  number  distributed.  David  Akers  was  able  to  trace  the

ty.  Although  144  were  reported  to  have  been  coined,  David  Akers 
could  only  trace  14  auction  appearances!  If  one  deducts  an  allowance 
for  duplicate  appearances  of  the  same  pieces,  this  probably  nets  to 
only  eight  to  ten  coins,  if  indeed  that  many.  Add  to  that  some  pieces 
in  museums  and  private  collections  not  auctioned,  and  one  still  comes 
up  with  a  low  figure.  Perhaps  15  survivors  would  be  a  reasonable 
estimate.  Again,  a  rarity  for  the  ages.

267  1913  Gem  Matte  Proof-67.  Although  99  specimens  were  reported  to 
have  been  minted,  this  piece  is  one  of  fewer  than  two  dozen  in  ex¬ 
istence  today.  A  more  accurate  estimate  would  probably  be  in  the 
range  of  15  to  20  pieces.  When  Walter  Breen  prepared  his  magnifi¬ 
cent  reference  on  United  States  Proof  coins  he  could  not  locate  any 
recent  auction  records!  Here  is  another  piece  for  which  it  is  impossi¬ 
ble  to  overemphasize  the  rarity  or  desirability.

268  1914  Gem  Matte  Proof-67.  Of  the  125  Proofs  reported  to  have  been 
struck,  probably  only  15  to  20  exist  today,  and  even  this  estimate 
may  be  liberal.  David  Akers  traced  19  auction  appearances,  which 
probably  nets  to  fewer  than  a  dozen  different  pieces. 

While  Matte  Proof  gold  coins  are  the  "rarest  of  the  rare"  in  their 
own  right,  as  noted  in  the  introduction  to  this  section,  another  dimen¬ 
sion  must  be  factored  in  concerning  this  auction:  the  quality  of  the 
Matte  Proofs  offered  is  simply  outstanding.  There  you  have  it  .  quality 
and  rarity,  to  which  must  be  added  desirability.  All  in  all  this  is  an 
offering  which  will  be  long  remembered  by  connoisseurs  and 
specialists.

270  1908  Choice  Matte  Proof-65.  A  superb  specimen  of  this  issue;  separated 
from  Gem  Proof-67  only  by  the  tiniest  barely-noticeable  mark  on  the 
rim,  on  the  reverse  above  F  of  OF.  The  mintage  figure  of  116  bears 
no  relation  to  the  number  of  pieces  known  today.  Probably  only  a 
couple  dozen  or  so  exist.  David  Akers  traced  the  auction  record  ap¬ 
pearances  of  29  examples,  which  probably  nets  to  15  to  20  different 
pieces.  Allowing  for  pieces  not  sold  at  auction  and  pieces  held  by 


museums,  he  estimates  the  population  to  be  in  the  range  of  30  to  35, 
a  bit  higher  than  our  own  estimate.  No  matter  how  you  look  at  it, 
here  is  a  piece  that  is  extremely  rare. 

1908  represents  the  first  appearance  of  Saint-Gaudens'  Indian  head 
motif  with  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  the  reverse.  Matte 
Proofs  were  made  of  each  year  from  1908  through  1915  inclusive.

271  1909  Choice  Matte  Proof-65.  Only  74  specimens  were  minted  of  this 
issue,  and  probably  no  more  than  15  to  20  exist  today.  David  Akers 
mentions  13  auction  appearances,  which  probably  net  to  seven  to  nine 
different  coins. 

As  noted  earlier,  1909  Matte  Proof  gold  coins  were  sufficiently  rare 
at  the  time  of  issue  that  it  took  Henry  Chapman  four  years  to  put 
together  a  set  at  the  request  of  Robert  Garrett!  Today,  putting  together 


a  1910  Matte  Proof  gold  set  would  be  nearly  an  impossible  task  unless 
one  had  a  good  measure  of  luck.  (We  note,  however,  the  present  of¬ 
fering  of  Matte  Proof  gold  coins,  complete  from  1908  through  1915, 
could  have  been  offered  in  the  catalogue  in  a  different  way — as  com¬ 
plete  gold  sets  of  each  year  from  1908  onward.) 

The  1909  eagle,  like  the  1910,  has  a  special  Roman  finish  unlike 
the  Matte  Proofs  of  1908  or  of  the  1911-1915  years.  Seldom  does  an 
example  cross  the  auction  block  today.

272  1910  Choice  Matte  Proof-65.  The  1910,  like  the  1909,  is  a  special 
Roman  finish  Proof. 

Although  the  mint  report  indicates  a  production  of  204  pieces,  prob¬ 
ably  fewer  than  20  pieces  exist  today,  and  even  this  may  be  on  the 
high  side.  Matte  Proofs  of  the  higher  denominations— the  eagle  and 
double  eagle — are  even  rarer  than  those  of  the  lower  denominations, 
for  in  their  day  they  represented  more  buying  power  and  a  higher 
face  value,  so  fewer  people  could  afford  to  acquire  them.

None 
could  surpass  the  quality  of  the  piece  offered  here.  Another  impor¬ 
tant  opportunity.

274  1912  Gem  Matte  Proof-67.  A  beautiful  specimen  of  one  of  the  greatest 
rarities  in  the  series.  Of  the  83  specimens  minted,  probably  no  more 
than  15  exist  today,  and  the  number  could  be  closer  to  10.  In  David 
Akers'  survey  only  10  specimens,  including  duplications,  turned  up 
at  auction  over  a  period  of  years.  The  same  writer  notes:  "Proofs  of 
this  date  are  extremely  rare,  and  in  my  opinion  are  the  rarest  of  the 
Indian  head  type.  The  mintage  would  not  indicate  this,  but  either  the 
Proofs  of  this  year  suffered  an  unusually  high  attrition  rate  for  some 
reason  or  most  of  the  mintage  was  melted,  because  the  1912  appears 
less  often  in  Proof  than  any  other  Indian  head.  I  doubt  if  more  than 
15  or  20  specimens  can  be  accounted  for  today,  and  only  one  has 
appeared  in  auction  in  over  25  years."  Of  course,  since  that  time  we 
have  had  our  sales  of  the  Eliasberg  Collection  of  United  States  Gold 
Coins  and  the  Garrett  Collection  of  United  States  coins,  but  still  the 
low  rarity  figure  remains  unaltered,  for  David  Akers  was  well  aware 
of  the  existence  of  these  coins,  for  both  collections  were  well  publicized 
before  they  were  sold.

275  1913  Gem  Matte  Proof-67.  Of  the  71  specimens  reported  struck,  prob¬ 
ably  fewer  than  20  exist  today.  The  number  may  be  closer  to  10  or 
15.  David  Akers  traced  13  auction  appearances,  which  probably  nets 
to  eight  or  ten  different  coins. 

Once  again  we  emphasize  that  the  opportunity  to  acquire  pieces 
may  be  more  important  than  the  price  paid.  If  you  miss  this  or  another 


one  of  the  Matte  Proof  gold  coins  in  the  present  offering,  your  offer 
the  next  morning  of  twice  the  price  realized  would  probably  not  secure 
you  a  duplicate!

i  276  1914  Gem  Matte  Proof-67.  One  of  just  50  specimens  reported  to  have 
been  coined  in  1914,  of  which  perhaps  a  third  or  fewer  survive  to¬ 
day.  By  1914  interest  in  Proof  coins  had  dwindled  to  a  very  low  point. 
Just  380  silver  Proof  sets  were  made  and  only  50  gold  Proofs  were 
reported  struck.  It  is  probable  that  most  of  these  gold  Proofs  languished 
in  the  Mint  vaults  and  were  subsequently  destroyed. 

A  contemporary  article  in  the  possession  of  the  cataloguer  notes 
that  of  an  earlier  Proof  set  (1909)  just  5  examples  could  be  accounted 
for  in  the  hands  of  collectors,  according  to  a  survey  taken  around 
this  time!  And,  of  course,  Robert  Garrett's  experience  in  acquiring 
a  1909  Proof  set — to  continue  the  same  example — has  already  been 
reiterated.  Surveys,  of  course,  are  seriously  subject  to  omissions — 
but  the  point  is  that  even  in  their  time  these  and  other  Matte  Proof 
pieces  were  recognized  as  great  rarities.  And  yet,  there  was  no  great 
demand  for  them,  a  situation  which  accelerated  the  rarity  of  the  issues, 
for  collectors,  accustomed  to  the  traditional  "brilliant"  finish  of  earlier 
(1907  Liberty  head  and  preceding  dates)  issues,  were  not  enthusiastic 
about  the  French-style  matte  finish.  Another  factor,  also  as  previously 
noted,  was  the  high  cost  of  coins  in  terms  of  face  value  alone.  In  1914 
the  face  value  of  a  $10  gold  eagle  represented  more  than  the  weekly 
wages  of  a  typical  New  England  textile  factory  worker.

'277  1915  Gem  Matte  Proof-67.  The  final  specimen  in  this  offering  of  Matte 
Proof  eagles  is  one  of  the  greatest  rarities  in  the  series.  Of  the  50 
specimens  reported  to  have  been  struck,  probably  only  10  to  15  ex¬ 
ist.  Walter  Breen  notes  that  the  issue  is  "extremely  rare  and  that  just 
a  few  survive.  Many  are  rumored  to  have  been  melted  in  1916-1917." 
The  research  of  David  Akers  disclosed  11  pieces,  including  duplicates, 
which  surfaced  over  the  years  in  public  auction  sales.  Again,  the  rarity 
of  the  present  piece  cannot  be  overemphasized.

Style  with  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST, 
the  second  design  type  of  the  year. 

Although  101  Matte  Proof  double  eagles  were  reportedly  struck, 
apparently  only  a  small  fraction  of  this  number  ever  saw  distribu¬ 
tion.  Walter  Breen  quotes  Green's  Mint  Record  and  Type  Table,  1936, 
concerning  the  1908  gold  sets:  "Fewer  than  100  sets  of  Proof  gold  struck 
at  Philadelphia.  Five  collectors  and  one  dealer  purchased  these  sets, 
and  the  remainder  were  destroyed  at  the  Mint,  January  2,  1909." 


In  addition  to  the  sets  sold,  a  few  stray  pieces  were  acquired  by 
collectors  and  seekers  of  memorabilia.  Still,  the  number  distributed 
must  have  been  small.  Probably  no  more  than  15  to  25  exist  today 
(David  Akers  estimates  30  to  35).  The  point  is  moot,  for  the  issue 
is  of  sufficient  rarity  that  long  spans  usually  elapse  between  offer¬ 
ings.  Of  the  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles,  however,  the  1908  is  seen 
more  often  than  other  issues.

Although  the  Mint  records  a  mintage  of  167  pieces,  this 
is  not  meaningful,  for  Walter  Breen  was  able  to  locate  the  auction 
sale  records  of  only  five  specimens  over  the  years!  David  Akers  was 
able  to  find  a  few  more.  We  estimate  that  probably  no  more  than 
10  to  15  exist. 


281  1910  Choice  Matte  Proof-65.  With  a  Roman  finish  as  usual  for  this 
year.  A  duplicate  of  the  preceding  coin,  and  what  a  duplicate  it  is! 
Actually,  the  piece  is  virtually  a  tie  for  the  preceding,  but  a  tiny  speck 
in  the  obverse  field  prompts  us  to  call  it  Proof-65,  although  you  may 
disagree  and  call  it  Proof-67.  The  surfaces  are  slightly  brighter  than 
the  preceding  piece.  As  Walter  Breen  has  pointed  out,  the  finishes 
often  vary  from  coin  to  coin  among  Matte  Proofs,  as  each  was  made 
on  an  individual  basis.

Separated  from  the  Gem  Proof-67 
category  only  by  two  microscopic  lines  on  the  obverse — scarcely 
noticeable.  Probably  the  piece  should  indeed  be  called  Proof-67.  The 
quality  is  breathtakingly  superb,  and  few  1911  Matte  Proof  double 
eagles  in  existence  can  come  close  to  matching  it. 

In  what  sounds  like  a  broken  record,  we  reiterate  that  of  the  mint¬ 
age  of  100  coins  only  a  tiny  fraction  exist  today.  Walter  Breen,  who 
has  certainly  seen  more  than  his  share  of  coins,  asks  the  question: 
"Do  even  20  survive7"  He  could  only  cite  three  specific  instances  of 
1911  Matte  Proof  double  eagles  appearing  in  public  auction  sales. 

David  Akers  came  up  with  16  citations,  including  duplicates,  a  figure 
which  probably  nets  down  to  the  10  or  12  range.  Again,  opportunity 
is  the  most  important  consideration.

Of  course,  some  of  these 
are  permanently  impounded  in  museums — the  Smithsonian  Institu¬ 
tion  and  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  for  example. 

Once  again  we  emphasize  the  importance  of  this  and  other  coins 
in  the  offering.  Once  the  sale  has  ended,  no  amount  of  time  spent 
perusing  the  prices  realized  list  will  enable  you  to  recapture  the  prizes 
unless,  of  course,  you  are  willing  to  pay  a  substantial  profit  to  one 
of  the  successful  bidders.  The  time  to  reach  for  a  rarity  such  as  this 
is  during  the  sale,  not  after.  No  matter  what  you  pay,  you  will  be 
buying  a  fantastic  American  classic.  And,  the  classics  have  never  gone 
out  of  style.  So  long  as  gold  coins  are  admired,  pieces  such  as  this 
will  be  right  in  the  center  of  attention.

Although  50  pieces  were  recorded  coined, 
it  is  Walter  Breen's  belief  that  perhaps  only  a  dozen  survive,  and  even 
this  may  be  optimistic. 

This  coin  concludes  the  Danny  Arnold  Collection  of  Matte  Proof 
United  States  Gold  Coins.  While  the  future  is  unknown  and  no  one 
can  predict  it  with  certainty,  it  may  well  be  a  situation  of  many  years, 
possibly  decades,  before  a  comparable  group  crosses  the  auction  block. 
Even  then,  there  is  a  good  chance  that  the  quality  will  not  approach 
what  Danny  Arnold,  a  true  connoisseur,  has  gathered  together.

The  number  of  such  sets  that  could  exist  is  limited  by  the  mintage 
of  the  rarest  pieces  in  the  set,  the  eagle  and  gold  coins,  of  which  just 
45  were  struck  of  each.  Of  the  45  struck,  probably  some  were  never 
distributed.  Of  those  distributed,  most  have  disappeared  or  have  been 
damaged  in  intervening  years.  We  would  estimate  the  number  of  1876 
Proof  sets  in  private  hands  to  be  fewer  than  a  half  dozen!

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Private  and  Territorial 
Gold  Coins 


In  the  following  pages  over  60  pieces  of  private  or  ter¬ 
ritorial  gold  coins  are  described.  Included  are  some  of  the 
most  historical,  most  romantic  issues  ever  to  be  produced 
within  the  borders  of  what  is  now  known  as  the  United 
States.  Indeed,  each  piece  has  its  own  story  to  tell. 

Such  coins  were  bom  of  necessity.  During  the  period  we 
are  concerned  with — approximately  1830  to  the  early 
1860s — gold  discoveries  were  made  in  many  remote  areas. 
Miners,  bankers,  merchants  and  others  were  faced  with  the 
desire  to  convert  native  gold  to  a  usable  and  standard 
form — coins — but  the  federal  mints  were  often  distant,  and 
transactions  with  these  institutions  involved  expense  and 
delays.  To  ship  gold  bullion  from  San  Francisco  to 
Philadelphia  or  New  Orleans  during  the  1850  era  involved 
a  delay  of  several  months  plus  insurance  premiums  as  much 
as  5%  each  way.  Obviously,  no  bank,  miner,  or  merchant 
could  conduct  business  on  such  a  basis.  As  a  result,  unre¬ 
fined  gold  tended  to  sell  at  a  sharp  discount  from  true  market 
value. 


To  breach  this  gap,  numerous  private  individuals  and 
firms  set  up  refining  and  coining  apparatus.  Produced  were 
many  different  issues,  particularly  of  larger  denominations. 
Some  were  close  copies  of  federal  designs,  while  others  were 
distinctively  different.  Some  $10  pieces,  for  example,  con¬ 
tained  nearly  $10  worth  of  gold,  while  others  were  apt  to 
be  worth  closer  to  $7  or  $8,  the  latter  producing  what  was 
considered  to  be  an  unconscionable  profit  for  the  makers. 


During  the  actual  time  of  production,  no  numismatists, 
to  the  writer's  knowledge,  were  collecting  such  pieces.  There 
was  one  exception:  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  At  that  institu¬ 
tion,  those  involved  with  the  Mint  Cabinet,  a  large  display 
of  coinage,  set  aside  certain  pieces  that  were  sent  in  for 
evaluation  or  assay.  As  a  result,  numerous  rarities  were  cap¬ 
tured  for  posterity. 

The  typical  private  gold  coin — whether  it  was  produced 
by  Bechtler  in  North  Carolina,  Moffat  in  California,  or  the 
Clark,  Gruber  firm  in  Colorado,  served  its  purpose  in  cir¬ 
culation  until  federal  coins  became  readily  available,  after 
which  the  private  coin  was  melted.  Although  certain  private 
issues  enjoyed  an  excellent  reputation  with  the  public,  United 
States  mint  coins  were  viewed  as  being  even  better.  As  years 
went  on,  the  private  coins  gradually  disappeared.  By  1860, 
the  end  of  the  decade  which  saw  millions  of  private  pieces 
produced  in  California,  scarcely  an  example  was  to  be  seen 
in  commercial  or  banking  channels. 

The  legality  of  such  issues  hung  like  Damocles'  sword  over 
the  heads  of  the  coiners.  The  United  States  government  ex¬ 
pressly  reserved  the  right  of  coinage  for  itself,  and  coining 
activities  engaged  in  by  various  private  individuals  were 
viewed  as  questionable,  if  not  outright  illegal.  Still,  the 


necessity  for  such  pieces  in  the  channels  of  commerce 
prevailed,  as  did  the  feelings  of  local  citizens,  with  some  ex-| 
ceptions.  As  an  example,  the  coinage  of  the  Bechtlers  ii 
Rutherfordton,  North  Carolina  was  not  interfered  with  by 
the  government,  not  even  after  1838  when  federal  facilities 
were  opened  in  Dahlonega,  Georgia  and  Charlotte,  Nortl 
Carolina  in  the  same  area.  Similarly,  the  magnificent  $5( 
gold  coins  issued  by  Wass,  Molitor  &  Company,  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  were  issued  a  year  after  the  United  States  goverment  l| 
mint  opened  its  doors  in  the  same  city.  However,  there  were 
extenuating  circumstances,  and  the  San  Francisco  Mint  was 
beset  by  problems  during  the  first  year  or  two  and  was  not 
able  to  fully  meet  the  demands  placed  upon  it. 


The  field  of  private  and  territorial  gold  coins  has  captured 
the  fancy  of  many  numismatists  of  the  past  century.  Indeed, 
collecting  interest  in  them  began  in  the  1860s,  accelerated 
in  the  1870s,  and  by  the  turn  of  the  century  was  widespread. 
The  cabinets  of  such  individuals  as  Spier,  Garrett,  and 
Zabriskie,  formed  during  the  last  century,  contained 
numerous  outstanding  pieces. 


About  15  years  ago  the  present  writer  (Q.  David  Bowers) 
was  invited  to  pen  an  introduction  to  a  reprint  edition  of 
Private  Gold  Coinage  of  California  produced  by  Stackpole 
Books.  This  was  an  occasion  to  pay  a  tribute  to  one  of  the 
greatest  research  figures  in  American  numismatic  history. 
It  was  noted,  in  part:

In  1912  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics  published 
in  serial  form,  later  (1913)  in  book  form,  a  study  by  Edgar 
H.  Adams,  Private  Gold  Coinage  of  California  1849-1855, 
Its  History  and  Its  Issues.  Adams'  studies  came  not  a  mo¬ 
ment  too  soon.  While  he  was  able  to  interview  numerous 
descendants  of  the  early  pioneer  coinage,  still  much  valuable 
data  was  irretrievably  lost  by  that  time.  Suffice  it  to  say, 
had  Adams  not  approached  the  subject  back  then,  our 
knowledge  now  would  be  a  fraction  of  what  it  is. 


"Edgar  H.  Adams  was  certainly  one  of  the  finest 
researchers  numismatics  has  ever  known.  Although  his  in¬ 
terest  in  the  field  of  rare  coins  continued  until  his  death  in 
1940,  his  most  outstanding  efforts  date  from  the  decade  im¬ 
mediately  preceding  the  First  World  War. 


"His  book  United  States  Pattern,  Trial,  and  Experimen¬ 
tal  Pieces,  written  together  with  William  H.  Woodin  (later 
to  become  secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  Franklin  Delano 
Roosevelt),  was  published  in  1913  by  the  American 
Numismatic  Society.  Telling  the  story  of  pattern  coins— 
'what  it  might  have  been,'  but  wasn't,  in  United  States 
coinage — this  book  has  endured  through  the  decades.  All 
references  on  the  subject  of  pattern  coins  written  since  that 
time  have  drawn  upon  Edgar  H.  Adams'  original  research. 
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"Shortly  after  the  turn  of  the  twentieth  century  Edgar  H. 
idams  began  in  earnest  to  study  the  field  of  territorial  and 
>ioneer'  gold  coins.  In  1909  his  Official  Premium  List  of 
Inited  States  Private  and  Territorial  Gold  Coins  was 
ublished.  Shortly  thereafter,  his  detailed  research  into  the 
•ackground  and  history  of  these  pieces  began  to  appear  in 
erial  form  in  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics,  official 
ubliction  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society.  At  the  con- 
lusion  of  this  series  some  revisions  were  made,  and  the  en- 
ire  effort  was  published  in  book  form  in  1913  as  Private 
Jold  Coinage  of  California,  1849-1855. 

"At  the  same  time  Edgar  H.  Adams  somehow  was  able 
>  contribute  a  regular  monthly  column,  'Current  American 
Numismatic  Notes,'  to  The  Numismatist,  journal  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association — an  organization  which 
i  the  intervening  years  has  grown  to  become  the  largest 
lonprofit  coin  collectors'  organization  in  the  world. 

"Edgar  H.  Adams  seems  to  have  had  an  eye  for  both  the 
ignificant  and  the  interesting.  This  combination,  when  pro- 
essed  through  Mr.  Adams'  mind  and  put  on  paper,  pro- 
luced  writing  that  is  still  fascinating  to  read. 

"His  book  on  the  subject  of  California  gold  coins  com¬ 
bines  material  gleaned  from  standard  references  such  as  the 
lewspaper  Alta  California  and  the  seemingly  endless 
writings  of  Hubert  Howe  Bancroft  with  facts  taken  from 
Other  sources  of  information  which  only  Edgar  H.  Adams' 
oersistence  could  seek  out.  The  sands  of  time  cover  many 
tracks,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  had  it  not  been  for  Mr. 
Adams'  efforts  earlier  in  this  century  much  of  the  body  of 
Knowledge  known  to  numismatists  on  the  subject  today 
would  have  been  based  on  conjecture  rather  than  fact. 


"Private  Gold  Coinage  of  California,  1849-1855  has  well 
stood  the  test  of  time  and  use.  While  additional  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  certain  coins  and  coiners  has  come  to  light, 
the  Adams  book  remains  as  a  main  informational  source 
for  numismatists  and  scholars. 

"In  my  own  research  on  the  subject  of  gold  and  gold  coins 
I  have  built  a  sizable  library.  Stirred  by  the  romance  of  the 
Gold  Rush,  countless  authors  have  hastened  into  print  with 
'histories'  of  the  era.  Perhaps  90%  of  these  are  composed 
of  veneer  but  lack  a  foundation.  Read  one  and  you  have 
read  them  all' — so  the  saying  goes.  Not  so  with  Adams' 
book.  It  duplicates  no  book  before  it,  and,  as  noted,  today 
it  remains  an  important  reference." 

While  numerous  sketches  and  essays  have  appeared  on 
the  subject  of  private  and  territorial  gold  coins  since  Adams' 
time,  the  two  main  sources  for  scholars  and  collectors  to¬ 
day  are  The  History  of  United  States  Coinage  (by  Q.  David 
Bowers  for  The  Johns  Hopkins  University,  1979),  which  con¬ 
tains  several  illustrated  chapters  on  the  subject,  and  Donald 
H.  Kagin's  Private  Gold  Coins  and  Patterns  of  the  United 
States  (Arco  Publishing,  Inc.,  1981). 

There  is  only  one  "problem"  with  private  and  territorial 
gold  coins.  Even  the  commonest  issue  is  rare  by  standards 
applied  to  later  coinage.  The  "price  of  admission"  for  even 
a  well-worn  example  of  a  Bechtler,  Moffat,  or  other  issue 
is  apt  to  be  a  few  hundred  dollars.  Even  so,  such  an  expen¬ 
diture  will  amply  repay  its  owner  with  the  quintessential 
aspect  of  history  and  romance  attached  to  it.  Grand  rarities, 
of  which  a  number  are  offered  in  the  following  pages,  repre¬ 
sent  American  numismatics  in  its  finest  form:  rarity  and 
elusivity,  beauty,  individuality  of  engraving  and  design, 
numismatic  fame  and  admiration,  and,  as  stated,  history 
and  romance. 


The  Coinage  of  Templeton  Reid 


Templeton  Reid's  private  Georgia  mint  only  operated  for 
about  three  months.  The  late  Dexter  C.  Seymour,  who 
studied  the  series  intensively,  suggested  that  only  about 
1,600  coins  were  produced  totally,  including  approximate¬ 
ly  1,000  quarter  eagles,  300  half  eagles,  and  250  eagles.  In 
the  present  catalogue  we  are  privileged  to  offer  an  attrac¬ 
tive  example  of  the  quarter  eagle  denomination.  In  our  June 
sale  of  the  Virgil  M.  Brand  Collection,  we  offered  one  ex¬ 
ample  each  of  the  Templeton  Reid  half  eagle  and  eagle  (but 
no  quarter  eagle). 

Reid's  coinage  enterprise  took  place  during  the  summer 
of  1830  at  the  height  of  gold  discoveries  in  Gainesville  and 
surrounding  towns. 

Every  once  in  a  while  in  the  course  of  human  events  two 
people  come  together  and  clash,  thereby  changing  the  course 
of  history.  So  it  was  with  Templeton  Reid.  An  anonymous 
correspondent  to  a  local  paper,  who  styled  himself  as  "No 
Assayer,"  published  several  attacks  on  Reid's  enterprise.  It 


seems  that  the  disgruntled  correspondent  sent  one  of  Reid's 
$10  pieces  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  to  be  assayed.  It  was 
found  to  be  worth  $9.38.  While  in  a  later  era  this  would 
have  had  little  consequence,  in  1830  it  was  viewed  as  an  ex¬ 
cessive  profit.  It  is  believed  that  Templeton  Reid  had  the 
best  of  intentions.  However,  he  produced  his  coins  from 
native  metal  without  alloying  it  to  a  standard  fineness.  It 
is  doubtful  that  Reid  or  anyone  else  in  the  area  would  have 
had  sophisticated  assaying  and  refining  apparatus. 

An  exchange  of  published  letters  followed.  A  local  paper, 
the  Georgia  Courier,  took  the  side  of  "No  Assayer"  and 
stated  that  if  the  calculations  were  correct  and  that  if  the 
coins  were  worth  approximately  7%  less  than  face  value, 
Reid  "is  making  about  $15,000  per  annum.  This  is  better 
business  than  gold  digging."  Rubbing  more  salt  into  the 
wound,  "No  Assayer"  accused  Reid  of  issuing  coins  con¬ 
trary  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and,  further, 
placing  himself  in  a  position  above  the  United  States  Mint. 
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The  barbed  arrows  hit  their  mark,  and  public  faith  was 
destroyed  in  Reid's  output,  thus  forcing  a  cessation  of 
production. 


From  a  numismatic  viewpoint,  Templeton  Reid's^ 
ephemeral  coins  are  great  rarities  today.  Only  a  few  havei 
survived. 


Rare  Templeton  Reid  $2.50  Gold

to  state  that  from  the  standpoint  of  overall  appearance,  sharpness, 
and  attractive  surfaces,  the  coin  is  in  the  front  rank  of  the  surviving 
examples.  It  is  a  very  pleasing  specimen  of  a  great  rarity. 

Most  surviving  Templeton  Reid  coins  of  this  denomination  have 
problems  of  one  sort  or  another.  The  Garrett  Collection  coin,  described 
as  Very  Fine,  was  not  well  centered  (unlike  the  presently-offered  coin 
which  has  excellent  centering). 

The  obverse  of  the  issue  bears  the  central  date  1830  with  GEORGIA 
above  and  GOLD  below.  The  reverse  bears  at  the  center  the  denomina¬ 
tion,  2.50,  with  T.  REID  above  and  ASSAYER  below.  As  the  issue 
was  strictly  utilitarian,  no  effort  was  made  to  create  a  work  of  coinage 
art.  Indeed,  when  Christopher  Bechtler  commenced  coinage  during 
the  following  year,  1831,  he  adapted  a  somewhat  similar  format  of 
letters  and  numerals  only. 

Over  the  years  only  a  few  numismatic  cabinets  have  been  fortunate 
enough  to  include  a  coin  bearing  the  Templeton  Reid  imprint.  Here 
is  an  exceedingly  important  bidding  opportunity. 
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Lot  288  (Enlarged) 
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Bechtler  Coinage 


Close  on  the  heels  of  Templeton  Reid's  coinage  came  that 
of  Christopher  Bechtler.  The  latter,  bom  in  Baden,  in  Ger¬ 
many's  Black  Forest  district  in  1782,  came  to  the  United 
States  in  1829.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  son,  Augustus, 
who  was  then  age  16. 

At  the  time  North  Carolina  was  one  of  the  most  prolific 
gold-producing  districts  in  the  United  States.  In  the  year 

1831,  for  example,  $294,000  in  North  Carolina  gold  was 
deposited  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  In  the  summer  of  the 
same  year,  Bechtler,  who  had  received  training  as  a  jeweler 
and  who  was  also  proficient  at  gunsmithing  and 
goldsmithing,  announced  he  would  receive  gold  dust  and 
bullion  at  his  Rutherfordton,  North  Carolina  store-residence 
and  would  convert  same  into  $2.50  and  $5  pieces. 

Unlike  Templeton  Reid's  venture  a  year  earlier,  the 
Bechtler  coinage  was  well  received  by  local  merchants  and 
citizens  who  welcomed  a  practical  alternative  to  shipping 
unrefined  gold  across  the  long  and  difficult  distance  to  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  for  refining  and  coining.  Another 
denomination,  the  gold  $1,  was  first  coined  by  Bechtler  in 

1832. 

During  the  1830s  a  total  of  $2,241,850.50  in  coins  was 
produced  by  the  Bechtler  family,  according  to  a  report  fur¬ 
nished  to  the  United  States  government.  Coinage  was  ef¬ 
fected  from  North  Carolina  as  well  as  Georgia  gold.  As 
noted  in  the  introduction  to  this  section,  once  the  govern¬ 
ment  established  the  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  branch  mints 
in  1838,  Bechtler  coinage  continued  without  any  interference 
from  the  authorities.  The  Bechtler  coins  were  well  regarded 
and  were  readily  used  in  the  channels  of  commerce,  even 
at  a  great  distance  from  their  source. 

On  June  28,  1834,  the  United  States  government  enacted 
legislation  reducing  the  weight  of  gold  in  standard  coins  pro¬ 
duced  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Prior  to  this  time,  freshly- 


minted  coins,  if  melted,  would  yield  more  in  bullion  value4| 
than  their  face  value!  The  secretary  of  Treasury  recommend-JI 
ed  the  inscription  “August  1,  1834,"  the  effective  date  of  theJJ 
legislation,  to  be  placed  on  each  coin  isssued  after  that  date.  I 
Although  this  was  never  done  on  the  federal  coinage,  I 
Bechtler  used  the  August  1,  1834  inscription  on  a  variety  | 
of  his  $5  issues  around  that  time.  Later  the  inscription  was  ! 
dropped. 

An  indication  of  the  esteem  in  which  the  Bechtler  coins  I 
were  held  is  provided  by  reading  the  regulations  of  G.W.  I 
Featherstonhaugh,  who  traveled  through  North  Carolina  in  I 
1837.  He  noted  that  “Bechtler  had  obtained  some  [gold]  in  I 
the  usual  manner,  and  having  made  a  die,  coins  his  gold 
into  five  dollar  pieces.  At  the  period  of  my  visit  his  gold 
coin  circulated  more  freely  than  that  of  the  United  States, 
which  were  very  scarce.  It  would  be  in  his  power  to  take 
improper  advantage  of  the  confidence  placed  in  him,  but 
I  heard  no  instances  of  his  having  attempted  this.  When  I 
mentioned  the  possibility  of  this,  he  answered  that  it  was 
what  an  honest  man  would  not  do,  and  that  if  any  man  were 
to  do  it,  he  would  soon  be  found  out,  for  the  gold  did  not 
remain  long  in  circulation,  since  it  found  its  way  very  soon 
to  the  United  States  Mint,  where  it  was  necessary  for  him 
to  keep  a  good  character..." 

After  Christopher  Bechtler  died  in  1842,  the  business  was 
conducted  by  his  son  Augustus.  A  year  or  two  later, 
Augustus  apparently  was  succeeded  by  Christopher  Bechtler 
(known  as  “the  younger"),  a  nephew  of  the  original  coiner. 

It  is  believed  that  coinage  bearing  the  Bechtler  imprint  was 
produced  until  about  1852,  14  years  after  the  government 
opened  its  own  facility  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  (in 
1838). 

Note:  The  following  pieces  are  listed  approximately  in  the 
order  they  appear  in  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins; 
refer  to  the  1984  edition  beginning  on  page  221.

Extremely  Fine-40,  prooflike.  A  tiny  line  on  the  obverse  is  a  result 
of  contact  and  has  caused  a  slight  "bend,"  scarcely  noticeable  but  still 
required  to  be  mentioned. 

One  of  the  nicest  specimens  of  this  issue  we  have  seen  in  a  long  time. 

Note:  We  have  assigned  numerical  grades  in  addition  to  adjectival 
grades  to  various  territorial  gold  issues.  As  neither  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  nor  Photograde  cover  the  subject  of  territorial 
gold  coins,  such  numerical  and  adjectival  descriptions  represent  our 
own  professional  opinion  (an  opinion  which  has  served  us  well,  for 
we  do  not  recall  having  received  a  complaint  concerning  any  territorial 
gold  coins  listed  in  any  of  our  catalogues).

What  appears  to  be  a  planchet  or  edge 
clip  caused  at  the  time  of  minting  (as  opposed  to  a  test  mark  made 
later)  appears  at  the  upper  left  of  the  obverse  and  the  corresponding 
part  of  the  reverse  and  affects  part  of  the  rim  and  denticles,  as 
illustrated. 

This  issue,  one  produced  by  Christopher  Bechtler  beginning  in  1832, 
is  quite  scarce.  Don  Kagin  notes  that  it  is  Rarity  6,  indicating  that 
fewer  than  30  are  believed  to  exist  today.

The 
issue  is  believed  to  have  been  struck  during  the  first  decade  of  the 
twentieth  century  by  Henry  Chapman,  who  at  the  time  was  America's 
most  active  rare  coin  dealer. 

Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  superb  specimen.  Donald  Kagin  in¬ 
dicates  that  just  four  to  six  examples  exist.  Once  this  coin  is  sold  (and 
the  same  thing  could  be  said  for  Lot  303),  the  chance  of  another  Chap¬ 
man  restrike  being  offered  in  the  near  future  is  nil.  An  important 
opportunity. 


Norris,  Gregg  &  Norris  Coinage- 

The  offering  of  an  attractive  1849  $5  by  this  firm  furnishes^ 
the  occasion  for  a  brief  biography  of  this  early  California 
minting  establishment: 

In  1849  privately-minted  gold  coins  made  their  first  ap¬ 
pearance  in  San  Francisco.  The  Digger's  Handbook,  pub¬ 
lished  in  Australia,  apparently  early  in  1849,  noted  that  a 
firm  from  the  East  Coast  was  setting  up  coinage  operations. 
In  the  issue  of  May  31,  1849  the  newspaper  Alta  California 
informed  readers  of  the  existence  of:  "...a  five-dollar  gold 
coin  struck  at  Benicia  City,  although  the  imprint  is  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  In  general  appearance  it  resembles  the  United  States 
coin  of  the  same  value,  but  it  bears  the  private  stamp  of 
Norris,  Gregg  &  Norris  and  is  in  other  particulars  widely 
different.” 

The  newspaper  notice  appears  contradictory,  for  at  one 
point  it  noted  that  it  resembled  contemporary  United  States 
coin  "in  general  appearance,"  but  it  also  stated  that  the  issue 
was  "in  other  particulars  widely  different."  The  only  Nor¬ 
ris,  Gregg  &  Norris  coins  known  today  are  of  the  same 
general  configuration  as  the  piece  offered  here.  None  is 
known  with  the  Liberty  Head  design  related  to  the  federal 
coinage. 

The  firm  earlier  located  in  the  East  and  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  plumbing  apparatus.  Following  a  move  to 
California,  the  company  set  about  producing  coinage,  ap¬ 
parently  in  quantity,  for  examples  circulated  extensively  and 
were  well  known.  Varieties  were  made  with  plain  or  reed¬ 
ed  edges.

Far  finer  than  our  Garrett  Col¬ 
lection  VF-20  example. 

The  obverse  bears  the  representation  of  a  perched  eagle  at  the  center, 
holding  a  branch  and  three  arrows,  with  microscopic  traces  of  a  fourth 
arrowhead  visible.  Surrounding  is  the  inscription  CALIFORNIA 
GOLD /WITHOUT  ALLOY. 

The  reverse  consists  of  a  circle  of  stars  around  which  is  the  inscrip¬ 
tion:  FULL  WEIGHT  OF/HALF  EAGLE.  Within  a  circle  of  stars  is 


the  inscription:  N.G  &  N/1849/SAN  FRANCISCO.  On  this  particular 
issue  the  edge  is  reeded. 

Albert  Kuner,  who  arrived  in  San  Francisco  on  July  16,  1849,  stated 
that  he  made  at  least  one  pair  of  dies  for  the  firm.  As  the  initial  issue 
of  coins  bearing  the  San  Francisco  imprint  had  appeared  as  early  as 
May  of  the  same  year,  the  variety  offered  here — if  indeed  it  is  the 
variety  referred  to  in  the  aforementioned  (in  the  introduction  to  this 
section)  Alta  California  issue,  may  have  been  produced  by  others. 
Here  is  one  of  many  enigmas  which  encompass  the  private  gold  series. 


The  Coinage  of  Moffat  &  Company,  Augustus  Humbert 

and  the  U.S.  Assay  Office  of  Gold 


The  operations  of  Moffat  &  Company,  Augustus 
Humbert,  and  the  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  are 
closely  related.  A  sketch  of  the  coiners  is  given  herewith. 
For  more  historical  information  the  reader  is  urged  to  refer 
to  The  History  of  United  States  Coinage,  by  Q.  David 
Bowers. 

Moffat  &  Company,  while  not  the  first  coiner  of  gold  in 
California,  became  the  most  important  private  mint  in  San 
Francisco.  During  an  era  when  the  coinage  of  other  assayers, 
bankers,  and  minters  was  being  seriously  questioned,  Mof¬ 
fat's  issues  were  readily  accepted  by  merchants.  Later,  the 
facilities  of  the  firm  were  incorporated  into  the  San  Fran- 
:  cisco  Mint. 

The  firm  was  named  for  John  Little  Moffat,  who  sailed 
from  New  York  City  in  February  1849  on  the  ship  Guilford. 
Arriving  in  San  Francisco,  he  set  up  a  business  with  Joseph 
R.  Curtis,  P.H.W.  Perry,  and  Samuel  H.  Ward.  Their  of¬ 
fice  at  Clay  and  Dupont  streets  was  busy  with  the  activity 
of  trading  in  gold  dust,  refining  it  and  converting  the  metal 
to  bars  and  ingots  to  ship  it  to  the  East  for  sale.  Produced 
were  small  rectangular  gold  ingots  ranging  in  value  from 
$9.43  to  $2.64.  Most  were  of  the  value  of  $16,  similar  to 
the  piece  offered  in  the  present  catalogue.  At  the  time  this 
was  a  popular  local  trading  value  for  an  ounce  of  gold 
(although  the  same  metal  commanded  a  higher  price  on  the 
distance  East  Coast). 


The  engraver  Albert  Kuner,  who  arrived  in  San  Francisco 
in  July  1849,  was  employed  by  Moffat  &  Company.  Most 
of  Moffat's  dies  were  produced  by  him. 

In  the  summer  of  1849,  $10  pieces  bearing  the  Moffat  im¬ 
print  were  made,  followed  by  examples  of  the  $5  denomina¬ 
tion.  In  the  following  year,  1850,  $5  pieces  were  made. 

The  monetary  situation  in  California  was  disorganized 
and  hectic.  At  the  mines,  inland  from  San  Francisco,  gold 
was  "common"  in  relation  to  everyday  commodities.  The 
price  of  eggs,  horses,  flour,  medical  care,  and  other 
necessities  of  life  jumped  to  multiples  of  prices  in  more  settled 
areas.  Gold  dust,  traded  by  the  "pinch"  (for  small  transac¬ 
tions)  or  by  weight  in  large  transactions,  was  subject  to 
many  problems.  Dishonest  scale  operators,  uncertain  puri¬ 
ty  of  gold  dust,  and  other  situations  left  many  people 
dissatisfied.  What  was  needed  was  a  standard  circulating 
coinage. 

The  nearest  federal  mints  accessible  by  ship — the  usual 
way  of  transporting  gold  to  the  East — were  located  at  New 
Orleans  and  Philadelphia.  The  round  trip  journey  involved 
a  delay  of  several  months,  not  to  overlook  high  insurance 
fees.  The  residents  of  California,  under  American  jurisdic¬ 
tion  (but  not  to  become  a  state  until  1850),  time  and  time 
again  petitioned  the  government  to  establish  a  mint.  Time 
and  time  again  the  legislators,  located  in  Washington  and 
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oblivious  of  the  extreme  hardships  endured  by  miners  and 
merchants  alike,  turned  a  deaf  ear.  Stepping  into  the  void 
were  a  number  of  private  coiners  of  varying  reputations. 
While  no  private  coiner  produced  "official"  coins  that  would 
be  accepted  by  government  authorities  (for  payment  of 
customs  and  other  duties),  the  $5,  $10,  $20  and  $50  pieces 
found  ready  acceptance  in  the  channels  of  commerce. 

From  time  to  time  various  coiners  endeavored  to  make 
a  large  profit  by  issuing  coins  worth  considerably  less  than 
face  value.  In  due  time  such  entrepreneurs  were  exposed  by 
the  local  newspapers  and  subsequently  went  out  of  business. 
The  previously-cited  reference  books  on  California  gold 
coins  reprint  many  newspaper  clippings  on  the  subject. 

In  September  1850,  recognizing  the  problem,  Congress 
authorized  the  secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  contract  with 
a  well-established  assaying  business  in  California  to  affix 
the  stamp  of  the  United  States  to  bars  and  ingots,  but  not 
to  coins.  Moffat  &  Company  received  the  honor.  Appointed 
to  the  position  of  United  States  Assayer  was  Augustus 
Humbert,  a  New  York  City  maker  of  watch  cases.  Moffat 
&  Company  ceased  their  private  business  and  prepared  to 
issue  coins  under  the  government  contract.  New  premises 
were  secured  on  Montgomery  Street  between  Clay  and 
Commercial  streets.  Following  the  issuance  of  large  $50  slugs 
by  Moffat-Humbert,  there  developed  a  great  shortage  of 
smaller  pieces  in  circulation.  Hardships  were  experienced  by 
many  merchants. 

Augustus  Humbert,  the  government  appointee,  was  aware 
of  the  need  for  small  denominations  and  endorsed  the  ap¬ 
plication  of  Moffat  to  officially  produce  them.  In  part,  a 
letter  from  Humbert  to  the  secretary  of  the  Treasury  noted: 

"Accompanying  this  Messrs.  Moffat  &  Company  send 
you  the  monthly  report  of  the  transactions  of  this  office, 
showing  a  sad  falling  off  in  its  business,  not  to  say  its 
usefulness;  it  is  an  incontestable  fact  that  the  great  scarcity 
of  small  coin,  say  $5,  $10,  and  $20,  has  its  influence,  for 
in  the  greater  portion  of  the  transactions  of  the  country  the 
$50  ingots  are  too  large,  even  the  bankers  have  to  restrict 
their  depositors  to  checking  for  round  amounts,  or  to  sub¬ 
mit  to  a  serious  loss,  as  they  are  obliged  to  pay  from  IV2 
to  2  %  premium  on  the  small  coin  necessary  for  their  daily 
transactions,  thus  showing  the  urgent  necessity  existing  for 
the  issue  of  ingots  of  smaller  denomination  than  $50  from 
this  office. 

"Several  of  our  most  influential  merchants  and  bankers 
as  a  matter  of  absolute  necessity,  not  choice,  had  been  urg¬ 
ing  somebody  to  make  small  coins  with  a  private  stamp, 
and  I  understand  the  dies  are  already  in  the  hands  of  the 
engraver..." 

Indicative  of  the  confusion  in  Washington,  on  January 
15,  1852,  two  letters  from  the  Treasury  Department  reached 
Moffat:  one  authorizing  the  coinage  of  smaller  denomina¬ 
tions  and  one,  written  the  following  day,  rescinding  the 
authorization!  Earlier  in  the  month,  Moffat  had  received  a 
petition  signed  by  over  50  leading  San  Francisco  merchants 
and  citizens  urging  them  to  strike  smaller  denominations. 
Finally  in  response  to  this  request,  and  recognizing  the  futili¬ 


ty  of  petitions  made  to  the  government,  Moffat  &  Company  1 
issued  $10  pieces  around  the  middle  of  January  1852.  Theyi 
were  soon  joined  by  Wass,  Molitor  &  Company. 

The  story  of  coinage  is  a  complicated  one,  but  then 
preceding  gives  a  glimpse  of  the  necessity  prevalent  in  San  1 
Francisco  during  the  era.  Much  more  could  be  written  con¬ 
cerning  individual  hardships  and  privations. 

In  1853  a  $20  piece  bearing  the  name  of  Moffat  &  Com¬ 
pany  appeared.  The  design,  except  for  the  inscriptions,  was 
quite  similar  to  that  of  current  American  double  eagles.  The 
reason  for  issuing  a  Moffat  &  Company  double  eagle  at  the 
same  time  coins  of  identical  denomination  (but  of  a  different 
design)  were  being  produced  by  the  United  States  Assay  Of¬ 
fice  of  Gold,  under  the  same  management,  is  not  known  to¬ 
day  and  is  another  enigma  of  the  era. 

In  1853  the  properties  of  the  firm  were  incorporated  into 
the  plans  for  the  new  San  Francisco  Mint.  Part  of  the  earlier 
coining  establishment  was  utilized  in  the  construction. 

Going  back  in  time  a  few  years,  we  note  that  at  the  end 
of  January  1851  Augustus  Humbert  arrived  in  San  Francisco. 
Shortly  thereafter,  the  first  octagonal  $50  gold  piece  bear¬ 
ing  his  stamp  was  issued.  Although  these  were  produced 
under  auspices  of  the  United  States  government,  they  had 
little  official  status.  In  fact,  they  could  not  be  used  to  pay 
government  import  duties,  irrespective  of  thoughts  expressed 
in  an  article  of  Daily  Alta  California  on  February  21, 1851: 

"The  new  $50  gold  piece,  manufactured  under  the  Act  of 
Congress  appointing  a  United  States  Assay  Office  in  Califor¬ 
nia,  and  made  under  the  supervision  of  the  United  States 
Assayer,  was  issued  by  Moffat  &  Company  yesterday. 
About  300  of  these  pieces  have  already  been  struck  off... 
These  are  of  course  a  legal  tender  and  are  coins  of  the  United 
States  government  to  all  intents  and  purposes.  The  coin  is 
peculiar,  containing  only  one  face,  and  the  eagle  in  the 
center,  around  which  are  the  words  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA.  Just  over  the  eagle  is  stamped  887  THOUS. 
signifying  the  fineness  of  the  gold.  At  the  bottom  is  stamped 
50  DOLLS.  The  other  face  is  ornamented  with  a  kind  of 
work  technically  called  engine-turning...  The  $10  pieces  will 
have  a  fineness  of  883  thousandths...  The  $20  pieces  will 
be  of  the  same  fineness." 

The  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  produced  round 
$10  and  $20  coins  and  the  impressive  octagonal  $50  coins, 
as  well  as  a  number  of  pattern  strikings,  until  it  ceased  opera¬ 
tions  on  December  14,  1853.  Later  the  equipment  was 
transferred  to  the  new  San  Francisco  Mint,  as  earlier  noted. 

Although  the  coins  produced  by  the  institution  did  serve 
a  purpose,  what  the  public  really  needed  was  a  large  sup¬ 
ply  of  smaller  denominations.  Thus,  while  the  United  States 
Assay  Office  of  Gold  helped  alleviate  the  problems  so  far 
as  large  transactions  were  concerned,  there  were  still 
numerous  problems  involving  everyday  change. 

The  following  listing  offers  a  number  of  interesting,  im¬ 
portant,  and  rare  Moffat,  Humbert,  and  United  States  Assay 
Office  of  Gold  coins. 
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Moffat  &  Co.  $16  Gold  Ingot 


07  (1849)  Moffat  &  Co.  undated  $16  gold  ingot.  430.4  grains.  Extreme¬ 
ly  Fine-40  or  better.  A  piece  which  has  seen  very  little  in  the  way  of 
handling  or  circulation. 

Although  $16  Moffat  bars  are  great  rarities,  the  dozen  or  so  known 
examples  of  this  issue  make  it  the  only  collectable  gold  ingot  produced 
by  any  of  the  California  coiners.  The  $16  denomination  was  selected 
as  representing  the  value  in  commerce  at  the  time  of  one  ounce  of 
gold.  Thus,  an  ingot  or  bar  of  this  type  formed  a  convenient  medium 
of  exchange.  The  front  of  the  bar  is  impressed  by  a  prepared  punch 
with  a  vertically  ribbed  background.  At  the  top  is  the  inscription  MOF¬ 
FAT  &  CO.  against  the  ribbed  background.  Below,  also  against  the 
ribbed  background,  is  a  raised  dollar  sign  ($)  with  a  blank  back¬ 
ground — which  was  subsequently  filled  in  with  punches  indicating 
16.00.  On  the  center  strip  between  the  two  prepared  punches  the  in¬ 
scription  20V*  CARAT  appears.  The  sides  and  reverse  are  blank.  The 
right  side  of  the  bar  bears  a  circular  raised  mark  of  unknown  origin, 
perhaps  a  "stem"  used  when  the  ingot  was  originally  cast.  These  ap¬ 
pear  on  all  authentic  specimens.  (On  the  Garrett  example,  Lot  927 
in  our  sale  of  March  1980,  the  stem  was  on  the  left  side).  Unlike  the 
ingots  of  Kohler,  the  Moffat  ingots  apparently  were  stamped  right 
after  casting  rather  than  being  "dressed"  on  the  surface  with  a  hammer. 

The  prospective  purchaser  of  this  ingot  is  encouraged  to  read  the 
history  of  the  California  Gold  Rush  which  appears  in  The  History 
of  United  States  Coinage,  by  Q.  David  Bowers.  The  significance  and 
place  of  the  ingot  in  commerce  will  "come  alive." 

A  highly  important  piece  of  Gold  Rush  Americana.

Very  Fine-30  if  not  even  finer.  With  "stem"  mark  on  right  border. 

This  piece,  slightly  heavier  than  the  preceding  ingot  (which  weighed 
430.4  grains;  we  also  note  that  the  Garrett  coin  weighed  436.5  grains), 
is  another  superb  specimen  of  one  of  the  most  historic  of  all  numismatic 
remembrances  of  the  famed  California  Gold  Rush. 

At  the  time  the  piece  was  issued,  it  served  strictly  a  utilitarian  pur¬ 
pose.  Although  the  imprint  of  Moffat  &  Co.  carried  a  special  cachet 
with  the  public,  ingots  were  not  as  familiar  as  coins,  and,  later,  when 
privately-minted  gold  coins  became  plentiful  in  circulation,  the 
relatively  few  ingots  which  were  made  soon  disappeared.  More  graphic 
evidence  of  this  is  provided  by  the  ingots  of  Kohler,  apparently  once 
issued  in  quantity  from  more  than  one  location,  but  now  so  rare  that 
decades  can  elapse  between  offerings. 

One  can  assume  that  Moffat  whose  reputation  was  unsurpassed 
by  any  other  firm  of  the  era,  originally  issued  many  $16  ingots.  One 
can  also  conclude  that  they  formed  an  important  part  of  commerce 
during  part  of  1849.  However,  by  a  year  later  such  items  were  not 
to  be  seen,  for  Moffat's  own  private  coin  issues,  first  made  in  quanti¬ 
ty  in  1849,  supplanted  them. 

Any  advanced  museum  or  private  representation  of  California  gold 
coins  would  do  well  to  include  an  example  of  the  Moffat  &  Co.  $16 
ingot,  if  same  could  be  found.  This  issue  is  so  rare  that  only  the  greatest 
gold  coin  collections  are  apt  to  have  them,  and  even  landmark  holdings 
are  sometimes  without  a  specimen.  The  present  catalogue,  which  of¬ 
fers  two  examples  in  slightly  different  grades  and  weights,  is 
remarkable.  Again,  the  word  opportunity  comes  to  the  forefront.  If 
you  have  ever  seriously  aspired  to  the  ownership  of  a  $16  Moffat  in¬ 
got,  then  your  bid  on  one  or  both  of  these  examples  is  a  virtual 
necessity.

309  1849  Moffat  &  Co.  $10.  256.8  grains.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are 
a  close  copy  of  the  contemporary  United  States  $10  eagle  but  with 
different  legends.  MOFFAT  &  CO.  appears  on  the  coronet  on  the 
obverse,  in  place  of  LIBERTY,  and  the  legend  S.M.V.  CALIFORNIA 
GOLD — TEN  DOL.  appears  on  the  reverse. 

The  example  offered  here  is  Very  Fine-20.  Grading  is  difficult  in 
this  issue,  for  all  specimens  were  lightly  defined  in  detail  at  the  time 
of  manufacture.  When  we  offered  two  specimens  in  the  Garrett  Col¬ 
lection,  we  noted  concerning  this  particular  feature:  "As  the  piece  was 


not  extremely  sharp  to  begin  with  (in  keeping  with  others  of  its  type), 
but  of  this  grading  attribution  is  due  to  striking  rather  than  to  wear." 


It  must  be  remembered  that  this  and  contemporary  pieces  were  not 
designed  as  specimens  of  numismatic  art  but,  rather,  were  hastily 
manufactured  to  provide  a  need  in  commerce.  It  was  precisely  such 
pieces  that  supplanted  and  caused  the  melting  of  the  $16  ingots 
previously  offered,  for  the  public  was  more  inclined  to  accept  coins 
of  familiar  denominations. 


Superb  1851  Humbert  $50  "Slug"

Choice 
AU-55,  prooflike.  A  superb,  actually  wonderful,  example  of  this  very 
early  issue.  It  is  free  of  the  problems  usually  associated  with  these 
large,  heavy,  and  impressive  coins. 

This  is  of  a  very  early  style  (from  the  standpoint  of  use  in  the  chan¬ 
nels  of  commerce)  with  880  hand-stamped  on  the  label  above  and  50 
hand-stamped  as  a  denomination  below. 

The  reverse  is  a  scalloped  engine-turn  design  without  50.  The  center 
of  the  reverse  consists  of  concentric  circles. 

The  edge  is  lettered  in  sections,  in  an  inverted  position  (in  relation 
to  the  obverse),  as  follows:  AUGUSTUS/HUMBERT/UNITED/ 
STATES /ASSAYER /OF  GOLD/CALIFORNIA/1851.  A  planchet 
defect,  not  visible  from  either  side,  is  seen  below  the  A  of  AUGUSTUS 
and  serves  as  a  hallmark  to  the  piece. 

This  is  one  of  the  finest  surviving  specimens  from  Augustus 
Humbert's  early  issues  and,  as  such,  is  a  museum  piece.  No  matter 
what  price  he  pays,  the  successful  bidder  will  have  a  fantastic  classic 
that  will  be  admired  and  treasured  for  years  to  come. 

Note:  An  explanation  is  in  order  concerning  the  fineness.  Although 
coins  issued  by  the  Phildelphia  Mint  and  other  federal  coinage  institu¬ 


tions  produced  gold  with  an  intended  fineness  of  .900,  the  facilities 
available  to  Augustus  Humbert  in  San  Francisco  did  not  permit  achiev¬ 
ing  this  degree  of  fineness  on  a  quantity  production  basis.  As  different 
degrees  of  fineness  were  stamped  on  different  issues,  the  public  became 
confused.  On  October  13,  1852,  Augustus  Humbert  printed  an  ex¬ 
planation  in  the  San  Francisco  Herald.  He  stated  that  the  issues  pro¬ 
duced  were  of  the  finest  .880,  .884,  and  .887  as  these  figures  were 
about  the  average  fineness  of  gold  found  in  California.  In  other  words, 
by  using  pieces  of  these  finenesses,  coins  could  be  made  from  native 
gold  without  the  necessity  of  refining  and  alloying  to  a  great  extent. 
Humbert  noted  the  coins  with  a  lower  degree  of  fineness  would  have 
a  greater  total  weight  of  metal  so  that  they  would  possess  the  full 
intrinsic  value  equal  to  coins  from  the  United  States  Mint. 

Humbert  went  on  to  say  that  gold  received  in  more  recent  times 
was  higher  in  fineness  than  earlier  deposits,  so  that  it  would  be  possible 
from  late  1852  onward  to  adhere  to  the  Mint  standard  of  .900  fine, 
with  the  remaining  alloy  being  silver  as  originally  found  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  gold.  (The  alloy  used  at  the  eastern  mints  was  copper, 
which  was  added.) 

The  piece  offered  here,  being  a  very  early  issue,  is  of  the  .800  fineness 
standard.

Later  style  with  a  reeded  edge,  with 
features  in  the  die  (rather  than  individually  stamped  later,  as  on  the 
preceding  piece),  and  with  the  inscription  AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT 
UNITED  STATES  ASSAYER  OF  GOLD  CALIFORNIA  1851  around 
the  obverse  border  (lightly  defined  in  certain  areas  on  the  present 
specimen,  due  to  a  combination  of  striking  and  wear).

This  variety,  featuring  the  so-called  "target"  reverse,  has  always 
been  popular  with  numismatists.

The  1852  $10  issue,  the  smallest  denomination  produced  by  the 
United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold,  was  made  in  quantity  and  saw 
extensive  use  in  commerce.  The  obverse  design  depicts  an  eagle  perched 
on  a  rock,  holding  a  shield,  the  same  theme  seen  on  the  larger  $20 
and  $50  pieces,  first  used  on  the  $50  "slug"  issues.

315  1852/1  overdate.  Augustus  Humbert  $20.  524.3  grains.  Extremely 
Fine-40.  Some  traces  of  prooflike  surface.  On  the  reverse  rim  are  two 
tiny  test  marks. 

This  issue,  with  884  THOUS  on  the  label,  is  one  of  the  earlier 
varieties  of  the  period.  The  overdate  feature  lends  extra  interest.  The 
designs  are  similar  to  those  found  on  the  $10  and  $20  issues. 

A  rare  variety  which  should  attract  intense  bidding  activity. 


Variety 
with  fineness  expressed  as  900  THOUS.  AU-50.  A  pleasing  specimen 
with  nearly  full  original  mint  lustre  still  remaining. 

This  issue  was  the  most  utilitarian  of  all  coins  produced  by  the 
United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  of  San  Francisco,  if  surviving  ex¬ 
amples  are  any  indication.  As  such,  it  has  great  historical  significance.

317  1853  Moffat  &  Co.  $20.  514.0  grains.  AU-50,  lustrous.  Lightly  cleaned 
years  ago,  a  situation  which  does  not  adversely  affect  the  piece.  Tiny 
contact  mark  on  neck.  A  superb  specimen  of  this  rarity.  The  Garrett 
coin  was  just  Very  Fine. 

The  1853  Moffat  &  Co.  double  eagle  design  closely  parallels  those 
of  the  contemporary  American  $20.  The  obverse  bears  a  finely  en¬ 
graved  portrait  of  Liberty  surrounded  by  13  stars  and  with  the  date 

1853  below.  The  reverse  die  was  later  used  by  Kellogg  &  Co.  on  its 

1854  double  eagle.  The  center  is  similar  to  the  American  double  eagle. 
Surrounding  is  the  legend  SAN  FRANCISCO  CALIFORNIA- 
TWENTY  D. 

The  rarity  of  this  issue  has  been  overlooked  by  numismatists.  In 
our  experience  this  issue  is  at  least  20  times  rarer  than  the  1853  United 
States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  900  THOUS.  issue  of  the  same  period. 

The  issuance  of  the  1853  Moffat  &  Co.  double  eagle  coincided  with 
the  issuance  of  the  U.S.  Assay  Office  of  Gold  coin  of  the  same 
denomination.  Why  the  same  enterprise  should  produce  two  different 
issues,  or  why  the  name  Moffat  should  appear  on  this  particular  piece, 
remains  an  unsolved  numismatic  mystery. 
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Miners'  Bank  Coinage 


Among  the  more  elusive  survivors  of  the  initial  era  of  San 
Francisco  coinage  are  the  few  remaining  $10  pieces  bearing 
the  imprint  of  the  Miners'  Bank.  By  the  end  of  the  summer 
of  1849  many  privately-issued  gold  coins  of  varying  quali¬ 
ty  were  in  circulation.  Some  of  these  pieces  were  of  nearly 
full  intrinsic  gold  worth,  the  highly-acclaimed  Moffat  coins 
being  prime  among  them.  Others  were  considerably  de¬ 
based.  Among  those  issuing  debased  pieces  was  Wright  & 
Company,  which  on  August  7,  1849  requested  permission 
to  issue  gold  coins  of  the  $5  and  $10  denominations.  The 
firm  stated  it  was  willing  to  post  performance  bonds,  and 
that  the  coins  would  be  equal  in  intrinsic  value  to  those 
issued  by  the  United  States  Mint.  The  proposal  was  rejected. 

Wright  &  Co.,  Exchange  Brokers,  was  located  at  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  Washington  and  Kearney  streets,  Portsmouth  Square, 
San  Francisco,  early  in  September  1849.  During  the  follow¬ 
ing  November  they  organized  as  a  banking  firm.  Known 

I  as  the  Miners'  Bank,  the  institution  was  housed  in  a  wooden 
frame  structure  for  which  $75,000  rent  per  year  was  allegedly 
paid!  It  is  believed  that  the  coins  of  the  $10  denomination 
were  produced  by  the  firm  in  the  autumn,  for  the  assayer 
of  the  New  Orleans  Mint,  William  P.  Hoit,  reported  on 
December  13,  1849  that  he  had  assayed  a  Miners'  Bank  $10 


nearly  two  months  earlier  (and  had  found  it  to  be  worth 
$9.65). 

As  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  Miners'  Bank  was  considered 
to  be  significantly  below  face  value,  the  issues  were  not 
readily  accepted.  Shortly  thereafter,  the  company  was 
dissolved.  The  Alta  California  April  11,  1850  reported: 

"The  issue  of  the  Miners'  Bank  is  a  drug  on  the  market. 
Brokers  refuse  to  touch  it  at  less  than  20%  discount.  Mof¬ 
fat's  issue  will  probably  soon  be  no  better;  he  already  refuses 
to  redeem  it  in  American  gold.  Those  who  have  it  would 
do  well  to  get  five-franc  pieces  to  the  dollar,  which  is  really 
7 %  discount  for  it,  at  Moffat's  counter  now,  as  it  is  not  im¬ 
possible  that  they  may  refuse  to  pay  even  that  for  it  soon." 

Not  stated  was  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  American  gold 
coinage  with  which  to  redeem  such  issues.  Despite  all  good 
intentions,  there  simply  was  not  much  Mint-issued  specie 
in  the  area. 

So  far  as  is  known,  only  one  issue  was  ever  produced  by 
the  Miners'  Bank,  the  $10  denomination.  As  these  pieces 
were  rejected  in  their  own  day,  very  few  have  survived  to 
•the  present. 


Rare  Miners'  Bank  $10 


318  (1849)  Miners'  Bank  undated  $10.  264.0  grains.  Choice  Extremely 
Fine-45.  Sharp  and  lustrous. 

The  obverse  of  this  piece  contains  a  central  inscription  TEN.  D., 
with  a  period  after  TEN  being  superfluous  and  probably  a  die  cut¬ 
ting  error.  Surrounding  is  the  legend:  MINERS,  BANK,  above,  a  star 
to  each  side,  and  SAN  FRANCISCO,  below.  After  MINERS  what 
was  probably  intended  as  an  apostrophe  was  placed  low  after  the  S 
and  appears  on  the  coin  as  a  comma,  another  error. 

The  reverse  is  a  beautifully  executed  eagle  inspired,  no  doubt,  by 
the  bird  on  the  reverse  of  the  contemporary  American  $10  issue.  Above 


appears  the  inscription  CALIFORNIA  beneath  the  eagle's  wing  and 
encircling  the  bottom  of  the  coin  are  13  stars.  The  edge  is  reeded. 

As  noted  in  the  introduction,  such  pieces  were  in  disfavor  in  the 
community  in  which  they  were  issued.  Distant  from  San  Francisco, 
such  pieces  were  apt  to  bring  only  the  melt-down  value  plus  a  "safe'' 
discount  for  uncertainty,  plus  a  margin  for  profit.  As  such  $10  pieces 
had  no  practical  use  in  the  channels  of  commerce,  most  found  their 
way  at  a  discount  to  bullion  dealers,  where  they  were  consequently 
destroyed.  Although  no  numismatists  were  on  hand  to  take  notes  in 
1850  and  1851,  probably  by  1852,  two  years  later,  such  pieces  were 
rarities  in  their  own  town.

Coinage 


The  preceding  theme  related  for  the  Miners'  Bank  is  con¬ 
tinued  in  the  history  of  Baldwin  &  Co.,  owned  by  George 
C.  Baldwin  and  Thomas  S.  Holman,  jewelers.  The  enter¬ 
prise  was  in  operation  as  early  as  April  1,  1850,  the  month 
they  acquired  the  coining  apparatus  and  related  equipment 
of  F.D.  Kohler  &  Co.  (Kohler  earlier  engaged  in  assaying 
for  the  state  of  California). 

Although  any  coin  bearing  the  Baldwin  name  is  a  major 
rarity  today,  at  one  time  Baldwin's  coinage  was  very  ex¬ 
tensive  and  was  second  only  to  that  of  the  United  States 
Assay  Office  of  Gold.  In  the  period  from  January  1  to  March 
31,  1851,  Baldwin's  production  outranked  the  Assay  Office 
by  $590,000  worth  of  coins  as  compared  to  the  Assay  Of¬ 
fice  efforts  which  totaled  $530,000. 

James  King  of  William,  a  leading  banker  and  public  figure, 
submitted  a  number  of  Baldwin  coins  to  Augustus  Humbert 
for  assaying.  It  was  revealed  that  the  pieces  were  below  the 
stated  face  value,  unconscionably  so  in  the  view  of  citizens 
at  the  time,  who  were  accustomed  to  receiving  nearly  full 
metallic  value.  For  example,  the  Baldwin  $20  pieces  averaged 
an  intrinsic  value  of  $19.40,  the  $10  pieces  averaged  $9.74, 
and  the  $5  pieces  were  valued  at  $4.91.  Today,  1984,  when 
citizens  are  faced  with  government  issues  which  have  vir¬ 
tually  no  intrinsic  or  metallic  value  at  all,  a  seemingly  minor 
discount  such  as  $9.74  compared  to  the  face  value  of  $10 
seems  insignificant,  but  back  in  1851  it  was  an  issue  of  com¬ 
manding  importance. 

On  April  9,  1851  the  Pacific  News  ran  the  following 
commentary: 

"THE  GOLD  COIN  SWINDLE.  It  is  perhaps  a  matter  of 
no  especial  wonder  that  the  community  feels  outraged 
because  of  the  fact  that  nearly  all  of  the  gold  coin  put  in 
circulation  by  the  private  manufacturing  establishments  is 
short  of  weight.  A  citizen  last  evening  went  to  Baldwin's 
establishment  and,  presenting  two  of  their  own  $20  gold 
pieces,  asked  their  redemption  in  silver.  These  were  taken, 
and  $38  returned. 

"This  is  about  as  cool  and  direct  a  piece  of  shaving  as  has 
come  under  our  eye,  touching  the  short-wait  gold  coin  swin¬ 
dle.  Why  should  the  community  suffer  this  to  go  on  longer? 
Why  not  refuse  every  dollar  of  Baldwin's  coins  as  well  as 
that  of  every  other  that  is  not  of  full  value  and  redeemed 
on  demand?... 


"In  the  instance  we  refer  to,  there  is  a  loss  of  5%,  andl 
as  Baldwin's  establishment  has  an  immense  deal  of  coin  ini 
circulation  the  proprietors  must  make  a  very  neat  little 
speculation  out  of  the  country  and  ultimately  amass  wealth 
at  the  expense  of  the  honest  and  industrious  citizens.  The 
only  way  to  stop  this  swindle  seems  to  be  to  refuse  the  coin 
all  together,  not  only  that  issued  from  Baldwin's  mint,  but 
from  every  other  that  proves  a  short  weight  and  not  to  be 
redeemed  on  presentation." 

This  newspaper  article  did  its  job,  and  from  this  point  on¬ 
ward  Baldwin  coins  were  rejected  by  merchants.  Later,  they 
changed  hands  but  only  at  a  20%  discount  from  their  face 
value — a  figure  significantly  less  than  their  metallic  worth. 
It  is  believed  that  the  firm  ceased  coining  after  Humbert's 
findings  were  publicized.  The  end  of  the  enterprise  was 
chronicled  by  the  Pacific  News  on  April  17,  1851: 

"We  hear  a  story,  which  is  pretty  well  authenticated,  that 
Messrs.  Baldwin  &  Bagley,  the  manufacturers  of  'Baldwin's 
coin,'  left  in  the  steamer  Panama  on  Tuesday  for  the  Atlan¬ 
tic  states.  This  is  of  course  what  might  have  been  anticipated 
as  the  finale  of  some  magnificent  financial  operation  as  the 
coinage  of  one  or  two  millions  of  circulating  medium  upon 
which  they  have  pocketed  a  profit  from  10  to  15%,  less  the 
expense  of  manufacturing  the  stuff.  Unable  to  longer  im¬ 
pose  their  false  tokens  upon  the  community,  an  outraged 
public  will  now  pocket  the  loss  and  congratulate  themselves 
that  the  swindle  has  been  exposed  even  this  early. 

The  amount  of  this  coin  in  circulation  is  not  less  than 
$1,000,000,  and  is  probably  nearer  to  two.  But  suppose  the 
smaller  sum  be  correct,  the  profit  to  the  manufacturers  is 
$100,000..." 

It  is  only  fair  to  the  memory  of  the  Baldwin  coiners  to 
note  that  contrasting  Humbert's  assay,  a  $10  piece  of  1850 
assayed  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  was  found  to  have  an  in¬ 
trinsic  value  of  $9.96,  certainly  an  acceptable  level.  A  group 
of  100  $20  pieces  of  1851,  assayed  at  the  same  institution, 
were  found  to  have  an  average  value  of  $19.33 — a  figure 
which  would  not  have  been  acceptable  at  the  time. 

As  the  Baldwin  pieces  were  not  highly  prized  during  their 
own  time,  most  of  them  were  melted.  Like  other  contem¬ 
porary  issues,  they  were  great  rarities  a  year  or  two  after 
their  production.  Today  all  Baldwin  issues  are  high  on  the 
"rarest  of  the  rare"  list.  The  following  offering  presents  two 
different  examples. 
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Famous  1850  Baldwin  "Horseman"  $10 


319  1850  Baldwin  &  Co.  $10.  263.9  grains.  Choice  AU-55,  prooflike.  A 
trivial  rim  mark  above  IN  of  BALDWIN  is  mentioned  for  accuracy. 
Here  is  one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  one  of  the  most  famous 
California  issues. 

The  design  features  a  horseman  or  vaquero  on  the  obverse,  a  distinc¬ 
tive  motif  which  is  unlike  the  majority  of  other  California  issues  which 
imitated  federal  coin  designs  or  which  were  relatively  plain.  The 
engraving  is  the  work  of  Albert  Kuner.  As  such,  the  Baldwin 
"horseman"  $10  has  long  been  a  favorite  among  numismatists. 

The  reverse  displays  an  eagle  similar  to  the  usual  American  style 
but  with  the  lettering  arranged  differently  and  with  stars  on  the  sides, 
as  illustrated.  Apparently  it  was  considered  that  this  novel  motif  was 
not  conducive  to  promoting  the  circulation  of  the  coins,  so  $10  pieces 
dated  the  following  year,  1851,  were  made  in  the  familiar  Liberty  Head 


style.  At  the  time,  literacy  was  not  widespread,  and  coins  were  apt 
to  be  judged  quickly  based  on  their  appearance.  Motifs  which  dif¬ 
fered  from  those  the  citizens  were  accustomed  to  were  viewed  with 
suspicion.  This  was  no  problem,  of  course,  with  bankers,  tradesmen 
and  others  who  were  knowledgeable,  but  for  the  typical  California 
immigrant  it  did  pose  a  puzzle. 

Kuner  must  have  been  proud  of  this  elaborate  design,  for  his 
signature,  A.  KUNER,  appears  on  the  base  of  the  ground  on  which 
the  horseman  stands.  Kuner  signed  few  of  his  productions,  another 
famous  exception  being  the  $10  and  $20  British  Columbia  issues,  ex¬ 
amples  of  which  were  offered  in  our  Virgil  Brand  Collection  sold  in 
1983. 

It  is  believed  that  fewer  than  20  specimens  exist  of  this  California 
classic.  A  major  opportunity  for  the  connoisseur  and  specialist. 
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Rare  1851  Baldwin  Co.  $10 


320  1851  Baldwin  &  Co.  $10.  258.8  grains.  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45. 
Lightly  cleaned  many  years  ago.  A  small  contact  mark  is  in  the  field 
at  the  right  of  the  obverse,  showing  an  impression  from  the  reeding 
of  another  coin.  From  a  late  state  of  the  dies,  with  an  edge  break, 
as  illustrated,  at  the  fourth  star.  Light  yellow  gold. 

Unlike  the  preceding  issue,  the  design  of  the  present  piece  is  an  im¬ 
itation  of  the  contemporary  *ederal  coinage.  The  obverse  depicts  a 
"Liberty  head"  but  with  the  inscription  BALDWIN  &  CO.  on  the 
diadem.  The  reverse  inscription  reads  S.M.V.  CALIFORNIA 


GOLD/10  D.  "S.M.V."  was  the  abbreviation  for  "Standard  Mint 
Value,"  indicating  that  the  issue  was  intended  to  be  the  same  value 
as  a  federal  piece.  The  central  eagle  motif  is  a  copy  of  that  on  the 
contemporary  American  $10. 

Although  1851  $10  pieces  were  produced  in  great  quantity  originally, 
today  examples  are  prime  rarities.  It  is  believed  that  just  10  to  15  ex¬ 
amples  exist.  Another  prime  classic  which  will  attract  the  sophisticated 
collector  or  specialist. 


Wass,  Molitor, 

One  of  the  pleasures  of  being  a  professional  numismatist 
is  having  the  opportunity  to  catalogue  famous  rarities.  While 
the  present  writer  can  lay  claim  to  having  catalogued  just 
about  everything  from  worn  twentieth  century  coins  to  1804 
silver  dollars  to  1787  Brasher  doubloons,  few  coins  can  sur¬ 
pass  in  appeal  an  item  described  as  Lot  947  of  our  Garrett 
Collection  sale  sold  in  March  1980.  If  you  have  an  excellent 
memory  and  can  recall  the  Garrett  offering,  then  perhaps 
the  coin  will  immediately  come  to  mind.  If  not,  there  will 
be  an  air  of  mystery  for  the  moment  (but  you  can  turn  ahead 
to  the  next  coin  offered  in  the  catalogue  and  you  will  see 
it).  But,  first,  why  not  absorb  some  history?  A  brief  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  firm  follows. 

Among  private  issuers  of  gold  coins  in  San  Francisco, 
Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  was  one  of  the  most  important, 
although  their  initial  production  did  not  begin  until  1852, 
relatively  late  in  the  private  coinage  game.  Count  S.C.  Wass 
and  A.P.  Molitor,  Hungarians,  earlier  were  engaged  in  refin¬ 
ing  and  assaying  as  a  notice  in  the  San  Francisco  Herald  on 
November  19,  1851  observes: 

“Messrs.  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  have  removed  their 
establishment  into  Naglee's  Fireproof  Building,  in  Merchant 
St.,  where  they  are  now  busily  engaged  in  smelting  irons 
of  all  kinds,  melting  down  and  assaying  gold  for  the  largest 
houses  in  the  city,  and  attending  generally  to  all  business 
connected  with  mining,  for  which  their  scientific  attainments 
and  long  experience  eminently  fit  them.  They  have  now  an 
excellent  laboratory,  fitted  up  in  the  most  approved  style, 
with  powerful  furnaces  and  every  species  of  apparatus  re¬ 
quired  for  the  most  delicate  and  accurate  analysis. 

“These  gentlemen  have  acquired  a  thorough  and  practical 
knowledge  of  mining  and  all  its  ramifications  in  the 
celebrated  School  of  Mines  of  Germany,  having  perfected 
that  knowledge  by  working  in  the  gold  mines  of  their  native 
land — Hungary — for  many  years,  and  later  those  of  this 
country. 

"They  are  prepared  to  furnish  mining  plans  and  informa¬ 
tion  as  to  the  best  and  cheapest  method  of  working  the 
mines,  which  will  be  invaluable  at  the  present  time  when 
attention  is  so  much  directed  toward  them.  We  consider  the 
scientific  experience  of  these  gentlemen  a  valuable  acquisi¬ 
tion  to  the  state.  They  are  compatriots  and  were 
companions-in-arms  of  the  heroic  Kossuth  throughout  the 
memorable  Hungarian  Revolution.  Their  hope  of  liberty  in 
their  native  land  crushed,  their  fortunes  confiscated,  and 
themselves  exiled  by  the  ruthless  Austrian,  they  have  sought 
a  home  in  our  land,  the  refuge  of  the  oppressed  of  every 
nation." 

Last  year  the  cataloguer  had  occasion  to  share  an  evening 
with  Bob  Medlar,  the  well-known  Texas  dealer  who  is  a 
member  of  the  ANA  Board  of  Governors.  Bob  told  of  an 
ANA-sponsored  tour  in  Europe  a  few  years  ago  which  he 
attended.  One  of  the  stops  was  a  museum  in  Hungary,  the 
native  land  of  Wass  and  Molitor.  Apparently  the  gentlemen

were  so  proud  of  the  production  of  certain  coins  that  they 
sent  samples  to  Hungary,  and  these  samples  are  still  ex¬ 
hibited  today. 

Toward  the  latter  part  of  1851  a  severe  scarcity  of  small 
coins  in  circulation  developed.  Moffat  &  Co.,  the  most 
respected  coiners  at  the  time,  petitioned  the  Treasury 
Department  for  permission  to  coin  small  denomination 
issues,  but  their  pleas  were  rejected.  At  the  time  $50  slugs 
were  the  only  plentiful  coins  in  circulation,  thus  inflicting 
great  hardship  upon  customers  and  merchants  engaging  in 
transactions  involving  lesser  amounts.  Recognizing  the  need 
for  small  coins,  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  prepared  a  $5  piece 
similar  to  the  United  States  Mint  issue  and  design  but  with 
inscriptions  pertaining  to  the  private  firm.  The  Daily  Alta 
California  of  January  8,  1852  noted: 

“The  day  before  yesterday  we  were  shown  a  piece  of  the 
denomination  $5  which  Messrs.  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  are 
preparing  to  issue  from  their  assay  office,  Naglee's  Building, 
in  Merchant  St.  It  has  the  head  and  stars  like  the  American 
coin,  with  the  letters  WM  &  CO.  in  the  place  occupied  by 
the  LIBERTY  on  our  national  currency.  Below  is  the  date, 
1852.  On  the  reverse  is  the  eagle,  with  the  words  'In  Califor¬ 
nia  Gold — Five  Dollars'  around  it.  The  coin  has  the  pale 
yellow  appearance  which  is  peculiar  to  the  private  coinage 
of  the  state,  and  which  is  caused  by  the  silver  alloy  natural 
to  the  gold,  whereas  the  issues  from  the  United  States  Mint 
are  slightly  alloyed  with  copper." 

A  description  of  the  minting  process  employed  by  Wass, 
Molitor  &  Co.  and  their  facilities  appeared  in  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Herald  of  January  17,  1852: 

"We  gave  a  detailed  description  a  few  days  ago  of  the  new 
Five  Dollar  piece  issued  by  this  enterprising  firm.  Since  then 
they  have  prepared  a  die  for  coining  Ten  Dollar  pieces,  some 
of  which  we  have  seen  struck  off.  They  are  superior  in 
mechanical  execution  to  the  Five  Dollar  pieces,  and  will  com¬ 
pare  favorably  with  any  coin  now  on  the  market.  They  are 
similar  to  the  smaller  coin,  with  the  exception  of  being 
stamped  on  one  side,  'SMV  (standard  mint  value)  Ten 
Dollars.'  A  quantity  of  their  coin  has  been  sent  on  to  the 
Mint  by  the  bankers  who  receive  it,  so  that  by  an  official 
assay  the  public  may  be  entirely  satisfied  that  it  is  worth 
all  that  it  purports  to  be. 

“The  process  by  which  the  crude  gold  dust  is  converted 
into  coin  is  quite  intricate  and  interesting.  The  metal  has 
to  pass  through  half  a  dozen  different  stages  in  the  hands 
of  a  dozen  workmen  before  it  is  turned  out  of  the  press  ready 
for  circulation.  In  the  first  place  the  dust  is  placed  in  suitable 
vessels  and  smelted  by  the  heat  of  a  powerful  furnace.  In 
its  molten  state  it  is  run  into  thick  bars  or  ingots.  These  are 
separately  assayed  with  extreme  care  and  nicety  by  Count 
Wass.  The  fineness  of  each  bar  being  ascertained,  silver  is 
either  added  or  subtracted,  according  as  it  is  above  or  below 
the  standard  fineness,  so  as  to  attain  a  uniform  mixed  degree 
of  purity.  It  will  be  remembered  that  there  is  no  alloy  of 
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copper  in  these  coins  as  in  those  issued  from  the  United 
States  Mint,  and  hence  they  have  a  lighter  yellow  color. 

After  the  bars  have  been  made  of  a  requisite  fineness  they 
are  resmelted  and  cast  into  smaller  bars.  These  are  ham¬ 
mered  out,  then  drawn  through  slits  in  a  powerful 
machine — the  width  of  the  slit  being  diminished.  By  this 
means  it  is  made  to  assume  the  shape  of  a  golden  hoop.  It 
is  then  drawn  through  a  powerful  rolling  machine  graduated 
to  the  required  thickness,  from  which  it  issues  a  long,  thin 
strip,  brightly  polished,  and  of  the  thickness  of  the  coin.  It 
is  then  placed  under  another  ingenious  machine  in  which 
it  is  cut  up  into  circular  pieces  the  size  of  the  proposed  coin. 
These  pieces  are  generally  adjusted  to  the  standard  weight 
on  very  nice  scales  prepared  for  the  purpose.  If  they  weigh 
a  little  too  much,  as  they  always  do,  they  are  reduced  by 
filing.  They  are  now  ready  to  be  stamped. 

"The  first  stage  in  this  process  consists  of  placing  them 
in  a  milling  machine  of  great  power.  From  this  they  receive 
a  neat,  raised  milled  edge.  Nothing  remains  now  but  to  place 
them  in  the  press,  where  they  are  stamped.  This  press 
operates  on  the  principle  of  the  screw.  The  circular  piece 
of  gold — the  embryo  coin — is  placed  upon  a  die  which  is 
to  give  its  impress  to  one  side,  while  another  die,  which 
stamps  the  other  side,  is  made  to  descend  with  great  force 
by  whirling  the  heavily  loaded  arms  of  a  lever  passing 
through  the  screw.  It  is  a  current  Five  or  Ten  Dollar  piece, 
as  the  case  may  be.  The  finishing  touch  is  put  to  it  by 
roasting  it,  so  as  to  give  it  a  bright  color.  All  these  different 
processes  of  course  require  great  scientific  and  mechanical 
skill,  extreme  accuracy,  and  heavy  and  complete  machinery. 
All  of  these  requisites  Messrs.  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  possess." 

In  1852  pieces  of  the  $5  and  $10  denomination  were  made. 
No  pieces  were  struck,  so  far  as  is  known,  bearing  the  dates

The  obverse  and  reverse  are  a  copy  of  the  contemporary  American 
eagle,  but  the  execution  is  quite  crude.  The  central  obverse  motif, 
which  has  traditionally  been  identified  as  Large  Head,  is  in  fact  a  rather 


1853  or  1854.  In  1855  denominations  of  $10,  $20  and  $50| 
were  made.  The  $50  pieces  were  round  and  were  the  only  j 
pieces  of  that  shape  and  denomination  to  circulate.  Of  at- 1 
tractive  appearance,  the  coins  found  ready  acceptance  in  the  j 
marketplace.  Large  numbers  were  coined.  The  Sacramento 
Daily  Union  of  April  30,  1855  reported: 

"Col.  Pardee  of  Wells  Fargo  &  Co.'s  Express  has  exhibited 
to  us  the  new  Fifty  Dollar  piece  which  in  a  great  measure 
is  destined  to  supplant  the  old  fashioned  octagon  slug  now 
in  circulation.  This  coin  is  circular,  almost  entirely  destitute 
of  ornament,  and  plain  as  a  maiden's  countenance  who  has 
breathed  the  air  of  fifty  summers.  At  the  outer  edge  of  one 
side  are  the  words  'Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  San  Francisco.' 
enclosing  on  the  centre  of  the  coin  the  figures  '900'  and  ab¬ 
breviated  word  'Thous.'  with  the  figures  '50'  underneath  and 
the  word  'Dollar'  below  the  latter  figures.  On  the  reverse 
of  the  coin  is  a  homely  head  of  Liberty  and  the  figures  '1855.' 
The  coin  certainly  has  no  pretentions  to  beauty;  nevertheless 
we  would  not  like  to  refuse  a  few  to  break  with  our  friends." 

The  Alta  California  reported  on  May  16,  1855: 

"Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  have  commenced  issuing  their  Fif¬ 
ty  and  Twenty  Dollar  pieces  at  the  rate  of  $38,000  per  day. 
The  coin  is  above  the  United  States  standard,  and  is  con¬ 
fidently  received  throughout  the  state." 

Today,  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  is  best  remembered  for  their 
immense  1855  $50  round  "slug." 

The  following  offering  probably  sets  a  numismatic  record 
of  some  sort:  it  includes  not  only  a  $10  by  Wass,  Molitor 
but  a  stunning  array  of  four — count  them,  four — 1855  $50 
slugs!

compact  head.  The  date  1852  is  widely  spaced  and  irregular.  On  the 
coronet  appears  W.M.  &  CO. 

The  reverse  is  stylistically  similar  to  that  used  on  a  variety  of 
Baldwin  $10  and  bears  the  inscription  S.M.V.  CALIFORNIA 
GOLD/TEN  D,  with  a  federal-type  eagle  at  the  center.  The  edge  is 
reeded. 

Several  dozen  examples  are  known  of  this  issue,  of  which  the  piece 
offered  here  is  certainly  in  the  top  echelon.

This  coin,  the  specimen 
sold  by  us  as  Lot  947  of  the  Garrett  Collection  for  The  Johns  Hopkins 
University,  March  1980,  is  believed  to  be  the  finest  known  specimen. 
In  any  event,  the  present  cataloguer  has  not  seen  a  finer  one,  nor  has 
a  finer  one  been  called  to  our  attention  by  anyone  associated  with 
the  territorial  gold  field. 

Our  description  in  the  Garrett  Collection  follows: 

"The  obverse  depicts  the  head  of  Liberty,  borrowed  from  the  design 
of  the  contemporary  double  eagle,  of  a  disproportionately  small  size 
for  a  $50  coin,  thus  creating  a  cameo-like  appearance  for  the  piece. 
Surrounding  are  13  large  stars.  The  date  1855  appears  below  in  small 
numerals. 

"The  reverse  has  an  open  wreath  with  50  DOLLARS  in  two  lines 
at  the  center;  900  THOUS.  on  a  label  above;  and  the  legend  SAN 
FRANCISCO  CALIFORNIA /WASS  MOLITOR  &  CO  around  the 
periphery. 

"The  fields  are  fully  frosty.  The  absence  of  dents  and  other  marks 
which  usually  characterize  these  large  and  heavy  $50  pieces  leads  us 
to  believe  that  this  piece  may  have  been  issued  as  a  presentation  piece. 
There  are,  to  be  sure,  some  very,  very  minor  evidences  of  handling — 
but  really,  it  is  nit-picking  to  even  mention  these  for  the  coin  far  sur¬ 
passes  any  other  we  have  seen.  Usually  this  issue  occurs  in  heavily 
circulated  condition  with  many  nicks,  dents,  and  other  marks  mar¬ 
ring  it.  A  specimen  even  approaching  Uncirculated  would  be  con¬ 
sidered  a  rarity.  Indeed,  neither  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins 
nor  Scott's  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Coins  price  the  coin  in  grades 
better  than  Extremely  Fine. 


"When  the  writer  first  examined  the  Garrett  Collection  coins,  this 
was  one  of  the  most  outstanding  pieces  to  catch  his  eye.  The  reason 
lies  not  with  its  rarity,  although  certainly  the  piece  is  elusive,  but  with 
its  condition.  It  was  a  shock,  for  want  of  a  better  word,  to  see  a  piece 
of  this  rarity  in  this  state  of  preservation  after  handling  a  couple  of 
dozen  pieces  over  the  years  in  grades  usually  ranging  from  Fine  to 
Extremely  Fine,  but  never  seeing  one  which  remotely  equalled  the  Gar¬ 
rett  example.  Some  pieces  are  expected  in  better  grades,  the  1855 
Kellogg  $50  of  similar  shape  being  an  example.  The  Kellogg  pieces 
apparently  never  circulated,  so  all  known  specimens  are  either  Proofs 
or  impaired  Proofs.  But,  the  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  pieces  were 
'workhorse'  coins;  not  made  for  presentation,  to  test  the  dies,  or  for 
any  other  purpose  which  would  have  insured  numismatic  posterity. 
Rather,  the  pieces  were  stamped  out  in  quantity  and  put  directly  into 
circulation.  It  was  a  pedestrian,  utilitarian  issue.  By  what  mechanism 
the  present  coin  was  spared  circulation  fate  of  its  brethren  is  unknown. 
Was  it  preserved  by  one  of  the  principals  of  the  firm?  Was  it  secreted 
away  by  some  frugal  Californian  who  obtained  it  at  the  time  of  issue 
and  unwittingly  preserved  it  until  it  reached  numismatic  channels? 
The  answer  will  remain  forever  a  mystery;  however,  the  coin  speaks 
for  itself.  In  this  cataloguer's  opinion,  this  is  one  of  the  very  greatest 
coins  in  the  Garrett  Collection." 

This  piece  was  obtained  by  John  Work  Garrett  from  the  Col.  James 
W.  Ellsworth  Collection  in  a  1923  transaction  in  partnership  with 
Wayte  Raymond,  the  well-known  dealer. 

Here  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable,  most  desirable  American  coins 
in  existence.

never  be  repeated.  The  spread  of  different  grades  makes  it  possible 
to  bid  on  one  in  your  special  price  or  condition  category.

The  coin,  impressive  in  shape  and  design,  is  the  last  in  our  prob¬ 
ably  never  to  be  repeated  offering  of  four  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  $50 
"slugs." 


Kellogg  &  Co.  Coinage 


The  firm  of  Kellogg  &  Co.,  San  Francisco,  was  a  late  en¬ 
try  in  the  coinage  sweepstakes,  producing  its  first  coins  in 
1854. 

John  Glover  Kellogg,  of  Auburn,  New  York,  came  to  San 
Francisco  on  October  12,  1849,  securing  a  position  with 
Moffat  &  Co.,  where  he  remained  with  them  during  the 
operations  of  the  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold.  When 
the  latter  institution  discontinued  business  on  December  14, 
1853,  Kellogg  formed  a  new  partnership  with  G.F.  Richter, 
who  earlier  worked  with  the  United  States  Assay  Office  as 
an  assayer.  On  December  19,  1853,  the  San  Francisco  Herald 
carried  an  advertisement  stating  that  the  new  firm  had  open¬ 
ed  an  office  for  melting  and  assaying  gold  at  106  Mont¬ 
gomery  Street  in  a  basement  facility.  Augustus  Humbert, 
former  United  States  assayer,  furnished  a  testimonial  to  the 
integrity  of  the  partners. 

On  January  14,  1854,  a  number  of  leading  banking  houses 
of  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento  addressed  a  petition  to 
Kellogg  &  Richter  imploring  them  to  produce  coins,  in  the 
period  after  which  the  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold 
had  ceased  operations  and  before  the  United  States  Mint  at 
San  Francisco  had  begun.  The  merchants  indicated  their  will¬ 
ingness  to  receive  any  coins  that  would  be  produced.  Kellogg 
complied,  and  on  February  9,  1854  the  first  coins  were 
struck.  A  contemporary  newspaper  article  indicated  that  a 
production  of  $20,000  per  day  was  possible. 

It  was  a  time  of  good  feelings  so  far  as  the  operations  of 
Kellogg  &  Co.  were  concerned,  for  the  $20  pieces  were  read¬ 


ily  accepted  in  the  channels  of  commerce  and  garnered 
favorable  editorial  reviews.  After  the  San  Francisco  Mint 
opened  its  door,  production  was  quite  limited.  Kellogg  & 
Co.  continued  their  private  coinage,  although  toward  the 
end  of  1854  the  partnership  changed  from  Kellogg  &  Richter 
to  a  new  firm,  Kellogg  &  Humbert,  with  Augustus  Humbert 
joining.  This  arrangement  continued  until  1860,  although 
the  last  coins  were  struck  in  1855. 

Edgar  H.  Adams,  the  noted  student  of  the  series,  observ¬ 
ed  the  Kellogg  &  Co.  was  credited  with  having  produced 
$6  million  worth  of  $20  gold  pieces  during  its  time,  and  that 
a  number  of  them  were  lost  “by  the  sinking  of  the  steamer 
in  the  Pacific  on  its  way  from  San  Francisco  to  New  York." 
On  May  1,  1855  Alta  California  noted  that  Kellogg  &  Co. 
was  producing  a  quantity  of  coins  vastly  greater  than  the 
United  States  Mint  in  the  same  city!  It  noted  that  about  $1 .5 
million  was  the  largest  coinage  per  month  from  the  Mint, 
whereas  Kellogg  &  Co.  for  many  weeks  made  from  $60,000 
to  $80,000  worth  of  coins  per  day. 

The  present  catalogue  offers  a  selection  in  different  grades 
of  the  popular  1854  and  1855  $20  pieces,  the  coins  which 
provided  the  bulk  of  the  long-ago  production.  Although  the 
pieces  are  not  great  rarities — several  dozen  are  known  of 
each  (which,  come  to  think  of  it,  would  classify  them  as 
rarities  in  almost  any  other  series) — they  are  indeed  in  great 
demand  and  serve  as  impressive  reminders  of  California’s 
Golden  Age.  Climaxing  the  offering  is  a  magnificent  exam¬ 
ple  of  the  Classic  $50  rarity.

A  few  scattered  surface 
marks  are  present,  as  always  with  issues  of  this  grade,  but  all  in  all 
the  coin  is  far  above  the  quality  usually  seen.  A  contact  mark  on  the 
tail  of  the  eagle  is  mentioned  for  accuracy. 

1854  seems  to  be  a  slightly  scarcer  date  than  1855.  Several  different 
dies  were  employed  to  produce  the  coinage  and  are  illustrated  by  Don 
Kagin  in  his  book  on  the  series.  That  offered  here  seems  to  be  Kagin-2, 
with  the  inscription  KELLOGG  &  CO.  centered  (more  or  less)  on  the 
coronet,  and  with  long  arrows  on  the  reverse.  The  piece  was  inspired 
by  the  contemporary  federal  $20  issue,  but  with  differences  in  the 
lettering.

Brilliant  Proof  with  some  hairlines  and 
minor  friction.  This  coin  is  from  the  famous  John  A.  Beck  Collection 
catalogue  and  sold  by  the  Abner  Kreisberg  Corporation,  January  1975, 
Lot  729,  where  it  was  described  as  follows: 

“1855  $50  Head  of  Liberty  facing  left,  KELLOGG  &  CO.  on  diadem. 
On  the  truncation  of  the  bust  of  Liberty,  in  small  letters,  F.  GRUNER, 
for  Ferdinand  Gruner,  a  well  known  diecutter  of  San  Francisco. 
Reverse,  an  eagle  similar  to  that  on  the  octagonal  fifty  dollar  piece, 
grasping  in  its  right  hand  a  United  States  shield  and  three  arrows, 
while  in  its  beak  is  held  a  long  flowing  ribbon  without  inscription. 
Above  the  eagle  upon  the  folds  of  a  long  ribbon  is  1309  GRS.  887 
THOUS.  around  the  border  SAN  FRANCISCO  CALIFORNIA  FIF¬ 
TY  DOLLS,  edge  is  reeded.  Proof,  lightly  hairlined,  as  are  all  known 
Proof  specimens.  A  beautifully  struck  and  superb  specimen  of  this, 
the  most  beautiful  of  all  pioneer  gold  coins  and  one  of  the  very  rarest. 
Only  thirteen  specimens  known.  Very  little  information  is  available 
about  this  Kellogg  $50  piece  except  that  it  was  issued  about  the  same 
time  as  the  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  piece  of  the  same  value,  and  owes 
its  origin  to  demand  of  the  San  Francisco  merchants  for  a  gold  piece 
of  large  denomination  for  quick  counting  purposes. 


by  Stack's  earlier  this  year,  such  a  piece  having  been  acquired  by  New 
Y ork  City  dealers  from  a  source  apparently  other  than  the  pieces  in 
the  list,  unless  it  was  one  of  the  Kellogg  family  coins. 

The  issue  is  the  most  impressive  production  of  Kellogg  &  Co.  Edgar 
H.  Adams  noted  that: 

"This  represents  one  of  the  handsomest  pieces  of  diecutting  in  the 
entire  California  series.  No  information  concerning  this  Kellogg  $50 
piece  seems  to  be  attainable.  It  is  quite  certain,  however,  that  it  was 
issued  at  the  same  time  as  the  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  pieces  of  the  same 
value  and,  like  the  latter,  owes  its  origin  to  the  demand  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  merchants  for  gold  pieces  of  larger  denominations  for  quick 
counting  purposes.” 

This  explanation  is  not  complete,  for  all  known  Kellogg  $50  pieces 
are  in  varying  states  of  Proof  finish  and  do  not  appear  to  have  been 
made  for  circulation.  Contrast  this  to  the  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  $50 
pieces  of  the  same  date,  nearly  all  known  specimens  of  which  show 
extensive  circulation.  It  seems  likely  that  the  Kellogg  $50  pieces  were 
special  strikings  perhaps  made  for  those  closely  associated  with  the 
project.  When  we  catalogued  a  specimen  for  the  Garrett  Collection 
in  1980  we  noted: 


“In  1905  a  list  of  the  known  Kellogg  &  Co.  $50  pieces  and  their 
holders  was  prepared:  No.  1,  2,  3  are  owned  by  the  Kellogg  family; 
No.  4  in  the  United  States  Mint,  No.  5  V.  Brand,  Chicago,  No.  6  Earl, 
Slack,  No.  7  Zabriskie,  No.  8  DeWitt  Smith,  No.  9  Granberg,  No. 
10  John  A.  Beck  [The  specimen  now  being  offered  for  sale],  No.  11 
W.W.  Kaufman,  No.  12  Cowell,  Newcomer,  and  No.  13  Jenks, 
Reuting,  Nygren.” 

This  list  was  compiled  in  1905  by  DeWitt  Smith  of  Lee, 
Massachusetts,  who  a  few  years  later  sold  his  collection  intact  to  Virgil 
M.  Brand.  As  noted,  the  tenth  item  in  the  list  is  the  Beck  specimen, 
the  coin  offered  here.  Edgar  H.  Adams,  who  reprinted  the  DeWitt 
Smith  list  on  page  86  of  his  reference  on  territorial  gold  coins  noted 
that  there  was  an  error  and  no  example  was  in  the  Mint  Collection 
at  the  time,  an  equivalent  specimen  was  attributed  to  George  W.  Rice, 
Detroit,  Michigan— replacing  the  U.S.  Mint  example  in  the  above 
listing,  still  equalling  13  coins. 

The  number  of  specimens  known  today  is  not  certain,  but  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  not  to  be  significantly  different  than  the  13  coins  enumerated 
over  a  half  century  ago.  A  piece  appeared  in  an  auction  conducted 


"As  all  known  specimens  are  Proofs  (or  impaired  Proofs)  it  is  not 
at  all  certain  that  these  pieces  were  actually  made  for  circulation.  As 
approximately  a  dozen  specimens  are  known  today,  in  various  states 
of  preservation,  it  is  likely  that  more  were  struck  than  would  have 
been  needed  for  souvenirs  at  the  time.  In  1855  there  was  virtually 
no  interest  in  collecting  California  gold  coins.  They  were  too  vital 
to  commerce  to  be  saved.  The  United  States  Mint  Cabinet  was  an 
exception  to  this  and  included  many  excellent  specimens  due  to  the 
foresight  of  the  two  curators.  Perhaps  pieces  were  made  for  circula¬ 
tion  but  with  a  Proof  surface,  which  would  have  been  an  unusual 
situation,  but  would  explain  the  severe  impairment  of  several  of  the 
specimens  in  existence  today.  In  any  event  the  original  coinage  must 
have  been  quite  limited  for,  to  our  knowledge,  no  contemporary 
newspaper  or  other  record  mentions  the  circulation  of  these  coins  in 
the  year  dated." 

Offered  here  is  one  of  the  most  spectacular  coins— and,  as  Edgar 
H.  Adams  has  indicated,  one  of  the  most  beautiful — associated  with 
the  California  private  series.  Its  new  owner  will  consider  it  to  be  one 
of  the  foremost  prizes  in  his  cabinet. 
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Gold  Coinage  of  Oregon 


A  complete  set''  of  gold  coins  of  the  Oregon  Territory 
consists  of  two  examples,  both  rarities:  the  $5  and  $10,  both 
of  which  were  struck  from  California  gold. 

When  the  precious  yellow  metal  was  discovered  in  quan¬ 
tity  in  the  latter  state  in  1848,  news  spread  quickly  north¬ 
ward  to  Oregon.  By  1849  a  sizable  percentage  of  the  white 
population  had  journeyed  to  the  south  to  seek  gold.  Many 
returned  to  Oregon  Territory  in  the  same  year  bringing  with 
them  quantities  of  gold  dust.  Similarly,  Mormons  returned 
to  Utah  with  gold  (see  separate  following  section  concern¬ 
ing  Mormon  coinage). 

Early  in  1849  a  number  of  petitions  to  establish  a  mint 
in  Oregon  were  proposed.  On  February  15th  of  the  same 
year  an  act  was  passed  in  the  Legislature  which  provided 
for  the  establishment  of  such  a  facility  in  Oregon  City.  It 
was  provided  that  any  profits  arising  from  the  coinage 
would  be  used  to  pay  the  debt  of  the  Cayuse  Indian  War. 

The  state  treasurer  was  authorized  to  purchase  gold  dust 
of  virgin  purity  at  $16.50  per  ounce.  The  resultant  coins  were 
to  be  legal  tender  throughout  the  territory  at  $1  per  penny¬ 
weight.  Punishment  was  provided  for  anyone  who  traded 
gold  of  false  weight  or  who  stamped  gold  without  legal  per¬ 
mission.  Oregon  City,  located  15  miles  from  Portland,  was 
then  an  important  community.  The  coinage  act  stipulated 
that: 

"The  dies  for  stamping  shall  represent  on  one  side  the 
Roman  figure  5  for  the  pieces  of  5  pennyweights  and  the 
Roman  figure  10  for  the  pieces  of  10  pennyweights.  The 
reverse  side  shall  have  the  words  'Oregon  Territory'  and  the 
date  of  the  year  of  stamping  around  the  face,  with  the  arms 
of  Oregon  in  the  center." 

Joseph  Lane,  the  governor,  declared  the  legislative  act  to 
be  unconstitutional  on  March  3rd,  for  it  was  seemingly  in 
conflict  with  United  States  government  coinage  laws — 
something  which  did  not  seem  to  bother  private  coiners  in 
California  to  the  south,  but  the  engaging  of  a  state  govern¬ 
ment  in  minting  was  another  thing  entirely. 

To  remedy  the  situation,  a  group  of  eight  prominent  mer¬ 
chants  and  citizens  banded  together  to  establish  a  private 
facility.  The  principals  were  W.K.  Kilbome,  Theophilus 
Magruder,  James  Taylor,  George  Abernathy,  W.H.  Wilson, 
William  H.  Rector,  J.G.  Campbell,  and  Noyes  Smith.  The 
firm  was  designated  as  the  Oregon  Exchange  Company. 

Hamilton  Campbell,  a  Methodist  missionary,  was  em¬ 
ployed  to  cut  dies  for  a  $5  piece,  while  Victor  Wallace,  a 
machinist,  engraved  the  $10  dies.  The  coins  produced  were 
to  be  of  virgin  gold  without  alloy,  due  no  doubt  to  the  lack 
of  sophisticated  refining  facilities. 


The  obverse  die  of  the  $5  bore  the  initials  K.M. 
T.A.W.R.G.S.,  representing  the  names  of  the  company 
members.  The  G  was  an  error  and  should  have  been  C  for 
Campbell.  The  obverse  of  the  $5  pictured  a  beaver  on  a  log 
facing  to  the  right,  the  same  animal  which,  being  a 
trademark  of  the  Territory,  had  been  used  earlier  on  the 
Northwest  Company  trading  token.  Below  was  the  designa¬ 
tion  T.O.  for  Territory  of  Oregon,  and  below  that  the  year 
1849  with  branches  to  each  side.  On  the  reverse  appeared 
the  notation  OREGON  EXCHANGE  COMPANY,  130  G. 
NATIVE  GOLD  5  D.  The  pieces  contained  130  grains  of 
gold,  or  nearly  5V2  pennyweight. 

The  $10  design  was  similar  to  the  $5  except  that  the  error 
of  the  G  initial  was  corrected  by  substituting  the  correct  letter 
C.  The  initials  of  Abernathy  and  Wilson  were  omitted, 
perhaps  because  they  had  left  the  firm  by  the  time  the  $10 
issues  were  made.  The  abbreviation  for  Oregon  Territory 
was  changed  to  O.T.,  rather  than  the  earlier  T.O.  With  the 
exception  of  the  denomination  and  weight  information,  the 
design  closely  followed  that  of  the  earlier  $5.  The  dies  were 
engraved  very  lightly  on  the  reverse,  with  the  result  that 
coins  struck  were  characteristically  very  weak  on  that  side. 

Thomas  Powell  produced  the  necessary  machinery  for 
preparing  the  metal  and  striking  the  coin,  using  as  a  source 
iron  from  wagon  wheel  rims.  The  Oregon  Exchange  Com¬ 
pany  paid  him  $1  per  pound  for  all  the  iron  he  was  able 
to  obtain  for  this  purpose  from  old  wagons  that  had  crossed 
the  plains  and  other  scrap  sources.  Powell  did  the  forging, 
while  William  Rector,  one  of  the  partners  in  the  Oregon  Ex¬ 
change  Company,  did  the  lathe  work. 

Coinage  amounted  to  approximately  6,000  of  the  $5  pieces 
and  2,850  of  the  $10  coins.  These  were  accepted  as  legal 
tender  throughout  the  Oregon  Territory,  which  at  that  time 
included  the  present  states  of  Oregon  and  Washington  and 
all  land  toward  the  east  reaching  to  the  Rocky  Mountains. 
Oregon  City  had  approximately  1,000  white  citizens,  while 
the  entire  territory  comprised  only  about  9,000  inhabitants. 

Many  of  the  Oregon  issues  were  sent  to  California  in  pay¬ 
ment  for  merchandise.  In  keeping  with  other  ephemeral 
coins  of  the  era,  by  a  decade  later  nearly  all  had  been  melted. 
By  the  late  nineteenth  century,  the  few  surviving  pieces  were 
recognized  as  prized  rarities. 

As  noted,  the  present  offering  constitutes  a  "complete  set" 
of  Oregon  coinage.  The  $10,  the  rarer  of  the  two,  in  par¬ 
ticular  is  in  outstanding  condition.

331  1849  Oregon  Exchange  Co.  55.  130.1  grains.  Very  Fine-30,  but  with 
some  characteristic  lightness  of  impression  in  areas,  as  struck.  A  few 
scattered  surface  marks  are  noted,  including  one  at  the  lower  right 
of  the  reverse,  and  a  light  area  is  observed  just  below  the  beaver's 
belly.  Such  pieces  are  difficult  to  grade,  for  striking  was  under  primitive 
circumstances,  and  no  extant  pieces  are  sharply  defined  in  each  and 
every  area. 

Of  the  known  examples  of  the  Oregon  $5,  the  piece  offered  here 
is  undoubtedly  in  the  top  25%  condition-wise.  It  is  attractive  in  all 
regards.

332  1849  Oregon  Exchange  Co.  $10.  260.0  grains.  AU-50  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  actual  wear.  As  is  true  of  all  known  specimens,  the  reverse 
is  lightly  impressed.  As  illustrated,  the  upper  center  of  the  reverse 
is  indistinct  in  portions.  Several  tiny  planchet  flaws  are  noted,  in¬ 
cluding  a  tiny  fissure  in  the  rim  above  the  M  at  the  upper  left  of  the 
obverse,  an  irregular  portion  at  the  extreme  left  rim  of  the  obverse, 
and  a  small  irregularity  on  the  reverse  above  the  E  of  OREGON.  Such, 
however,  "go  with  the  territory,"  so  to' speak,  for  the  coins  were  pro¬ 
duced  under  primitive  conditions  and  were  not  struck  on  carefully- 
prepared  planchets. 

The  surfaces  possess  a  generous  amount  of  original  mint  frost,  a 
simply  extraordinary  situation.  The  coin  is  bright  with  its  original 
brilliance.  While  the  term  "finest  known"  is  dangerous  to  apply  to

anything — for  it  is  a  rare  scholar  who  can  claim  to  see  and  know  all 
things — certainly  it  can  be  stated  that  we  have  never  seen  an  equal 
or  a  finer  one.  The  sharpness  of  impression  on  both  the  obverse  and 
reverse  exceeds  the  Garrett  coin,  which  in  itself  was  an  excellent  piece. 

When  describing  the  Garrett  coin,  the  cataloguer  reprinted  a  letter 
from  John  Work  Garrett  from  Wayte  Raymond,  March  9,  1927,  which 
enclosed  the  Oregon  $10  piece  and  stated:  "I  have  never  seen  a  better 
one,"  an  important  commentary  from  Wayte  Raymond,  who  was  one 
of  America's  most  prominent  dealers — and  a  specialist  in  gold  coins 
at  the  time! 

If  the  term  "once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity"  is  appropriate  to  a  coin 
description,  then  perhaps  it  should  be  used  right  here. 
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In  the  autumn  of  1848  Mormons  returning  from  Califor¬ 
nia  brought  large  quantities  of  gold  dust  into  the  Great  Salt 
Lake  area.  Indeed,  Mormons  had  been  among  the  most  ac¬ 
tive  of  the  explorers  near  Sutter's  Mill  at  Coloma  on  the 
American  River.  Mormon  Island,  located  downstream  from 
the  initial  discovery,  was  one  of  the  richest  gold  deposits. 
It  is  estimated  that  early  in  1848  gold  worth  several  millions 
of  dollars  was  located  by  them. 

When  the  Mormon  gold  seekers,  originally  a  part  of  a 
disbanded  military  battalion,  arrived  in  the  valley  of  the 
Great  Salt  Lake  and  displayed  their  treasures,  a  cry  was 
i raised  among  the  “saints,"  as  the  Mormons  were  called.  'To 
California,  to  the  land  of  Ophir  that  our  brethren  have 
discovered!" — writes  Hubert  Howe  Bancroft,  chronicler  of 
the  affairs  of  the  early  West.  However,  Brigham  Young  and 
the  elders  of  the  Mormon  Church  discouraged  their 
followers  from  going  to  California,  stating  in  effect  gold  was 
the  root  of  all  evil.  Most  Mormons  were  content  to  stay  in 
their  "promised  land"  in  Utah,  but  a  few  departed  for  the 
gold  fields. 

The  gold  dust  and  nuggets  first  brought  back  by  the 
returning  soldiers,  and  additional  gold  acquired  in  commer¬ 
cial  trade,  resulted  in  a  sizable  quantity  of  the  precious 
yellow  metal  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Dr.  Willard  Richards,  an 
official  of  the  Mormon  Church,  weighed  the  gold  dust  and 
distributed  it  in  paper  packages  which  contained  from  $1 
to  $20  in  value.  In  November  1848  coinage  designs  were  for¬ 
mulated.  Each  piece  was  to  depict  on  one  side  the  priesthood 
emblem,  a  three-pointed  crown  over  the  all-seeing  eye  of 
Jehovah,  with  the  phrase  HOLINESS  TO  THE  LORD.  The 
reverse  was  to  bear  the  inscription  PURE  GOLD,  clasped 
hands,  and  the  denomination. 

On  December  10,  1848,  Mormons  possessing  gold  dust 
were  invited  to  leave  it  for  coinage.  The  first  deposit  was 
made  by  William  T.  Follett,  who  received  a  credit  of  $232 
for  14  V2  ounces  at  the  rate  of  $16  per  ounce.  Soon  thereafter 
46  $10  gold  pieces  had  been  minted  by  John  M.  Kay,  a  Mor¬ 
mon  who  had  earlier  been  employed  with  a  private  mint 
in  Birmingham,  England. 

It  is  believed  that  pieces  dated  in  December  1848  were 
dated  the  following  year  in  order  to  prolong  the  usefulness 
of  the  dies.  At  least,  no  specimens  bearing  the  date  1848  have 
ever  come  to  light.  The  $10  coins  were  designed  by  Brigham 
Young,  John  Moubom  Kay,  and  John  Taylor.  They  were 
locally  known  as  "valley  coin."  Problems  developed,  and 
by  December  22,  1848  the  equipment  was  inoperable. 

Additional  facilities  for  coinage  were  ordered  through  a 
church  agent  in  St.  Louis.  Dies  were  prepared  for  $2.50,  $5 
and  $20  pieces.  Coinage  at  the  church  mint  commenced  on 
September  12,  1849.  From  that  point  through  early  1851 
about  $75,000  face  value  in  gold  pieces  was  produced. 
Designs  followed  those  suggested  in  1848,  but  the  words 


PURE  GOLD  were  represented  by  the  initials  P.G.,  and  for 
Great  Salt  Lake  City  the  letters  G.S.L.C.  were  added. 

The  coinage  saw  a  ready  acceptance  in  the  church  com¬ 
munity.  A  reporter  for  the  Deseret  News  wrote  in  the  issue 
of  October  5,  1850,  that  "we  stepped  into  the  mint  the  other 
day  and  saw  two  or  three  men  rolling  out  the  golden  bars 
like  wagon  tires  ready  for  the  dies.  That  is  what  makes  trade 
brisk." 

Readers  interested  in  a  contemporary  account  of  the  Mor¬ 
mon  settlements  may  wish  to  secure  a  copy,  if  same  can  be 
found,  of  Exploration  and  Survey  of  the  Valley  of  the  Great 
Salt  Lake  of  Utah,  by  Howard  Stansbury,  written  on  behalf 
of  the  United  States  Senate  and  published  in  1852. 
Stansbury,  who  seems  to  have  been  a  very  fair  observer, 
commented  on  the  social,  economic,  and  other  practices 
seen.  His  book  contains  an  engraving  of  the  mint  and  sur¬ 
rounding  buildings  and  notes:  "A  mint  was  already  in  opera¬ 
tion,  from  which  were  issued  coins  of  the  federal  denomina¬ 
tions,  stamped,  without  assay,  from  the  dust  brought  from 
California." 

The  success  of  the  Mormon  community,  established  at 
Great  Salt  Lake  after  an  exodus  through  Ohio,  Illinois,  and 
other  states,  involving  much  persecution  and  unfortunate 
incidents,  aroused  many  jealousies.  And,  the  institution  of 
plural  marriage,  practiced  among  Mormons  from  Brigham 
Young  downward,  caused  criticism.  However,  Stansbury's 
narrative  is  more  objective  than  most  nineteenth  century 
literature  on  the  subject  and  gives  what  seems  to  be  a  fair 
view  of  Mormon  life  at  the  time.  It  is  relevant  to  note  that 
the  court  established  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City  was  regularly 
used  by  travelers  passing  through  who  had  experienced 
falling-out  among  members  of  their  party,  or  who  had  other 
disputes,  and  who  thought  the  Mormons  would  render  fair 
decisions. 

The  $10  issues  are  worth  about  $8.70  each.  Apparently 
there  was  little  understanding  or  interest  in  Salt  Lake  City 
concerning  the  fineness  or  purity  of  gold,  unlike  the  Califor¬ 
nia  situation,  and  only  the  total  weight  was  considered  when 
coins  were  made.  This  caused  the  Mormon  coinage  to  be 
condemned  in  many  areas,  particularly  in  California  where 
it  became  the  subject  of  many  vituperative  comments  in  the 
press,  which  noted  the  coins  as  being  "spurious,"  "vile 
falsehoods,"  and  “debased."  Indeed,  the  much-condemned 
issues  of  the  Miners'  Bank  and  Baldwin  were  acmes  of  puri¬ 
ty  by  contrast! 

In  areas  other  than  Salt  Lake  City  they  circulated  only 
at  a  discount  of  10%  to  25%  from  face  value.  Within  Salt 
Lake  City  itself  there  were  numerous  questions  raised,  and 
in  1851  and  1852  many  were  reluctant  to  accept  the  pieces, 
but  the  church  applied  pressures  which  made  the  coins  cir¬ 
culate.  Eventually  Brigham  Young,  the  Mormon  leader,  clos¬ 
ed  the  mint  and  the  pieces  disappeared  from  circulation. 
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One  account  relates  that  during  the  period  of  coinage  it 
was  proposed  to  increase  the  supply  of  Mormon  gold  by 
allowing  members  of  the  church  to  go  to  California  to  pros¬ 
pect.  Many  young  Mormon  "missionaries"  eventually  par¬ 
ticipated.  This  was  in  sharp  contrast  to  pronouncements 
made  by  the  church  when  the  first  soldiers  from  the  dis¬ 
banded  battalion  returned  to  Salt  Lake  City. 

In  1860  a  new  $5  Mormon  piece  appeared.  The  obverse 
depicted  a  couchant  lion  facing  to  the  left,  with  an  inscrip¬ 
tion  surrounding,  and  the  date  1860.  The  reverse  showed 
a  beehive  behind  which  was  an  eagle.  The  legend  DESERET 


ASSAY  OFFICE  PURE  GOLD  surrounded,  and  then 
denomination  5  D  was  below.  Apparently  a  large  number1 
of  pieces  emanated  from  these  dies. 

Today,  all  Mormon  gold  coins  are  scarce,  some  are  rare, 
and  the  $10  issue  is  a  great  rarity.  The  following  offering  ! 
consists  of  a  complete  set  of  Mormon  coinage — one  of  the 
few  times  in  numismatic  history  that  such  an  offering  has 
occurred.  The  Garrett  Collection,  as  great  and  memorable 
as  it  was,  lacked  a  Mormon  $10  coin  and  thus  was  not 
complete.

A  very 
sharp  impression,  unusual  for  the  coin,  with  some  traces  of  original 
mint  lustre.  A  very  pleasing  specimen  of  this  scarce  issue.  In  keeping 
with  all  known  examples,  a  slight  bulging  is  observed  on  the  obverse, 
due  to  the  dies.  Probably  50  to  100  examples  exist,  of  which  the  coin 
offered  here  is  certainly  in  the  top  10%  so  far  as  quality  is  concerned. 
An  outstanding  find  for  the  specialist.

Yellow  gold  with 
some  toning  around  the  borders.  Sharply  struck  and  very  well  de¬ 
fined  in  all  areas.  A  superb  specimen  of  this  popular  and  scarce  issue. 
We  estimate  that  perhaps  75  to  125  specimens  are  known  to  exist  of 
which  this  is  in  the  top  echelon.

335  1849  Mormon  $10.  211.5  grains.  Fine  to  Very  Fine  obverse.  Fine  or 
nearly  so  reverse,  the  difference  being  due  to  striking  characteristics. 
The  dies  of  this  issue  were  not  sharply  defined,  and  certain  features, 
the  first  digit  of  the  date  for  example,  are  always  lightly  impressed. 

Here  is  one  of  the  foremost  issues  associated  with  the  private  or 
territorial  gold  series.  Don  Kagin  notes  that  just  46  examples  were 
issued  from  December  12,  1848  to  December  22,  1848 — and  it  is  possi¬ 
ble  that  no  others  were  made  beyond  that  point.  The  number  known 
today  has  not  been  recorded,  but  specialists  believe  it  to  be  on  the 
order  of  just  9  to  12  pieces.  Indicative  of  the  rarity  of  the  issue  is  the 
fact  that  the  Garrett  Collection,  which  was  formed  over  a  period  from 
the  late  1860s  through  the  early  1930s,  did  not  possess  a  specimen, 
although  the  various  members  of  the  Garrett  family  who  were 
numismatists,  especially  T.  Harrison  Garrett  and  John  Work  Garrett, 
had  virtually  unlimited  coin  purchase  budgets  and  acquired  nearly 
every  other  rarity  in  the  book. 

Here  is  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  present  sale,  indeed  one  of  the 
highlights  of  the  current  numismatic  era.  An  exceedingly  important 
opportunity  for  the  connoisseur  and  specialist  alike.  This  is  the  key 
to  the  entire  Mormon  coinage  series.

336  1849  Mormon  $20.  436.5  grains.  Choice  Very  Fine-30  but  lightly  bur¬ 
nished  years  ago.  A  few  stray  marks  are  evident,  including  a  scratch 
extending  between  E  and  N  of  TWENTY.  The  piece  is  sharply  de¬ 
fined  (for  the  issue)  and  is  an  attractive  specimen  of  one  of  the  prime 
rarities  in  the  series;  the  largest  denomination  of  the  kingdom  which 
bordered  on  the  Great  Salt  Lake.  As  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States 
Coins  points  out,  the  Mormon  $20  piece  was  the  first  of  that  denomina¬ 
tion  to  be  coined  in  this  country.

137  1850  Mormon  &5.  107.9  grains.  Choice  Very  Fine-30  or  finer.  A  pleas¬ 
ing  specimen  of  this  issue. 

The  obverse  design  with  the  all-seeing  eye  was  modified  this  year 
to  a  crown  and  halo  motif  with  stars  surrounding,  as  illustrated.  The 
clasped  hands  motif  used  earlier  is  still  employed. 

It  is  believed  that  between  50  and  100  examples  survive  in  collec¬ 
tors'  hands.

338  1860  Mormon  $5. 115.7  grains.  Extremely  Fine-40  with  some  prooflike 
surface.  A  splendid  specimen  of  this  issue. 

This  $5  piece,  struck  from  dies  engraved  by  J.M.  Barlow,  is  restyled 
from  the  previous  format.  The  obverse  depicts  a  couchant  lion  fac¬ 
ing  left,  HOLINESS  TO  THE  LORD  surrounding  (inscribed  in  the 
distinctive  Deseret  alphabet),  with  the  date  1860  below.  The  reverse 
features  a  spread  eagle,  head  facing  to  the  observer's  left,  with  a  beehive 
(the  Mormon  symbol  of  industry)  in  the  foreground,  branch  and  ar¬ 
rows  below.  The  inscription  DESERET  ASSAY  OFFICE  PURE  GOLD 
surrounds,  with  the  denomination  5.D.  below.  The  edge  is  reeded. 

There  is  always  new  information  to  be  learned,  and  the  present 
writer  (Q.  David  Bowers)  found  it  interesting  to  read  in  Don  Kagin's 
book  that  the  Mormon  $5  pieces  of  1860  were  struck  not  from  Califor¬ 
nia  gold  but  from  Colorado  gold  which  was  brought  to  Great  Salt 
Lake  beginning  in  the  late  1850s.  This  gold  dust  was  of  higher  puri¬ 
ty,  .917  fine,  than  the  California  product.  Don  Kagin  quotes  records 
stating  that  472  examples  were  made  from  February  8,  1861  to  March 
9,  1861.  It  is  possible  some  additional  pieces  were  also  struck.  Coinage 
was  prohibited  later  in  the  same  year  by  Governor  Alfred  Cumming. 

Today,  probably  no  more  than  30  to  50  examples  survive  of  this 
unusual  and  distinctive  $5  design. 
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The  following  offering  of  a  complete  collection  of  the  gold 
coin  dates  and  types  issued  by  Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.,  Col¬ 
orado,  furnishes  the  occasion  for  a  brief  biographical  sketch 
of  the  firm.  Further  information  is  to  be  found  in  Q.  David 
Bowers'  The  History  of  United  States  Coinage  and  Donald 
H.  Kagin's  Private  Gold  Coins  and  Patterns  of  the  United 
States. 

Following  gold  discoveries  in  the  territory  that  was  later 
(1876)  to  become  the  state  of  Colorado,  near  the  present- 
day  site  of  Denver,  in  1858-1859  word  spread  to  the  East, 
and  a  new  gold  rush  was  on.  The  well-publicized  inscrip¬ 
tion  "PIKES  PEAK  OR  BUST"  was  emblazoned  on  the  sides 
of  wagons  headed  for  the  Rocky  Mountain  district.  Those 
who  were  too  young  to  participate  in  the  California  scram¬ 
ble  of  a  decade  earlier,  or  who  felt  they  had  missed  the  op¬ 
portunity,  took  up  the  golden  search.  Before  long,  gold  was 
found  in  many  locations  in  the  Denver  area  and  immediately 
to  the  west. 

Seeking  a  commercial  opportunity,  the  banking  firm  of 
Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.,  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  established  a 
branch  in  Denver.  The  story  so  familiar  in  California 
(especially),  Oregon,  and  Utah  repeated  itself:  gold  dust  and 
nuggets  were  in  abundance,  but  there  was  no  federal  facili¬ 
ty  nearby  to  convert  same  into  coin. 

Principals  of  the  firm  were  Austin  N.  Clark,  Milton  Ed¬ 
ward  Clark  and  Emanuel  Henry  Gruber.  In  December  1859, 
Milton  E.  Clark  went  to  New  York  and  Philadelphia  to  ar¬ 
range  for  the  acquisition  of  coining  and  metal  processing 
machinery.  It  is  believed  that  the  dies  were  ordered  through 
Bailey  &  Co.,  a  Philadelphia  jewelry  establishment  (which 
is  also  numismatically  remembered  as  the  issuer  of  encased 
postage  stamps  and  as  the  firm  which  received  the  order  for 
the  1861  Confederate  States  of  America  cents).  A  mint  was 
built  in  Denver  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  intersection 
later  to  become  Market  and  16th  streets.  In  April  1860  the 
machinery  arrived  on  an  ox-drawn  wagon.  On  July  25th 
the  Rocky  Mountain  News  reported  the  first  production: 

"We  forthwith  repaired  to  the  elegant  banking  house  of 
the  above  firm...  And  were  admitted  to  their  coining  room 
in  the  basement  where  we  found  preparations  almost  com¬ 
plete  for  the  issue  of  the  Pikes  Peak  coin.  A  hundred  blanks' 
had  been  prepared,  weight  and  fineness  tested,  and  last 
manipulation  gone  through  with,  prior  to  their  passage 
through  the  stamping  press.  The  little  engine  that  drives  the 


machinery  was  fired  up,  belt  adjusted,  and  between  three 
and  four  o'clock  the  machinery  was  put  into  motion  and 
'mint  drops'  of  the  value  of  $10  each  began  dropping  into 
a  tin  pail  with  the  most  musical  'clink.'  About  $1,000  were 
turned  out,  at  the  rate  of  15  to  20  coins  a  minute,  which 
was  deemed  satisfactory  for  the  first  experiment." 

As  shipping  dust  and  bullion  to  the  East  for  coining  at 
the  Philadelphia  Mint  involved  a  5%  insurance  premium 
and  another  5%  for  express  charges,  not  to  mention  delay 
which  ranged  from  several  weeks  to  several  months,  the 
Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.  enterprise  found  ready  acceptance  by 
local  miners,  merchants,  and  bankers.  The  initial  coinages 
were  of  the  $10  and  $20  denominations.  Later,  pieces  of 
$2.50  and  $5  were  coined.  By  October  1860  the  coins  were 
in  wide  circulation  throughout  the  territory.  By  that  time 
$120,000  worth  had  been  struck. 

The  quarter  eagle  and  half  eagle  of  1860  were  closely 
copied  from  contemporary  federal  issues  but  were  saved  |i 
from  being  identical  by  the  distinctive  inscriptions  relating 
to  the  issuing  firm  and  to  Pikes  Peak.  Totally  diverging  from 
this  fashion  were  the  $10  and  $20  issues  which  had  a  new 
unique  design  and  bore  on  the  obverse  a  fanciful  depiction 
of  Pikes  Peak  shaped  as  a  sharp  volcanic-looking  cone,  quite 
unlike  the  real  appearance  of  Pikes  Peak.  As  the  dies  are 
believed  to  have  been  made  in  Philadelphia,  a  distance  from 
the  mountain  involved,  the  illustration  was,  as  they  say, 
"an  artist's  concept."  Actually,  Pikes  Peak  itself  is  not  near 
Denver  but  is  about  70  miles  to  the  south.  However,  the 
general  area  was  known  as  the  Pikes  Peak  District. 

New  dies  were  produced  in  1861  for  the  larger  denomina¬ 
tions,  with  motifs  resembling  the  federal  issues.  As  with  the 
quarter  eagles  and  half  eagles,  the  inscriptions  set  them 
apart. 

In  1862  Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.  offered  its  building  and 
facilities  for  use  as  a  government  mint.  Their  proposal  was 
eventually  accepted,  and  the  firm  went  out  of  the  private 
minting  business.  However,  no  coins  were  struck  by  the 
government.  When  the  Denver  Mint  finally  produced  coins 
in  1906,  it  was  in  a  different  building  which  had  been  new¬ 
ly  constructed  for  the  purpose. 

Only  a  few  times  in  numismatic  history  has  an  auction 
sale  presented  a  complete  offering  of  Clark,  Gruber  &  Co. 
coinage.  This  is  such  an  occasion.

AU-50,  with  a  generous 
quotient  of  original  mint  lustre.  A  cameo-like  example  of  the  smallest 
Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.  denomination. 

The  designs  closely  represent  that  of  a  federal  quarter  eagle.  As  the 
full  name  of  the  firm  would  not  fit  on  the  coronet,  the  inscription 
on  the  diadem  reads  simply  CLARK  &  CO.  The  reverse  is  styled  after 
the  federal  quarter  eagle  but  bears  distinctive  legends:  PIKES  PEAK 
GOLD  DENVER. 

As  a  footnote  we  observe  that  although  the  peak  in  question  was 
named  after  Zebulon  Pike  and  might  properly  be  called  Pike's  Peak, 
in  practice  on  the  coinage,  and  in  practice  now,  no  apostrophe  is  used, 
hence  Pikes  Peak.

As  noted  in  the  general  introduction  to  this  section,  the  represen¬ 
tation  of  Pikes  Peak  appears  as  a  volcanic  cone,  quite  different  from 
the  amorphous  real-life  summit,  which  has  no  particular  shape  but 
which  takes  many  different  forms,  none  of  them  conical,  when  viewed 
from  different  directions.

We  note,  however,  that  this  is  the  classic  coin,  the  prime  rarity, 
in  the  Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.  series.  Very  few  of  these  impressive  ex¬ 
amples  survive.  The  population  is  estimated  to  be  in  the  range  of  20 
to  30  coins.  An  important  opportunity.

The  edge  is  plain,  indicating  it  was  struck  without 
a  collar — a  situation  which  also  explains  the  off-center  feature. 

Donald  Kagin  notes  that  fust  four  to  six  specimens  exist  of  this  issue. 
A  prime  piece  for  the  Colorado  or  territorial  specialist.

This  issue,  modeled  after  the  federal  quarter  eagle  but  with  differ¬ 
ing  designs,  was  one  of  the  most  widely  circulated  of  all  Clark,  Gruber,

As  noted  in  the  introduction  to  this  series,  when  coinage  of  $20 
pieces  took  place  in  1861,  the  Pikes  Peak  motif  was  dropped  in  favor 
of  a  traditional  Liberty  head  style — after  the  federal  coinage.  Perhaps 
the  coiners  felt  that  the  Liberty  head  motif  was  more  standard  and 
would  be  readily  accepted  by  the  public.  However,  as  the  issues 
achieved  wide  circulation,  there  is  no  record  of  distribution  difficulties 
in  this  regard. 

Relatively  few  1861  $20  pieces  were  originally  made,  for  it  is  believed 
that  fewer  than  50  survive  today.

Over  the  years  United  States  pattern  coins  have  been  one 
!  of  our  favorite  specialties.  Our  credentials  in  the  field  are 
1  rather  impressive,  having  catalogued  the  Major  Lenox  R. 

1  Lohr  Collection  (1961;  a  collection  containing  over  1,500 
f  different!),  the  Garrett  Collection,  the  Champa  Collection, 

I  the  River  Oaks  Collection,  and  numerous  other  spectacular 
properties.  With  the  late  Abe  Kosoff  we  were  (and  are)  the 
publishers  of  the  standard  reference  in  the  field:  United  States 
Pattern,  Experimental  and  Trial  Pieces,  by  Dr.  J.  Hewitt 
Judd.  Copies  of  this  text  are  available  from  us  for  $19.95 
postpaid  (please  order  separately  from  your  bids). 

Patterns  tell  the  story  of  what  might  have  been  but 
wasn't — of  dreams  that  never  came  to  pass,  of  ideas  that 
failed  to  get  off  the  ground,  of  experiments  that  may  have 
been  realistic  from  a  common-sense  view  but  which  failed 
the  test  of  legislation,  and  so  on. 

Among  patterns  can  be  found  some  of  the  most  beautiful 
of  all  American  coinage  designs.  What  might  have  been  but 
wasn't,  should  have  been  in  many  instances! 

Virtually  every  pattern  has  a  story  connected  with  it. 
Although  there  are  exceptions,  few  patterns  were  produced 
as  part  of  extensive  series.  Rather,  most  stand  alone.  The 
term  pattern  covers  many  areas.  There  are  experimental 
pieces — items  made  of  two  metals  sandwiched  together,  or

perhaps  pieces  of  an  unusual  shape  or  with  an  unusual 
edge — produced  to  test  an  idea.  There  are  numerous  off- 
metal  strikings;  coins  made  in  metals  other  than  for  which 
they  were  intended — double  eagles  in  aluminum,  half  dollars 
in  copper,  and  so  on.  There  are  "regular"  patterns — new 
designs  and  motifs  intended  to  improve  or  modify  the  ex¬ 
isting  coinage.  Sometimes  a  coin  can  be  a  combination — a 
pattern  with  a  new  design  or  motif  but  struck  in  an  off- 
metal;  a  pattern  quarter  struck  in  aluminum,  for  example. 

Then  there  are  fantasies,  sometimes  called  pieces  de 
caprice,  made  to  create  bon-bons  for  collectors  to  con¬ 
template.  Restrikes  made  at  the  Mint  and  outside  the  Mint 
are  also  grouped  under  the  "patterns"  heading.  Then,  too, 
there  are  mulings — illogical  combinations  such  as  a  nickel 
five-cent  piece  die  combined  with  a  similar-diameter  die  in¬ 
tended  for  a  $5  gold  piece! 

Transitional  patterns  form  an  interesting  area  and  con¬ 
sist  of  coins  similar  to  eventually  adopted  designs  but  pro¬ 
duced  a  year  or  so  before.  Perhaps  the  most  familiar  exam¬ 
ple  is  the  1856  flying  eagle  cent — a  coin  similar  in  all  design 
respects  to  the  regularly-adopted  1857  and  1858  but  made 
a  year  earlier.  The  1836  reeded  edge  half  dollar  is  a  transi¬ 
tional  pattern,  are  as  certain  half  dimes  and  dimes  of  1859 
and  1860.  Some  of  these  are  so  popular  that  they  have  been 
incorporated  into  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins 
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where  they  appear  among  regular  issues.  Other  equally 
deserving  transitional  patterns,  the  1858  Indian  head  cent 
being  a  prime  example,  are  listed  in  only  standard  pattern 
references  and  do  not  appear  in  popular  price  guides. 

The  field  of  patterns  contains  many  paradoxes.  One  of 
the  most  common  of  all  patterns  is  the  1856  flying  eagle  cent, 
and  yet  among  patterns  of  its  denomination  it  is  also  one 
of  the  most  expensive!  The  reason?  Publicity  given  to  it!  Did 
you  know  that  there  are  certain  patterns  of  which  fewer  than 
a  dozen  exist  but  which  can  be  purchased  for  less  than  a 
couple  thousand  dollars — and  in  Choice  Proof  Grade? 
Perhaps,  just  perhaps,  therein  lies  an  opportunity. 

Although  we  have  an  obvious  vested  interest  as 
distributors  of  the  United  States  Pattern,  Experimental  and 
Trial  Pieces  book,  we  believe  we  are  unbiased  when  we  say 
that  here  is  one  of  the  most  important  references  for  any 
American  numismatic  library.  It  is  impossible  to  understand 
the  regular  series  without  learning  the  why  and  wherefor 
as  evidenced  by  patterns.  And,  unquestionably,  patterns  can 
lead  to  that  nifty  word,  profit.  The  predecessor  to  the  Judd 
reference,  the  somewhat  similarly  named  United  States  Ex¬ 
perimental  Pattern  and  Trial  Pieces  book  by  Edgar  H. 
Adams  and  William  H.  Woodin,  was  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  references  in  the  cataloguer's  library  in  the  1950s. 
I  (Q.  David  Bowers)  committed  a  good  deal  of  the  book 
to  memory,  with  the  result  that  when  attending  coin  shows 
or  viewing  dealers'  stocks  I  was  able  to  spot  many  unat¬ 
tributed  bargains.  Others  were  indeed  attributed  but  were 
ignored,  for  they  were  not  “familiar."  Would  you  believe 
that  I  once  acquired  a  beautiful  1858  pattern  Indian  cent, 
then  listed  as  AW-264,  for  just  $5!  So  it  was  that  when  I

It  is  difficult  to  determine  whether  this  piece  should  be  listed  as  J-167, 
168,  or  169,  as  the  weights  of  the  issues  vary  all  over  the  place,  and 
surface  appearances  are  likewise  inconsistent.  The  "state  of  the  art" 
has  not  been  refined  to  the  point  at  which  such  examples  can  be  iden¬ 
tified  in  the  absence  of  extensive  laboratory  analysis. 


listened  to  the  recollections  of  John  Jay  Ford,  Jr., — one  of 
America's  foremost  numismatic  experts,  and  a  dealer  withi 
a  reputation  for  knowledge  second  to  none — I  was  pleased 
and  surprised  to  learn  that  when  he  was  a  youth,  in  the  late 
1930s  and  early  1940s,  some  of  the  best  buys  he  made  were 
done  so  by  having  knowledge  of  the  Adams-Woodin  text. 
This  is  not  to  say  that  today,  1984,  studying  the  Judd  book 
(which  essentially  is  an  updating  and  revision  of  the  Adams- 
Woodin  volume)  will  net  you  great  fortune,  but  as  I  have 
found  my  copy  to  literally  be  worth  its  weight  in  gold,  your 
copy  will  be  of  value  too. 

And,  not  to  be  overlooked  is  the  satisfaction  and  fascina¬ 
tion  of  reading  about  some  of  the  most  interesting — and 
most  rare — pieces  in  American  numismatics. 

The  following  offering  of  patterns  is  varied  and  consists 
of  a  smorgasbord  of  coins  from  the  half  cents  through  the 
$20  denomination.  Some  are  extremely  rare,  some  are  very 
rare,  some  are  slightly  rare,  but  all  are  at  least  basically 
rare — for  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  truly  “common"  pat¬ 
tern.  Even  the  aforementioned  1856  flying  eagle  cent  (of 
which  no  example  appears  in  the  present  offering)  was 
minted  to  the  extent  of  just  1,600  or  so  pieces,  small  by  near¬ 
ly  any  standard. 

Contemplate  the  following  offering  carefully.  If  you  are 
already  a  pattern  specialist,  then  no  incentives  or  sugges¬ 
tions  are  necessary.  If  you  are  not  “involved"  with  patterns, 
then  why  not  consider  them?  A  few  patterns  added  to  a  set 
of  regular  denominations  will  add  lots  of  spice  and  interest. 

Note:  Patterns  are  listed  first  in  order  of  denomination 
and  then  in  order  of  date  and  Judd  number. 


354  1855  Pattern  lc.  J-171. 116.7  grains.  Choice  Very  Fine-30,  lightly  struck 
as  always  in  most  central  areas,  due  to  the  extreme  hardness  of  the 
alloy.  Dr.  Judd  notes  that  this  issue  is  "often  on  defective  planchets; 
very  much  whiter  or  grayer  colored  than  the  regular  nickel  alloy.  Looks 
like  steel  and  at  some  times  so  catalogued."  Although  the  planchet 
on  the  present  piece  is  not  defective,  the  striking  simply  did  not  bring 
up  the  die  detail.  However,  this  is  standard  for  the  issue;  there  is  no 
such  thing  as  a  sharply-struck  example  of  J-171. 

Exceedingly  rare.  Fewer  than  a  dozen  are  believed  to  exist. 

The  obverse  design  of  this  and  the  preceding  was  copied  from  Chris¬ 
tian  Gobrecht's  illustrious  silver  dollar  patterns  of  the  1836-1839  era.

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1355  1858  Pattern  lc.  J-202.  70.7  grains.  Select  Proof-63  with  light  toning 
as  acquired  over  a  long  period  of  years. 

Struck  in  copper-nickel,  this  issue  bears  on  the  obverse  a  skinny 
flying  eagle  unlike  that  regularly  used  for  coinage.  The  reverse  is  a 
laurel  wreath  and  is  identical  to  the  standard  reverse  issue  first  adopted 
the  following  year,  1859. 

This  is  one  of  the  series  of  patterns  sold  in  sets  of  12  pieces  to  col¬ 
lectors  around  the  time  of  issue.  Such  sets  have  all  but  disappeared 
(the  present  writer  has  just  handled  one  original  set  over  the  years), 
so  great  has  been  the  demand  for  individual  pieces. 


356  1859  Pattern  cent.  J-228.  72.0  grains.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.  Attractive  very  light  toning. 

A  very  important  transitional  pattern  issue.  The  obverse  is  the 
regular  style  of  1859  with  the  portrait  of  an  Indian,  while  the  reverse 
is  the  oak  wreath  and  shield  style  as  regularly  adopted  in  1860.  In 
other  words,  this  is  an  1860-style  Indian  cent  but  dated  1859.  Examples 
of  this  variety  are  several  times  rarer  than  the  1856  flying  eagle  cent, 
also  a  transitional  pattern,  but  as  the  1859  transitional  has  been 
overlooked  by  most  collectors,  the  price  has  traditionally  been  much 
lower.  Gaze  at  the  illustration  shown  here  and  ask  yourself  if  such 
a  piece  is  not  deserving  of  inclusion  as  an  added-interest  item  in  a 
regular-issue  cent  set. 


357  1859  Pattern  lc.  J-228.  71.6  grains.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.  Another  beautiful  and  virtually  flawless  coin.  Slightly  darker 
toning  than  the  preceding,  but  still  very  bright  overall.  A  truly  superb 
specimen  of  this  important  transitional  pattern  variety. 


Rare  1868  Aluminum  Indian  Cent 


358  1868  Pattern  cent.  J-61236.6  grains.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Save 
for  the  tiniest  of  tiny  marks  on  the  obverse  rim,  the  coin  is  virtual 
perfection. 

Here  offered  is  an  impression  in  aluminum  from  the  standard  dies 
of  the  Proof  1868  Indian  cent.  Dr.  Judd  notes  that  the  issue  is  Rarity-7. 
Fewer  than  a  half  dozen  specimens  are  believed  to  exist!  Part  of  a 
nearly  complete  1868  aluminum  Proof  set  offered  in  the  present  sale. 


359  1869  Pattern  lc.  J-666  .  22.1  grains.  Choice  Proof-65.  A  few 
microscopic  adjustment  marks  in  the  planchet  are  visible  on  the 
reverse.  A  pleasing  specimen  of  this  coin. 

Of  a  much  smaller  diameter  than  the  standard  Indian  cent,  this  1869 
pattern  issue  features  on  the  obverse  a  reduced  version  of  the  Liberty 
head  used  on  the  contemporary  nickel-three  cent  piece.  The  reverse 
follows  the  same  line  and  has  the  Roman  numeral  I  within  a  wreath. 
In  other  words,  here  is  a  cent  version  of  the  nickel  three-cent  piece, 
a  coin  in  miniature.  Struck  in  nickel  alloy.  Probably  50  to  100  pieces 
exist  today,  not  many  of  which  can  equal  the  condition  of  the  one 
here  offered. 


1869  Aluminum  Indian  Cent 


360  1869  Pattern  lc.  J-671.  13.5  grains.  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67. 

A  superb  specimen  of  a  striking  in  aluminum  from  the  regular  dies 
used  to  strike  Proof  1869  Indian  cents.  Just  four  to  six  pieces  are  be¬ 
lieved  to  exist  at  the  present  day.  Rarity,  high  condition,  and  a 
dramatic  appearance  are  combined  in  this  single  coin. 


361  1863  Pattern  2c.  J-312.  91.4  grains.  Select  Proof-63.  Medium  brown 
toning.  Exceedingly  sharply  struck. 

This  issue  bears  a  resemblance  to  the  standard  issue  adopted  the 
following  year,  1864,  but  with  the  motto  appearing  as  GOD  OUR 
TRUST  and  with  the  word  CENTS  more  curved  on  the  reverse 

GOD  OUR  TRUST  was  one  of  several  mottoes  considered  at  the 
time,  others  being  GOD  AND  OUR  COUNTRY  and  the  finally- 
adopted  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST. 
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1863  Transitional  Pattern  2c 


362  1863  Pattern  2c.  J-316.  93.2  grains.  Select  Proof-63.  Medium  brown 
and  iridescent  toning.  A  few  small  darker  toned  areas  keep  this  out 
of  the  Proof-65  category. 

The  obverse  die  was  not  completely  polished,  with  the  result  that 
the  surface  appears  to  be  a  hybrid  between  a  business  strike  and  a 
Proof.  Intense  magnification  reveals  die  striae. 

This  is  the  very  important  transitional  pattern  with  the  motto  IN 
GOD  WE  TRUST.  Struck  in  bronze  alloy,  it  is  in  all  ways  similar 
to  the  regular  issue  of  1864,  except  for  the  1863  date. 

Fewer  than  20  such  pieces  exist.  For  the  two-cent  piece  collector 
here  is  what  may  be  the  opportunity  of  the  year! 


363  1868  Pattern  2c.  J-614.  29.5  grains.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65. 

This  issue  represents  a  striking  in  aluminum  from  the  dies  used  to 
produce  regular  1868  two-cent  pieces.  Only  a  half  dozen  or  so  ex¬ 
amples  can  be  traced  today.  A  prime  rarity,  and  an  important  "find" 
for  the  two-cent  specialist.  Part  of  a  nearly  complete  1868  aluminum 
Proof  set  (also  see  other  1868  aluminum  strikings  in  this  section). 


364  1865  Pattern  3c.  J-410.  43.0  grains.  Choice  Proof-65  with  attractive | 
light  gray  toning. 

Study  the  above  illustration  carefully  and  see  if  you  can  determine! 
the  difference  between  it  and  a  regular  issue  coin.  Why  is  it  callec 
a  pattern?  We  don't  mean  to  be  pedantic,  but  the  difference  is  subtle,  1 
and  we  must  confess  that  we  ourselves  might  not  notice  it  if  it  were 
incorporated  into  a  set.  Indeed,  it  was  consigned  to  the  Sale  as  a  regular 
issue  Proof!  The  date  is  ever  so  close  to  the  bust  than  on  the  regular! 
issue  and,  especially  distinctively,  the  ribbon  ends  are  larger  and  run  i 
into  the  denticles  on  the  border.  The  1865  regular  issue  (of  which  this 
is  not  an  example)  nickel  three-cent  piece  is  one  of  the  most  desired 
Proofs  in  the  series.  This  coin,  of  somewhat  similar  appearance  and 
probably  produced  around  the  same  time,  is  much,  much  rarer— 
and  to  the  specialist  may  well  be  much  more  important.  Exactly  why 
this  was  produced  as  a  pattern — rather  than  a  variant  of  a  regular 
issue — is  a  question  for  which  the  answer  is  not  known.

1864  Pattern  3c.  J-375.  Struck  in  copper.  10.1  grains.  Select  Proof-63. 
Brown  surfaces  with  iridescence. 

1864  Pattern  3c.  J-376.  Struck  in  aluminum.  3.4  grains  (certainly 
one  of  the  lightest  United  States  coins  in  existence!).  Choice  Proof-65 
but  with  a  tiny  planchet  defect  at  the  lower  right  of  the  obverse.  It 
is  believed  that  just  two  or  three  exist.  A  prime  rarity  in  its  own  right. 

1864  Pattern  3c.  J-377.  Struck  in  copper  nickel.  10.4  grains.  Select 
Proof-63.  Another  major  rarity;  just  two  or  three  are  believed  to  exist. 

A  very  pleasing  museum-quality  set  worthy  of  strong  bidding  ac¬ 
tion.  (Total:  4  pieces  plus  custom  holder) 
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366  1868  Pattern  3c.  ]-622.  4.9  grains.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65. 

Regular  issue  Proof  dies  struck  in  aluminum.  An  exceedingly  rare 
issue  of  which  only  a  half  dozen  or  so  specimens  are  believed  to  ex¬ 
ist.  Part  of  a  nearly  complete  1868  aluminum  Proof  set  (also  see  other 
1868  aluminum  strikings  in  this  section). 


367  1870  Pattern  5c.  J-810.  18.9  grains.  Select  Proof-63. 

Pattern  half  dime  in  silver,  reeded  edge.  One  of  the  Standard  Silver 
designs,  so  called  from  the  reverse  inscription  (but  differing  from  the 
regular  issue).  The  obverse  features  Barber's  seated  design  arranged 
differently  from  the  regular  motif,  as  illustrated. 


368  1883  Pattern  5c.  J-1712.  79.0  grains.  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67. 

"Liberty  head  nickel"  struck  in  nickel  alloy.  The  obverse  bears  a 
central  motif  similar  to  the  regular  issue,  but  instead  of  surrounding 
stars  the  inscription  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  appears.  The 
reverse  is  of  a  pattern  design  which  is  inscribed  at  the  center  33  N. 
and  67  C.,  indicative  of  the  intended  alloy  of  the  piece. 

This  issue,  one  of  a  series  of  fascinating  1883  nickel  patterns,  is  very 
elusive.  Only  a  few  dozen  exist  today. 


369  1868  Pattern  10c.  J-649.  11.5  grains.  Brilliant  Proof-60.  Regular  Proof 
dies  struck  in  aluminum.  A  few  minor  spots  and  some  hairlines 
characterize  the  surface.  Still  a  very  rare  issue — one  of  about  a  half 
dozen  known.  Part  of  a  nearly  complete  1868  aluminum  Proof  set 
(also  see  other  1868  aluminum  strikings  in  this  section). 


370  1869  Pattern  10c.  J-699.  24.4  grains.  Proof-60.  Deep  brown  toning 
with  some  lighter  areas  and  iridescence.  A  few  spots.  Struck  in  cop¬ 
per.  Plain  edge.  Part  of  the  Standard  Silver  series 


371  1869  Pattern  10c.  J-713.  8.0  grains.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Stan 
dard  Silver  issue,  obverse  with  head  of  Liberty  wearing  a  coronet  with 
one  star,  struck  in  aluminum,  plain  edge. 

The  Standard  Silver  (so-called)  pattern  coins  were  produced  in  a 
wide  variety  of  formats — in  general,  silver,  copper,  and  aluminum, 
each  with  plain  edge  or  reeded  edge.  The  varieties  were  created  to 
provide  delicacies  for  collectors,  although  the  intended  purpose  was 
to  propose  a  new  and  lighter  weight  coinage  that  would  not  be  hoarded 
and  would  serve  as  a  substitute  for  fractional  currency.  During  the 
time,  silver  and  gold  coins  were  not  to  be  seen  in  circulation,  and 
the  government  feared  that  if  new  issues  were  of  full  weight  they  would 
be  hoarded.  Filling  the  gap  during  the  suspension  of  specie  (coin) 
payments  were  fractional  currency  notes,  which  tended  to  get  ragged 
over  a  period  of  time  and  which  the  public  derisively  referred  to  as 
"stamps." 


372  1869  Pattern  10c.  J-716a.  38.3  grains.  Probably  Judd  716a,  silver,  rather 
than  Koulz's  alloy  (which  consists  of  26%  silver,  33%  nickel,  and 
41%  copper) — but  in  the  absence  of  any  published  weights  or  other 
specifications,  it  is  difficult  to  ascertain  this  with  certainty. 

Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Attractive  light  toning.  At  casual  glance 
the  coin  appears  to  have  many  hairlines,  but  examination  under  a 
stereo  microscope  reveals  that  most  of  these  are  raised  in  the  field 
of  the  coin  and  were  lines  in  the  die.  During  the  die  preparation  pro¬ 
cess,  polishing  was  not  completed.  All  known  specimens  have  this 
characteristic. 

A  splendid  specimen  of  a  major  rarity.  The  Judd  reference  notes 
that  only  three  examples  of  J-716a  are  known. 


373  1869  Pattern  10c.  J-719.  12.6  grains.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65. 

An  impression  from  the  regular  Proof  dies  of  the  Liberty  seated 
design  but  struck  in  aluminum  instead  of  silver.  Very  elusive;  about 
a  half  dozen  pieces  exist.

374  1875  Pattern  20c.  56.0  grains.  Choice  Proof-65  with  attractively  toned 
surfaces.  The  fields  are  a  burgundy  color,  with  numerous  iridescent 
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overtones.  A  wonderful  coin  from  an  old-time  collection.  A  piece 
which  has  never  been  cleaned,  dipped,  or  "fussed  with." 

The  obverse  depicts  Liberty  seated  at  the  seashore,  holding  an  olive 
branch  in  her  right  hand.  Her  left  hand  is  on  a  globe  which  is  inscribed 
LIBERTY.  Behind  are  two  flags.  A  steamship  is  in  the  distance.  The 
steamship  is  one  of  the  transitional  variety  in  use  during  the  era;  the 
power  is  augmented  by  sails.  In  a  particular  instance  (this  motif  also 
appears  on  several  other  patterns  of  the  period)  the  designer  was  not 
aware  of  the  laws  of  physics.  The  sails  are  billowed  to  the  right,  in¬ 
dicating  the  direction  of  the  wind  and  also  the  direction  of  the  travel 
of  the  ship.  However,  the  smoke  from  the  stack  trails  from  right  to 
left,  in  the  opposite  direction  from  that  of  the  wind!  This  is  one  of 
those  little  curiosities  which  makes  studying  pattern  coins  with  a 
magnifying  glass  a  rewarding  experience. 

Pattern  twenty-cent  pieces  of  all  issues  are  rare.  Seldom  does  one 
of  this  quality  appear  on  the  market. 


375  1868  Pattern  25c.  J-650.  29.4  grains.  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63. 

This  issue  was  struck  in  aluminum  using  regular  dies  used  to  strike 
Proof  Liberty  seated  quarters  of  the  year.  As  the  other  listings  in  the 
present  catalogue  indicate,  virtually  a  complete  1868  aluminum  Proof 
set  is  offered  in  this  sale. 


376  1869  Pattern  25c.  J-722.  76.7  grains.  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63  but  with 
a  tiny  pin  scratch  (probably  a  staple  scratch  from  being  carelessly 
removed  from  a  coin  holder)  in  the  left  obverse  field.  On  the  reverse 
a  few  tiny  planchet  flakes  are  seen  at  the  lower  right.  Apart  from  these 
situations,  the  coin  is  Gem  Proof-67.  Nicely  appearing  overall. 

Here  is  another  example  of  the  Standard  Silver  pattern  coinage, 
the  present  piece  being  in  silver  and  with  a  plain  edge.  Dr.  Judd  notes 
that  this  is  one  of  the  rarer  varieties  in  the  series  and  assigns  it  a  R-7 
classification  (4  to  12  known). 


378  1869  Pattern  25c.  J-723.  62.4  grains.  Choice  Proof-65.  Beautifully 
toned.  Virtually  a  twin  to  the  preceding  and,  like  the  preceding,  a 
possible  "set-up  piece" — with  light  impression  of  designs  at  the  obverse 
and  reverse  centers. 


379  1869  Pattern  25c.  J-739.  94.4  grains.  Choice  Proof-65.  Brilliant  fiery 
orange  surfaces  lightly  fading  to  reddish-brown  on  the  reverse,  but 
remaining  nearly  full  orange  on  the  obverse.  A  pristine  coin  of  a  quality 
seldom  seen  today.  Worthy  of  a  premium  simply  for  its  beauty! 

This  is  a  trial  striking  in  bronze  of  the  regular  Proof  dies  of  the 
1868  Liberty  seated  quarter.  The  Judd  reference  notes  that  just  four 
to  12  specimens  are  known. 


380  1869  Pattern  25c.  J-740.  31.0  grains.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Vir¬ 
tual  perfection. 

Here  offered  is  a  striking  in  aluminum  from  the  regular  Proof  dies 
used  to  make  1869  Liberty  seated  quarters.  An  exceedingly  rare  issue 
of  which  only  about  a  dozen  specimens  exist.  The  Judd  reference  prices 
this  piece  at  $850.  While  there  is  no  indication  that  the  present  coin 
will  sell  for  that — it  may  go  higher  or  lower  depending  on  bids  received 
and  competition — the  figure  is  an  interesting  reflection  of  the  poten¬ 
tial  offered  by  patterns.  Great  rarities — of  which  this  is  certainly  one- 
can  be  obtained  for  relatively  modest  prices.  And,  most  issues — and 
the  present  coin  is  no  exception — are  in  higher  grades  of  preserva¬ 
tion  as  well. 


377  1869  Pattern  25c.  J-723.  69.2  grains.  Choice  Proof-65  with  golden  and 
iridescent  toning.  However,  this  issue  was  struck  from  dies  spaced 
ever  so  slightly  too  far  apart,  with  the  result  that  the  details  in  the 
center  obverse  and  reverse  are  lightly  impressed. 

The  design  is  of  the  Standard  Silver  series  as  preceding,  but  in  copper 
and  with  a  reeded  edge.  Scarce. 


381  1870  Pattern  25c.  J-884.  88.6  grains.  Choice  Proof-65.  The  surfaces 
are  toned  light  brown  with  suggestions  of  orange  color  in  certain  of 
the  protected  areas.  A  very  pleasing  specimen. 

The  obverse  design  is  Barber's  version  of  a  Liberty  seated  motif, 
a  configuration  which  differs  markedly  from  the  regular  issue.  The 
reverse  is  the  regular  die  used  in  1870.  Copper.  Reeded  edge. 
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i382  1875  Pattern  25c.  J-1416.  80.4  grains.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65. 
Beautiful  full  original  mint  red  color  with  a  few  very  light  toning  spots 
on  the  obverse  surfaces.  The  reverse  is  virtually  as  struck. 

A  very  rare  copper  striking  from  the  regular  Proof  dies  of  the  1875 
quarter.  This  issue  is  listed  as  a  Rarity-7  by  Judd.  Only  seven  to  twelve 
known. 


Beautiful  1838  Pattern  Half  Dollar 


383  1838  Pattern  50c.  J-73. 192.0  grains.  Choice  Proof-65.  Beautifully  toned 
a  light  gray  color  with  a  nuance  of  gunmetal  blue.  A  superb  piece 
which  is  as  close  to  perfection  as  we  have  ever  seen  for  this  variety. 

The  issue  is  a  restrike  believed  to  have  been  made  at  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  circa  1858-1860.  The  weight  is  192.0  grains,  as  stated,  which 
is  standard  for  half  dollars  struck  after  late  1853  (an  1838  pattern  half 
dollar  of  this  style  but  actually  struck  in  1838  should  be  on  a  plan- 
chet  weighing  approximately  206  grains,  the  standard  in  effect  at  that 
time).  The  obverse  is  William  Kneass'  Liberty  head  design  facing  left, 
a  motif  employed  in  several  pattern  half  dollars  of  this  year  but  never 
used  on  a  circulating  coin.  The  reverse,  which  is  aligned  in  the  same 
direction  as  the  obverse  (like  a  medal,  not  like  a  coin),  depicts 
Gobrecht's  beautiful  flying  eagle.  The  die  is  shattered  and,  like  the 
Judd  plate  coin,  displays  radial  breaks. 


384  1859  Pattern  50c.  J-238.  172.9  grains.  Select  Proof-63.  The  fields  are 
not  in  full  brilliance,  but  this  is  characteristic  of  the  issue,  for  the  dies 
were  not  highly  polished.  The  present  coin  displays  brown  and  olive- 
green  toning.  Certain  of  the  higher  features  are  lighter  in  color. 

The  obverse  is  James  B.  Longacre's  design — the  portrait  of  a  woman 
facing  right,  her  head  crowned  with  a  wreath  of  oak  and  vine  leaves, 
with  the  inscription  LIBERTY  on  a  ribbon  at  the  neck  truncation.  This 
motif  was  used  for  a  number  of  pattern  issues  as  well  as  Assay  Com¬ 
mission  medals  of  the  era  but  was  never  employed  on  circulating 
coinage.  The  piece  offered  here  is  struck  in  copper  and  has  a  reeded 
edge. 


385  1859  Pattern  50c.  J-241.  191.0  grains.  Brilliant  Proof-60.  Two  tiny 
rim  nicks  are  mentioned.  The  piece  displays  a  number  of  hairlines, 
thus  we  call  it  Proof-60.  However,  we  also  point  out  that  this  obverse 
was  not  completely  finished  at  the  Mint,  and  even  pristine  examples 
have  a  myriad  of  die  striae — which  look  like  hairlines  but  which  are 
not.  Here,  indeed,  is  a  complicated  coin  from  a  grading  viewpoint  I 

The  issue  employs  Longacre's  Liberty  head  design  as  preceding.  The 
reverse  has  a  wreath  similar  to  the  preceding  but  with  different  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  denomination  at  the  center.  Silver.  Reeded  edge. 


386  1862  Pattern  50c.  J-296.  170.8  grains.  Select  Proof-63.  Mottled  light 
toning.  The  coin  is  primarily  subdued  reddish-orange  with  some  brown 
mottling. 

The  issue  employs  the  regular  Liberty  seated  obverse  as  used  on 
standard  Proofs  of  this  year.  The  reverse  is  a  pattern  design  similar 
to  the  standard  issue  but  with  the  motto  GOD  OUR  TRUST  above 
the  eagle.  Copper.  Reeded  edge.  Struck  with  the  "brilliant"  type  finish. 
(We  note  that  some  were  struck  with  a  bronzed  finish  as  well.) 


387  1863  Pattern  50c.  J-341. 175.0  grains.  Brilliant  Proof-60.  Dipped,  and 
now  an  unnatural  bright  orange  coloration.  A  carbon  spot  is  near 
the  left  obverse  rim.  Perhaps  this  coin  once  belonged  to  King  Farouk 
of  Egypt,  for  he  liked  his  copper  and  bronze  coins  to  be  "brilliant 
and  dipped  just  about  every  one  that  he  had.  Perhaps  over  a  period 
of  time  this  coin  will  tone  to  a  natural  color.  Or,  the  purchaser  may 
wish  to  follow  the  instructions  provided  by  Dr.  William  H.  Sheldon 
in  Penny  Whimsy  and  tone  the  piece  by  accelerated  procedures. 

The  design  employs  the  standard  Liberty  seated  obverse  of  the  year 
in  combination  with  a  reverse  similar  to  the  standard  but  with  the 
inscription  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  above  the  eagle.  Copper.  Reeded 
edge. 
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388  1868  Pattern  50c.  J-651.  54.4  grains.  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63. 

This  piece,  a  striking  of  aluminum  of  the  regular  1868  Liberty  seated 
Proof  dies,  is  extremely  rare.  Probably  no  more  than  a  half  dozen 
specimens  exist.  Another  one  of  the  impressive  1868  aluminum  coins 
in  the  present  sale. 


389  1869  Pattern  50c.  J-761.  56.1  grains.  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67. 

This  is  one  of  fewer  than  a  dozen  known  specimens  of  the  regular- 
issue  Liberty  seated  half  dollar  dies  struck  in  aluminum.  During  the 
era  aluminum,  while  not  a  precious  metal,  was  viewed  as  scarce.  In¬ 
expensive  electrolytic  extraction  methods  for  ore  had  yet  to  be 
popularized.  Aluminum  was  expensive  and  was  not  often  seen  in 
wrought  items.  While  certain  nineteenth  century  aluminum  strikings 
were  probably  done  to  test  the  feasibility  of  the  metal  of  the  coinage, 
it  is  the  present  writer's  opinion  that  most  were  made  simply  to  pro¬ 
vide  delicacies  for  collectors — to  create  a  coin  that  was  distinctively 
different  in  appearance  and  weight.  Unquestionably,  the  Mint  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  its  intention. 


Rare  1879  Morgan  Half  Dollar 


391  1879  Pattern  50c.  J-1599.  192.6  grains.  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63  with 
a  faint  suggestion  of  lilac  toning. 

This  piece  is  a  "Morgan  half  dollar"  and  employs  an  obverse  por¬ 
trait  which  is  a  miniature  version  of  the  Morgan  dollar.  The  reverse 
is  different  and  depicts  a  large  eagle  with  drooping  wings.  The  pres¬ 
ent  piece  is  struck  in  silver  and  has  a  reeded  edge.  The  center  of  the 
obverse  and  reverse  are  lightly  impressed  as  always  for  this  variety 
(refer  to  the  clear  illustration  in  the  Judd  book  for  another  example). 

The  collector  of  pattern  half  dollars  will  recognize  this  as  one  of 
the  most  important  offerings  in  the  present  sale.  The  collector  of 
Morgan  dollars  may  enjoy  owning  such  a  piece  as  a  delicacy — as  an 
accent  piece. 


Rare  1877  Pattern  Half  Dollar 


390  1877  Pattern  50c.  J-1521.  182.2  grains.  Proof-60  or  better.  Struck  in 
copper  with  a  reeded  edge.  Attractively  toned  a  rich  light  brown  copper 
color.  The  reverse  displays  nuances  of  sea  green  and  iridescent  ton¬ 
ing  as  well. 

The  design  features  on  the  obverse  George  T.  Morgan's  Liberty 
head,  as  would  be  later  used  on  his  famous  silver  dollar  of  1878,  in 
reduced  form  surrounded  by  a  beaded  circle  and  inscription.  The 
reverse  illustrates  and  eagle  on  a  spade-shaped  shield.  All  in  all,  the 
production  is  very  ornate.  Only  a  few  pieces  are  known  to  exist,  prob¬ 
ably  fewer  than  a  half  dozen. 

Although  Dr.  Judd  notes  that  "more  patterns  were  made  in  1877 
than  in  any  other  year,"  his  reference  is  to  the  diversity  of  designs, 
not  to  the  quantities  available.  All  1877  pattern  half  dollars  are  ex¬ 
treme  rarities,  and  fewer  than  a  dozen  are  known  of  virtually  each 


variety.  Some  are  unique  or  nearly  so.  The  reader  is  urged  to  refer 
to  our  Garrett  Collection  catalogue  for  an  extensive  presentation  of 
half  dollars  of  this  state. 

Dr.  Judd  pays  a  tribute  to  the  attractiveness  of  such  pieces,  noting 
that  "the  rare  pattern  half  dollars  form  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
interesting  series  of  all." 

It  is  not  known  why  so  many  different  pattern  half  dollars  were 
made.  It  could  be  that  they  were  created  to  provide  rarities  for  col¬ 
lectors.  Indeed,  the  pedigree  of  the  Garrett  pieces  suggests  that  a 
number  of  them  were  acquired  from  someone  with  close  connections 
to  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Obviously,  the  engravers  at  the  Mint — 
Anthony  C.  Paquet,  William  Barber,  and  George  T.  Morgan — spent 
much  time  and  effort  to  create  what  emerged  as  a  dazzling  series. 
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1836  Gobrecht  Dollar  Rarity 


392  1836  Pattern  $1.  J-58.  412.4  grains.  Select  Proof-63  with  attractive 
gray  and  lightly  mottled  toning. 

The  obverse  is  Christian  Gobrecht's  Liberty  seated  design,  without 
stars,  with  name  below  the  base  stated  as  C.  GOBRECHT  F.  The 
reverse  depicts  a  flying  eagle  amidst  a  galaxy  of  26  stars,  13  large  and 
13  small.  The  issue  is  struck  in  silver  and  has  a  plain  edge.  The  dies 
are  oriented  in  the  same  direction,  like  a  medal.  The  reverse  die  is 
oriented  with  the  eagle  flying  horizontally,  rather  than  upward. 
Although  the  reverse  die  is  not  cracked  (a  cracked  reverse  die  is  Dr. 
Judd's  criterion  to  establish  a  restrike),  the  present  writer  believes  that 
this  piece  was  probably  made  later  than  the  date  indicated,  possibly 
1858-1860,  a  time  when  1804  silver  dollars  and  other  delicacies  were 
being  produced. 

This  issue  has  a  significant  history.  It  is  probably  the  most  famous 
coin  from  dies  by  Christian  Gobrecht. 

Gobrecht,  bom  in  Hanover,  Y ork  County,  Pennsylvania,  December 
13,  1785,  was  an  apprentice  at  an  early  age  to  a  clock  maker. 

Later  he  moved  to  Baltimore  where  he  engaged  in  the  engraving 
of  designs  on  clock  faces  and  cases.  He  then  prepared  illustrations 
for  various  publications,  for  which  he  engraved  portraits  of  George 
Washington,  David  Rittenhouse,  Benjamin  Franklin,  Benjamin  Rush, 
and  others. 

In  1811  he  moved  to  Philadelphia  and  set  up  trade  as  a  portrait 
engraver,  medal  engraver,  and  diecutterter.  In  1825,  following  a  design 
by  Thomas  Sully,  Gobrecht  engraved  a  medal  for  the  Franklin  In¬ 
stitute.  Many  other  medals,  some  of  which  were  struck  by  the 
Philadelphia  Mint,  were  prepared  during  the  1820s  and  1830s. 

In  autumn  of  1835  Gobrecht  joined  the  Mint  staff.  His  first  task 
at  the  Mint  was  to  prepare  an  obverse  design  of  the  figure  of  Liberty 


393  1868  Pattern  $1.  J-652.  118.3  grains.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Vir¬ 
tual  perfection.  A  nicer  specimen  could  not  exist. 

Here  offered  is  another  in  the  series  of  1868  impressions  in  aluminum 
from  regular  Proof  dies.  The  Liberty  seated  dollar  regular  Proof  issue 
is  an  expensive  and  elusive  coin,  but  this  striking  in  aluminum  is  at 
least  50  times  rarer! 


seated,  based  upon  paintings  and  sketches  by  Titian  Peale  and  Thomas 
Sully,  following  the  request  of  Director  Patterson  and  Engraver 
Kneass.  The  inspiration  for  this  seems  to  have  been  rooted  in  the 
neoclassicism  movement  of  the  era.  Gods,  goddesses,  and  other 
allegorical  figures  were  often  portrayed  in  long  flowing  robes  with 
such  accoutrements  as  birds,  wreaths,  shields,  weapons,  and  other 
objects. 

The  reverse  design  portrayed  a  flying  eagle,  modeled  after  Peter, 
an  eagle  which  in  the  early  1830s  was  a  mascot  at  the  Mint. 

In  1836  pattern  silver  dollars  were  struck.  The  obverse  bore  a  seated 
representation  of  Liberty,  the  reverse  a  flying  eagle.  Director  Patter¬ 
son,  viewing  initial  impressions  of  the  die,  was  so  delighted  with  the 
new  design  that  he  directed  Gobrecht  to  place  his  name  on  it. 
Gobrecht,  following  the  signature  used  on  certain  of  his  medals,  boldly 
signed  it  C.  GOBRECHT  F.  (the  F  being  for  fecit,  in  Latin,  made  it) 
in  the  field  above  the  date. 

A  contemporary  newspaper  article  about  the  design  called  Gobrecht 
"conceited"  for  placing  his  name  so  prominently  on  the  piece.  The 
engraver's  feelings  were  hurt,  and  despite  placations  of  Director  Pat¬ 
terson,  Gobrecht  removed  his  name  from  the  field  and  placed  it  in¬ 
conspicuously  on  the  base  of  Liberty. 

According  to  Mint  records,  just  18  initial  impressions  were  struck 
in  silver  with  C.  GOBRECHT  F.  in  the  field.  However,  this  design 
was  so  historically  important  and  so  popular  with  collectors  that  in 
later  years,  especially  1858-1860,  additional  pieces  were  made  for 
trading  and  resale.  Today  the  coin  still  remains  an  extreme  rarity, 
and  it  is  doubtful  if  more  than  a  few  dozen  are  known  to  exist. 


394  1869  Pattern  $1.  J-764.  117.2  grains.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65. 

Here  is  another  impressive  rarity:  an  aluminum  striking  of  the 
regular  1869  Proof  dollar  dies.  In  keeping  with  other  aluminum  strik- 
ings  of  the  era,  it  is  exceedingly  rare.  Probably  fewer  than  a  half  dozen 
exist.  Another  major  opportunity  for  the  pattern  or  dollar  specialist 
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Rare  Longacre  Pattern  Dollar 


395  1870  Pattern  $1.  J-1014.  391.5  grains.  Brilliant  Proof-60  to  Proof-63. 
Cleaned  long  ago,  and  with  some  resultant  hairlines  still  visible.  A 
few  mottled  toning  areas  are  in  evidence. 

Struck  in  silver  and  with  a  reeded  edge,  this  variety  employs 
Longacre's  distinctive  Liberty  seated  design,  quite  different  from  that 
in  regular  use,  with  the  usual  reverse  die  seen  on  Liberty  seated  dollars. 
The  obverse  depicts  Liberty  wearing  an  Indian  headdress,  seated  on 
a  rock.  Her  right  hand  holds  a  pole  which  supports  a  liberty  cap,  while 
her  left  hand  rests  on  a  globe  inscribed  LIBERTY.  Two  flags  are  behind 
her. 

Pattern  silver  dollars  of  distinctive  designs,  issues  actually  struck 
in  the  intended  silver  metal,  are  rare  and  seldom  seen  today.  While 
the  present  specimen  is  not  a  Proof-65,  it  is  still  quite  attractive.  It 
seems  to  be  a  close  match  for  the  Judd  plate  coin,  which  also  displays 
some  hairlines. 


396  1871  Pattern  $1.  J-1145.  396.5  grains.  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  An  ab¬ 
solutely  superb  specimen  of  one  of  the  rarest  pattern  dollars  of  the 
era.  A  nicer  coin  does  not  or  could  not  exist! 

This  piece,  struck  in  silver  and  with  a  reeded  edge,  employs  on  the 
obverse  Longacre's  Indian  princess  design,  essentially  similar  to  the 
preceding  (but  without  the  LONGACRE  signature).  The  reverse  is 
the  standard  die  used  to  coin  Proof  Liberty  seated  dollars. 

The  coin  is  an  object  of  rarity  and  great  beauty.  An  item  the  con¬ 
noisseur  will  long  remember. 


Superb  1871  Pattern  Dollar 


397  1871  Pattern  $1.  J-1148.  364.3  grains.  Choice  Proof-65.  Attractively 
toned  to  a  rich  light  brown  color. 

Struck  in  copper,  plain  edge,  this  specimen  is  from  the  same  dies 
as  the  preceding.  Like  the  preceding,  it  is  a  great  rarity.  Fewer  than  "\ 
a  half  dozen  specimens  are  known  of  each  of  these. 


Another  Rare  1871  Pattern  $1  Variety 


398  1871  Pattern  $1.  J-1150.  109.6  grains.  Choice  Proof-65  with  a  few 
mottled  darker  areas.  Gray-toned  surfaces. 

Struck  in  aluminum  with  a  plain  edge,  this  issue  is  from  the  same 
dies  as  the  preceding  two  lots.  As  such,  it  completes  an  interesting 
trio— a  display  of  a  rare  die  combination  in  silver,  copper,  and,  with 
the  present  lot,  in  aluminum.  Another  exceedingly  rare  opportunity. 


1876  Pattern  $1  Rarity 


399  1876  Pattern  $1.  J-1458a.  395.9  grains.  Choice  Proof-65.  Medium 
brown  toning.  A  superb  specimen  of  this  major  rarity. 

This  issue,  struck  in  copper  and  with  a  reeded  edge,  may  be  one 
of  only  three  or  four  known  to  exist.  Abe  Kosoff,  who  updated  and 
revised  the  original  Judd  reference,  noted  the  existence  of  five  different 
pieces,  observing  that  "the  last  two  may  be  from  among  the  first  three." 
No  matter  how  the  piece  is  considered,  here  is  a  major  rarity. 

The  obverse  depicts  the  head  of  Liberty  wearing  a  coronet  inscribed 
LIBERTY,  with  wavy  hair  tied  behind  with  a  ribbon.  The  reverse 
shows  an  ornate  wreath  with  inscriptions,  as  illustrated.  The  obverse 
design  is  undoubtedly  that  of  William  Barber,  for  it  is  quite  similar 
to  the  motif  used  elsewhere  in  coinage  attributed  to  him  (J-1392  for 
example). 
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1878  Pattern  Dollar 


100  1878  Pattern  $1.  J-1554.  411.8  grains.  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  An 
attractive  specimen  with  just  a  hint  of  lilac  toning.  Struck  in  silver 
with  reeded  edge. 

This  issue,  by  William  Barber,  is  one  of  several  attempts  to  im¬ 
prove  upon  Morgan's  design — which  was  rushed  into  production  early 
in  the  1878  year.  The  obverse  depicts  the  head  of  Liberty  wearing 
a  coronet  inscribed  LIBERTY  in  raised  letters,  and  with  a  beaded  top 
border.  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  appears  above,  stars  are  to  either  side, 
and  the  date  is  below. 

The  reverse  displays  a  distinctively  styled  eagle  with  drooping  wings, 
holding  an  olive  branch  and  three  arrows.  The  motto  E  PLURIBUS 
UNUM  appears  in  lower-case  Gothic  letters,  a  distinctive  touch. 

Dr.  Judd  notes  that  there  are  several  die  varieties  of  this  issue, 
possibly  indicating  an  extensive  coinage.  However,  if  the  coinage  was 
extensive,  most  pieces  have  disappeared  in  the  meantime,  for  fewer 
than  50  are  known  today.  A  large  and  impressive  silver  dollar  pat¬ 
tern  of  a  key  year  in  the  series. 


401  1878  Pattern  $1.  J-1555.  342.5  grains.  Select  Proof-63.  Medium  brown 
and  brownish-orange  fields  with  sea-green  hues.  Struck  in  copper. 
Reeded  edge. 

This  is  the  copper  version  of  the  preceding  coin.  Apparently  most 
were  struck  in  silver,  for  copper  examples  are  much,  much  rarer.  It 
is  estimated  that  fewer  than  20  survive  today. 


Superb  Copper  Pattern  Dollar 


402  1879  Pattern  $1.  J-1606.  362.0  grains.  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  A  superb 
specimen  of  pristine  beauty.  Copper  is  a  chemically-active  metal  and 
most  copper  patterns,  particularly  those  of  large  size,  are  well  toned 
by  now,  over  a  century  after  the  time  of  striking.  The  piece  offered 
here,  while  displaying  some  light  toning  and  a  few  trivial  flecks,  is 
absolutely  superb  and  is  one  of  the  nicest  of  any  copper  dollar  we 
have  ever  seen.  From  the  standpoint  of  condition  alone  it  should  win 
a  prize! 

Struck  in  copper  with  a  reeded  edge,  the  piece  is  of  a  distinctive 
design  by  William  Barber.  The  obverse  depicts  the  head  of  Liberty 
with  hair  gathered  in  a  coil,  somewhat  loosely  arranged,  tied  by  a 
narrow  band  on  which  is  inscribed  LIBERTY.  The  reverse  shows  a 
small-size  eagle  within  a  wreath,  with  inscriptions  as  illustrated. 

Here  is  another  prime  rarity.  Fewer  than  a  half  dozen  specimens 
are  believed  to  exist,  none  of  which  could  surpass  this  in  quality. 


403  1879  Pattern  $1.  J-1616.  360.1  grains.  Proof-60  to  Proof-63.  Copper, 
reeded  edge.  Deeply  toned  a  dark  brown  color.  Surfaces  not  in  full 
brilliance. 

The  obverse  is  that  of  the  standard  Morgan  dollar  as  used  on  Proofs 
(and  business  strikes)  of  this  year,  from  the  Proof  die.  The  reverse 
is  a  pattern  motif  by  William  Barber. 

Another  prime  rarity.  Fewer  than  a  dozen  exist. 


404  1879  Pattern  $1.  J-1617.  386.8  grains.  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63,  very 
close  to  Choice  Proof-65.  Silver  alloy.  Reeded  edge 

This  design,  by  William  Barber,  is  one  of  the  metric  alloy  series 
of  the  era.  The  obverse  depicts  the  head  of  Liberty  wearing  a  cor- 
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onet,  a  central  portrait  similar  to  that  seen  on  J-1554  to  J-1556  of  the 
preceding  year,  1878,  but  with  different  border  treatment.  The  reverse 
bears  a  wreath  and  inscriptions,  including  the  motto  DEO  EST 
GLORIA  (the  same  motto  used  on  the  $4  gold  Stella,  by  the  way) 
and  the  metallic  content  stated  as  895.8  S.,  4.2-G.,  and  100-C,  refer¬ 
ring  to  the  parts  of  silver,  gold,  and  copper.  The  intended  weight, 
25  GRAMS  is  below. 

This  was  the  time  that  various  international  coinages  were  being 
considered — an  idea  that  surfaced  on  several  different  occasions  at 
the  Mint.  The  inscription  on  the  reverse  was  intended  to  advise 
foreigners,  who  might  be  distrustful  of  the  United  States  coinage,  of 
the  precise  metallic  content.  This  and  a  number  of  other  patterns  of 
the  time  never  got  beyond  the  consideration  stage. 


Rare  Aluminum  Pattern  Dollar 


405  1880  Pattern  $1.  J-1650  .  96.4  grains.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65. 
Aluminum,  reeded  edge. 

The  obverse  is  of  a  new  design  by  George  T.  Morgan.  Miss  Liber¬ 
ty  is  styled  with  her  hair  brushed  back  and  fastened  in  a  bun.  A  broad 
ribbon  across  her  hair  is  inscribed  LIBERTY.  The  reverse  is  of  the 
metric  configuration  with  the  motto  DEO  EST  GLORIA  and  with 
various  percentages  of  metals  stated. 

The  Judd  reference  traces  the  existence  of  only  three  specimens;  a 
survey  which  may  include  the  present  piece.  If  not,  then  the  piece 
here  offered  is  one  of  just  four  known — in  any  event  it  is  a  great  rarity. 

Here  is  another  opportunity  of  opportunities.  It  may  be  many  years 
before  a  comparable  specimen  crosses  the  auction  block. 


Rare  Pattern  Trade  Dollar 


406  1873  Pattern  Trade  $1.  J-1277.  419.7  grains.  Brilliant  Proof-60  with 
some  claims  to  Proof-63.  Silver.  Plain  edge.  This  piece  evidently  was 
dipped  a  number  of  years  ago,  for  some  hairlines  are  in  evidence  to¬ 
day.  Even  so,  it  seems  to  be  as  nice  if  not  nicer  than  the  Judd  plate  coin. 

This,  one  of  the  early  trade  dollar  patterns,  bears  a  compact  head 
of  Miss  Liberty  on  the  obverse,  probably  by  Barber,  for  it  is  quite 
close  to  numerous  of  his  other  heads.  The  reverse  shows  an  ornate 
wreath  within  and  around  which  are  inscriptions  as  illustrated. 


For  the  trade  dollar  or  pattern  specialist  this  represents  an  impoH 
tant  opportunity  to  acquire  a  rare  silver  issue.  Probably  fewer  than! 
50  can  be  traced  today.

407  1873  Pattern  Trade  $1.  J-1293.  419.8  grains.  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63 
to  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  superb  specimen  with  attractive  light 
golden  toning  around  the  borders.  Silver,  reeded  edge. 

The  obverse  and  reverse  are  both  of  distinctive  designs  not  used 
for  circulation.  The  obverse  depicts  Liberty  seated  on  a  globe,  her 
right  hand  holding  a  pole  and  liberty  cap,  her  left  hand  on  a  globe 
inscribed  LIBERTY.  Behind  her  are  plow  handles  and  a  sheaf  of  wheat 
evidences  of  agriculture,  while  in  front  are  two  cotton  bales.  The  sea 
is  in  the  distance,  suggesting  overseas  commerce  or  trade. 

The  reverse  displays  a  small  eagle  (in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the 
coin)  adopted  from  Barber's  beautiful  Amazonian  coinage  of  the  year 
previous,  1872  (refer,  for  example,  to  J-1200,  a  half  dollar,  which 
shows  an  eagle  motif  of  approximately  the  same  size — but  without 
the  ribbon  in  beak).  At  the  base  of  the  eagle  there  is  a  slight  area  of 
light  striking,  as  usually  seen  on  this  issue. The  inscriptions  refer  to 
the  trade  dollar  denomination. 

Only  three  or  four  dozen  specimens  are  known  of  J-1293,  of  which 
the  piece  offered  here  is  certainly  among  the  finest  preserved. 


408  1873  Pattern  $1  Trade.  J-1310.  419.6  grains.  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  Proof 
piece  which  has  some  friction  in  the  fields.  Still,  all  the  designs  are 
sharp.  Silver,  reeded  edge. 

The  obverse  is  of  Liberty  as  an  Indian  princess,  seated  on  a  rock, 
her  right  hand  holding  a  pole  (on  which  is  a  liberty  cap)  her  left  hand 
resting  on  a  globe  inscribed  LIBERTY.  Two  flags  are  behind. 
Somewhat  related  motifs  were  used  on  pattern  dollars  of  the  era.  The 
reverse  relates  distinctively  to  the  trade  dollar  and  depicts  a  small  eagle 
and  appropriate  inscriptions. 

Note:  As  the  trade  dollar  specialist  knows  well,  perhaps  better  than 
anyone,  Proof  examples  of  regular-issue  trade  dollars  of  the  years 
1873-1877,  and  pattern  trade  dollars  of  the  years  1872  and  1873,  nearly 
always  show  mishandling.  The  precise  reason  for  this  is  not  clear, 
but  it  may  be  related  to  the  lack  of  popularity  of  the  trade  dollar  series 
which  was  sustained  well  into  the  present  century.  Many  people  ig¬ 
nored  trade  dollars,  figuring  they  were  not  "regular"  issues.  They  were 
demonetized  by  the  government,  and  at  one  point  one  could  buy  trade 
dollars  (not  necessarily  Proofs,  and  certainly  not  patterns,  however) 
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tor  less  than  face  value  on  a  retail  basis  from  coin  dealers!  This  was 
in  the  late  nineteenth  century. 

Today,  1984,  trade  dollars  are  highly  prized,  and  the  few  Proofs 
and  patterns  that  come  on  the  market  are  eagerly  sought. 


409  1873  Pattern  $1.  Trade.  J-1322.  419.4  grains.  Brilliant  Proof-60  to 
Proof-63.  Some  light  hairlines.  This  is  the  Judd  plate  coin,  illustrated 
on  page  152  of  that  reference.  Silver,  reeded  edge. 

The  obverse  is  similar  to  the  regular  die  but  the  base  is  longer  and 
extends  nearly  to  the  denticles.  The  leaves  on  the  olive  branch  are 
arranged  differently,  and  the  stem  appears  to  be  broken.  The  reverse 
bears  a  distinctive  eagle  with  appropriate  inscriptions.

413  1868  Pattern  $3.  J-655,  unlisted  variation  of  same.  14.7  grams  Select 
Brilliant  Proof-63. 

This  issue,  an  impression  in  aluminum  of  the  regular  $3  Proof  dies, 
has  the  dies  aligned  in  opposite  directions,  as  on  regular  coinage 
However,  the  Judd  reference  notes  that  J-655  has  both  obverse  and 
reverse  dies  aligned  in  the  same  direction.  Hence,  the  piece  offered 
here  is  an  unlisted  variation  and  may  be  exceedingly  rare.  Of  course, 
the  term  "exceedingly''  is  relative — for  no  matter  what  the  die  orien¬ 
tation  is,  there  are  only  three  or  four  in  existence.

)  410  1836  Pattern  Si.  Gold  dollar  design  struck  in  silver.  J-69. 15.5  grains. 
Choice  Proof-65  with  beautiful  light  golden,  magenta,  and  iridescent 
toning.  A  superb  piece. 

The  obverse  depicts  a  liberty  cap  with  rays — a  motif  copied  from 
the  Mexican  coinage  and  used  on  several  Mint  products  of  the  era, 
including  the  Steam  Coinage  medal  produced  at  Philadelphia  in  1836. 
The  reverse  shows  a  continuous  palm  branch  with  inscriptions.  Struck 
in  silver,  a  rare  metal  for  a  gold  pattern.  The  Judd  reference  opines 
that  some  of  these  may  be  restrikes,  but  no  justification  for  this  is 
given.  Certainly  the  piece  offered  here  is  from  perfect  dies  and  gives 
no  indication  in  this  regard. 

Only  two  or  three  specimens  are  known  to  exist.  A  major  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  the  pattern  specialist.

This  variety  consists  of  an  aluminum  striking  from  regular  Proof  gold 
dollar  dies.  Exceedingly  rare.  In  keeping  with  the  other  aluminum  pat¬ 
terns  of  1868  in  the  present  listing,  only  a  half  dozen  or  so  are  be¬ 
lieved  to  exist.

Definitely  rarer 
than  the  1868,  and  the  1868  in  itself  is  a  major  rarity!

A  superb  striking  in  aluminum  from  the  regular  Proof  dies. 
Although  all  aluminum  pieces  of  1868  are  fantastic  rarities,  the  higher 
denominations  seem  to  be  the  most  elusive  of  all.  We  estimate  that 
no  more  than  four  or  five  specimens  exist.  Again,  the  word  oppor¬ 
tunity  is  very  appropriate. 


Dipped 
and  then  lacquered.  Obviously  from  the  King  Farouk  collection,  for 
his  copper  patterns — of  which  he  had  many — all  have  this  same  ap¬ 
pearance.  If  desired,  the  next  owner  can  retone  the  piece  following 
the  suggestions  of  Dr.  Sheldon  as  outlined  in  his  Penny  Whimsy  book. 
A  small  dark  toning  area  appears  at  the  center  of  the  obverse. 

The  issue  is  a  striking  in  copper,  reeded  edge,  of  the  regular  Proof 
dies  of  the  year.  Abe  Kosoff  was  only  able  to  trace  sales  involving 
two  different  specimens.  Another  great  rarity.

Here  offered  is  a  prime  rarity,  a  striking  in  copper,  with  a  reeded 
edge,  of  the  regular  $10  Proof  dies.  Only  a  few  exist. 


Dana  Bickford's  International  $10 


420  1874  Pattern  $10.  Dana  Bickford's  international  issue.  J-1374.  229.2 
grains.  Choice  Proof-65  with  attractive  medium  brown  surfaces.  Struck 
in  copper.  Plain  edge. 

The  obverse  and  reverse  designs  are  distinctive  and  represent  Dana 
Bickford's  concept  for  an  international  $10  piece.  The  center  reverse 
inscription  lists  the  weight  (for  a  gold  striking)  in  grams.  Surrounding 
are  the  currency  equivalents  to  $10  in  sterling,  marken,  kronen,  gulden, 
and  francs. 

Dr.  Judd  notes  that  Dana  Bickford,  a  resident  of  New  York  City, 
thought  of  the  idea  for  an  international  piece  during  a  European  trip 
when  he  encountered  difficulties  in  exchanging  the  money  of  one  coun¬ 
try  for  that  of  another.  On  his  return  to  the  United  States  he  submit¬ 
ted  several  ideas  to  Dr.  Henry  R.  Linderman,  director  of  the  Mint. 
The  Judd  reference  notes: 

"The  proposal  appeared  to  Dr.  Linderman,  not  only  because  of  the 
convenience  it  would  afford  but  because  of  the  great  saving  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  such  coin  would  be  to  our  government...  At  that  time  the  an¬ 
nual  expense  for  recoinage  and  waste  on  coin  entering  this  country 
from  abroad  was  about  a  half  million  dollars.  He  not  only  approved 
the  idea,  but  had  pattern  eagles  struck  in  gold,  copper,  nickel,  and 
aluminum  using  Mr.  Bickford's  designs.  The  project  had  to  be  dropped 
because  Congress  failed  to  approve  the  idea." 

Still,  Bickford  persisted  in  his  ideas,  and  subsequently  a  number 
of  private  issues  were  produced  by  him.  The  book  So-Called  Dollars, 
by  Hibler  and  Kappen,  discusses  these  later  issues  in  detail. 

The  idea  of  an  international  coinage  of  unchanging  value  surfaced 
many  times.  Refer  to  our  earlier  description  of  the  $4  Stella  for  a  com¬ 
mentary  on  the  subject.  Fluctuating  international  currency  exchange 
equivalents  would  have  rendered  such  a  coin  unusable  within  a  short 
time  after  its  issuance.  This,  however,  did  not  prevent  numerous  pat¬ 
terns  from  being  made!

Perhaps  more  than  any  other  area  of  United  States 
p  coinage,  commemoratives  offer  pieces  with  stories.  Indeed, 
p  virtually  each  piece  has  a  different  design  and  different  story 
Li  behind  it.  When  one  compares  the  mintages  of  com¬ 
bi  memoratives  of  years  ago  to  the  multimillion  mintages  of 
u  today,  even  the  commonest  of  the  old-time  varieties  is  scarce 
by  comparison.

Thus  is  furnished 
H  the  opportunity  to  discuss  the  exposition  itself,  the  coins 
bi  associated  with  it,  and  Farran  Zerbe,  who  was  the  official 
Hi  distributor. 

Expositions  and  Exhibitions 

Although  the  1915  Panama-Pacific  event  was  designated 
■  as  an  exposition,  the  usage  of  the  term  has  never  been  stan- 
|5  dardized.  For  example,  in  1876  we  had  the  Centennial  Ex- 
^  hibition,  but  then  in  1893  we  had  the  World's  Columbian 
c  Exposition.  A  number  of  these  large  events  over  the  years 
L'  have  been  grouped  under  the  classification  of  world's  fairs — 
3  the  term  in  use  especially  in  recent  decades.  It  has  been  sug- 
h  gested  that  fairs,  including  world's  fairs,  should  be  so-called 
)  because  things  are  being  sold  there,  although  exhibits  have 
3  their  place  at  such  events.  Exhibitions,  on  the  other  hand, 
i  can  be  presumed  to  be  devoted  to  displays  and  exhibits,  with 
]  selling  at  a  minimum.  Expositions  presumably  fall 
i  somewhere  in  between. 

Large-scale  world-class  events  of  this  nature  date  from  the 
i  Great  Exhibition  held  in  London  in  1851.  The  central 
j  building,  the  Crystal  Palace,  was  widely  reproduced  in  line 
\  engravings  and  became  familiar  to  magazine  readers  all  over 
i  the  globe.  Queen  Victoria  and  her  consort.  Prince  Albert, 

!  visited  the  displays  and  admired  such  attractions  as  stuffed 
f  animals  from  Africa,  the  Kohinoor  Diamond,  and  all  sorts 
of  steam-powered  industrial  devices.  After  the  fair  closed, 
the  Crystal  Palace  was  removed  from  its  location  in  Lon- 
:  don's  Hyde  Park  and  relocated  to  Sydenham,  where  it  re- 
i  mained  until  it  fell  victim  to  fire  in  1936. 

Americans  knew  a  good  thing  when  they  saw  it,  and 
before  long  plans  were  laid  for  the  New  York  Exhibition  of 
1853  which,  upon  completion,  boasted  its  own  Crystal 
Palace  of  glass  and  iron  standing  an  awesome  168  feet  high. 
Unfortunately,  the  cost  of  setting  up  the  event  was  not  repaid 
by  rents  from  exhibitors  or  by  admissions  from  the  public, 
and  a  net  loss  resulted.  But,  it  served  its  purpose  and  set 
the  stage  for  a  number  of  other  events  to  be  staged  in  this 
country.  In  the  meantime,  France  jumped  on  the  band¬ 
wagon,  and  beginning  in  1855  events  with  international  ex¬ 
hibitors  were  staged  in  Paris  at  intervals — continuing  in 
1867,  1878,  1889  (remembered  for  the  Eiffel  Tower),  1900 
(a  showcase  for  the  Art  Nouveau  movement;  Mucha's  work 
was  prominent),  and  1931. 


In  the  United  States,  the  centennial  of  independence  fur¬ 
nished  the  occasion  for  the  next  big  event,  a  fair  held  in 
Philadelphia's  Fairmount  Park  which  vastly  upstaged  the 
1853  New  York  fair.  Designated  as  the  Centennial  Exhibi¬ 
tion,  the  project  was  funded  by  Congress  and  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania  and  attracted  nearly  10  million  visitors,  as 
compared  to  slightly  over  1  million  registered  for  the  1853 
show.  Although  no  coins  were  struck  in  connection  with 
the  Centennial  Exhibition,  there  was  no  lack  of  tokens  and 
medals,  some  of  them  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 

On  the  American  scene,  the  next  international-style  event 
was  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition  intended  to  open  in 
Chicago  in  1892,  but  delayed  until  1893.  By  all  accounts  the 
event  was  a  stunning  success.  Approximately,  27, 500, (XX) 
people  went  through  the  gates  to  see  such  attractions  as  Little 
•Egypt,  the  innovative  Ferris  Wheel,  and  exhibits  of  Colum¬ 
bian  commemorative  half  dollars  and  Isabella  quarters. 

In  1901  the  Pan-American  Exposition  was  held  in  Buffalo, 
where  slightly  over  8  million  visitors,  including  President 
McKinley's  fateful  attendance,  marveled  at  the  wonders  of 
electricity  and  other  attractions.  No  coins  were  produced, 
but  stamps,  medals,  and  other  souvenirs  greeted  the 
philatelist  and  numismatist.  Next  in  the  lineup  of  large  events 
was  the  1904  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  held  in  St. 
Louis,  commonly  known  as  the  St.  Louis  World's  Fair.  The 
song  Meet  Me  in  St.  Louis,  Louis  memorialized  the  event. 
Although  nearly  20  million  people  attended,  expenses  were 
such  that  a  loss  was  sustained.  Great  revenues  were  expected 
from  commemorative  gold  dollars  (dated  1903),  and  a 
quarter  million  pieces  were  struck,  but  sales  were  not  up 
to  expectations,  and  after  melting  only  35  thousand 
remained. 

As  a  prelude  to  the  1915  Panama-Pacific  International  Ex¬ 
position,  one  can  point  to  numerous  other  fairs  in  America, 
the  1898  Trans-Mississippi  (Omaha)  and  the  1907  Jamestown 
being  just  two  of  many. 

The  1915  Panama-Pacific  Event 

All  expositions  had  a  central  motif  or  reason  for  existence, 
and  the  1915  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  was 
no  exception.  Although  neither  event  was  particularly  con¬ 
nected  with  the  year  1915,  the  celebration  was  staged,  in 
the  words  of  The  Story  of  the  Exposition  (the  official  history 
of  the  event— which  comprises  five  large  volumes)  to 
observe  "the  discovery  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  Panama  Canal."  It  wasn't  that  the  Pacific 
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Ocean  was  missing  earlier,  it  was  that  Balboa,  the  Spanish 
Explorer,  didn't  lay  eyes  on  it  until  September  25,  1513 — 
which,  as  history  would  have  it,  later  figured  out  to  be  402 
years  before  the  1915  fair.  The  Panama  Canal,  an  event 
which  changed  the  rules  of  shipping,  was  formally  opened 
to  traffic  on  August  15,  1914,  although  a  test  trip  had  been 
achieved  12  days  earlier. 

The  idea  of  a  world's  fair  apparently  was  first  suggested 
by  Reuben  Brooks  Hale,  a  San  Francisco  merchant,  who 
drafted  a  letter  on  the  subject  in  January  1904.  He  stated, 
in  part: 

"There  are  many  reasons  for  believing  San  Francisco  is 
on  the  verge  of  very  great  financial  prosperity.  The  Panama 
Canal  will  probably  be  built;  trade  relations  with  the  Orient 
are  constantly  improving;  our  steamship  service  has  long 
been  inadequate  for  the  demands  of  shippers,  and  our 
foreign  possessions  have  centered  the  eyes  of  the  world  on 
San  Francisco.  Is  the  time  not  right  for  us  to  consider  a 
World's  Exposition  in  San  Francisco  in  1915?  This  is  look¬ 
ing  far  ahead,  but  it  is  better  for  us  to  build  for  the  future 
than  to  repent  the  past.  After  long-continued  agitation  a  con¬ 
vention  finally  assembled  in  St.  Louis  on  January  10,  1899, 
at  which  convention  an  executive  committee  was  appointed 
which  decided  on  celebrating  the  event  of  the  Louisiana  Pur¬ 
chase  by  a  great  World's  Exposition  to  be  held  in  St.  Louis. 
This  was  over  five  years  before  the  date  fixed  for  the  Ex¬ 
position.  Five  years  of  active  preparation  would  leave  us 
six  years  to  develop  the  interest  in  the  proposition  of  im¬ 
mense  magnitude.  If  St.  Louis  can  have  an  exposition  which 
will  expend  in  that  community  approximately  $50,000,000, 
why  cannot  San  Francisco  develop  an  exposition  of  even 
greater  magnitude?... 

“The  entrance  to  the  Exposition  could  be  on  a  magnifi¬ 
cent  scale,  such  as  it  was  you  entered  from  the  lake  at 
Chicago  [at  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition].  The  Golden 
Gate  could  be  electric  lighted  and  other  protections  instituted 
for  the  purpose  of  making  it  a  safe  and  pleasant  trip.  The 
occasion  could  be  advertised  as  the  opening  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  as  the  center  of  trade  for  the  Pacific  Ocean,  or  in  com¬ 
memoration  of  the  completion  of  the  Panama  Canal..." 

To  telescope  events,  by  1911  plans  were  well  under  way, 
and  a  joint  resolution  of  Congress  gave  official  sanction  to 
the  event.  Charles  C.  Moore,  president  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  event,  supervised  more  committees  than 
one  can  list  in  a  dozen  pages!  There  were  literally  thousands 
of  things  to  be  attended  to.  Entertainment  and  music  had 
to  be  arranged,  concessionaires  had  to  be  attracted,  buildings 
had  to  be  erected,  publicity  had  to  be  generated,  and  in 
general  everything  had  to  come  together  before  opening  day. 
Mini-ceremonies  were  held  at  numerous  intervals  the  year 
before,  1914,  as  various  attractions  neared  completion.  The 
Natatorium  site  was  dedicated  on  July  11  of  that  year,  while 
toyland  was  dedicated  on  October  13.  Sir  Conan  Doyle, 
creator  of  Sherlock  Holmes,  was  enlisted  to  sign  up  famous 
British  authors,  the  Austin  Organ  Company  set  about 
preparing  a  giant  musical  device  for  the  Festival  Hall,  28 


firms  in  Austria  elected  to  set  up  exhibits,  and  Russia  said 
it  would  participate  in  a  Naval  review  which  by  March  1914 
saw  160  war  vessels  signed  up. 

President  Woodrow  Wilson  was  kept  informed  of  various 
events  and  from  time  to  time  expressed  good  wishes,  a  note 
from  him  dated  February  20,  1915,  stating:  “Please  convey 
my  hardiest  congratulations  to  President  Moore  and  the 
Directors  of  the  exposition  and  express  my  hope  that  their 
highest  expectations  for  its  distinguished  success  will  be  more 
than  realized."  That  message  coincided  with  opening  day, 
which  saw  luminaries  in  attendance  from  all  over  the  United 
States.  President  Woodrow  Wilson  was  represented  by 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  Franklin  K.  Lane. 

After  suitable  prayers,  reading  of  telegrams,  and  other 
formalities,  the  scene  transferred  to  President  Wilson,  who 
was  in  the  White  House  a  continent  away:  “President  Wilson 
there  pressed  a  gold  key  connected  with  the  835-foot  aerial 
tower  at  Tuckerton,  New  Jersey,  which  was  equipped  with 
a  wireless  set,  and  waves  of  energy  leaped  through  the  air, 
3,000  miles,  to  antennae  stretched  from  the  top  of  the  Tower 
of  Jewels  and  connected  with  a  corresponding  set  in  the 
grandstand.  It  tripped  a  delicate  galvanometer,  closed  a 
relay,  and  the  main  portal  gates  swung  open,  the  wheels  of 
the  great  Diesel  engine  began  to  rotate,  bombs  exploded, 
flags  fluttered,  whistles  and  sirens  screamed  joyfully  from 
all  the  factories  in  the  cities  and  all  the  shipping  in  the  port, 
the  waters  of  the  Fountain  of  Energy  gushed  forth  and  of 
all  the  other  fountains  about  the  grounds  and  the  Exposi¬ 
tion  was  open." 

In  the  months  that  followed,  millions  thronged  to  see  ar¬ 
tistic,  industrial,  commercial,  and  other  exhibits,  not  the 
least  of  which  were  those  devoted  to  coins. 

In  his  five-volume  The  Story  of  the  Exposition  Frank  Mor¬ 
ton  Todd  told  of  the  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  International 
Exposition  coins  and  of  the  entrepreneur  who  exhibited  in 
connection  with  them.  The  words  of  Todd  are  given 
herewith,  his  chapters  “The  Exposition  Coins  and  Medals" 
and  "The  Coin  Outlasts  the  Throne." 

The  Exposition  Coins  and  Medals 

On  a  basis  of  Federal  legislation  providing  for  an  Exposi¬ 
tion  memorial  coinage,  the  Exposition  instituted  an  official 
Coin  and  Medal  Department,  and  put  it  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Farran  Zerbe.  The  Act  of  Congress  provided  that 
a  series  of  commemorative  coins,  a  souvenir  medal,  the 
award  medal,  and  the  diplomas,  were  to  be  produced  by 
the  Government  and  delivered  to  the  Exposition  at  par  for 
the  coins,  and  the  cost  for  the  other  items.  There  were  to 
be  not  over  3,000  gold  coins  of  the  denomination  of  $50 
each,  ten  thousand  of  the  denomination  of  $2.50  each, 
25,000  gold  dollars,  and  200,000  silver  fifty-cent  pieces.  They 
were  to  be  of  standard  weight  and  fineness.  Half  of  the 
50-dollar  pieces  were  to  be  octagonal,  like  the  “slugs" 
privately  coined  in  San  Francisco  before  the  local  branch 
of  the  Mint  was  established.  The  50-cent  pieces  and  the 
souvenir  medal  might  be  coined  by  the  machinery  installed 
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ft  as  part  of  the  Government  exhibit.  The  Secretary  of  the 
I  Treasury  was  authorized  to  obtain  suitable  designs;  but  the 
B  Exposition  had  no  voice  in  the  selection  of  them,  and  did 
Bnot  know  what  the  coins  would  look  like  when  they  were 
H finally  delivered. 

Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  date  on  which  the  Act  of  Con- 
JLgress  was  passed — it  was  not  approved  until  January  16, 

■  1915 — it  was  impossible  to  have  any  of  the  coins  produced 
I  until  about  three  months  after  the  opening  of  the  Exposi- 
|j  tion.  In  order  to  have  them  then,  dies  for  the  gold  dollar 
It  were  made  by  a  private  concern  at  the  Exposition's  expense, 
b  and  they  were  probably  the  first  United  States  coin  dies  to 
ft  be  made  by  other  than  Government  employees  since  the 

■  practical  organization  of  the  Mint;  the  San  Francisco  oc- 
|  tagonal  and  some  oblong  coinage  before  that  event  having 
B  been,  as  we  have  indicated  above,  due  to  private  enterprise, 
jl  and  accepted  by  business  as  a  relief  from  the  too  great  uncer- 
iti  tainties  of  dealing  with  nuggets  and  "dust." 

In  spite  of  this  handicap,  the  Coinage  Department  took 
K  in  $179,506  in  the  Exposition  period,  and  $51,966  in  the  post- 
t  Exposition  period.  The  whole  net  return  of  the  Exposition's 
p  coin  and  medal  business  after  deducting  cost  of  material  and 
I  all  administration  expenses  came  to  $65,555.09.  This  table 
b:  accounts  for  the  coins  handled:

The  production  of  the  souvenir  medals,  which  were  sold 
about  the  grounds,  began  with  the  opening  of  the  Exposi¬ 
tion.  Robert  I.  Aitken's  design  was  very  artistic  and 
beautiful,  its  symbolism  was  thus  interpreted: 

"The  obverse  shows  a  winged  Mercury,  the  Messenger 
of  Heaven,  the  first  of  inventors,  the  furtherer  of  industry 
and  of  commerce,  opening  the  locks  of  the  Canal  through 
which  passes  the  Argo,  symbol  of  navigation.  Upon  her  can¬ 
vas  the  setting  sun  is  reflected  as  she  sails  for  the  west. 

"The  quotation  On!  Sail  On!'  from  Joaquin  Miller's  poem 
to  Columbus,  is  used  as  a  suggestion  of  the  uninterrupted 
voyage  made  possible  by  the  Canal.  There  is  also  the  in¬ 
scription,  'To  commemorate  the  opening  of  the  Panama 
Canal,  MCMXV.' 

"Upon  the  reverse  is  shown  the  central  motif.  The  Earth, 
around  which  are  entwined  two  female  forms  suggesting  the 
two  hemispheres,  holding  in  their  hands  cornucopias  typi¬ 
fying  abundance.  These  are  so  arranged  in  the  design  as  to 
become  one,  the  idea  being  that  the  Canal  brings  together 
the  wealth  of  the  world. 


"Below  these  flying  forms  is  shown  the  sea-gull,  the  bird 
of  the  Canal  Zone.  The  inscription  upon  this  side  reads.  The 
Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  San  Francisco, 
California,  MCMXV.'  " 


Beautiful  and  expressive  as  the  design  was,  it  had  an  un¬ 
fortunate  and  unforeseen  defect,  from  the  commercial  point 
of  view.  The  artist  had  presented  Mercury  just  as  that  pilfer¬ 
ing  messenger  used  to  flit  about  among  the  gods  on  Olym¬ 
pus,  looking  ready  for  his  bath,  so  that  many  well-conducted 
persons,  not  sufficiently  inured  to  the  manners  of  Olym¬ 
pian  deities,  hesitated  to  buy  the  medals  for  home  use.  They 
were  cheap  enough  for  such  beautiful  things:  25  cents  for 
the  bronze  in  fancy  finish,  and  $1  for  the  silver.  On  special 
days  the  bronze  were  sold  at  ten  cents.  And  they  were 
thicker  and  larger  in  diameter,  and  the  silver  ones  were  of 
a  better  grade  of  silver,  than  had  been  the  case  at  any  ex¬ 
position  before.  Yet  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals, 
coming  into  contact  with  the  public  through  its  sales  agents 
about  the  grounds,  found  that  particular  feature  of  the 
design  to  which  we  have  alluded  an  obstacle  to  many  sales. 

These  medals  were  produced  as  a  coining  demonstration 
in  the  Government  exhibit  in  the  Palace  of  Mines  and 
Metallurgy,  and  in  the  process  every  step  from  the  melting 
of  the  crude  bullion  to  the  turning  out  of  the  finished  piece 
was  shown. 

All  of  the  commemorative  Exposition  coins  were  struck 
at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  and  bear  the  local  Mint's  marks— 
the  letter  "S."  They  were  the  first  special  commemorative 
coins  struck  in  the  United  States,  by  the  government,  out¬ 
side  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  The  Treasury  Department  did 
not  consider  it  practical  to  coin  the  half-dollars  at  its  ex¬ 
hibit  on  the  grounds,  as  permitted  by  the  bill,  because  of 
the  lack  of  the  safeguards  that  should  have  surrounded  an 
exclusive  Government  building.  The  large  number  of  pieces 
authorized,  200,000,  was  to  provide  ample  demonstration 
for  the  public,  had  the  coins  been  struck  on  the  grounds. 
Sixty  thousand  were  coined. 

For  the  coining  of  the  $50  gold  pieces,  a  special  hydraulic 
press  weighing  fourteen  tons,  with  a  striking  power  of  four 
hundred  and  fifty  tons,  ordinarily  used  at  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  for  striking  medals,  was  delivered  to  the  San  Francisco 
Mint. 

The  striking  of  the  first  octagonal  50-dollar  gold  piece, 
the  largest  coin  ever  authorized  by  the  Government,  and 
the  first  of  any  other  shape  than  circular,  was  made  a  notable 
occasion  at  the  Mint,  as  the  passage  of  the  act  authorizing 
it  was  a  rare  tribute  to  California  and  the  Exposition.  The 
Superintendent  Mr.  T.W.H.  Shanahan,  extended  invitations 
to  representatives  of  the  Government,  the  State,  and  the  city, 
to  officers  of  the  Exposition,  representatives  of  foreign 
governments,  and  members  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Association,  to  be  present  at  eleven  o'clock  on  the  morning 
of  June  21,  1915,  when  the  first  of  these  coins  was  struck. 
The  Treasury  Department  was  represented  by  Dr.  F.P. 
Dewey,  Acting  Director  of  the  Mint,  Washington,  D.C. 

Superintendent  Shanahan  produced  the  first  piece,  say¬ 
ing  he  was  about  to  strike  the  first  50-dollar  coin  ever  issued 
under  authority  of  law  in  the  United  States,  and  that  it 
should  be  of  particular  interest  to  all  Californians,  as  it  not 
only  commemorated  the  greatest  of  world  expositions,  but 
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the  historic  50-dollar  slug  of  pioneer  days.  He  then  pulled 
the  lever  and  handed  the  resultant  coin  to  President  Moore 
for  inspection.  President  Moore  operated  the  lever  for  the 
second  piece,  and  other  members  of  the  party  took  their 
turns  at  making  money,  keeping  up  the  delightful  exercise 
until  lunch  time.  In  all,  1,500  of  each  shape  were  coined. 

Designs  for  the  silver  half-dollar  and  the  gold  21/2-dollar 
piece  were  by  Charles  E.  Barber  of  the  United  States  Mint. 
The  half-dollar  was  one  of  the  most  beautiful  coins  ever 
made  in  this  country.  The  gold  dollar  was  designed  by 
Charles  Keck,  a  New  York  sculptor.  The  designs  for  the 
50-dollar  pieces  were  by  Robert  I.  Aitken,  formerly  of  San 
Francisco,  and  were  practically  the  same  for  both  shapes, 
the  round  and  the  octagonal.  Of  the  gold  2  V2 -dollar  pieces, 
10,000  were  coined. 

The  gold  dollar  was  very  popular.  It  bore  on  the  obverse 
side  an  ideal  head  of  Labor,  through  whose  efforts  the 
Panama  Canal  became  a  reality:  the  first  time  Labor  had 
been  so  honored  on  the  coinage  of  the  country.  Of  this  piece, 
25,000  were  coined  and  sold. 

The  coins  were  in  good  demand,  the  advance  orders 
amounting  to  a  sales  value  of  $40,000. 

Prices  were:  half-dollar,  silver,  $1  each  or  6  for  $5;  one 
dollar,  gold,  $2  each,  or  6  for  $10;  two-and-one-half-dollars, 
gold,  $4  each,  or  6  for  $20;  fifty  dollars,  gold,  round  and 
octagonal,  $100  each.  Complete  sets  mounted  in  metal 
frames  or  leather  cases  sold  for  $200.  That  both  shapes  of 
the  fifty-dollar  pieces  were  of  the  same  design  was  a  disap¬ 
pointment  and  in  many  instances  limited  the  sale  to  one  coin. 
On  this  account,  towards  the  close  of  the  Exposition,  sets 
with  choice  of  one  fifty-dollar  piece  were  sold  at  $100  each. 

Many  sales  were  made  to  the  banks  throughout  the  coun¬ 
try.  Usually  these  were  sets,  mounted  in  metal  frames.  There 
was  a  by-product  of  thousands  of  columns  of  publicity  for 
the  Exposition  from  this  part  of  the  business,  for  the  banks 
put  the  coins  on  view,  and  the  local  newspapers  wrote  com¬ 
plimentary  articles  about  them.  Although  the  number  of 
coins  sold  at  San  Francisco  was  smaller  than  at  some  of  the 
other  expositions,  the  sale  as  a  whole  was  successful  beyond 
any  other,  inasmuch  as  it  produced  the  largest  net  revenue. 

With  the  close  of  the  Exposition  this  exhibit  was  moved 
to  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts,  where  it  looked  very  much  at 
home,  and  continued  as  a  sales  agency  for  the  Exposition 
coins  over  the  post-Exposition  period  to  May  1,  1916.  The 
Department  was  continued  on  a  mail-order  basis  down  to 
November  1,  1916;  when,  at  the  request  of  the  Exposition 
and  by  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  coins 
remaining  unsold  were  returned  to  the  Mint  and  destroyed. 

The  Coin  Outlasts  the  Throne 

The  varied  types  of  mind  they  enlist  and  present  to  one 
another  and  the  public — the  student,  the  traveler,  the 
teacher,  the  technical  man,  the  specialist,  the  explorer  in  new 
fields  of  science — would  alone  make  international  exposi¬ 
tions  great  agencies  of  advancement.  Thordarson,  the 


Icelander,  with  his  bold  assault  on  the  rebelliousness  of  high 
voltages  was  an  instance.  Lee  De  Forest,  master  of  radi¬ 
ography,  was  another.  There  were  Burbank  and  Brashear 
and  Edison.  And  another  was  Farran  Zerbe,  who  illustrates 
the  point  better  than  most. 

Zerbe  was  once  a  newsboy  in  Tyrone,  Pa.  He  had  a  bank 
account.  He  was  very  proud  of  it,  and  proud  also  of  the 
accuracy  with  which  he  made  out  his  deposit  slips  and  con¬ 
ducted  his  other  small  transactions.  One  day  he  took  in 
change  a  queer  piece  of  money.  It  was  a  silver  coin  about 
the  size  of  a  dime,  and  it  bore  odd,  misspelled  words,  which 
to  the  gimlet-eyed  newsboy  meant  nothing.  There  was  upon 
it,  however,  the  legend  "50  cent."  So  it  was  a  half  dollar, 
although  a  bit  stunted  in  its  growth,  and  he  counted  it  for 
a  half  dollar  and  tried  to  deposit  it  for  a  half  dollar.  But 
the  cashier  said: 

"What  are  you  trying  on  us,  Farran?  You're  fifty  cents 
short.  An  you've  got  a  piece  of  French  money  here.  That's 
no  good  in  this  country." 

Farran  Zerbe  was  a  numismatist,  but  he  didn't  know  it 
yet — wouldn't  have  known  the  difference  between  a 
numismatist  and  a  counterfeiter.  That  was  the  first  time  it 
had  come  to  his  attention  that  there  were  more  kinds  of 
money  than  Uncle  Sam  made,  and  he  was  a  bit  incredulous. 
If  there  had  been  any  other  kinds,  of  importance,  people 
would  have  known  about  them  and  they  would  have  cir¬ 
culated  on  the  streets  of  Tyrone,  Pa.;  but  he  had  never  heard 
of  any.  Yet  there  was  his  troublesome  dime,  marked  "50 
cent."  when  it  wasn't.  He  had  an  itching  curiosity  to  know 
how  it  had  come  about. 

He  began  to  ask  questions.  The  cashier  was  glad  to  answer 
them.  Then  Zerbe  began  to  read  everything  he  could  get  hold 
of  about  coins  and  medals  and  the  strange  things  people  had 
used  in  primitive  stages  of  civilization  as  media  of  exchange. 
He  got  acquainted  with  those  people,  ancient  and  modem. 
Being  a  numismatist  involved  a  great  deal  he  had  never  con¬ 
templated.  It  was  worse,  really,  than  being  a  philatelist.  It 
led  him  into  strange  fields.  He  could  never  read  Old  Sleuth 
like  the  other  boys;  he  was  sleuthing  through  a  translated 
Hesiod,  trying  to  find  out  what  the  ancient  Greeks  used  for 
money,  and  why  they  did. 

Being  a  numismatist  he  became  a  geographer,  an  an¬ 
thropologist,  an  archaeologist,  an  historian,  an  economist, 
a  student  of  governments,  and  political  systems,  and 
religions,  and  mythology,  and  symbolism,  and  heraldry, 
and  art.  He  collected  coins,  currency,  medals.  He  cor¬ 
responded  with  scholars,  and  societies  of  scholars.  He 
became  President  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association, 
a  member  of  the  United  States  Assay  Commission,  publisher 
of  the  "Numismatist." 

For  Farran  Zerbe,  that  50-centime  piece  was  the  gateway 
into  a  broad  and  liberal  intellectual  life,  a  life  of  absorbing, 
unending  interest;  and  money  in  general  became,  not  riches, 
nor  especially  a  thing  to  buy  luxuries  or  liquidate  debts,  nor 
yet  a  thing  to  propagate,  but  a  documentary  record  of  the 
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rogress  of  man  and  the  stages  of  his  civilization  at  different 
ochs.  Coins  were  imperishable  metal  documents,  and 
pes  of  art  indicative  of  the  refinement  and  mental  energy 
f  the  nations  producing  them.  The  money  of  civilized 
oples  became  a  chain  reaching  back,  unbroken,  3,000 
ears,  correcting  history  and  contributing  to  it;  and  reaching 
Ijback  with  some  breaks  and  interruptions  not  yet  linked  up, 
Iffor  2,000  years  more. 

Zerbe  never  cared  to  acquire  a  coin  or  a  medal  for  its  rari- 
U  ty,  but  only  for  what  it  could  tell.  In  spite  of  that  limitation 
|!  his  collection  grew  very  large.  Because  of  that  limitation  it 

I  I  became  one  of  the  notable  collections  of  the  world.  He  could 
I  tell  you  things  about  coins  and  medals  you  never  thought 
||  of  before:  trifling  things  that  might  become  clues  to  lost 
episodes  in  the  lives  of  nations,  economically  fundamental 
things  about  the  essential  nature  of  a  medium  of  exchange, 
the  persistent  element  of  popular  valuation  found  in  all 
media  of  exchange  from  the  plough-beasts  of  Ulysses  to 
California  "slugs.”  He  knew  the  mintmarks  and  the  marks 
of  the  great  coin  designers.  He  knew  the  delight  the  scholar 
It  derives  from  getting  hold  of  a  contemporary  portrait  of 
n  Caesar  or  of  Alexander,  passed  by  the  sitter  and  stamped 
k  by  the  government;  and  how  when  such  a  portrait  is  a  good 
ft  piece  of  art  it  authenticates  the  genius  of  a  people  that  could 
h  breed  artists  capable  of  such  work. 


He  added  some  notable  borrowings  to  his  collection  and 
D  brought  them  all  to  San  Francisco.  The  exhibit  was  installed 
I  in  the  Palace  of  Liberal  Arts,  in  which  Department  it  be¬ 
ll  longed  under  the  classification,  making  as  a  whole  the 
9  greatest  index  to  money  ever  collectively  displayed,  and  the 
)  most  noteworthy  numismatic  exhibit  ever  seen  at  an 
n  American  exposition. 


There  were  about  20,000  original  specimens  of  what  man 
at  the  main  stages  of  his  evolution  and  in  all  known  coun- 
j  tries  has  used  as  money,  and  the  whole  collection  represented 
)  a  one-time  value  of  at  least  $50,000,000.  Examples  of  many 
i  shapes  and  fabrics  told  the  story  of  the  instruments  of  com¬ 
merce,  which  means  the  distribution  of  goods,  for  three 
l  thousand  years,  with  some  items  attributed  to  dates  two 
i  thousand  earlier  than  that. 


There  were  clay  tablets  of  accounts  from  Nippur,  con¬ 
stituting  a  record  of  values  measured  in  labor,  livestock,  and 
grain.  There  were  implement-shaped  metal  pieces  from 
China,  meant  to  be  the  fixed  price  of  the  article  represented, 
for  even  in  ancient  times  people  befuddled  themselves  with 
the  supposition  that  government  could  fix  prices 
permanently — a  knife-shaped  coin,  for  example,  standing 
for  the  price  of  a  razor,  but  without  power  to  enlarge  or 
diminish  itself  in  response  to  the  ever-changing  relation  of 
razor  supply  and  demand.  A  similar  idea  and  use  of  such 
original  token  money  was  found  among  the  Aztecs,  in¬ 
dicating  either  some  early  connection  between  the  peoples 
of  the  two  continents  or  else  a  mere,  common  coincidence 
of  fallacious  ideas. 


There  were  "plugs”  of  brick  tea,  stamped  by  the  Russian 
government,  notched  so  they  could  be  broken  into  small 
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change,  and  circulating  among  the  people  of  Tibet;  long 
black  strips  of  licorice-soaked  tobacco,  pierced  so  they  could 
be  strung  for  necklaces,  made  in  Petersburg,  Va.,  and  cir¬ 
culating  as  money  in  certain  South  Pacific  Islands,  where 
they  would  buy  more  than  anything  else  you  could  take 
there;  a  slab  of  copper  two  feet  long,  a  foot  wide  and  an 
inch  or  so  thick,  which  was  once  eight  dollars  in  Sweden;' 
and  gold  coins  of  some  Indian  State  that  were  no  larger  than 
a  pinhead.  There  was  leather  money,  paper  money,  shells, 
wampum  of  all  descriptions,  rubber  money,  condensed-milk 
money,  bone,  fiber,  clay,  coal,  glass,  cloth,  and  pasteboard, 
and  there  were  linen  notes,  and  iron  coins  in  the  shape  of 
fish  hooks  and  musket  balls.  There  were  Russian  platinum 
coins  minted  when  platinum  was  so  little  valued  it  was 
thought  only  good  to  make  jitneys  with.  There  was  every 
kind  of  wildcat  note,  including  the  money  of  John  Law  and 
his  Mississippi  Bubble.  There  were  interesting  historical  and 
financial  documents — checks  of  many  presidents,  from 
Washington  to  Lincoln.  There  was  a  check  for  half  a  cent, 
and  a  photograph  of  the  Government  voucher  for 
$40,000,000  in  payment  for  the  French  interests  in  the 
Panama  Canal.  There  were  notes  redeemable  in  rum.  And 
there  were  private  coinages  such  as  the  50-dollar  slugs  of 
California,  beaver  coins  of  Oregon,  Mormon  issues  of  Utah, 
and  Bechtler  coins  of  the  South. 

There  were  coins  here  that  showed  something  about  the 
art,  architecture,  mythology,  religion,  sports,  and  pleasures 
of  every  period  of  Greece  in  her  glory,  and  Rome  to  her 
fall.  The  deterioration  that  followed  the  universal  tragedy 
of  a  dead  empire  was  reflected  in  the  barbarous  crudities 
of  the  coins  of  the  Dark  Ages.  There  was  siege  money  in 
all  its  variety;  the  devices  of  besieged  cities  to  carry  on 
business  in  spite  of  war.  It  told  sometimes  of  lost  causes, 
of  nations  going  down;  it  suggested  civilizations  destroyed 
and  forgotten. 

The  collection  aroused  great  interest  in  the  subject  of 
numismatics,  and  well  it  might.  It  was  one  of  the  most 
definite  educational  factors  of  the  Exposition. 

In  Conclusion 

As  the  preceding  paragraphs  by  Frank  Morton  Todd  in¬ 
dicate,  many  of  the  pieces  struck  for  the  Panama-Pacific  Ex¬ 
position  went  to  the  melting  pot.  When  all  was  said  and 
done,  only  483  specimens  of  the  $50  round  issue  and  645 
of  the  $50  octagonal  piece  reached  buyers'  hands.  Some  of 
these  were  in  the  form  of  sets  in  frames  or  boxes,  but  ap¬ 
parently  most  were  sold  on  an  individual  basis.  While 
numismatists  captured  a  percentage  of  these,  it  seems  that 
many,  perhaps  the  majority,  went  to  members  of  the  public 
who  did  not  care  for  them  properly  or  preserve  them  with 
diligence.  Although  no  specific  records  were  kept  in  this 
regard,  it  can  be  presumed  that  when  gold  coins  were  call¬ 
ed  in  by  the  government  in  1933,  numerous  pieces  in  the 
hands  of  the  public  were  melted.  Our  estimate  is  that 
perhaps  200  of  the  round  pieces  and  300  to  350  of  the  oc¬ 
tagonal  pieces  can  be  traced  today,  most  of  which  show  scuf- 
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ting,  friction,  or  other  problems.  Coins  that  can  be  truly 
identified  as  Uncirculated  in  the  strictest  sense  are  in  the 
minority. 

The  reason  the  octagonal  pieces  were  more  popular  with 
the  public  is  that  the  shape  was  unusual  and,  further,  it  was 
identical  to  the  shape  used  for  the  famous  United  States 
Assay  of  Gold  ingots  over  a  half  century  earlier.  Today, 
the  octagonal  piece  is  popular  with  collectors,  but  the  round 
piece  sells  for  more  because  it  is  rarer. 

Now,  in  1984,  the  spectrum  of  commemorative  issues  over 
the  years  can  be  viewed  in  perspective.  The  classic  era  of 
commemoratives,  the  early  years,  extends  from  the  1892 
Colombian  half  dollar  to  the  1954  Washington-Carver 
issues.  In  between  were  minted  48  different  design  types  of 
commemorative  half  dollars  (142  individual  half  dollars  if 


mintmark  varieties  and  other  variations  are  considered),  the  I 
Isabella  quarter,  the  Lafayette  silver  dollar,  nine  varieties  I 
of  commemorative  gold  dollars,  two  commemorative  il 
quarter  eagles,  and  the  two  $50  pieces.  The  issues  of  the 
Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  comprising  a  half 
dollar,  gold  dollar,  quarter  eagle,  and  two  distinctly  different 
$50  pieces  stand  head  and  shoulders  above  the  rest  as  the 
most  spectacular  set  ever  issued  in  the  commemorative 
series. 

The  following  offering  presents  a  complete  set  in  a  cop¬ 
per  frame,  another  complete  set  in  the  presentation  case  of 
issue  (actually  rarer  than  the  copper  frame  format),  and 
several  other  coins,  including  two  single  examples  of  the  im¬ 
pressive  octagonal  $50  piece.  It  is  an  offering  that  will  be 
long  remembered  by  numismatists  and  connoisseurs!

The  coins  are  Gem  Uncirculated,  MS-67,  and  are  of  unimprovable 
quality.

In  the  following  pages  are  some  of  the  most  important 
l|  opportunities  in  the  present  catalogue.  If  you  have  an  eye 
I'  for  value,  some  of  the  best  buys  may  also  be  found  therein. 
!  The  subject?  Colonial  and  early  American  coins. 

More  than  any  other  broad  area  of  the  American  coinage 
l!  field,  colonials  have  been  overlooked  in  recent  times.  The 
L:  old  order  of  things  has  changed,  and  the  new  order  is  not 
I  yet  firmly  in  position.  Several  of  the  great  figures  of  the 
i  relatively  recent  past — Ted  Craige,  Richard  Picker,  and  John 
|(  Roper  among  them — are  no  longer  living.  Their  shoes  have 
^  yet  to  be  filled.  The  reduction  in  buying  competition  has 
i;  made  it  possible  to  acquire  colonial,  state,  and  related  ear- 
,  ly  American  coins  today  at  prices  which  in  some  instances 
t  are  less  than  they  were  five  or  so  years  ago. 

Another  factor  is  a  lack  of  emphasis  placed  on  such  issues. 
Rightly  or  wrongly,  today's  coin  collecting  scene  is 
:  dominated  by  the  investment  aspect.  Buyers  are  willing  to 
:  write  out  a  check  for  $10,000  for  a  group  of  coins  they 
f  perceive — or  are  told — to  be  "a  good  investment,"  but  if  the 
i  items  offered  are  out  of  the  investment  limelight,  then  the 
purchase  interest  of  these  individuals  is  nil.  This  is  not  as 
it  should  be — but  it  is  as  it  is. 

In  coin  investment,  the  basic  premise  is  that  someday, 
sometime  a  collector  will  desire  a  single  specimen  of  a  given 
issue  for  incorporation  into  his  or  her  collection.  The  in¬ 
vestor  in  Houston,  Los  Angeles,  New  York,  or  Bangor  buy¬ 
ing  a  roll  of  1883-CC  Morgan  silver  dollars,  for  example, 
is  doing  so  because  he  hopes  that  at  some  future  date  each 
one  of  the  20  pieces  in  the  rolls  will  be  individually  desired 
by  a  collector,  a  numismatist.  Of  course,  along  the  path  to 
the  eventual  "consumption"  by  a  collector,  the  roll  may  be 
resold  to  still  another  investor  and  perhaps  even  to  a  fur¬ 
ther  investor  beyond  that.  But,  the  ultimate  buyer  is  the 
collector. 

While  it  can  be  argued  that  the  situation  of  investors  sim¬ 
ply  selling  to  other  investors  is  a  false  premise,  still  such 
transactions  can  be  sustained  for  a  long  period  of  time — 
just  as  a  prime  parcel  of  real  estate  in  a  developable  loca¬ 
tion  may  change  hands  over  a  period  of  years,  or  even 
generations,  before  actually  being  developed— increasing  in 
value  all  the  while. 


What,  then,  do  collectors  collect?  The  answer  is  that  col¬ 
lectors  collect  different  things.  Some  collect  quarter  eagles 
from  1796  to  1834,  others  collect  type  sets  of  com¬ 
memorative  half  dollars,  others  collect  Morgan  silver  dollars 
from  1878  to  1921,  while  still  others  form  date  sets  of  Mer¬ 
cury  dimes.  Collectors,  like  investors,  like  to  be  told  what 
to  do — but  perhaps  to  a  lesser  extent  so  far  as  collectors  are 
concerned.  It  seems  as  though  if  Joe,  Sam,  Ted,  Bob,  and 
Leroy  all  collect  Liberty  Walking  half  dollars,  this  is  a  band¬ 
wagon  that  should  be  jumped  on,  whereas  if  Fred  is  the  on¬ 
ly  one  who  collects  colonial  coins,  then  perhaps  Fred  doesn't 
know  what  he  is  doing. 

One  cannot  fight  city  hall,  it  has  been  said,  and  no 
dealer — even  the  largest  among  the  individual  firms— can 
change  the  tide  of  collecting.  Indeed,  the  older  established 
numismatic  firms,  of  which  we  are  one,  in  general  do  not 
have  the  budgets  to  advertise  in  airline  magazines,  to  run 
television  programs,  and  to  engage  in  other  promotional 
work.  Rather,  such  firms  are  busy  cataloguing  rare  coins, 
describing  them  in  a  numismatically  authoritative  manner, 
and  presenting  them  for  sale  either  at  fixed  prices  or  through 
auction.  While  the  investment-oriented  coin  seller  feels  that 
knowledge  is  a  dangerous  thing  and  that  uneducated  buyers 
spend  the  most  money,  an  old-line  firm  is  apt  to  feel  just 
the  opposite.  The  two  types  of  organizations  exist  side-by- 
side  in  numismatics  in  what  can  be  described  as  a  symbiotic 
relationship;  each  is  somewhat  dependent  upon  the  other. 

The  established  old-line  rare  coin  dealer  views  the 
investment-oriented  firms  as  doing  "missionary"  work — 
advertising  in  places  which  the  old-line  firms  cannot  afford 
to  reach  and,  thereby,  bringing  new  people  into  the  coin 
collecting  arena.  Some  of  these  new  people,  of  course,  will 
never  progress  beyond  the  investor  stage,  but  others  may 
become  specialists  who  desire  such  numismatic  desiderata 
as  1796  and  1808  quarter  eagles,  Matte  Proof  gold  coins, 
Massachusetts  Pine  Tree  shillings  and  the  like.  Investment- 
oriented  rare  coin  firms  like  the  old-line  firms  and  view  them 
as  a  source  for  material  and  also  as  the  bedrock  of  the 
market.  After  all,  when  one  sells  a  roll  of  Carson  City 
Morgan  dollars,  or  a  bunch  of  1955  Proof  sets,  one  likes 
to  point  to  the  established  fraternity  of  collectors  out 
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there— people  who  are  salivating  for  such  coins  or,  hopeful¬ 
ly,  will  be  doing  so  sometime  in  the  future. 

What  does  the  future  hold  for  numismatics?  No  one  can 
predict  with  certainty.  However,  the  lessons  of  history  have 
a  way  of  repeating  themselves,  and  something  basically  in¬ 
teresting  from  a  numismatic  viewpoint  never  goes  out  of 
style.  The  price  might  vary,  but  the  underlining  desirabili¬ 
ty  still  exists.  Attend  a  meeting  of  coin  buyers  today,  and 
you  are  apt  to  hear  such  topics  as  the  difference  between 
MS-63  and  MS-65,  or  how  to  avoid  paying  too  much,  or 
what  silver  dollar  will  be  hot  next  year  discussed. 

Go  back  in  time  a  few  years  and  you  will  find  there  was 
in  the  1940s  and  1950s  a  greater  emphasis  on  scholarship. 
The  present  writer  remembers  causing  a  mini-sensation  when 
he  published  the  discovery  of  a  new  die  combination  in  the 
Massachusetts  copper  cent  series,  a  1787  example.  Although 
The  Colonial  Newsletter  notifies  its  readers  of  new 
discoveries  in  the  field  of  early  American  coinage,  and  Penny 
Wise  gives  fascinating  news  on  early  American  large  cents, 
and  while  several  other  special  publications  do  a  good  job 
for  the  specialist,  by  and  large  most  print  is  expended  on 
the  investment  subject,  particularly  with  relation  to  silver 
dollars  and  later  issues.  In  a  way,  this  may  be  desirable,  for 
an  investment  recommendation  to  buy  an  1881-S  silver 
dollar,  for  example,  can  be  readily  filled  by  virtually  any 
dealer,  but  when  a  New  Jersey  copper  investment  newslet¬ 
ter  strongly  recommended  the  purchase  of  1787  Fugio  cop¬ 
per  cents,  such  recommendation  was  not  particularly  useful 
except  to  those  fortunate  enough  to  be  able  to  locate  them. 
Fugio  coppers,  although  not  particularly  expensive,  are 
basically  scarce.  Tom  Becker,  senior  numismatist  at  Bowers 
and  Merena  Galleries,  Inc.,  received  a  couple  dozen 
telephone  calls  from  investors  wanting  to  buy  Fugio  cents 
after  this  recommendation  appeared.  Selling  out  of  Fugio 
cents  quickly,  Tom  asked  if  they  would  be  interested  in  cop¬ 
per  coins  of  Vermont,  Connecticut,  or  some  other  early 
American  area.  The  answer  was  no,  Fugio  cents  were  recom¬ 
mended  and  Fugio  cents  were  all  that  were  desired. 

Right  now,  as  autumn  1984  approaches,  the  field  of  colo¬ 
nials  can  be  likened  to  the  well-known  high  school  gradua¬ 
tion  speech,  "Acres  of  Diamonds."  There  are  many  oppor¬ 
tunities  just  waiting  to  be  picked  up,  but  it  takes  energy  and 
enthusiasm  to  go  after  them. 

Colonial  coins  are  the  foundation  of  American 
numismatics.  Look  through  issues  of  the  American  Journal 
of  Numismatics  or  early  copies  of  The  Numismatist  and  you 
will  note  that  colonials— a  broad  term  describing  colonial, 
state,  early  American,  and  Washington  pieces— formed  a 
major  part  of  collecting  activity  years  ago.  In  an  era  in  which 
such  items  as  Morgan  dollars  and  Barber  coins  were  given 


scant  notice,  colonials — even  inexpensive  ones — attracted 
much  attention.  Later  the  coin  market  multiplied  many 
times,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  new  collectors  came  into 
the  market,  and  colonials  faded  from  the  limelight.  There 
was  no  other  way;  if  even  50,000  people — fewer  than 
subscribe  to  Numismatic  News  or  Coin  World — desired  to 
own  an  example  of  any  colonial  coin — just  one  piece  of  even 
the  most  common  type,  there  would  not  be  enough  to  go 
around!  All  colonials  are  basically  scarce,  some  are  very 
scarce,  and  many  are  quite  rare. 

In  this  instance,  scarce,  very  scarce,  and  rare  are  terms 
that  do  not  necessarily  equate  with  expensive,  very  expen¬ 
sive,  and  extremely  expensive.  There  are  many  die  combina¬ 
tions  of  state  copper  coins,  for  example,  that  can  be  pur¬ 
chased  for  a  few  hundred  dollars.  This  is  demonstrated,  for 
example,  in  our  sale  of  the  Dr.  Stanley  Sherr  Collection  of 
New  Jersey  Coppers  auctioned  in  June  of  the  present  year. 
While  a  few  pieces  broke  the  $1,000  level,  by  and  large  a 
typical  coin  was  apt  to  sell  in  the  range  of  $100  to  $300  or  so. 

How  does  one  find  out  about  colonial  coins?  A  Guide 
Book  of  United  States  Coins,  the  first  few  dozen  pages,  pro¬ 
vides  an  excellent  introduction.  Beyond  that.  The  Early 
Coins  of  America  by  Sylvester  S.  Crosby,  available  from 
us  (and  other  dealers)  for  $45  postpaid,  is  an  excellent  work. 
A  few  scattered  additional  references  are  available  in  reprint 
form.  Each  issue  of  the  Rare  Coin  Review,  published  by 
Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries,  Inc.,  lists  an  extensive  sec¬ 
tion  of  books,  including  several  titles  in  the  colonial  field. 
What  is  needed  is  a  basic  specialized  guide  to  the  field. 
Around  20  years  ago  Robert  Vlack  produced  such  a  book, 
but  now  it  is  long  out  of  print.  Here  at  Bowers  and  Merena 
we  are  toying  with  the  idea  of  coming  up  with  something 
similar.  Heaven  knows,  we  have  handled  enough  nice  pieces 
in  recent  times  to  profusely  illustrate  the  book  and  provide 
good  descriptions!  If  you  think  this  is  an  interesting  idea, 
why  not  write  to  encourage  us. 

The  point  of  this  essay  or  discussion  is  that  colonial  pieces 
are  interesting  and,  in  the  present  investment-oriented 
market,  have  not  come  in  for  their  share  of  attention.  The 
result  is  favorable  to  you,  the  buyer.  Classic  scarcities  and 
rarities  can  be  obtained  for  relatively  tiny  sums.  The  hand 
crafting  of  the  dies  from  which  these  were  made,  the  in¬ 
dividualities  of  planchets  and  the  circumstances  under  which 
they  were  produced  combined  to  create  coins  which  are 
historical,  fascinating,  and  romantic. 

After  this  rather  lengthy  preface  we  now  present  a  really 
nice  grouping  of  colonial  and  early  American  coins — an  of¬ 
fering  which  ranges  from  the  silver  coins  of  Massachusetts 
through  the  pieces  honoring  President  George  Washington.

Noe-1  is  readily  identifiable  because  of  two  dots  or  pellets,  one  to 
each  side  of  the  tree  trunk.  The  roots  of  the  tree  slant  diagonally  to 
the  right.  The  pine  tree  is  small  and  well  formed.  Indeed,  all  of  the 
letters  and  numerals  exhibit  a  very  compact  and  artistic  arrangement.

Perhaps  more  than  in  any  other 
area  of  American  colonial  coinage,  one  picture  is  worth  a  thousand 
words  when  it  comes  to  describing  the  appearance,  striking,  and  con¬ 
dition  of  a  Pine  Tree  piece.  Close  examination  reveals  that  the  coin 
also  is  a  mint  error,  a  brockage,  for  the  tree  side  shows  incuse  evidences 
of  the  reverse,  including  the  letter  W  now  visible  at  the  lower  right 
border  and  pellets  along  the  lower  rim.  Apparently  a  brockage  coin, 
completely  incuse  on  one  side,  was  produced,  the  error  was  realized, 
and  this  brockage  coin  was  then  used  as  a  planchet  from  which  a 
regular  coin  was  struck.

The  coin  is  quite  well  struck  in  all  areas  except  at  the  E  of 
MASATHVSETS  and  the  corresponding  part  of  the  reverse,  due  to 
planchet  thinness  at  that  point  A  prime  piece  of  general  interest  due 
to  its  condition  and  of  special  interest  due  to  the  late  die  state

The  dies  for  this  issue  are  quite  distinctive.  The  obverse  pellets  are 
bold  and  closely  spaced,  almost  squeezing  the  tree  at  the  top.  On  the 
reverse  the  intended  circle  of  pellets  is  noticeably  flattened  beginning 
at  the  second  digit  of  the  day.  In  the  denomination,  XII,  the  last  two 
digits  are  double  cut.  Earlier,  tiny  punches  were  used,  too  small  for 
the  denomination. 

The  Pine  Tree  shilling  is  part  of  American  folklore.  It  has  been 
related  that  such  pieces,  if  bent  twice,  served  to  ward  off  witches 
which,  it  seems,  were  a  hazard  in  Salem  and  other  Massachusetts  towns 
around  the  time  these  coins  circulated.  Another  tale  states  that 
sometimes  a  bride's  dowry  would  be  paid  by  giving  her  weight  in  Pine 
Tree  shillings  (what  a  delightful  situation  this  would  be  today,  especial¬ 
ly  if  the  bridegroom  happened  to  be  a  numismatist).

The  piece  is  difficult  to  grade  overall  due  to  the  irregularity  of  the 
planchet.  From  the  standpoint  of  the  sharpness  of  certain 
characteristics,  Fine  would  be  a  fair  designation.  However,  the  plan¬ 
chet  is  cracked  from  the  border  in  toward  the  center  on  the  top  and 
on  the  corresponding  part  of  the  reverse.  Other  planchet  irregularities 
exist  as  made  and  as  illustrated  here.  At  the  center  of  the  obverse  and 
reverse  is  what  appears  to  be  a  slightly  lighter  area  of  discoloration. 
Whether  this  is  a  plug  or  whether  it  is  simply  a  difference  in  the  plan¬ 
chet  metal  characteristics  cannot  be  determined,  but  it  is  mentioned 
for  the  sake  of  accuracy.  The  relief  of  this  area  is  the  same  as  the  sur¬ 
rounding  part  of  the  field,  leaving  the  present  cataloguer  to  believe 
that  it  is  simply  a  discoloration. 

The  Higley  coins  are  exceedingly  rare.  If  you  were  to  have  surveyed 
the  situation  two  decades  ago,  you  would  have  realized  then  that  the 
typical  dealer  might  not  have  a  specimen  pass  though  his  hands  any 
more  often  than  once  a  decade,  if  indeed  that  frequently.  Since  that 


time  the  dispersal  of  several  museum  collections,  the  Garrett  Collec¬ 
tion,  and  the  Roper  Collection  (which  contained  several  of  the  Gar¬ 
rett  pieces)  has  resulted  in  a  dozen  or  so  specimens  appearing  on  the 
market,  most  of  which  have  since  been  absorbed  into  other  cabinets. 
In  absolute  terms,  any  Higley  is  a  great  rarity.  The  present  cataloguer 
doubts  if  more  than  50  or  so  pieces  exist  of  the  various  issues  combined. 

Dr.  Higley,  who  attended  Yale,  and  was  a  medical  doctor  developed 
a  process  for  making  steel.  Metallurgy  fascinated  him,  and  he  worked 
with  copper,  iron,  and  other  materials.  From  native  ore  acquired  in 
his  own  copper  mine  near  Granby,  Connecticut,  Higley  produced 
distinctive  coins  in  1737.  The  obverse  pictured  a  standing  deer,  a 
representation  of  a  common  animal  in  the  area  at  the  time.  The  reverse 
is  different  and  came  in  several  formats,  including  three  crowned  ham¬ 
mers,  a  broad  axe,  and  a  wheel.  Higley  assigned  these  coins,  the  same 
general  weight  and  appearance  as  contemporary  halfpennies,  the  value 
of  threepence — or  six  times  the  value  of  other  similar-weight  circulating 
pieces!  It  has  been  said  that  local  merchants  scoffed  at  such  an  in¬ 
flated  face  value  after  which  Higley  changed  the  inscription  on  the 
pieces  from  the  earlier  VALUE  OF  THREE  PENCE  to  VALUE  ME  AS 
YOU  PLEASE.

Note:  This  coin  bears  no  denomination.  It  has  been  surmised  that 
it  may  have  seen  service  as  a  dollar,  but  as  examples  were  also  struck 
in  silver  (and  are  great  rarities),  perhaps  the  pieces  struck  in  silver 
were  intended  as  dollars,  and  those  in  pewter  were  some  lesser 
denomination.

If  they  were  simply  machine-stamped  at  a  high  rate  of  speed 
and  were  all  uniform  in  appearance  and  available  in  Proof  condition, 
the  appeal  would  be  totally  lost!

a  chain  across  the  Hudson  River  at  West  Point  to  prohibit  the  passage 
of  British  ships).  The  Machin  coinage  enterprise,  so  it  seems,  produced 
whatever  seemed  to  find  a  ready  market.

IN  TEARS  surrounds.  The  reverse  depicts  a  funeral  urn  with 
biographical  data  surrounding.  This  issue  is  one  of  the  most  sentimen¬ 
tal  remembrances  of  our  first  president.  Refer  to  W.S.  Baker's  The 
Medallic  Portraits  of  Washington  for  more  information.  Very  Fine 
obverse,  Fine  reverse. 


785  Washington  Funeral  medal  by  Perkins,  silver.  Different  dies  from  the 
preceding.  Fine.  Once  holed,  but  plugged  many  years  ago,  probably 
in  the  last  century,  by  someone  who  did  not  realize  that  these  pieces 
were  holed  so  that  mourners  could  wear  them — thus  the  hole  in  this 
instance  is  part  of  the  historical  significance  of  the  piece.

786  Group  of  Fugio  coppers  a  popular  "commodity"  in  the  numismatic 
marketplace  in  the  past  few  months,  ever  since  Les  Fox,  who  publishes 
an  investment  newsletter,  has  given  Fugio  coppers  his  strong  recom¬ 
mendation.  This  group  contains  the  following  issues  attributed  to 
Newman  die  varieties:  Nl-B  Good;  9-T  Good;  two  pieces  12-M  each 
VG;  13-X  VF  but  with  granular  surfaces;  New  Haven  "restrike"  in 
brass,  EF.

At¬ 
tractive  plane het  with  just  a  whisper  of  a  flaw,  scarcely  worth  men¬ 
tioning,  at  the  lower  part  of  the  reverse.  Scarce  design  type. 


788  1787  Fugio.  Newman  8-B.  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  With  a  few  scattered 
planchet  defects,  as  nearly  always  seen  (the  copper  for  these  issues 
was  acquired  from  scrap  from  many  sources  and  was  highly  irregular). 
Glossy  brown  surfaces  with  some  tinges  of  original  mint  red.  A  far 
above  average  piece  which  probably  traces  its  ancestry  to  the  Bank 
of  New  York  hoard.  Information  concerning  this  hoard  can  be  found 
in  Alan  Kessler's  The  Fugio  Cents,  published  in  1976. 

789  1787  Fugio.  Newman  12-M.  Pointed  rays.  STATES  UNITED  at  sides 
of  circle.  Fine.  Rare  variety. 

790  1787  Fugio.  Newman  12-S.l.  Pointed  rays.  STATES  UNITED.  Fine 
to  Very  Fine.  Microscopically  granular  surfaces.  Light  brown  colora¬ 
tion.  The  reverse  is  struck  slightly  off  center  due  to  a  misalignment 
of  the  dies.  Very  rare  die  combination. 

791  Group  of  1787  Fugio  cents  from  an  old  hoard — pieces  which  have 
never  been  in  numismatic  hands  before  (and  which  were  consigned 
to  us  by  a  prominent  university,  which  had  kept  them  in  its  vaults 
for  many  decades).  Each  is  of  the  Newman  13-X  variety.  The  grades 
are  as  follows:  Very  Fine,  late  state  of  the  dies,  almost  perfect  plan¬ 
chet,  struck  slightly  off  center;  Fine,  small  reverse  planchet  defect; 
Fine,  some  scattered  planchet  flaws;  and  two  pieces  Good.  (Total: 
5  pieces) 


792  1787  Fugio.  Newman  15-Y.  Reverse  with  8-pointed  star  on  label.  Very 
Fine.  Smooth,  attractive,  rare. 

793  1787  Fugio.  Newman  15-Y,  variety  as  preceding.  Fine.  Lightly  porous 
surfaces. 

794  1787  Fugio  "restrike"  from  dies  supposedly  discovered  in  New  Haven, 
Connecticut  in  1858  at  the  site  of  the  Broome  &  Platt  store.  It  seems 
more  probable,  however,  that  these  dies  may  have  been  fantasy  issues 
derived  by  C.  Wyllys  Betts  who  derived  a  measure  of  fun  and  satisfac¬ 
tion  from  creating  such  things  (his  story  has  been  told  elsewhere  and 
is  quite  fascinating).

795  1793  Cohen-3.  AG-3.  Evenly  worn  but  with  all  diagnostics  for  the 
"Hooked  Bust"  variety  visible.  The  planchet  exhibits  the  granulation 
and  porosity  described  by  Cohen  as  endemic  to  these  early  coppers 
Two  small  obverse  rim  nicks  above  and  below  Liberty’s  head  A 
Rarity-3  variety.

796  1793  Cohen-4.  Very  Good-8.  The  only  1793  half  cent  reverse  with 
13  leaves  on  the  left  branch.  Typical  granular  planchet  but  all 
diagnostics  are  clear  for  this  reverse  die.  Some  traces  of  verdigris  in 
the  upper  right  quadrant  of  the  reverse  are  visible.  Cohen  reports  the 
majority  of  specimens  of  this  variety  are  found  in  Good  or  lower  con¬ 
dition.  A  second  Rarity-3  specimen. 


797  1794  Cohen-9.  Extremely  Fine-45.  A  bold  obverse  strike  with  the  hair 
detail  appearing  to  be  in  high  relief,  a  result  of  the  deeply  cut  obverse 
die  used  for  this  variety.  Light  chocolate  brown  color  overall  on  a 
fairly  smooth  planchet.  Some  old  light  scratches  on  the  reverse  and 
the  crumbled  reverse  rim  typical  of  later  states  of  this  die  can  be  noted. 
Well  within  the  Condition  Census  for  this  variety.

798  A  pair  of  early  half  cents.  1794  Cohen-4A.  VG-8.  A  later  state  of  this 
die,  with  a  pronounced  bulge  from  the  rim  to  Liberty’s  curls.  Medium 
copper  coloring.  The  planchet  is  slightly  porous,  particularly  on  the 
reverse,  and  verdigris  has  lodged  in  the  pits  of  this  not-so-well-made 
planchet;  1797,  1  above  1  variety.  Cohen-1.  G-4.  The  first  numeral 
punched  into  the  die  too  high.  Dark  brown  coloring  on  a  porous  plan¬ 
chet.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

Two  interesting  studies  in  early  half  cent  planchets.  The  '94  is  thicker 
than  the  '97  as  the  weight  of  the  half  cent  was  reduced  in  1795  from 
104  to  84  grains.  Beginning  in  1795  half  cents  were  struck  on  cut-down 
large  cents  and  Talbot,  Allum,  &  Lee  planchets;  the  1797  planchets 
are  notoriously  badly-prepared. 

799  1795  Cohen-6a.  Very  Fine-20.  Dark  chocolate  brown  coloring:  some 
obverse  porosity,  a  result  of  poor  planchet  preparation.  Struck  on 
a  cut -down  Talbot,  Allum,  &  Lee  cent  token  planchet:  the  undertype 
is  most  noticeable  on  the  reverse,  the  K  of  New  York  is  visible  above 
the  second  A.  The  porosity  of  this  piece  may  be  attributable  to  the 
imperfect  preparation  of  the  original  planchet. 
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800  179?  Cohen-3a.  Plain  edge.  The  Low  Head  variety.  Very  Fine-20. 
Struck  trom  a  rolled-out  large  cent,  this  Rarity-3  variety  is  somewhat 
porous  and  has  traces  of  a  uniform  covering  of  verdigris.  The  bare 
copper  shows  through  in  places.  Rarity-3.  In  or  near  Condition  Census. 

A  shortage  of  properly-prepared  planchets  plagued  the  Mint  along 
with  periodic  outbreaks  of  yellow  fever  during  the  early  years  of  opera¬ 
tions.  Contracts  with  Matthew  Boulton's  Soho  Mint  later  supplied 
some  of  the  needs  in  1800  and  again  in  1803. 

801  1797  Cohen  1.  The  1  above  1  variety.  G-4.  A  very  late  state  of  this 
die  combination  with  some  noticeable  obverse  diebreaks  and  overall 
die  weakness.  Probably  struck  over  a  cut-down  Talbot,  Allum  &  Lee 
cent  planchet  but  no  traces  of  the  under  types  are  obviously  apparent. 
The  date  was  first  punched  into  the  die  too  high  and  was  later  cor¬ 
rected,  accounting  for  the  variety. 

802  An  interesting  collection  of  Draped  Bust  and  Classic  Head  half  cents: 
1800  Cohen-1.  Late  state  of  the  dies.  VF-30.  Some  porosity;  1803

or  on  smooth  surfaces;  1833,  pleasant  EF-40.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

804  A  quartette  of  half  cents:  1804  Plain  4,  stemless  wreath.  F-12;  1806 
Small  6,  stemless  wreath.  VF-20;  1826  F-15;  1828  13  stars  on  obverse.

A  fully  Uncirculated  specimen 
with  original  mint  red  around  Liberty's  bust,  around  the  protected 
obverse  areas,  and  across  70%  of  the  reverse.  A  small  hairline  is  hid¬ 
den  in  the  right  obverse  field.  An  old  collector's  ink  mark  lies  on  the 
edge  invisible  from  view.  A  well-struck  obverse,  the  reverse  wreath 
faintly  struck  at  top  left  as  often  seen. 

809  1806  Cohen-1.  The  small,  high  6  variety.  A  very  pleasing  EF-40  with 
clear,  smooth  fields  and  no  trace  of  obverse  porosity.  Liberty's  hair 
is  well  struck-up,  giving  this  the  look  of  a  much  sharper  coin  than 
the  grade  implies.  Once  cleaned,  it  is  now  retoning  an  olive-brown 
color.

811  1833  About  Uncirculated-50.  Sharply  struck  on  a  smooth  planchet 
with  iridescent  olive  toning.  120,000  thought  to  have  been  struck  this 
year.  The  official  Mint  records  are  believed  to  be  inaccurate  for  the 
years  1832-1836,  ascribing  delivery  figures  to  incorrect  years. 


812  1834  About  Uncirculated-50.  Some  hidden  obverse  scratches  are 
present. 

813  1834  EF-45.  Even  light  brown  color,  one  darker  spot  lying  on  Liber¬ 
ty's  chin.  Only  141,000  struck. 

814  1837  Token.  EF-45.  The  type  illustrated  on  page  65  of  the  37th  edi¬ 
tion  of  the  Guide  Book  of  U.S.  Coins.  As  explained  therein,  no  half 
cents  were  issued  after  1835  for  general  circulation.  The  shortage  of 
corculating  copper  coins  in  1837  led  merchants  to  commission  their 
own  private  coinage,  known  today  as  Hard  Times  tokens.  To  pro¬ 
tect  its  even  chocolate  brown  color  this  specimen  has  been  lacquered 
in  the  past.

815  1842  Cohen-4D.  First  restrike,  small  berries  on  wreath.  Choice  Brilliant 
Proof-65.  A  brilliant  Proof  specimen  with  mint  red  toning  to  an  irides¬ 
cent  rose  on  the  obverse,  a  more  fiery  red  on  the  reverse,  with  rims 
beginning  to  pick  up  the  steel-blue  coloring  often  found  on  these 
restrikes.  A  band  of  darker  toning  lies  across  the  reverse  in  two  places. 
2,700  pieces  coined  after  1842,  probably  during  Snowden's  tenure  as 
Director  (from  1855),  for  sale  and  trade  to  collectors  who  desired 
specimens  of  dates  during  which  no  regular  issue  half  cents  were 
coined.

819  1853  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  A  tiny  reverse  edge  nick  can  be  seen.

1793  Sheldon-1.  Tine  Chain  AMERI.  reverse.  Overall  Very  Fine-20 
with  uniform  gray-brown  coloring.  Reverse  sharper  than  the  obverse, 
as  usual.  Some  obverse  porosity,  one  pit  at  the  base  of  the  bust.  The 
reverse  rim  break  over  STATES  on  some  of  these  is  here  in  a  begin¬ 
ning  state.  An  old  hidden  scratch  lies  on  Liberty's  neck.  Rarity-4. 

A  representative  example  of  the  first  variety  of  the  1793  large  cent 
listed  by  Dr.  Sheldon  and  a  very  popular  coin  with  collectors.  On 
the  reverse  the  word  AMERICA  has  been  abbreviated  to  AMERI, 
perhaps  to  balance  with  the  word  STATES  since  the  number  of  let¬ 
ters  in  each  is  equal.  The  die  was  discarded  afterwards  and  later  Chain 
cents  have  AMERICA  spelled  out  in  full.

A  good  specimen  for  a  budget-minded  builder  of  a  type 
set  of  U.S.  coins.  Rarity-3. 


823  1794  Sheldon-24.  VG-8  obverse/Good-4  reverse.  A  light  chocolate 
brown  in  color  on  a  slightly  porous  planchet.  The  reverse  is  often 
found  weak  on  S-24  since  the  center  of  the  reverse  die  was  slightly 
dished,  and  with  the  high  relief  on  the  central  part  of  the  obverse  re¬ 
quiring  a  lot  of  planchet  to  fill  that  die  the  reverse  was  starved  for 
metal  and  often  comes  flat.

Porous  and  once  cleaned  with  lemon  juice;  Sheldon-72.  The  "Head 
of  1795"  variety.  F-15.  Deep  porosity  overall  which  has  resulted,  from 
its  uniformity,  in  an  attractive  obverse  and  a  presentable  reverse. 
(Total:  2  pieces) 

826  A  second  pair  of  common  cents:  1794  Sheldon-57.  VG-8.  Steel  gray 
in  color  on  a  softly  struck  and  porous  planchet;  1818  Newcomb-10. 
AU-55,  lacquered  on  both  faces.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

827  1794  Sheldon-65.  VF-20  overall  but  obverse  sharpness  of  a  higher 
grade.  The  unusual  coloring  is  hard  to  describe  exactly,  but  it  ranges 
from  a  steel-blue  to  a  black-brown  tone  depending  on  the  lighting. 
The  planchet  is  porous  and  there  are  some  corrosion  spots  and  one 
rim  nick  on  the  obverse. 


828  1794  Two  specimens,  both  VG-8  in  grade.  One  is  a  light  brown  tn 
color  while  the  other  is  more  golden  in  tone.  Both  are  porous  but 
only  one  distractingly  so.  A  nice  pair  for  the  collector  who  enjoys 
attributing  his  own  coins.  Hint:  Look  for  the  bent  lock  and  the  severed 
hair!  (Total:  2  pieces) 

829  1795  Sheldon-76b.  VG-8.  Some  pitting  and  evidence  of  an  old  attempt 
at  cleaning.  Honest  even  wear  leaving  much  detail  in  the  obverse  hau 
still  to  be  seen.  Doubtless  from  a  late  striking  as  the  reverse  die  is 
badly  worn  around  the  right  periphery.  Plain  edge  and  reduced  weight, 
therefore  despite  the  date,  struck  after  December  1795  and  probably 
in  1796. 

830  1794  Sheldon-112.  Fine-12.  Even  and  uniform  gray-brown  coloring 
The  obverse  side  of  the  planchet  is  clear  and  smooth,  while  the  reverse 
shows  signs  of  pitting.  There  are  several  edge  knocks  on  both  faces 
The  close  96  obverse  married  to  reverse  V,  a  Rarity-5  or  -6  variety 
with  probably  fewer  than  50  examples  known. 

831  1796  Sheldon-99.  Good-4.  Rims  cut  partially  through  at  3:00  on  the 
obverse,  rim  bruised  behind  Liberty's  head.  Very  close  to  the  low  end 
of  the  Condition  Census.  A  rare  die  combination  (10-Q)  with  only 
11  specimens  traced  by  Dr.  Sheldon,  who  gave  10-Q  an  R-7  rating. 
Since  then  the  S-99  census  has  increased  and  it  is  now  considered  high 
R-5,  suggesting  fewer  than  50  specimens  surviving.  Even  dark  brown 
to  black  coloring  on  a  granular,  but  not  really  porous,  planchet. 
Despite  the  rim  cut  this  is  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a  rare  die  com¬ 
bination  with  all  diagnostics  clear  and  visible.

Small  date,  large  frar 
tion.  VF-30.  Smooth  planchet,  light  brown  coloring,  rim  dented  and 
a  couple  of  obverse  scratches  should  be  noted;  1805  G-4,  reverse  deeply 
scratched;  1806  F-15;  1807/6  S-273.  VF-30;  another  1807/6,  VF-20; 
1807  normal  date,  AG-3.  (Total:  13  pieces) 

833  A  very  large  group  of  cents  by  date,  the  start  of  a  date  set,  including 
some  scarce  overdates,  with  an  average  grade  of  VG,  individual  pieces 
ranging  from  Fair  to  VF.  A  group  worth  close  study!  1798  three  pieces, 
one  1798/7.  G-4,  porous  with  reverse  verdigris;  1800/1798  Style  1 
hair.  Fair  obverse /reverse  worn  away;  1800/1799  Poor,  damaged  by 
deep  cuts;  1802  with  stems.  VG-8.  Interestingly,  no  denominator  can 
be  seen  even  though  the  numerator  and  fraction  bar  are  plain!;  1803 
Small  date.  1807,  1810,  1812,  1813,  1814,  1816,  1817,  two  pieces.  13 
stars  and  15  stars  on  obverse  varieties.  1818,  1819,  1820,  1821,  1822, 
1823,  1824/2.

In  this  condition  this  specimen  finds  its  way  into  the  lower 
range  of  the  Condition  Census. 

835  1803  Sheldon-256.  Small  date,  small  fraction.  VF-30.  Obverse  sharp¬ 
ness  of  VF-35  or  better  although  some  porosity  in  the  bust  is  evident. 
The  reverse  is  especially  clear  and  free  from  any  noticeable  defects. 
With  a  Condition  Census  reaching  to  VF-30  this  piece  finds  its  way 
to  the  middle  range  of  the  spectrum.

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837  1804  Sheldon-266.  Good-4.  Light  brown  coloring  with  old  porosity 
on  the  obverse  which  has  filled  in  with  wear  and  handling.  The  heavy 
obverse  and  reverse  rim  breaks  described  by  Dr.  Sheldon  are  very 
pronounced  on  this  example.  An  R-3  variety,  the  only  die  combina¬ 
tion  recorded  for  this  year. 

Note:  On  all  genuine  1804  large  cents  the  0  in  the  date  is  very  close 
to  being  exactly  opposite  the  O  in  OF  on  the  reverse.  A  simple  test 
of  authenticity  requires  one  just  to  turn  the  coin  over  while  noting 
the  positions  of  these  two  characters.  They  should  be  aligned  very 
closely  with  each  other. 


838  Counterstamped  1804  Sheldon-266.  About  Good-3.  An  interesting 
specimen  of  a  scarce  date  which  bears  a  nearly  contemporary  obverse 
and  reverse  counterstamp.

Even,  medium  brown  in  color  with  a  hint  of  darker 
material  in  the  denomination.  Virtually  all  1877s  have  some  weakness 
in  the  reverse  center,  especially  over  the  N  of  ONE,  and  this  diagnostic 
can  be  used  to  establish  the  authenticity  of  examples  of  this  date  of¬ 
fered  for  sale.  Experience,  or  one's  trust  in  a  reliable  and  reputable 
coin  firm,  is  what  counts. 

A  second  example  of  this  key  date  with  the  second  lowest 
mintage  of  the  series.  Even  brown  coloring  with  a  hint  of  iridescence 
still  remaining.  Although  the  1909-S  has  the  lowest  mintage,  more 
of  that  date  remain  than  of  the  1877,  and  the  1877  is  famous  for  usually 
being  found  in  lower  circulated  grades.  VF  for  an  1877  is  very  close 
to  the  highest  easily  collectable  grade,  for  while  some  survive  in  MS-60 
and  even  a  few  in  Proof,  the  majority  are  below  VF  in  grade. 

899  1877  VF-20.  A  third  and  final  better  grade  key  1877  cent.  Even  brown 
toning  with  a  couple  of  tiny  nicks  on  the  obverse. 

Note:  In  this  offering  of  cents  there  are  a  total  of  25  1877  specimens, 
enough  to  supply  that  many  collectors  who  need  the  date  for  their 
sets.  But,  of  the  25  only  3,  or  12%  of  the  total,  are  VF  in  grade.  The 
next  specimen  is  a  F-15  coin,  itself  better  than  the  average,  while  the 
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remaining  pines,  each  a  scarce  coin  in  itself,  grade  from  Good  to  AG. 
The  conclusion  is  obvious  from  this  random  sample:  an  1877  in  VF 
is  a  rare  coin,  in  F  a  very  scarce  one,  and  the  opportunity  of  choos¬ 
ing  one  from  among  all  these  is  special.

Each  coin  grades  Proof-60  or  better,  and  while  some  show  small  car¬ 
bon  flecks  or  have  picked  up  a  hairline  or  two  we  have  selected  these 
specimens  to  illustrate  the  toning  possiblilites  of  the  Indian  cent.

Sharply  struck  with  wide  square  rims, 
the  Matte  surfaces  have  taken  on  a  deep,  natural  olive-brown  toning 
on  the  obverse  and  a  rosier  tone  on  the  reverse.  The  surfaces  are 
pristine,  and  of  the  1,733  struck  in  both  Matte  and  satin  finishes  far 
fewer  survive  unimpaired. 

974  A  small  group  of  Lincoln  cents  containing  a  1914-D  and  several  semi¬ 
key  dates:  1911-D  AU-50;  1912  EF-40;  1912-D  MS-60;  1912-S  AU-50; 
1913-D  MS-60,  obverse  rim  is  weak;  1914-D  VG-8;  1915-D  AU-55, 
pretty  red  toning;  1915-S  MS-60;  1916  VF-30;  1920  F-12;  1921-S  VG-8; 
1923  EF-40,  cleaned;  1926-S  F-15.  (Total:  13  pieces) 

975  1913  Select  Matte  Proof-63.  Sharply  struck  with  bright  mint  lustre 
showing  through  Matte  surfaces.  The  strike  can  really  be  described 
as  “razor-sharp,"  with  Lincoln's  buttonhole  sharp  enough  to  see 
through.  Although  the  1913  has  one  of  the  larger  Matte  Proof  mint¬ 
ages,  many  on  the  market  today  are  really  first-strike  Uncirculated 
specimens.  A  study  of  this  piece  is  well  worth  the  effort.  Richly  toned 
a  medium  golden  orange  on  the  obverse  and  a  deep  gold  sprinkled 
with  violet  on  the  reverse. 

976  1914  Beautiful  Matte  Proof-60.  Not  as  sharp  as  the  previous  1913  and 
with  two  obverse  toning  spots,  both  small.  Collectors  of  Morgan 
dollars  speak  of  toning  giving  their  coins  an  air  of  authenticity,  mean¬ 
ing  the  toning  bespeaks  the  age  and  history  of  the  coin.  This  little 
cent,  for  all  its  defects,  has  exactly  that  air  of  history  about  it.  Both 
sides  are  toned  exactly  the  same  shade  of  deep,  deep  violet  almost 
an  iridescent  brown,  and  the  finely-grained  Matte  surfaces  sparkle 
in  the  light.  The  wide  square  rims  serve  to  frame  a  little  coin  that 
is  almost  a  gem  of  its  type. 


977  1914-D  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63  to  Choice  MS-65.  Real¬ 
ly  a  nifty  coin.  There  are  traces  of  an  old  finger  print  on  the  obverse 
but  these  are  tiny  and  fade  into  insignificance  when  one  observes  the 
lustre  on  the  original  mint  red  surfaces.  The  lustre  is  complete  and 
as  the  coin  is  moved  in  the  light  one  can  see  the  sheen  of  the  lustre 
climb  up  the  insides  of  the  rims  almost  to  the  top.  Were  it  not  for 
the  faint  specks  this  would  be  an  MS-65  coin  for  sure.  All  this,  and 
the  second  rarest  collectable  date  in  the  series  in  higher  Uncirculated 
grades,  beaten  only  by  the  elusive  1922  Plain. 


978  1914-D  Select  BU,  MS-63  to  Choice  BU,  MS-65.  A  second  example 
of  this  date  which  is  scarce  at  the  best  of  times  and  quite  rare  in  this 
high  grade.  Almost  a  twin  to  the  last,  this  piece  has  the  same  rich 
golden  mint  lustre  on  the  obverse  while  the  reverse  has  taken  on  a 
deeper,  redder  toning  leaving  the  lustre  beneath.  Only  a  little  more 
than  one  million  were  struck  at  the  Denver  Mint  in  1914,  a  figure 
low  enough  to  leave  no  doubts  as  to  why  this  date  is  so  hard  to  find 
this  nice. 


979  1914-D  Select  BU,  MS-63  to  Choice  BU,  MS-65.  A  third  example  of 
this  rare  date  in  Uncirculated  condition.  On  this  specimen  the  mint 
red  is  just  beginning  to  take  on  a  deeper,  orange  hue.  Fully  lustrous, 
right  up  to  the  rims. 


980  1914-D  MS-60  to  Select  BU,  MS-63.  For  those  who  enjoy  their  cop¬ 
per  cents  to  show  the  toning  that  comes  with  respectable  age.  This 
specimen  is  fully  lustrous  and  quite  well  struck,  and  has  toned  to  a 
uniform  brown  color  with  sparkles  of  red,  orange,  and  green  color 
beneath  finely  grained  surfaces. 


981  1914-D  MS-60.  Rather  subdued  coloring,  primarily  brown,  with 
touches  of  light  blue  on  Lincoln's  bust.  The  final  Uncirculated  1914-D 
in  this  offering. 

982  1914-D  AU-50.  Colored  in  shades  of  iridescent  purple  and  orange, 
this  piece  was  once  cleaned  and  is  now  retoning. 

983  A  pair  of  key  date  Lincoln  cents:  1914-D  VG-8;  1922  no  mintmark, 
F-12.  A  useful  pair.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

984  1915  Select  Matte  Proof-63.  Immaculate  surfaces  with  not  a  mark  or 
fleck  to  be  seen.  Spectacularly  toned  with  the  identical  violet  and  red 
iridescence  on  both  surfaces.  Lighter  blue  highlights  are  on  the  highest 
points  of  the  obverse.  Rare  as  a  Proof  with  the  second  lowest  mint¬ 
age  of  any  collectable  Proof  date,  beaten  only  by  the  very  rare  1916 
(Note:  We  do  not  consider  the  1917  Matte  Proof  a  collectable  date 
since  only  a  very  small  number  were  minted  for  presentation  sets.). 

985  An  unusually  nice  group  of  Lincoln  cents:  1915  MS-63  to  MS-65,  deep 
magenta  toning;  1916-D  MS-63  to  MS-65,  bright  and  lustrous  with 
nearly  full  mint  red  and  sharply  struck;  1916-S  MS-63  to  MS-65,  light 
golden  color,  deeper  reverse  toning,  virtually  flawless  fields;  1917 
MS-65,  deep  golden  color,  a  scattering  of  toning  spots  on  the  obverse; 
1918  MS-63  to  MS-65,  bright  golden  color  with  a  real  minimum  of 
flecks;  1918-D  MS-63  to  MS-65,  bright  gold  obverse  with  deeper  violet 
reverse,  obverse  rim  flaw;  1919  MS-63;  1920-D  MS-63  to  MS-65; 
1920-S  MS-63  to  MS-65,  very  deep  golden  obverse  with  a  violet 
reverse;  1921  MS-65,  bright  lustrous  golden  coloring;  1926  MS-63; 
1926-D  MS-63;  1927  MS-63.  (Total:  13  pieces) 


986  1921-S  MS-63  to  MS-65.  A  rare  coin  in  this  condition  as  most  are 
found  in  circulated  grades  and  a  few  in  MS-60.  A  moderately  sharp 
strike  with  lustrous,  gold  brown  coloring.  Very  few  specks  can  be 
seen  on  virtually  pristine  surfaces.  Few  1921-S  cents  can  be  found  as 
nice  as  this.

987  1922-D  Superb  Choice  BU,  MS-65.  Very  rare  in  Choice  Uncirculated 
condition  and  a  coin  that  does  not  come  around  very  often  so  nice 
as  this  one.  Most  are  spotted,  dull,  or  softly  struck.  This  piece  is  ful¬ 
ly  red,  darker  on  the  reverse,  and  has  a  minimum  of  flecks.  There 
are  a  couple  of  microscopic  contact  marks  on  Lincoln  s  shoulders. 
The  strike  is  sharp  enough  to  make  all  but  the  innermost  end  of  the 
buttonhole  clear  and  defined.  Truly  a  superior  specimen  which  the 
discerning  collector  will  reward  with  a  respectable  bid. 

988  1922-D  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Toned  a  medium 
chocolate  brown  with  fully  lustrous  surfaces  and  if  there  ever  were 
any  flecks  they  have  been  hidden  beneath  the  toning.  While  the  mint 
color  is  subdued,  the  quality  of  the  strike  is  superior  to  many  others 
seen. 

989  1922-D  MS-60.  Iridescent  brown  surfaces  free  from  unsightly  flecks 
and  fully  lustrous.  Really,  this  coin  could  be  called  "almost  a  1922 
Plain"  since  the  D  mintmark  on  this  piece  is  very,  very  faint  and  needs 
a  magnifier  to  be  seen.  Herein  lies  a  story.  If  the  mintmark  were  in¬ 
visible  altogether  we  would  have  here  a  major  rarity  simply  due  to 
a  filled  D  on  one  of  3  very  worn  obverse  dies.  As  an  example  of  the 
intermediate  stages  of  die  wear,  this  piece  is  very  scarce.  Why  there 
should  be  such  a  premium  placed  on  a  1922  Denver  Mint  strike  which 
does  not  show  a  mintmark  is  difficult  to  appreciate,  but  to  each  his 
own.  As  we  have  said  before,  if  the  Red  book  listed  all  1922-D's  with 
and  without  visible  mintmarks  under  the  same  listing  we  would  ex¬ 
pect  the  notoriety,  and  the  enormous  price  differential,  to  disappear.

An  extremely  nice  collection,  the  majority  are  red  Uncirculated  with 
a  minimum  of  spotting  or  other  major  problems.  The  1953-S  and  the 
1964  have  toned  somewhat  irregularly.  (Total:  103  pieces) 

1000  A  nice  group  of  Select  and  Choice  Proof  Lincoln  cents:  1940  Choice 
Proof-65;  1941  Select  Proof-63,  some  obverse  corrosion  spots  and 
toned  a  yellow-orange  color  which  is  attractive;  1942  Choice 
Proof-65,  a  few  very  minor  spots;  1970-S  Choice  Proof-65,  nice 
coppery-red  color  with  a  wash  of  irregular  toning  on  the  obverse.

993  1924-D  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Clean,  virtually  pristine 
fields  with  no  distracting  flecks  and  with  surfaces  toned  a  nice  uniform 
violet  and  brown.  Typical  moderately  strong  strike  with  4  in  date 
weak.  A  very  rare  coin  this  nice  and  this  defect-free,  a  prime  specimen 
for  the  collector  who  demands  quality  from  his  coins.

994  1924-D  Select  BU,  MS-63.  A  second  specimen  of  this  rare  key  date 
in  high  grade.

Irregularly  toned  on  both  surfaces,  the  result  of  old 
finger  marks. 

995  A  trio  of  Choice  BU,  MS-65  cents:  1926,  1932,  and  1933-D.  Each  an 
original  red  cent,  the  1932  has  a  few  reverse  flecks.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

996  A  complete  set  of  Lincoln  cents,  1929-1955-S  (missing  only  the  1955-D 
and  the  1955  doubled  die  obverse  variety):  1929-D  MS-63;  1931-D

Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  A  superb  example  of  this  popular 
mint  error.  An  original  specimen  with  full  coppery-red  surfaces  ab¬ 
solutely  unaltered  or  "improved"  upon.  Far  too  many  1955/55  cents 
have  been  cleaned  to  make  circulated  pieces  seem  better  than  they 
are  and  to  "improve"  Uncirculated  coins.  This  rare  piece  has  escaped 
the  attention  of  the  cleaners  and  must  have  been  put  away  shortly 
after  the  error  was  publicized.  There  is  a  very  faint  finger  mark  on 
the  obverse.

A  few  very  tiny  contact  marks  attest  to  the  coin's 
history.  Most  specimens  of  this  doubled  die  obverse  are  found  EF 
or  better. 

1003  1955  Doubled  Die.  About  Uncirculated-55.  A  third  and  final  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  popular  coin.  Toned  a  deep  brown  with  iridescent  mint 
red  remaining  in  the  protected  areas  of  the  obverse. 

1004  1972  Doubled  Die.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Full,  fiery 
mint  red  with  a  flawless  reverse  and  just  one  tiny  contact  mark 
behind  Lincoln's  head.  A  highly  lustrous  example  of  the  second  major 
case  of  obverse  die  doubling  in  the  series.

1012  1865  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  A  very  interesting  first  year  of  issue 
specimen.  Many  nickel  three-cent  pieces  are  found  struck  from 
clashed  dies  which  have  left  an  impression  of  the  obverse  design 
on  the  reverse  and/or  the  reverse  design  on  the  obverse.  This  piece 
shows  a  very  typical  reverse  impression  of  one  of  the  Roman 
numeral's  just  beneath  Liberty's  face,  but  the  reverse  distinctly  shows  ! 
three  outlines  of  Liberty's  profile  to  the  left  of  the  denomination,  , 
representing  three  separate  instances  of  these  dies  coming  together 
in  the  coin  press  without  a  planchet  in  between  them!  The  reverse 
die  became  so  damaged  that  it  began  to  break  up  around  the 
periphery  and  lost  almost  all  its  detail  below  the  wreath  knot,  leav¬ 
ing  the  left  ribbon  end  floating  freely  on  the  surface  unconnected 
to  the  knot. 

1013  A  trio  of  nickel  three-cent  pieces:  1865  EF-45;  1867  AU-55;  1869 
AU-50.  (Total:  3  pieces) 


Two  Cent  Pieces 

1005  1864  Small  motto.  VF-30,  even  deep  reddish  brown  color.  Popular 
as  the  fist  year  of  issue  of  the  denomination  and  is  the  scarcer  of 
the  two  varieties  of  letter  size  on  the  1864.  Also  interesting  as  the 
first  time  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  appears  on  our  country's 
coinage,  a  "cri  de  coeur"  common  to  all  ages  in  times  of  crisis. 

1006  1864  Large  motto.  Select  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Lustrous  and  toned 
in  shades  of  iridescent  metallic  green  and  reddish-purple.  Slight 
weakness  in  the  strike  above  the  shield.  The  second  variety  of  this 
first  year  of  issue  of  the  denomination.  Very  scarce  in  grades  above 
MS-60. 


1007  1865  Select  Proof-63.  Olive  green  obverse  matched  to  a  fiery  red¬ 
dish  orange  reverse.  A  few  faint  hairlines  on  both  surfaces.  Uncer¬ 
tain  as  to  the  exact  mintage  of  Proofs  but  estimated  at  about  500. 

1008  1865  Select  Uncirculated,  MS-63,  with  even  red-brown  coloring  and 
with  none  of  the  distracting  spots  commonly  found  on  the  two  cent 
piece. 

1009  1865  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Lustrous  red  and  brown  with  traces  of 
mint  red  in  the  protected  areas.  Interesting  partial  wire  rims  on  both 
obverse  and  reverse. 

1010  1870  Proof-60.  Mostly  a  golden  brown  with  some  areas  more  ir¬ 
regularly  toned.  Clean  surfaces  with  no  marks  visible. 

1011  1871  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Light  golden  brown.  1871  was  the  final 
year  this  unpopular  denomination  was  struck  in  anything  ap¬ 
proaching  general  circulation  quantities  (721,250).  The  next  year's 
mintage  fell  to  only  65,000  and  the  1873  was  struck  in  Proof  only 
for  collectors.  The  denomination  was  discontinued  in  1873,  an  ex¬ 
periment  which,  like  the  $2  bill,  never  really  caught  on. 


1014  1869  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  superior  Proof  strike  with  full  den¬ 
ticles,  sharp  rims,  and  strong  detail  in  the  reverse  wreath.  Brilliant 
surfaces  beginning  to  tone  to  a  delicate  shade  of  light  blue  and  rose 
color.  Struck  on  a  better  than  average  planchet,  the  overall  impres¬ 
sion  of  the  piece  is  that  it  was  produced  with  more  than  the  usual 
care  taken  with  Proofs  of  this  era. 

1015  1871  Brilliant  Proof-60.  A  very  representative  specimen  of  a  Proof 
nickel  three-cent  piece.  Some  light  specks  and  a  nick  on  Liberty's 
cheek  are  evident.  Popular  with  collectors  as  the  first  issue  with  a 
mintage  below  the  one  million  figure. 

1016  1872  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Light  gray  in  color  typical  of  the  nickel 
three-cent  piece.  A  small  planchet  flaw  can  be  seen  above  Liberty's 
eyebrows. 

1017  A  pair  of  nickel  three-cent  pieces:  1872  AU-55,  with  a  faint  touch 
of  friction  on  Liberty's  cheek;  1881  AU-55,  toning  a  pretty  rose  color. 
(Total:  2  pieces) 


1018  1877  Brilliant  Proof-60.  Medium  gray  in  color  with  better  than 

average  reverse  detail.  Very  popular  with  collectors  as  a  Proof  on¬ 
ly  date  with  about  500  struck. 


1019  1879  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Brilliant  fields  with  frosty  devices. 
Both  the  8  and  9  in  the  date  are  filled,  according  to  Walter  Breen's 
research  a  scarce  die  combination.  Some  light  spotting  and  a  small 
planchet  flaw  on  the  obverse,  factors  typical  of  the  impurities  in 
the  alloy  used  and  the  occasionally  lax  production  practices  at  the 
mint.

1883  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Dazzingly  brilliant  surfaces  with 
lightly  frosted  devices.  Light  orange  toning  on  Liberty's  face  and 
a  reverse  strike  sharper  than  most  with  all  the  vertical  lines  in  the 
denomination  clear.  A  few  alloy  flecks  are  evident  on  the  obverse. 
Very  popular  with  date  collectors  as  more  Proofs  were  struck  than 
pieces  for  general  circulation  (6,609  as  opposed  to  4,000). 

1883  Select  Proof -63.  This  piece,  the  second  1883  Proof  in  this  sec¬ 
tion,  has  wide  rims,  light  golden  toning,  and  a  sharp  reverse  strike. 

1884  Select  Proof-63.  Brilliant  rose  colored  surfaces  beneath  streaks 
of  darker  gold  toning.  A  few  flecks  should  be  noted  on  the  obverse. 
Very  low  mintage  of  5,642  including  Proofs.  Total  mintages  of  the 
nickel  three-cent  piece  from  1884  to  1888  did  not  exceed  8,000  pieces 
each  year,  the  majority  struck  each  year  being  Proofs  for  collec¬ 
tors.  In  the  final  two  years  of  the  denomination  the  Mint  produced 
quantities  that  approached  the  old  levels  of  1879-1880,  probably 
to  use  up  the  nickel  planchets  on  hand  and  to  assure  an  adequate 
supply  of  the  denomination  over  the  next  few  years  should  it  be 
needed. 


1885  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Clear,  brilliant  fields  with  frosty 
devices  and  an  absence  of  bothersome  flecks  make  this  a  superior 
specimen.  Part  of  a  low  mintage  of  only  4,790  coined. 


1026  1886  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  flawless  example  of  this  Proof 
only  year  with  a  low  5,290  minted.  Free  from  specks  and  well  struck, 
this  specimen  has  taken  on  a  delicate  golden  toning 

1027  1886  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  brilliant  specimen  with  very  bnght 
surfaces  and  light  frosting  on  the  devices.  A  light  spot  or  two  can 
be  seen  on  the  obverse.

Toned  a  light  gray 
with  an  absolute  minimum  of  flecks. 


1030  1887/6  Overdate.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Surfaces  about  as 

flawless  as  they  ever  get  on  these  nickel  coins  (one  tiny  speck  beside 
the  U).  Brilliant  fields  and  frosty  devices.  The  overdate  is  very  plain: 
the  lower  part  of  the  loop  of  the  first  and  second  8,  and  the  lower 
right  of  the  loop  of  the  second  8  within  the  loop  of  the  over-punched 
8,  can  be  seen,  as  well  as  most  of  the  loop  of  the  six  beneath  and 
within  the  7.  A  Proof  only  die  used  to  strike  part  of  the  low  2,960 
total  Proofs  coined  in  1887. 


1885  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  lovely  coin,  lustrous,  well  struck, 
and  frosty,  which  has  toned  a  very  light  shade  of  iridescent  gold. 
Far  nicer  than  most  seen  and  a  prize  for  the  serious  collector  of  this 
denomination. 


1031  1887/6  Overdate.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  second  example  of 

this  popular  Proof  only  overdate.  A  bright  and  frosty  specimen  that 
has  hints  of  light  blue  toning  overall.  The  overdate  is  clear,  especially 
the  6,  and  parts  of  the  lower  two  8s  can  be  seen  with  a  strong  glass. 


1032  1887/6  Overdate.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Bright  and  frosty,  this 

final  specimen  of  the  overdate  has  a  few  reverse  carbon  flecks  which 
are  more  than  made  up  for  by  the  lovely,  delicate  yellow  and  pur¬ 
ple  toning  across  both  surfaces.  Part  of  a  total  Proof  mintage  of 
only  2,960  pieces. 


1885  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-67.  A  flawless  and  brilliant 
gem  with  a  touch  of  a  small  streak  behind  Liberty's  head.  Much, 
much  rarer  than  even  a  Gem  Proof  specimen  would  be.  Of  the  total 
4,790  struck  only  1,000  were  business  strikes,  and  of  these  probably 
only  a  handful  at  most  survive  and  in  this  condition  this  specimen 
may  well  be  the  finest  known.  Extremely  popular  with  date  collec¬ 
tors  who  insist  upon  non-Proof.  By  this  time  the  Mint  had  learned 
that  the  three  cent  denomination  was  not  well  received  by  the  public 
and  consequently  the  majority  of  strikes  in  this  denomination  from 
1883  on  (except  the  last  two  years)  were  Proofs  destined  for  sets 
or  for  sale  as  single  pieces  to  collectors.  Regular  business  strikes  in 
1885  were  limited  to  only  1,000  pieces  and  in  the  next  year  no 
business  strikes  were  minted  at  all.

1033  1887  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Very  rare  as  a  normal  date,  much 
harder  to  find  than  the  1887/6  overdate  variety  which  seems  to  ac¬ 
count  for  the  large  majority  of  the  Proofs  of  this  year .  The  dies  are 
quite  different.  This  specimen  is  very  brilliant  with  a  light  golden 
wash  of  toning,  a  little  deeper  in  shade  on  the  reverse. 

1034  1887  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  A  second  specimen  of  the  normal  date 
1887,  this  one  has  toned  a  mixture  of  gray  and  gold  in  color.  Walter 
Breen's  research  led  him  to  decide  that  no  more  than  one  in  five 
or  six  of  the  1887  Proofs  available  are  the  normal  date  dies  and  that 
most  of  the  2,960  Proofs  struck  this  year  were  from  the  1887/6  over¬ 
date  die. 

1035  A  pair  of  scarce  dates:  1887  EF-45,  only  about  5,000  struck;  1888 
MS-63,  clash  marks  but  a  scarce  date  in  MS-63  condition. 

1036  1888  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Exceptionally  brilliant  and  frosty, 
much  more  so  than  is  usual  in  this  date.  A  sharp  and  pretty  carefully 
executed  strike,  and  with  the  very  light  gray  toning  this  is  altogether 
a  superior  specimen  which  would  grade  as  a  gem  were  it  not  for 
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Bowers  and  A1  erena  Nickel  and  Silver  Three-Cents 


a  tew  light  flecks.  A  scarce  date  in  Proof,  with  only  4,582  struck. 
(Total:  2  pieces) 

1037  1888  Select  Brilliant  Proof-83.  Somewhat  duller  surfaces  than  the 
last,  typical  of  this  date,  but  with  nice  golden  toning  that  is  slightly 
darker  on  the  reverse. 

1038  1888  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Here  is  a  really  pretty 
nickel  three-cent  piece.  The  overall  quality  of  the  strike,  its  sharp¬ 
ness  around  the  rims  and  the  definition  within  the  lines  in  the 
denomination,  rival  the  characteristics  of  the  Proofs  of  this  date. 
The  surfaces  are  fully  prooflike,  good  enough  to  fool  at  first.  The 
toning  is  spectacular,  a  wash  of  purple  and  yellow  highlights  over 
a  finely-grained  obverse  and  the  same  colors,  more  defined  and 
separated,  cover  the  reverse.  The  reverse  rim  is  darker  yellow  in 
color.  This  will  make  a  good  argument  in  the  Proof  vs.  business 
strike  battle,  for  few  Proofs  can  challenge  this  coin  for  overall  eye 
appeal. 

1039  1889  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Subdued  surfaces  which  have  toned 
a  light  golden  gray  color.  Rather  a  sharp  reverse  strike,  unusual  for 
this  date.  Only  3,436  Proofs  struck  in  this  final  year  of  issue  and 
the  end  of  the  three-cent  denomination.  Interestingly,  1889  also 
marks  the  end  of  the  $3  gold  denomination  as  well.  Unlike  the  $2 
bill,  which  was  resurrected  only  to  pass  away  again,  there  have  been 
no  seriously  intentioned  efforts  at  recreating  a  three-cent  coin.

1040  A  trio  of  silver  three-cent  pieces:  1851  MS-60,  with  pea-green  ton¬ 
ing;  another  1851,  the  first  year  of  issue  of  this  denomination,  AU-50; 
1862  AU-55,  a  Variety  3  specimen  from  the  final  year  the  denomina¬ 
tion  in  silver  was  struck  in  large  quantities.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

1041  1851-0  AU-55.  First  year  of  mintage  of  the  new  denomination  and 
noteworthy  as  well  as  the  only  branch  mint  strike  of  a  three  cent 
piece,  either  silver  or  nickel.  An  indispensable  coin  for  the  New 
Orleans  Mint  collector  and  with  the  lowest  mintage  figure  of  the 
Variety  1  type  the  date  is  under  considerable  pressure  from  collec¬ 
tors.  This  piece  has  a  light  scattering  of  hairlines  from  an  old  cleaning. 

1042  1852  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Bright  and  frosty  with 
virtually  complete  obverse  shield  lines.

A  scarce  issue  with  only  600  Proofs  struck.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

1044  A  second  pair:  1852  EF-40,  with  nice  light  yellow  toning;  1860 
AU-50,  normal  strike  with  a  large  lint  mark  across  the  reverse. 
(Total:  2  pieces)

1045  1854  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-67.  A  simply  superb  brilliant 

example  with  prooflike  fields  and  a  razor  sharp  strike.  Very  rare  j 
this  nice.  A  perfect  specimen  of  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the  Variety 
2  design,  with  two  extra  lines  added  to  the  reverse  which  outline 
the  central  star.  For  the  collector  who  demands  the  best,  one  need 
not  look  further  than  thisl  Undoubtedly  a  first  strike  from  freshly- 
impressed  dies,  with  absolutely  no  traces  of  clashing  which  plague 
specimens  of  this  denomination.  The  strike  is  as  sharp  as  it  can  get, 
surpassing  the  strikes  of  most  Proofs,  the  shield  lines  in  particular 
are  complete,  sharp,  and  separate.  The  raised  central  ridges  of  the 
arms  of  the  star  are  bold,  a  textbook  example  of  a  Gem  condition 
coin.  Each  circle  and  lozenge  within  the  reverse  C  is  sharply  out¬ 
lined  and  bold  within,  while  the  olive  sprig  and  arrow  bundle  are 
razor  sharp.

Clean  and  clear,  this 
Variety  2  example  is  mostly  well  struck,  doubtless  from  the  end  of 
the  run  of  these  dies.  Just  over  one  million  struck  this  year,  the  ma¬ 
jority  that  survive  being  below  MS-60  in  grade  making  this  a  scarce 
Choice  specimen. 

1047  1860  Extremely  Fine-40.  Unusually  well  struck  Civil  War  issue  with 
a  low  287,000  mintage.  This  piece  has  blue-yellow  toning  around 
the  periphery. 

1048  1862  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  A  very  handsome  coin 
with  the  eye  appeal  of  an  MS-65  specimen.  Well  struck  overall,  the 
quality  of  the  strike  is  heightened  by  the  coin's  attractive  toning 
which  shades  from  blue-green  around  the  rims  to  a  yellow-rose 
within  the  centers.  There  are  a  few  tiny  rim  nicks  visible  without 
a  magnifying  glass,  but  all  in  all  this  is  a  worthy  candidate  for  even 
the  superior  type  collection.

Sharply  struck  over 
all  the  devices  on  the  granular  sort  of  planchet  that  is  typical  of  Proof 
production  in  the  1870s.  A  very  popular  Proof  only  year  with  none 
struck  for  general  circulation.  Narrow  borders  and  a  small  plan¬ 
chet  flaw  at  the  obverse  rim  on  the  right  are  visible.  Within  the  final 
8  can  be  seen  the  shaft  of  a  7  which  has  been  ground  off  the  die 
almost  completely.  This  is  the  rare  early  state  of  the  obverse 

1066  1879  Doubled  date.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Light  yellow  toning 
with  wider  borders  than  on  the  1878  Proof  issue.  Slight  spotting 
is  evident.

A  rare  business  strike 
specimen  of  this  date.  The  majority  of  pieces  dated  1879  and  available 
on  the  market  today  are  Proof  specimens.  Only  29,100  business 
strikes  were  made  and  most  of  these  have  disappeared;  the  few  rare 
pieces  that  do  survive  are  mainly  in  the  circulated  grades,  and  ex¬ 
amples  in  Select  Uncirculated  condition  are  rare.  This  piece  is  well 
struck  and  has  toned  a  yellow-orange  over  much  of  its  surfaces.

1083  1913  Buffalo.  Type  I.  Choice  Matte  Proof-65.  A  beautiful  Matte 
1  roof  Type  I  buffalo  nickel  toned  an  even  golden  color.  One  small 
hidden  (really  hidden,  one  has  to  search  hard  for  it)  nick  within  the 
hollow  above  the  bison's  left  hind  leg. 

This  is  not  only  the  first  year  of  the  buffalo  type,  itself  of  some 
interest  to  collectors,  but  more  significantly  this  is  the  first  time  Proof 
nickels  were  produced  with  a  matte  finish.  Because  these  true  Proofs 
were  not  brilliant  many  collectors  were  dissatisfied  with  the  new, 
experimental  surfaces  and  did  not  take  care  of  their  Matte  Proofs 
as  well  as  they  did  their  brilliant  Proofs.  Although  only  1,530  were 
struck,  far  fewer  than  this  survive  in  Choice  or  Gem  condition.  The 
surfaces  of  the  Matte  Proof  can  resemble  those  of  a  first  quality 
business  strike,  and  confusion  between  the  two  also  resulted  in  some 
Proofs  entering  circulation  as  common  nickels.  On  true  Matte  Proofs

The  detail  in  the  Indian  s 
hair  and  particularly  on  the  bison’s  hide  is  as  sharp  and  full  as  on 
the  Matte  Proofs  struck  in  the  first  three  years  of  minting  this  type 
(1913-16). 

1936  was  the  first  time  since  1916  that  Proof  nickels  were  struck 
for  sale  to  collectors.  Some  4,420  were  made,  some  in  the  satin  finish 
as  this  one  and  some  in  what  Walter  Breen  called  an  extra  brilliant 
finish.  While  more  were  made  with  the  satin  finish,  their  appearance 
was  close  enough  to  that  of  a  first  strike  Uncirculated  piece  that  many 
were  spent.  Fewer  of  the  satin  finish  seem  to  have  survived,  conse¬ 
quently,  and  these  are  many  times  rarer  than  the  brilliant  Proofs 
of  this  year.  A  similar  occurrence  befell  the  1913  Matte  Proof  nickels.

1104  1937  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  stunning  specimen  of  the  extra 
brilliant  Proof  finish  produced  this  year  along  with  the  satin  finish 
Proofs.  With  surfaces  as  blazingly  bright  as  these  a  few  stray  hairlines 
must  be  expected.  Evidently,  the  dies  as  well  as  the  planchets  received 
a  careful  polishing  because  the  high  points  of  the  devices  shine  with 
a  brilliance  one  expects  to  see  on  the  fields  ordinarily. 

About  30%  of  the  total  Proof  mintage  of  this  year,  some  1,300 
pieces,  were  struck  with  the  extra  brilliant  finish.  Few  other  Proof 
finishes  can  compare  with  this  kind  for  the  perfect  way  it  offsets 
the  coin  types  and  inscriptions.  This  is  about  all  one  could  wish  for 
in  a  buffalo  nickel.

1116  1792  Half  disme  in  silver.  J-7  20.9  grains.  About  Uncirculated-50 

with  light  gold  and  blue  iridescence  around  the  peripheries.  This 
is  an  exceptional  specimen  of  this  historic  coin.  The  surfaces  are 
clear,  free  from  handling  marks,  and  have  taken  on  the  deep 
gunmetal  blue  toning  found  on  the  best  examples  of  our  early  silver 
coins.  The  peripheral  toning  outlines  the  devices  and  offsets  them 
to  their  advantage. 

In  common  with  all  the  1792  dated  pieces,  except  only  the  unique 
die  trial  of  Joseph  Wright's  "quarter,"  the  obverse  of  the  half  disme 
shows  the  head  of  Liberty  with  unbound  hair  and  the  inscription 
"Lib(erty)  Par(ent)  of  Science  and  Industry"  around  with  the  date, 
1792,  beneath  the  bust.  The  reverse  shows  an  eagle  with  outspread 
wings  in  the  center.  The  inscription  'TJni(ted)  States  of  America" 
around.  "Half  Disme"  and  a  five-pointed  star  beneath  the  eagle.  The 
same  reverse  type  is  found  on  the  copper  disme  of  1792. 

The  commonality  of  types  among  the  1792  dated  coins,  most  of 
which  are  pattern  coins,  and  the  multitude  of  designers  associated 
with  them  has  resulted  in  several  differing  theories  arising  about 
the  origins  and  intention  of  the  half  disme  of  this  year.  In  popular 
numismatic  mythology  George  Washington  provided  the  bullion 
for  the  1792  half  disme  from  his  own  silver  table  service  and  a  grateful 
nation  honored  his  contribution  by  modeling  the  head  of  Liberty 
on  the  piece  after  Martha  Washington's  own  portrait.  This  is  the 
story  most  often  told,  and  while  it  is  amusing,  it  is  untrue.  One  has 
only  to  remember  Washington's  objection  to  the  portrayal  of  the 
presidential  portrait  on  the  coinage,  proposed  in  the  Mint  Act  of 
April  2,  1792,  as  being  "too  monarchial"  to  understand  that  a  por¬ 
trait  of  a  presidential  spouse  would  certainly  fall  into  disfavor  with 
a  general  who  had  led  the  fight  against  tyrannical  dynastic  ambition. 

George  Washington  may  well  have  supplied  the  bullion  for  the 
silver  half  disme,  however,  but  whether  it  came  from  his  table  ser- 


vice  is  probably  also  apocryphal.  Walter  Breen  located  a  document 
dated  April  9,  1884,  in  which  J.R.  McClintock,  a  Treasury  official, 
remembered  that  Adam  Eckfeldt  had  told  him  in  conversation  that 
day  that  General  Washington  deposited  bullion  worth  one  hundred 
dollars  and  requested  that  this  amount  of  half  dismes  be  struck  from 
it.  So,  the  association  of  the  first  President  with  the  silver  half  disme 
is  almost  certainly  proven  even  if  not  in  the  popularly-believed 
fashion. 

If  we  accept  McClintock's  recollection  of  Eckfeldt's  own  memory 
of  the  circumstances,  then  between  1,500  and  2,000  silver  half  dismes 
were  minted.  Dr.  Judd  estimated  that  between  200  and  500  pieces 
were  known  to  survive.  Don  Taxay's  more  thorough  research  led 
him  to  place  the  number  known  at  between  30  and  75  examples. 
The  latter  estimate  seems  to  fit  better,  based  upon  the  frequency 
of  appearance  of  this  piece  in  auction  sales  over  the  years.  Most 
of  the  specimens  known  are  well  worn,  indicating  extensive  use  and 
circulation. 

That  the  silver  half  disme  was  intended  for  circulation  seems  cer¬ 
tain  based  upon  a  reference  to  them  in  Washington's  fourth  annual 
address  given  on  November  6,  1792.  Speaking  of  the  national 
coinage,  then  a  subject  of  debate  in  Congress,  Washington  said, 
There  has  been  a  small  beginning  in  the  coinage  of  half  dismes, 
the  want  of  small  coins  in  circulation  calling  the  first  attention  to 
them."  Taken  together  with  the  generally  worn  condition  of  most 
surviving  specimens  this  statement  certainly  suggests  that  the  silver 
half  disme  was  struck  for  public  use  and  not  as  a  pattern  piece  meant 
only  for  approval  by  government  officials  or  as  a  souvenir  of  the 
first  step  toward  a  national  coinage. 

If  the  President's  reference  in  his  November  6,  1792  address  was 
to  this  half  disme,  then  most,  if  not  all,  had  already  been  struck 
before  that  date.  The  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792  required  the  assayer, 
chief  coiner,  and  treasurer  of  the  new  mint  to  post  a  surety  bond 
worth  $10,000  with  the  government  before  entering  upon  their  duties.

It  is  believed  that  the  first  coins  struck  in  the  Mint  itself  were  coined 
on  December  18,  1792,  based  upon  a  note  in  Henry  Voight  s  a^ 
count  book  of  that  date  mentioning  "Struck  off  a  few  pieces  of  copper 
com.  The  reference  to  the  half  disme  in  Washington's  address^! 
November  6  indicates  that  the  silver  half  disme  had  already  been 
produced  for  circulation.  The  conclusion  that  the  half  disme  in  silver 
was  made  outside  the  Mint  before  November  6,  1792  is  held  by  Breen 
and  Taxay  as  well  as  other  students  of  the  early  Mint.

til  1794  suggests  to  students  of  this  period  that  the  silver  half  disme 
was  not  struck  m  the  Mint  but  rather  outside  it  by  John  Harper 

The  similarity  of  types  among  the  1792  dated  coins  suggests  that 
the  silver  half  disme  was  first  designed  as  a  pattern  for  the  national 
coinage,  possibly  executed  by  Joseph  Wright  whose  1793  half  cent 
portrait  is  similar  Harper's  interest  in  the  coin  may  well  have  been 
that  of  a  potential  contractor  for  the  national  coinage.  Schemes  for 
coining  by  private  contract  were  abroad  in  1792  and  even  the  ex 
istence  of  a  national  minting  facility  itself  was  challenged  by  some 
who  felt  it  to  be  too  much  government.  The  most  likely  explana¬ 
tion  of  the  1792  silver  half  disme  is  that  it  began  as  a  pattern  in

1140  1860  Transitional  half  dime.  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-67. 

Judd-Kosoff-267,  listed  in  the  1985  Guidebook  of  U  S.  Coins  on  page 
101.  An  exceptional  specimen  and  certainly  among  the  finest  of  those 
surviving  from  the  original  100  pieces  struck.  This  example  is  about 
as  fully  struck-up  as  this  rarity  comes:  the  obverse  is  perfect  except 
for  weakness  on  the  9th  and  10th  stars;  the  reverse,  which  is  often 
very  soft  at  the  upper  and  lower  left  sides  of  the  wreath,  is  here 
about  95%  fully  struck.  Each  kernel  of  the  ear  of  com  is  perfectly 
formed!  The  die  was  heavily  polished  just  above  the  ends  of  the 
wreath  leaving  prooflike  fields  at  the  top  of  the  reverse.  A  die  scor¬ 
ing  line  runs  from  the  base  of  Liberty's  rocky  seat  to  a  denticle  at 
the  rim.  The  fields  are  lustrous  and  frosty.  A  finer  specimen  would 
be  hard,  if  not  impossible,  to  find. 

The  1860  transitional  half  dime  was  struck  in  the  Mint  using  the 
regular  obverse  style  of  1859,  dated  1860,  muled  to  the  regular 
reverse  of  1860.  Not  meant  for  circulation,  these  dies  were  muled 
to  test  the  suitability  of  using  the  new  wreath  design  adopted  in  1860, 
specifically  to  test  whether  the  new  design  allowed  for  a  better  strike 
on  the  obverse  by  using  less  of  the  planchet  to  fill  out  the  reverse 
design.  Since  the  new  wreath  was  too  large  to  allow  room  on  the 
die  for  the  inscription  United  States  of  America  this  was  to  be  moved 
to  the  obverse  in  place  of  the  stars  which  had  been  part  of  the  obverse 
design  since  1838.  Since  U.S.A.  did  not  appear  on  the  new  reverse 
of  1860  and  was  never  on  the  obverse  of  1859  to  begin  with,  this 
transitional  piece  does  not  bear  anywhere  an  inscription  of  the  coun¬ 
try  of  its  origin.  A  similar  experimental  muling  of  1859  and  1860 
dies  resulted  in  the  very  rare  transitional  dime  of  1859.  We  would 
like  to  draw  our  reader's  attention  to  Lot  2139  of  this  present  auc¬ 
tion,  where  one  of  the  finest  known  transitional  dimes  is  offered. 
It  would  make  a  perfect  companion  piece  to  this  half  dime.

18,000  business  strikes  were  coined  but  most  were 
spent  and  lost  to  later  collectors.  More  Proofs  survive  of  this  date 
than  business  strikes!  Always  in  demand  with  collectors  who  are 
waiting  for  this  date  to  add  to  their  collections.

1151  1796  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  A  sharply  struck  specimen  of  our  na¬ 

tion's  first  dime.  The  obverse  design  is  Gilbert  Stuart's  bust  of  Liber¬ 
ty,  the  same  type  that  appears  on  the  half  dimes  and  half  dollars 
of  1796  and  the  dollar  of  1795,  while  the  reverse  is  Robert  Scot's 
small  eagle  type.  Finely  grained  and  reflective  surfaces  that  show 
no  traces  of  porosity  or  the  effects  of  corrosion  and  verdigris.  Perfect¬ 
ly  centered  with  full  denticles  and  virtually  complete  edge  reeding. 
The  stars  have  full  detail  as  does  the  olive  and  palm  wreath  on  the 
reverse,  and  the  bow,  ribbon  ends  and  stems  are  bold.  Most  of  the 
eagle  s  wing  detail  is  full  and  while  the  centers  of  both  surfaces  are 


softly  struck  as  usual,  there  are  no  adjustment  marks  across  the 
eagle  s  breast  as  are  often  found  on  early  silver  coins  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions.  The  diebreak  from  the  obverse  rim  to  the  first  star  is  com¬ 
mon  to  this  die  combination.  The  coin  is  toned  with  blue  green 
centers  surrounded  by  golden  peripheries  and  is  quite  attractive. 
There  are  a  few  trivial  marks  on  the  obverse  but  nothing  to  detract 
from  the  solid  appeal  of  this  first  year  of  the  denomination.  22,135 
were  struck,  of  course  far  fewer  survive  and  only  a  handful  of  these 
are  as  nice  as  this  one. 
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Exceptional  1797  Dime 


1152  1797  16  Stars  on  the  obverse.  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  An  exceptionally 

sharp  strike  on  a  wider  than  usual  planchet  makes  this  specimen 
particularly  interesting.  The  detail  in  Liberty's  hair  over  the  nape 
of  her  neck  is  marginally  soft,  all  other  areas  on  the  obverse  are 
as  fresh  as  when  they  were  struck.  Even  the  small  curl  which  falls 
in  front  of  her  hairline  is  sharp,  if  a  bit  disconnected.  There  is  less 
softness  on  the  eagle's  breast  and  left  leg  than  one  would  expect  from 
even  an  Uncirculated  specimen,  while  the  veins  in  the  olive  leaves, 
wrinkles  in  the  ribbon,  and  the  eagle’s  talons  are  bold.  The  surfaces 
are  very  tightly  grained  giving  an  unusually  high  degree  of  reflec¬ 
tivity  to  the  planchet  and  allowing  for  the  slow  growth  of  a  delicate 
grayish-yellow  toning  to  develop.  The  Small  Eagle  type  was  discon¬ 
tinued  in  1798  making  the  1797  the  second  and  last  year  that  Robert 
Scot's  small  eagle  appeared  on  the  dime. 

25,261  pieces  were  struck  in  1797,  the  majority  of  them  probably 
being  the  16  stars  on  obverse  variety.  After  the  Mint  realized  that 
adding  a  new  obverse  star  for  each  new  state  would  result  in  too 
many  stars  for  the  size  of  the  planchet,  the  idea  was  dropped  in  favor 
of  including  only  13  stars  for  the  original  13  states.  A  quick  look 
at  this  piece  will  show  how  cramped  the  16  stars  appear.  Late  in 
1797  (or  1798)  the  13  stars  variety  was  struck.  Interestingly,  1797 
was  not  the  last  year  that  16  stars  appeared  on  the  obverse  of  the 
dime  as  there  is  1798/97  overdate  using  a  1797  obverse  die  with  that 
number  of  stars. 


1153  1798  13  Stars  on  the  reverse.  Good-4.  The  first  year  of  the  Heraldic 

Eagle  reverse  which  replaced  the  Small  Eagle  reverse  type  which  was 
not  felt  to  be  noble  enough  for  the  republic's  coinage.

An  area  of  light  abra¬ 
sion  lies  in  the  left  obverse  field.  A  very  rare  business  strike  from 
a  low  mintage  of  36,000  struck  this  year.  Business  strikes  appear 
every  so  often  but  usually  in  circulated  condition  whereas  Proofs 
are  available  if  needed.  Choice  Uncirculated  business  strikes  are  very 
rare.

1864  Small  Motto  variety  included.  Dates  and  grades  are  as  follows: 

1864  Small  motto.  BU,  MS-60,  dipped;  1864  Large  motto.  Brilliant 
Proof-60;  1866  Select  Proof-63,  pleasing  medium  brown  toning  with 
just  a  trace  of  original  mint  red  still  present;  1868  Brilliant  Proof-60, 
cleaned  and  retoned;  1870  Proof-50,  burnished  and  polished;  1872 
Brilliant  Proof-60,  brushed  and  polished.  (Total:  6  pieces) 

1865  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63  or  better.  Offered  here  is  a  marvelous 
example  of  this  date  and  type.  The  surfaces  are  nearly  perfect  with 
lovely  shades  of  pastel  green,  violet,  and  blue  iridescence  present 
over  sharply  contrasting  original  mint  brilliance.  A  coin  nearly  of 
full  Proof-65  calibre  except  for  a  single  tiny  fleck  which  is  evident 
over  the  scroll  on  the  obverse.  Few  surviving  specimens  of  an 
estimated  500  Proof  coins  struck  of  this  date  can  equal  or  surpass 
this  jewel  in  overall  quality  and  eye  appeal. 


2006  1873  Open  3.  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  The  scarcer  restrike  of  this 

date  of  which  only  500  or  so  were  struck.  This  specimen  is  lightly 
toned  to  a  pleasing  medium  brown  over  natural  mint  brilliance,  with 
tinges  of  blue-green  and  violet  iridescence  present  in  the  fields.  This 
is  a  Proof-only  date  and  as  such  is  the  key  date  to  the  two-cent 
denomination  series. 


1867  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Nearly  full  mint  lustre  is  present  on 
this  numismatic  treasure.  The  surfaces  remain  near  perfection  and 
are  totally  devoid  of  hairlines.  Unquestionably  among  the  finest  re¬ 
maining  Proof  examples  of  625  struck. 


1869  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  virtual  twin  the  previously  describ¬ 
ed  1867  example.  Low  mintage  of  600  coins. 

1871  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  A  beautifully  toned 
specimen  of  this  date,  one  which  is  notably  rare  in  this  remarkable 
state  of  preservation.  Shades  of  deep  olive-green  dominate  with  con¬ 
trasting  hues  of  yellow  and  blue  over  natural  mint  brilliance.  Sharply 
struck  throughout.  A  single  contact  mark  within  the  horizontal  lines 
of  the  shield  on  the  obverse  is  the  only  factor  which  prohibits  an 
even  higher  numeric  classification  on  this  coin.  A  prize  for  the 
specialist.

Each  coin  in  this  offering  retains  full  mint  brilliance 
or  possesses  attractive  natural  toning.  The  dates  are  in  consecutive 
sequence,  and  as  such  would  make  an  excellent  start  to  a  complete 
set  of  this  classic  series.  (Total:  6  pieces) 

2008  1872  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-67.  Light  streaks  of  golden 
toning  are  present  over  immaculate  semi-prooflike  fields.  This  coin 
is  of  the  variety  which  Walter  Breen  describes  in  Encyclopedia  of 
United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins  1722-1977  as  possessing  a 
slanting  date  with  the  72  lightly  touching.  The  CA  of  AMERICA 
exhibits  sharp  double  outlines.  Close  examination  reveals  a  rather 
poorly  struck  and  rounded  rim  as  well  as  a  bit  of  weakness  on  the 
reverse  within  the  leaves  of  the  wreath  and  third  numeral.  Addi¬ 
tionally,  the  surfaces  are  not  as  reflective  as  one  might  expect  from 
a  Proof.  It  is  for  these  reasons  that  we  have  chosen  to  categorize 
this  in  the  Mint  State  classification,  proposing  it  as  one  of  the  first 
business  strikes  to  be  produced  from  the  dies  following  their  use 
for  Proof  strikes.

As  the  nickel 
five  cent  piece  was  not  introduced  until  after  many  1866  Proof  sets 
had  been  sold,  most  sets  lacked  this  denomination. 

Early  in i  1867,  the  following  year,  at  the  order  of  Treasury 
Secretary  Hugh  McCullough,  the  design  was  modified  to  remove 
the  rays.  It  is  believed  that  the  change  was  made  as  a  result  of  dif¬ 
ficulty  in  producing  a  quality  strike.  On  business  strikes,  many  sur- 
vmng  examples  of  this  date  exhibit  shattered  dies.  Perhaps  the 
elimination  of  the  rays  provided-for  less  necessary  pressure  to  be 
applied  and  resulted  in  longer  lasting  dies.  Many  later  dates  also 
possess  broken  dies  to  some  degree,  though  not  to  the  extent  of  1866.

The  real  interest  of 
the  transitional  dime  lies  in  the  fact  that  nowhere  does  it  bear  our 
country's  name,  United  States  of  America.  At  the  time  it  was  struck 
the  inscription  United  States  of  America  was  being  transferred  from 
the  reverse  to  the  obverse  of  the  dime.

The  strike  is  exceptional,  with  the  center  bands  being  round 
and  fully  separated.  The  top  horizontal  bands  and  the  upper  tip  of 
the  fasces  do  display  a  hint  of  weakness,  however,  but  still,  the  bands 
are  full  and  split.

This  design,  engraved  by  Adolph  A.  Weinman,  presents  a  motif 
which  is  both  aggressive  and  gentle  in  thought.  The  obverse  depicts 
Weinman  s  rendition  of  "Winged  Liberty",  with  the  wings  intend¬ 
ed  to  symbolize  liberty  of  thought.  The  dominating  feature  on  the 
reverse  is  a  fasces,  a  bundle  of  rods  bound  around  an  axe.  This  was 
an  ancient  Roman  symbol  of  authority.  At  a  time  when  much  of 
the  world  was  approaching  self  destruction,  this  design  sent  a 
message  worldwide  symbolizing  the  strength  and  security  of  unity 
and  the  American  way  of  life. 


Splashes  of  light 
mottled  toning  are  evident  over  lustrous  and  frosty  surfaces.  Sharply 
struck  throughout.

2208  1875-S  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  The  strike  at  the  centers 

on  this  specimen  is  superb,  a  circumstance  which  seldom  occurs  on 
this  issue.  It  is  fully  lustrous  with  surfaces  which  display  an  absolute 
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minimum  of  marks.  Here  is  truly  an  outstanding  example  of  this 
important  and  historical  type. 

The  reason  for  striking  this  odd  denomination  is  a  result  of  the 
efforts  of  Senator  John  Percival  Jones  of  Nevada,  whose  ties  to 
weathy  mine  owners  help  him  secure  his  senatorial  seat.  He  pro¬ 
posed  this  series,  according  to  Walter  Breen,  on  the  misconception 
that  it  would  solve  the  old  short-changing  problem.  Also  of  course, 
mine  owners  of  the  day  wanted  to  see  as  much  silver  as  possible 
put  to  active  use  in  order  to  keep  the  price  of  the  metal  high.  Sup¬ 
ply  and  demand  factors  were  as  important  100  years  ago  in  the  metals 
market  as  they  are  today. 

The  denomination  was  an  immediate  failure.  Its  size  was  too 
similar  to  the  quarter  causing  much  confusion  in  commerce.  Sound 
familiar  Susan  B.  Anthony  fans?  As  a  result,  business  strikes  were 
only  produced  for  two  years  with  Proof  strikes  continuing  for  two 
additional  years. 


2209  1875-CC  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Mint  State  examples 
of  the  Carson  City  issue  of  this  year  are  few  and  far  between  Their 
survival  was  strictly  a  matter  of  chance  as  they  received  no  collec¬ 
tor  interest  at  the  time  of  issue  (the  popularity  of  collecting  coins 
by  mintmark  was  still  a  quarter  of  a  century  away).  The  offered 
specimen  possesses  fully  lustrous  surfaces  and  the  strike  is  sharp 
Contact  marks  are  negligible,  though  a  single  minute  mark  is 
noteworthy  in  the  right  obverse  field,  otherwise  this  important  scar¬ 
city  could  conceivably  rate  a  higher  Mint  State  classification. 

2210  1876  Choice  AU-55.  Semi-prooflike.  Just  a  touch  of  friction  is  pres¬ 
ent  in  the  fields  of  this  coin,  otherwise  Mint  State  status  would  be 
assured.  It  has  been  expertly  cleaned  at  one  time,  thereby  prompting 
light  hairlines  to  appear  in  the  fields.  A  low  mintage  of  a  mere  14,640 
business  strikes.

2211  1876-CC  Superb  Choice  Uncirculated,  Mint  State-65.  Without  a 

doubt  among  the  finest  of  the  dozen  or  so  known  to  have  survived. 
This  prime  rarity  of  the  twenty-cent  pieces  must  certainly  have  been 
a  specimen  or  presentation  striking.  Over  the  years  it  has  taken  on 
a  superb  light  golden  toning  which  attests  to  its  heritage  and  the 
care  shown  by  its  earlier  owners. 

A  first  class  rarity  itself,  this  present  specimen  has  a  first  class 
pedigree  as  well.  This  piece  is  from  the  Jerome  Kern  Collection,  the 
famous  composer,  from  whence  it  went  to  Edwin  Hydeman  whose 
collection  was  dispersed  by  Abe  Kosoff  in  1961.  Bought  by  Mr.  Joe 
Flynn,  the  Kansas  City  dealer,  it  went  via  an  intermediary  to  Armand 
Champa  of  Louisville,  Kentucky.  We  were  honored  to  be  chosen 
to  sell  Mr.  Champa's  collection  in  May  of  1972,  where  this  specimen 
was  offered  as  Lot  791. 

The  1876-CC  owes  its  survival  to  extremely  fortunate  timing,  the 
same  sort  of  chance  that  preserved  the  handful  of  1933  eagles  that 
survive.  The  first  20  or  so  pieces  coined  at  the  Carson  City  Mint, 
using  carefully  prepared  planchets  and  struck  from  new  dies,  were 
most  likely  shipped  away  for  assay  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Shortly 
afterwards  the  Superintendent  of  the  Carson  City  Mint,  James 
Crawford,  received  a  directive  from  the  Director  of  the  Mint, 
Howard  R.  Linderman,  dated  March  19,  1877  ordering  that  all  stocks 
of  the  twenty-cent  piece  were  to  be  melted.  Subsequently,  the  en¬ 
tire  production  run  of  10,000  pieces,  save  the  few  that  escaped  before 
Linderman  s  order  reached  the  Carson  City  Mint,  were  melted  down 
and  lost  to  later  collectors. 

We  are  proud  to  offer  here  one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of 
this  spectacular  rarity,  and  doubly  proud  to  have  the  opportunity 
of  handling  an  "old  friend"  once  again.  Like  the  coin  itself,  which 
owed  its  survival  to  a  lucky  chance,  the  opportunity  presented  here 
is  a  once-in-a-decade  one,  for  how  often  does  a  coin  of  this  magnitude 
an  importance  appear?  We  cannot  emphasize  enough  that  the 
chance  to  acquire  an  all  important  rarity  such  as  this  comes  along 
very,  very  seldom  and,  once  it  has  passed,  it  is  gone. 

The  following  description  is  taken  from  the  Armand  Champa  Col¬ 
lection  sale.  May  19-20,  1972,  Lot  791: 

1876-CC  Twenty  Cent  piece— the  prime  rarity  of  this 
denomination  and  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  desired  of  all 
American  coins.  When  we  catalogued  the  Century  Sale  (for 
Paramount  International  Coin  Corporation)  on  1965  we  ex¬ 
plained  the  rarity  of  the  1876-CC,  a  coin  of  which  10,000

were  minted  but  of  which  only  a  dozen  or  so  are  known  to¬ 
day,  by  quoting  a  letter  furnished  to  us  by  numismatic  re¬ 
searcher  Walter  Thompson.  The  letter,  written  by  Mint  Direc¬ 
tor  H.R.  Linderman  on  March  19,  1877,  and  addressed  to 
Jas.  Crawford,  Superintendent  of  the  U.S.  Mint  at  Carson 
City,  stated:  You  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  melt 
all  twenty-cent  pices  you  have  on  hand,  and  you  will  debit 
Silver  Profit  Fund  with  any  loss  thereon.  The  presently- 
offered  1876-CC  is  the  first  we've  had  the  opportunity  of 
handling  since  1965,  a  span  of  seven  years.  Of  the  few  known 
1876-CC  twenty-cent  pieces,  few  have  credentials  as  in¬ 
teresting  as  the  one  now  up  for  sale.  The  condition  is  superb 
Uncirculated  with  an  absolutely  flawless  surface.  It  was  un¬ 
doubtedly  a  specimen  of  presentation  striking;  a  situation 
which  would  account  both  for  its  survival  and  for  its  impec¬ 
cable  condition.  The  pedigree  is  likewise  first  class:  this  is 
the  specimen  owned  by  noted  composer  Jerome  Kern.  From 
the  Kern  Collection  it  went  to  Edwin  Hydeman,  a 
discriminating  numismatist  whose  collection  was  sold  at  auc¬ 
tion  by  A.  Kosoff  in  1961.  The  next  owner  was  Kansas  City 
dealer  Joe  Flynn,  Jr.  From  Mr.  Flynn  it  went  via  an  in¬ 
termediary  to  its  present  owner:  and  now  is  offered  for  sale. 
The  two  most  recent  offerings  we  can  trace  of  the  classic 
1876-CC  are:  (1)  The  R.L.  Miles,  Jr.  coin,  likewise  a  choice 
Uncirculated  example,  offered  as  Lot  874  in  Stack's  sale  of 
April  10,  1969— over  three  years  ago.  In  their  sale  descrip¬ 
tion  Stack  s  noted  that  "the  interest  in  rarities  such  as  the 
1876-CC  20c  piece  has  been  constantly  increasing,  and 
although  we  have  not  been  able  to  offer  one  for  sale  in  SIX 
YEARS,  we  feel  that  an  estimate  of  $10,000.00  is  conser¬ 
vative."  Conservative  it  was,  and  the  coin  fetched  $16,000.00. 
(2)  The  second  offering  was  that  of  the  present  coin.  In  full- 
page  advertisement  Joe  Flynn  noted:  "...this  coin  should  prove 
to  be  an  excellent  investment  for  the  future.  We  are  proud 
to  offer  this  classic  numismatic  rarity  at  $23,000.00."  With 
the  current  strength  of  the  coin  market,  the  fame  and 
desirablity  of  the  1876-CC,  the  rarity  of  the  coin  (it  com¬ 
pares  favorably  with  the  rarity  of  the  1804  dollar,  for  exam¬ 
ple),  the  flawless  condition  of  the  piece  offered  here  and  its 
outstanding  pedigree,  we  expect  it  to  sell  for  close  to 
$30,000.00.  At  the  Champa  Sale  12  years  ago  it  sold  for 
$24,000.00

a  total  production  of  just  350,  making  it  one  the  lowest  mintage 
coins  in  the  entire  field  of  United  States  numismatics.  The  present¬ 
ly  offered  example  has  been  lightly  cleaned  and  displays  full  brilliance 
as  such.  The  strike  is  exceptional.

2218  1896  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-67.  A  smoky  appearing  light  toning 

possessing  a  slight  bluish  cast  graces  the  immaculate  surfaces  of  this 
incredibly  beautiful  coin.  A  trace  of  golden  overtones  highlight  the 
surfaces.  It  is  as  close  to  perfection  as  can  possibly  exist.  Just  762

Just  a  glim¬ 
mer  of  pale  golden  toning  can  be  detected  when  it  is  held  properly 
in  the  light,  otherwise  full  natural  brilliance  is  retained  on  this 
specimen.  The  Proof  mintage  of  1,245  (higher  than  most  other  dates 
of  the  period  though  still  tiny  by  modern  standards)  resulted  from 
additional  orders  being  placed  for  the  new  design.  Few  remaining 
specimens  can  compare  with  this  remarkable  coin. 


Virtually  a  twin  to  the  previously 
offered  lot.  Also  one  of  the  finest  survivors  of  its  respective  date. 
Low  Proof  striking  of  just  792  coins. 

2216  1894  Brilliant  Proof -60.  Medium  shades  of  blue  and  violet  surround 
the  rims  of  this  specimen.  Somewhat  subdued  mint  lustre  glistens 
toward  the  center. 


2220  1898  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  If  perfection  is  what  you  want,  perfec¬ 

tion  is  what  you'll  get  on  this  masterpiece.  Pale  iridescence  in  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  smoky  gray  and  pale  gold  surround  the  periphery.

A  superlative  example  which  should 
generate  much  enthusiasm  on  the  bidding  floor  due  to  its  outstand¬ 
ing  eye  appeal.  Certainly  among  the  finest  extant  of  755  Proofs 
struck.

2230  1908  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63/ 65.  Fully  lustrous  as  a  result  of  a  careful 

dipping.  Surface  marks  are  minimal  and  the  fields  are  especially 
clean . 


2231  1909  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  Streaks  of  light  russet  and  violet  irides¬

This  placement  oc¬ 
curred  only  in  the  first  two  years  of  production,  after  which  the 
dies  were  modified  and  the  mintmark  was  placed  on  the  reverse, 
to  the  left  of  the  base  on  which  the  eagle  stands.  Many  individuals 
consider  this  a  separate  type  and  include  an  obverse  mintmarked 
example  in  their  type  set. 

2293  1916-S  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63/65.  Blazing  original  mint 
brilliance  is  maintained  on  this  coin.  One  of  the  keys  to  the  Liberty 
Standing  series,  this  issue  has  a  total  mintage  of  just  over  one  half 
million,  few  of  which  survive  in  Mint  State.  The  strike  is  excellent 
and  surface  marks  are  minimal.  This  specimen  is  truly  a  borderline 
MS-65. 

2294  1917  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Sharply  struck.  Somewhat 
subdued  mint  brilliance  is  lightly  toned  in  pale  golden  iridescence. 

2295  191 7-D  Obverse  mintmark.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63 
Here  is  another  pleasing  Liberty  Walking  half  with  full  mint  lustre. 
This  branch  mint  issue  is  another  key  to  the  series.  Mintage  under 
one  million  coins.  Characteristic  softness  is  present  at  the  lines  of 
Miss  Liberty's  gown,  otherwise  the  strike  is  superb.  It  is  an  elusive 
coin  in  this  grade. 

2296  191 7-D  Reverse  mintmark.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  A 
mate  in  appearance  to  the  previously  offered  lot.  Full  mint  brilliance 
remains,  complemented  by  an  unusually  sharp  strike.  Characteristic 


weakness  in  the  lines  of  Liberty's  gown  prevails.  Surfaces  marks  aa 
minimal,  and  as  such  this  coin  rates  borderline  MS-65  status. 

2297  A  trio  of  borderline  Mint  State  branch  mint  Liberty  Walking  halve- 
1917-S  Obverse  mintmark,  1919-D,  and  191 9-S.  Each  coin  grade 
Choice  AU-55.  All  have  very  likely  not  seen  a  day  of  circulation 
though  each  has  been  lightly  brushed  and  displays  light  hairline 
as  such.

It  displays  full  original  mint 
frost  and  its  strike  would  be  virtually  impossible  to  improve  upon. 
The  fields  are  devoid  of  any  significant  imperfections,  though  a  few 
minute  marks  are  present  at  the  lower  portion  of  Liberty's  gown. 
They  are  well  concealed  and  take  strong  magnification  to  detect, 
and  are  mentioned  only  for  the  sake  of  accuracy.  The  reverse  sur¬ 
faces  are  close  to  perfection. 

A  tiny  mintage  of  246,000  coins  from  this  mint  is  recorded  in 
this  year,  making  it  the  second  lowest  production  date  of  the  series, 
behind  its  Denver  Mint  counterpart  of  the  same  year.  The  presen¬ 
tation  of  so  many  outstanding  quality  low  mintage  halves  of  this 
series  is  an  event  which  must  be  taken  advantage  of  now,  while  they 
are  available,  as  offerings  of  this  calibre  occur  so  seldom.

Trade  Dollars 

The  following  collection  of  Philadelphia  Mint  trade  dollars  comprises 
11  different  dates  starting  with  the  first  year  of  issue  in  1873.  Included  in 
the  collection  are  the  rare  issues  of  1878,  1879,  1880,  1881,  1882,  and  1883; 
and  the  extremely  rare,  legendary  1884  trade  dollar.  Each  piece  was  selected 
by  the  consignor  for  high  quality  of  condition,  a  difficult  enough  task,  but 
on  top  of  that  consideration  each  was  selected  from  among  the  very  few 
that  come  available  for  the  quality  and  attractiveness  of  its  toning.  The 
result  has  been  a  Proof  date  collection  in  which  every  specimen  but  one 
(the  1881)  has  matching  toning.  How  many  years  must  it  have  taken,  and 
how  many  potential  candidates  must  have  been  reluctantly  turned  away, 
before  these  11  coins  were  finally  assembled?  We  do  not  have  to  describe 
this  in  detail  because  each  and  every  one  of  us  knows  the  excitement  of 
chasing  a  coin  we  want,  and  we  know  as  well  the  disappointment  at  find¬ 
ing  our  hopes  for  a  piece  going  unfulfilled.  We  believe  that  the  following 
collection  of  Proof  trade  dollars  offers  a  remarkable  opportunity. 

Note:  The  history  of  the  U.S.  trade  dollar  has  been  well  described  by 
John  M.  Willem.  We  recommend  that  every  collector  acquire  a  copy  for 
reference.  There  is  no  substitute  for  knowledge  in  any  field,  but  this  is 
especially  so  in  numismatics  where  ignorance  can  often  be  taken  advan¬ 
tage  of  and  become  costly.  The  United  States  Trade  Dollar  by  John  M. 
Willem  (1983  reprint)  is  available  from  Sandi  Scott,  Manager  of  the  Bowers 
and  Merena  Galleries  Publications  Department,  for  $15.00  postpaid. 

2331  1873  Proof-60,  with  a  cluster  of  contact  marks  in  the  left  obverse 
and  reverse  fields.  Only  865  Proofs  were  struck!  The  obverse  is  toned 
a  light  blue,  gunmetal  shade  with  rosier  hints  around  the  date;  while 
the  reverse  periphery  is  toned  a  similar  gunmetal  blue  with  rose- 
pink  highlights  extending  from  the  center  toward  the  rim.  There  are 
partial  wire  rims  on  both  sides,  testifying  to  the  care  with  which 
the  piece  was  struck. 

2332  1874  Proof-60.  700  Proofs  were  struck  this  year.  The  toning  nearly 
matches  that  of  the  preceding  specimen.  The  obverse  has  a  more 
uniform  gunmetal  blue  and  the  reverse  is  toned  an  even  mix  of  blue 
and  rose  with  individual  colors  visible  within  the  eagle  s  wing 
feathers.  Three  bands  of  darker  toning  cross  the  obverse  beneath 
the  seated  figure  of  Liberty. 
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Choice  Proof  1875  Trade  $1 


2333  1875  Choice  Proof-65.  700  Proofs  were  struck.  Here  is  a  virtual  gem 
coin,  only  a  small  planchet  flaw  away  from  being  in  that  class.  The 
toning  is  a  shade  deeper  on  this  piece  than  on  the  previous  two, 
but  matches  them  in  color.  A  deeper,  almost  fiery  orange  underlies 
the  obverse  gunmetal  blue  while  the  reverse  rose  coloring  is  so 
uniform  as  to  make  the  coin  seem  almost  iridescent. 

2334  1876  Proof-65.  A  sharper  than  usual  strike.  One  short  scratch  in 
the  reverse  field  that  should  be  noted.  The  toning  is  an  interesting 
variation  of  the  color  scheme  already  described  as  characteristic  of 
this  collection.  The  obverse  is  almost  entirely  the  familiar  gunmetal 
blue  issue  save  that  a  roseate  halo  surrounds  the  whole  figure  of 
Liberty.  The  reverse  in  this  case  is  more  uniformly  rose-pink  with 
just  a  hint  of  bluing  underneath  and  on  the  legends.  Only  1,150 
Proofs  were  struck  this  year. 


2335  1877  Proof-63  obverse/Proof-65  reverse.  Only  510  Proofs  were 
struck.  The  obverse  toning  is  almost  a  uniform  mixture  of  the  prevail- 
ing  rose  and  blue  shades  with  a  halo  of  darker  blue  nestling  around 
each  star.  In  contrast  to  the  1876  the  major  effect  on  the  reverse 
is  one  of  gunmetal  blue  with  just  a  hint  of  rose  beneath.  The  last 
year  trade  dollars  were  struck  in  Philadelphia  for  export.  Hereafter, 
the  Philadelphia  Mint  struck  the  denomination  only  in  Proof  finish 
for  collectors. 

2336  1878  Proof-63  obverse/Proof-65  reverse.  The  first  of  the  Proof  on¬ 
ly  years  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Only  900  were  struck.  The 
figure  of  Liberty  sits  wreathed  in  a  darker  shade  of  blue  upon  a  field 
of  blue-gray  and  pink  that  offsets  the  type  in  cameo-like  fashion. 
The  reverse  is  a  uniform  mix  of  these  prevailing  colors.  The  overall 
strike  is  better  than  most,  especially  over  Liberty's  breast  which  is 
clearly  defined  with  each  fold  of  her  garments  separate  and  plain. 

2337  1879  Proof-63  obverse/Proof-65  reverse.  The  second  Philadelphia 
Mint  Proof  only  year,  after  the  discontinuance  of  the  denomina¬ 
tion  except  as  an  issue  for  collectors.  A  brilliantly  beautiful  specimen 
with  an  exceptional  reverse  in  terms  of  strike  and  coloration.  The 
blue  and  rose  tones  here  have  taken  on  an  iridescence  that  com¬ 
petes  with  the  overall  brilliance  of  the  coin  for  the  observer's  atten¬ 
tion.  A  coin  one  will  never  tire  of  admiring.  A  low  1,541  were  struck. 

2338  1880  Proof-63  obverse/Proof-65  reverse.  The  third  of  the  Proof  only 
year.  Only  1,987  struck.  A  coin  that  is  a  virtual  twin  to  the  1879 
already  described,  but  with  hints  of  light  gold  around  the  reverse 
rim  and  washing  across  the  leading  edges  of  the  eagle's  wings. 
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Beautifully  iridescent,  with  a  very  sharp  obverse  strike  especiall 
on  the  figure  of  Liberty. 

2339  1881  Proof-60  obverse/Proof-63  reverse.  A  very  tough  date  to  fint 
with  only  960  Proofs  being  struck.  Brilliant  surfaces  underlain  h 
an  iridescent  shade  of  desert  yellow  and  clusters  of  purple  and  oranii 
highlights. 

2340  1882  Proof-63  obverse/Proof-65  reverse.  Bright  blue  and  iridescec 
tones  of  purple  wreath  both  surfaces  of  this  brilliant  Proof.  TH 
reverse  is  a  spectacular  rainbow  of  these  prevailing  hues.  Only  1,05 
Proofs  were  struck. 

2341  1883  Proof-63  obverse/Proof-65  reverse.  The  obverse  is  toned 
uniform  gunmetal  blue  while  the  reverse  is  a  lighter  blue-gray  shad: 
with  underlying  rose-pink  tones.  A  streak  of  darker  toning  on  th 
obverse  is  barely  noticeable  across  brilliant  fields.

2342  1884  Golden  Choice  Proof  65  .  420.4  grains.  An  outstanding  coin 

delicately  toned  in  iridescent  shades  of  light  gold.  With  mirror  Prool 
fields  deep  enough  to  get  lost  in!  A  stunning  specimen  of  this  legen¬ 
dary  rarity.  This  example  is  without  a  doubt  one  of  the  finest. 

The  origins  of  the  1884  trade  dollar  are  shrouded  in  mystery  even 
after  almost  80  years  since  the  first  few  specimens  were  announced 
in  Philadelphia  by  John  W.  Haseltine  in  1908.  Before  then  no 
specimens  of  the  1884  trade  dollar  were  known  to  numismatists. 
There  is  no  direct  mention  in  the  Reports  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint 
referring  to  coining  the  1884  trade  dollar,  and  Walter  Breen's  research 
found  no  records  of  bullion  specifically  acquired  for  its  manufac¬ 
ture  or  dies  cut  for  trade  dollars  dated  1884.  It  is  instructive  to  quote 
at  length  from  Breen  s  opinion  about  this  mysterious  issue  as  printed 
in  John  Willem's  work  on  this  denomination: 

There  is  not  the  slightest  hint  in  the  1887  (or  any  other  Direc¬ 
tor  s  Report)  that  any  trades  were  coined  in  1884  or  1885. 
There  is  no  account  of  any  such  in  the  coiner's  tables  in 
reports  for  those  years  or  any  others.  There  is  no  account- 
ing  for  the  bullion  that  must  have  been  used  for  them.  There 
is  no  record  of  any  dies  being  made  for  trades  in  those  years. 

I  conclude  that  the  issue  (which  was  not  known  before  1908 
in  spite  of  rumors)  must  have  been  a  result  of  private  enter¬ 
prise  at  the  Mint,  in  the  Coiner's  Department  which  had 
charge  of  the  hubs  and  presses  on  which  working  dies  were 
regularly  made". 

Exactly  when  the  1884  trade  dollars  were  struck  will  probably 
never  be  known  with  certainty.  In  the  year  1884  there  were  rumors 
that  such  pieces  existed.  Ed.  Frossard,  the  outspoken  dealer  who 
was  ready  to  give  a  comment  on  just  about  every  subject  imaginable, 
defended  the  Mint  and  stated  that  if  the  Mint  said  no  specimens  were 
struck,  then  that  was  the  case.  Still,  numismatists  were  aware  at 
an  early  date  that  an  1884  die  had  been  prepared,  for  copper  strik- 
ings  were  known.  As  noted,  the  existence  of  silver  impressions  did 
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not  become  general  knowledge  until  after  the  turn  of  the  century 
when  numismatists  were  startled  to  learn  that  apparently  ten  1884 
issues  and  tive  1885  pieces  existed  and,  presumably,  represented  the 
total  numbers  struck  (although  this  was,  and  still  is  conjecture). 

Following  the  release  of  the  1884  trade  dollars  in  1908,  Virgil  M 
Brand,  the  famous  Chicago  numismatist,  became  entranced  with 
the  pieces  and  acquired  five  or  six  of  them!  These  remained  as  part 
of  Brand  s  holdings  until  the  1930s,  effectively  removing  them  from 
other  numismatists  of  the  era. 

Today,  in  1°84,  it  is  still  believed  that  just  ten  specimens  of  the 
1884  trade  dollar  exist.  No  examples  have  come  to  light  that  can¬ 
not  be  traced  to  the  1908  grouping.  In  the  intervening  decades  most 
1884  trade  dollars  have  been  cleaned,  some  of  them  very  harshly. 
In  our  opinion,  of  the  ten  known  specimens  probably  no  more  than 
two  or  three  can  be  called  Choice  Proof-65  today.  The  others  range 
from  Proof-55  through  Proof-63,  with  Proof-60  being  the  norm. 

The  1884  trade  dollar  is  one  of  America's  legendary  coin  rarities, 
taking  its  place  with  such  issues  as  the  1913  Liberty  head  nickel, 
the  1894-S  dime,  the  1876-CC  twenty-cent  piece,  the  1827  quarter, 
the  1838-0  half  dollar,  the  1804  dollar,  and  the  companion  1885 
trade  dollar.  Each  of  these  pieces  has  inspired  much  numismatic  com¬ 
mentary  and  print  over  the  years,  and  of  each  of  these  pieces  fewer 
than  20  examples  are  known  to  exist  today,  far  fewer  in  the  case 
of  the  1913  Liberty  head  nickel. 

The  presently-offered  1884  trade  dollar,  one  of  the  very  finest 
known  pieces,  presents  a  rare  opportunity  for  the  specialist  and  the 
collector  of  rarities,  a  chance  to  acquire  one  of  the  finest  of  this  land¬ 
mark  issue.  It  may  be  many  years  before  an  equivalent  specimen 
crosses  the  auction  block.

The 
strike  is  sharp  and  the  original  brilliance  is  as  radiant  as  can  possibly 
exist.  Offered  here  is  truly  a  remarkable  specimen  of  the  "king''  of 
the  Morgan  dollar  series,  with  a  recognized  release  of  880  total  coins, 
all  Proofs. 

Although  mint  records  reveal  a  mintage  of  12,880  coins  of  this 
date,  no  record  whatsoever  exists  of  an  Uncirculated  specimen  sur¬ 
viving.  All  known  examples  are  either  Proofs  or  circulated  Proofs 
in  varying  degrees  of  quality.  It  is  generally  accepted  that  the  12,000 
business  strikes  were  melted  under  the  Pittman  Act,  which  called 
for  the  reclamation  and  melting  into  bullion  of  270,232,722  silver 
dollars  of  earlier  dates.  No  1895  silver  dollars  were  ever  discovered 
in  any  part  of  the  Treasury-held  pieces  which  have  been  released 
in  recent  decades.  The  history  and  mystery  of  this  most  famous  of 
all  Morgan  dollars  will,  in  all  likelihood,  remain  a  subject  of  specula¬ 
tion  and  wonder  for  future  generations  of  numistmatists  to  ponder.

specimen  is  unquestionably  a  Zerbe  Proof  strike,  and  as  such  it  is 
a  major  rarity  within  the  Morgan  dollar  series.  Quality  wise,  this 
specimen  is  far  superior  to  most  specimens  which  appear  on  the 
market  from  time  to  time,  many  being  scruffy  and  harshly  cleaned. 
Surface  marks  are  minimal  as  this  coin  displays  no  signs  of  contact 
with  other  coins.  It  is  truly  a  well  cared  for  specimen.  The  somewhat 
subdued  lustre  in  the  fields  does  not  exhibit  the  ultra-deep  appearance 
of  the  regular  Proofs  struck  prior  to  1905,  though  they  are  reflec¬ 
tive.  The  strike  is  generally  bold  in  spite  of  some  flatness  at  the  breast 
feathers  of  the  eagle  and  the  highest  strands  of  Liberty's  hair  curls. 

Two  separate  runs  of  Proof  Morgan  dollars  were  made  in  1921. 
The  first  group,  estimated  to  be  comprised  of  anywhere  from  20 
to  200  coins  (an  actual  figure  closer  to  the  lower  number  is  likely) 
were  made  for  Farran  Zerbe  and  his  followers,  most  of  them  within 
the  ranks  of  the  ANA.  The  second  group,  consisting  of  12  coins, 
was  made  for  noted  Philadelphia  coin  dealer  Henry  Chapman,  after 
he  complained  to  Mint  officials  in  regard  to  not  being  treated  equally. 

Characteristics  of  the  Zerbe  variety  include  an  obverse  diebreak 
at  the  second  U  of  UNUM  extending  into  the  rim  and  a  recutting 
of  the  letter  T  in  UNITED  on  the  reverse.  Additionally,  horizontal 
die  file  marks  are  evident  within  the  bows  of  the  ribbon  of  yhe  wreath 
on  Zerbe  Proofs.  As  previously  stated,  and  it  cannot  be  overem¬ 
phasized,  this  is  among  the  very  finest  survivors  of  the  Zerbe  Proofs, 
and  as  such,  it  is  truly  a  classic  20th-century  American  rarity.

As  a  result,  while  scarce  and 
rare  issues  presently  sell  for  several  multiples  of  common 
issue  prices  today,  some  of  these  should  be  selling  for  many 
multiples.  Therein  lie  many  opportunities! 

First  Gold  Dollar  Issue 


2373  1849  Breen  I.  Open  wreath,  small  head,  no  L  on  truncation.  Select 

Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Sharply  struck,  with  reflective  fields. 
In  his  book  on  gold  dollars  David  Akers  notes  that  this  is  the  third 
rarest  gold  dollar  from  the  standpoint  of  mintage  and  number  of 
appearances  at  auction.  Only  1,000  were  struck  without  Longacre  s 
initial  on  the  bust  of  Miss  Liberty.  Breen  suggests  in  his  monograph 
on  gold  dollars  that  the  dies  used  for  this  variety  developed  a  severe 
crack  across  the  reverse  toward  the  end  of  their  lives.  This  specimen 
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must  come  from  the  beginning  of  the  run  from  these  dies  since  the 
reverse  is  perfect  and  in  terms  of  reflectivity  and  strike  is  a  perfect 
match  to  its  obverse.  Altogether  an  outstanding  high  grade  exam¬ 
ple  of  our  nation  s  first  U.S.  Mint  gold  dollar  and  a  major  rarity 
in  the  gold  dollar  series  itself. 

2374  A  pair  of  1849  gold  dollar  types:  Open  wreath,  large  head,  L  on 
truncation.  Lustrous  AU-50;  Closed  wreath.  Choice  EF-45. 

An  opportunity  for  the  collector  to  acquire  both  types  of  the  large 
head  design  which  replaced  the  earlier  small  head  type  and  which 
came  to  be  the  standard  design  on  U.S.  gold  dollars  until  1854.

Like  the  preceding  lot,  this  pair  of  dollars  offers  a  chance  to  ob¬ 
tain  a  transitional  small  head  variety  with  the  large  head  design  varie¬ 
ty  finally  adopted  at  the  Mint.

2384  1850-D.  Extremely  Fine-40.  A  difficult  coin  to  grade  as  Dahloneg 
Mint  strikes  are  usually  weaker  than  Philadelphia  Mint  specimen 
While  the  center  of  the  obverse  seems  worn,  details  in  the  leav« 
of  the  wreath  show  that  the  obverse  is  simply  weakly  struck.  In  fac 
the  reverse  detail  suggests  a  higher  grade  than  our  conservative  EF-4k 
This  is  a  difficult  coin  to  locate  in  grades  better  than  VF-30,  an 
with  a  mintage  of  only  8,382  is  a  tough  date  to  locate  in  any  colle* 
tible  grade!

2391  1851-C  About  Uncirculated-55.  A  sharp  and  clear  specimen  of  this 

popular  Charlotte  Mint  issue  with  full  mint  lustre  around  the 
periphery  wreathing  partial  prooflike  fields  in  the  centers  of  the  coin  . 
Only  41,267  struck,  a  fraction  of  the  over  3  million  coined  ai 
Philadelphia  in  1851.  David  Akers'  research  indicates  the  average 
grade  for  this  date  is  only  EF-42,  placing  this  specimen  in  the  upper 
ranks  of  those  available  to  collectors. 
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23*J2  185 1-D  Breen-2  About  Uncirculated-50.  The  second  year  of  issue 

of  gold  dollars  from  the  Dahlonega  Mint,  with  only  9,882  struck. 

Walter  Breen  described  two  die  varieties  for  this  year  and  mint 
in  his  invaluable  monograph  Major  Varieties  of  U  S.  Gold  Dollars. 
the  variety  represented  by  this  example  D2  being  the  rarer  of  the 
two.  The  reverse  break  described  is,  on  this  coin,  becoming  heavy, 
extending  through  the  denomination  to  reach  the  rim  above  E  in 
STATES.  Interestingly,  the  die  cud  on  the  obverse  rim  of  this  piece, 
above  the  6th  and  7th  stars,  was  not  described  and  probably 
represents  an  even  later  state  of  the  dies,  falling  in  all  likelihood 
toward  the  end  of  the  production  run  from  these  dies. 


2393  1851-0  About  Uncirculated-55.  Very  scarce  in  this  high  condition. 
A  beautiful  example  with  lovely, glowing  lustre.  Much  rarer  than 
the  mintage  figure  of  290, 000  struck  would  suggest,  David  Akers'data 
suggests  that  the  1851-0  is  two  or  three  times  rarer  than  the  com¬ 
mon  Philadelphia  Mint  Type  1  gold  dollars. 

2394  1852  About  Uncirculated-55.  Lustrous  and  sharply  struck  with  only 
a  trace  of  softness  on  Liberty's  hair.  A  nice  example  of  a  Philadelphia 
Mint  strike  from  the  Type  1  period,  after  the  mint  had  become  used 
to  the  small  size  of  the  flan  and  was  successfully  coining  Longacre's 
revised  design. 

2395  A  quartette  of  gold  dollars,  two  each  from  the  Philadelphia  and  New 
Orleans  Mints:  1852  EF-45,  a  few  scratches;  1852-0  AU-55,  high 
grade  and  underrated.  The  second  lowest  mintage  of  Type  I  New 
Orleans  Mint  gold  dollars;  1853  EF-40;  1853-0  AU-50,  another  better 
than  most  New  Orleans  Mint  gold  dollars.  (Total:  4  pieces) 

2396  Two  gold  dollars:  1852  VF-30;  1861  AU-50,  a  better  grade  Civil  War 
issue,  one  of  just  two  dates  from  the  war  years  that  can  be  obtained 
without  much  long  searching  for  higher  grade  specimens.  (Total: 
2  pieces) 


2397  1  852-C  Extremely  Fine-40.  A  very  scarce  coin  from  a  total  mintage 
of  only  9,434  pieces.  This  example  is  representative  in  almost  every 
way  of  this  date  and  mint  combination.  With  lustre  still  adhering 
in  the  protected  areas  around  the  rims  and  the  characteristic  greenish 
cast  to  the  gold,  this  is  a  perfect  candidate  for  that  vacant  1852-C 
slot  in  a  collection  of  gold  dollars.  With  only  about  200  of  the  9,434 
struck  still  in  existence  today  this  is  an  opportunity  for  the  collec¬ 
tor  that  will  not  be  repeated  very  soon. 

2398  Three  useful  gold  dollars:  1852-0  EF-40,  with  the  usual  obverse 
diebreak  noted  for  this  die  combination  and  a  few  mint-made  rim 
breaks;  1853  About  Uncirculated-50;  another  VF-20.  (Total:  3  pieces)

2399  1853  Choice  Uncirculated  MS-65.  An  above  average  strike  with  full 

star  details  (the  11th  star  a  little  off  in  sharpness)  and  as  much  detail 
in  the  hairline  below  the  coronet  as  the  designer  of  the  type,  James 
B.  Longacre,  could  have  hoped  to  see  in  a  business  strike  from  his 
dies. 


The  surfaces  are  frosty  and  lustrous,  providing  a  glistening 
backdrop  to  one  of  the  most  perfectly  struck  profile*  of  Mis*  Liber 
ty  this  cataloguer  has  seen.  The  sharp  outline  to  the  slope  of  her 
nose  and  the  perfectly  formed  slope  of  her  eyelid  are  feature*  of  thi* 
example  which  are  rarely  seen  on  business  strikes  Two  light  hairline* 
in  the  obverse  field  scarcely  detract  from  so  sharp  and  clear  a  strike 
which  is  fully  echoed  on  the  reverse  where  the  details  in  the  wreath 
are  also  unusually  bold  and  clear.  Altogether  a  worthy  candidate 
for  any  collection  of  gold  dollars. 

2400  1853  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  In  terms  of  strike,  almost 
a  twin  to  the  last.  Lustrous  fields  with  full  mint  frost  Only  a  cou 
pie  of  the  minutest  marks  keep  this  from  a  full  Choice  grade 

2401  A  group  of  Philadelphia  Mint  gold  dollars  1853  About 
Uncirculated-55;  1853  AU-50;  another  1853  EF-40;  1854  Type  II 
AU-50;  another  EF-40.  (Total:  5  pieces) 

2402  A  trio  of  gold  dollars  representing  two  major  types:  1853  AU-50; 
1854  Type  I  AU-50,  the  final  year  of  striking  of  the  Type  I  gold 
dollar;  1862  AU-50,  a  higher  than  average  grade  for  this  desirable 
Civil  War  issue.  Apart  from  the  1861,  1862  is  the  last  year  of  the 
Civil  War  issues  that  js  collectable  in  high  circulated  grades  without 
a  great  amount  of  careful  searching.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

2403  Two  contrasting  gold  dollars:  1853  VF-30;  1887  Uncirculated  MS-60. 
A  study  in  contrasts  well  worth  considering.  While  the  1853  has 
the  highest  mintage  figures  from  the  entire  history  of  striking  the 
gold  dollar,  4,076,051,  the  1887  has  one  of  the  lowest,  8,543  pieces 
struck.  And  while  the  1853  has  an  average  grade  for  appearances 
at  auction  of  only  EF-43,  the  1887  appears  regularly  in  higher  cir¬ 
culated  grades.  An  interesting  puzzle  for  the  collector.  The  explana¬ 
tion  is  that  the  1887  was  struck  near  the  end  of  the  series.  Within 
a  few  years,  gold  dollars  no  longer  actively  circulated.  Thus,  ex¬ 
amples  of  later  years  received  relatively  little  wear. (Total:  2  pieces) 

2404  A  trio  of  gold  dollars  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint:  1853  VF-30;  1853 
VF-20;  1854  Type  I  VF-20.  (Total:  3  pieces) 


Rare  1854-D  Gold  Dollar 


2405  1854-D.  About  Uncirculated-55.  A  well  struck,  sharply  defined 
Dahlonega  Mint  gold  dollar  which  is  far  and  away  among  the  best 
preserved  specimens.  There  are  several  short  scratches  on  either  side 
of  Liberty's  neck  which  should  be  noted. 

With  only  2,935  struck  this  is  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  Dahlonega 
Mint  Type  I  gold  dollar.  As  David  Akers  noticed,  the  average  grade 
of  this  year  and  mint  appearing  out  of  192  auction  catalogues  sam¬ 
pled  was  only  VF-38.  Walter  Breen's  monograph  suggests  that  only 
25  or  30  specimens  are  still  extant,  and  possibly  even  fewer  than 
that.  The  obvious  conclusion  to  be  drawn,  therefore,  is  that  this 
piece  is  among  the  finest  known!  The  detail  on  this  piece  is  very 
well  struck  up,  the  reverse  especially  so,  all  the  letters  appearing 
clear  and  sharp  with  no  blundering  and  only  the  A  of  DOLLAR 
at  all  soft.  The  wreath  is  lightly  detailed,  the  date  clear  and  the  mint- 
mark  is  bold.  The  die  striations  noticed  by  Akers  are  evident  here 
as  well,  a  feature  typical  of  all  1854-D  gold  dollars  seen.  The  coin 
is  lustrous,  and  lacks  the  distracting  reverse  clash  marks  Breen 
describes  as  typical  for  this  date.  Altogether,  a  superior  specimen. 

2406  1854-S  Choice  About  Uncirculated-55.  Removed  from  an  even  higher 
grade  by  only  one  or  two  hairlines.  Very  popular  as  the  only  year 
Type  I  gold  dollars  were  struck  in  the  newly-opened  San  Francisco 
Mint. 
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Some  14  o32  pieces  were  coined  in  1854  at  San  Francisco,  and 
the  denomination  proved  very  popular  among  merchants  who  had 
been  struggling  with  an  on-again,  off-again  supply  of  half  eagles, 
eagles,  and  larger  denominations  from  companies  like  Wass,  Molitor 
and  the  U.S.A.O.G.  The  eagerness  with  which  the  gold  dollar  was 
received  perhaps  accounts  for  the  fact  that  the  average  grade  of  this 
date  appearing  in  David  Akers  sample  of  192  auction  catalogues 
was  only  EF-44. 

It  is  well  to  remember  that  much  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint's  out¬ 
put  in  1854  was  shipped  to  Japan  by  speculators,  where  a  shortage 
of  gold  created  an  artificially  high  silver  to  gold  exchange.  Pieces 
were  exchanged  in  Edo  (modem  Tokyo)  for  silver  pesos  and  trade 
talers  at  a  profitable  rate  and  the  silver  transshipped  back  to  San 
Francisco,  where  the  profit  on  the  exchange  was  enough  to  offset 
the  cost  of  the  gold  and  the  shipping  charges  across  the  Pacific. 


2407  1854  Type  II.  Breen^l.  Brilliant  Uncirculated  MS-60  to  Select  Brilliant 

Uncirculated  MS-63.  A  lustrous  and  unusually  well-struck  exam¬ 
ple  of  the  only  Type  II  gold  dollar  dated  1854.  Usual  clash  marks 
common  to  the  thinner  and  wider  diameter  gold  dollars  of  1854-1856 
can  be  seen.  The  obverse  is  better  struck  in  the  hairline  than  are 
most,  and  the  reverse  weakness  in  the  date  and  LL  are  attributable 
to  the  thinness  of  the  planchet,  as  Walter  Breen  has  noted.  A  thin 
hairline  above  the  coronet  barely  detracts  from  the  overall  eye  ap¬ 
peal  of  this  coin. 


2408  1854  Type  II.  Choice  About  Uncirculated-55.  In  terms  of  actual  wear 

we  are  probably  conservative  in  our  grading.  Liberty's  hair  is  well 
defined,  testifying  to  a  good,  strong  strike  and  the  piece  is  almost 
as  lustrous  as  the  day  it  was  struck.  We  have  taken  into  account 
the  deep  reverse  clash  marks  in  our  grading  of  this  coin.  We  would 
not  be  surprised  if  the  new  owner  of  this  piece  overlooks  them 
altogether. 


2409  Another  1854  Type  II.  About  Uncirculated-50.  A  very  attractive 
little  piece  and  for  the  grade  a  solid  risk-free  buy. 


2410  A  final  1854  Type  II.  Extremely  Fine-40.  There  is  one  small  scratch 
beside  the  first  S.  A  good  opportunity  for  the  collector  with  a  modest 
budget  to  acquire  an  example  of  the  only  Type  II  gold  dollar  dated 
1854. 


2411  1855  Uncirculated  MS-60.  Sharply  struck  with  rippling  iridesce: 

lustre  on  both  faces.  The  8  in  the  date  is  soft,  a  feature  commc 
to  all  Type  II  gold  dollars  and  due  to  the  thin  planchet  require* 
Only  a  few  obverse  friction  marks  keep  this  from  receiving  a  high 
grade. 


2412  1855  Choice  About  Uncirculated-55.  Another  case  of  our  prefe 
ring  the  conservative  grade  in  favor  of  the  collector.  Others  ma 
call  this  MS-60,  but  a  scratch  on  the  obverse  convinces  us  that  v 
should  fall  on  the  conservative  side  in  fairness  to  our  public.

2414  1855  Very  Fine-30.  Another  example  of  the  Type  II  gold  dollar  ■ 
this  date. 

2415  Two  gold  dollars, including  a  Type  II:  1855  VF-30;  1859  EF-45. 
nice  pair  illustrating  the  major  design  changes  of  the  peric 
1854-1856.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

2416  1855.  The  final  example  in  this  offering,  grading  VF-20.  No  distrac 
ing  marks  and  all  features  are  clear. 


2417  1855-C  Very  Fine-30.  An  interesting  test  cut  on  the  edge  of  this  piec 
suggests  circulation  to  an  area  that  had  not  seen  this  type  ofte 
enough  to  accept  it  at  face  value. 

This  is  the  only  Charlotte  Mint  Type  II  gold  dollar  with  the  sec 
ond  lowest  mintage  (9,803)  of  any  Type  II,  only  the  very  rar 
Dahlonega  Mint's  1855  being  lower.  As  David  Akers  notes:  "Wit! 
an  average  grade  of  VF-27,  the  1855-C  has  the  distinction  of  hav 
ing  the  lowest  average  grade  of  any  gold  dollar."  This  piece  exhibit 
the  typical  planchet  preparation  and  strike  characteristic  of  late 
date  Charlotte  Mint  gold  dollars. 

2418  1855-C  Extremely  Fine-40.  Another  example  of  this  elusive  date 
As  happened  to  so  many  gold  dollars,  this  specimen  had  beea 
mounted  but  since  has  had  the  solder  removed  and  repaired.  Th 
design  was  strengthened  by  tooling  around  Miss  Liberty's  profile 
and  as  a  finishing  touch  the  piece  was  polished. 

2419  1855-0  Breen-2.  Choice  About  Uncirculated-55.  An  elusive  issu 
usually  found  in  VF  or  EF  condition.  This  example  is  clear  anc 
lustrous;  the  8  in  1855  is  weakly  struck  up,  as  usual  for  this  date 
A  very  popular  date  with  collectors,  as  the  only  New  Orleans  Min 
Type  II  gold  dollar  and  the  final  year  that  this  mint  coined  gok 
dollars.  Only  55,000  were  struck. 


2420  1855-0  Extremely  Fine-45.  Another  example  of  this  popular  daN 

to  whet  the  collecting  appetite.  Same  variety  as  the  previous  exam : 
pie  with  a  strong  and  centered  mintmark.  Apart  from  the  1850-0 
the  1855-0  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  New  Orleans  Mint  gok| 
dollar. 
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24.1  1855-0  Extremely  Fine-45.  A  final  and  rather  interesting  example 

of  this  date.  This  is  probably  an  early  strike  from  a  new  set  of  dies 
sent  from  Philadelphia.  The  coin  exhibits  the  mirror-like  fields  and 
depth  of  strike  characteristic  of  a  first  strike,  the  quality  of  the  fields 
being  reflective  enough  to  project  a  cameo-like  effect  around  Miss 
Liberty.  The  overall  impression  is  of  a  superior  example  of  this  date. 


2422  1856-S  Type  II.  Breen  1,  the  Double  S’  variety.  Extremely  Fine-40. 
There  is  a  short  scratch  in  front  of  Miss  Liberty's  mouth.  The  only 
San  Francisco  Mint  Type  II  gold  dollar,  with  a  low  mintage  of  only 
24,600. 

This  is  the  scarcer  of  the  two  die  varieties  recorded  by  Walter 
Breen  for  this  year  and  mint.  The  "Double  S"  resulted  from  an  in¬ 
expert  placement  of  the  S  mintmark  on  the  reverse.  The  S  was  first 
punched  onto  the  die  very  close  to  the  bow-knot  and  too  far  to  the 
right.  When  this  was  noticed,  before  striking  any  coins  with  the  im¬ 
proper  die,  the  original  S  was  partly  effaced  and  a  new  S  punched 
on  the  die  in  the  right  place.  The  original,  incorrectly  placed  S  can 
be  seen  above  and  to  the  right  of  the  correct  one  on  this  coin.  The 
upper  serif,  and  part  of  the  upper  curve  as  well,  along  with  the  lower 
curve  of  the  first  S  can  be  plainly  made  out  on  this  example.  Walter 
Breen  noted  he  knew  of  only  4  specimens  of  this  variety,  and  while 
David  Akers  downplayed  the  extreme  rarity  of  the  variety,  a  safe 
opinion  is  that  the  truth  lies  somewhere  between  the  two  and  that 
this  interesting  variety  from  the  very  early  days  of  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Mint  is  certainly  harder  to  locate  than  the  later,  corrected  die 
variety. 

2423  A  very  nice  group  of  Type  III  gold  dollars:  1856  slanting  5  AU-55, 
usually  seen  worn  and  in  the  lower  circulated  grades;  1859  AU-55; 
1861  AU-55;  1874  AU-50.  (Total:  4  pieces) 

2424  A  group  of  Type  III  gold  dollars  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint:  1857 
AU-50;  another,  EF-40;  1859  EF-45,  ever  so  slightly  bent;  1862  EF-40, 
brushed,  a  popular  Civil  War  issue;  1873  open  3  Choice  About 
Uncirculated-55,  clear  and  lustrous  with  a  minimum  of  handling 
marks.  (Total:  5  pieces)

2426  1880  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated  MS-67.  A  simply  perfect  example 

which  must  be  seen  to  be  fully  appreciated.  No  amount  of 
superlatives  in  a  written  description  will  do  it  justice. 

This  coin  has  it  all:  An  extremely  low  mintage  of  only  1,636  pieces 
struck  and  an  exceptionally  high  grade  of  MS-67.  Light  orange  toning 
that  lends  a  feeling  of  authenticity  and  heritage  with  unbroken  mint 
frost  and  classic  iridescent  lustre.  All  this  and  the  prooflike  fields 
of  the  first  strike  to  boot! 

Here  is  another  case  of  the  odd  anomaly  in  condition  found  in 
these  later  date  gold  dollars  discussed  following  Lot  61  of  this  sale. 
From  the  auction  records  David  Akers  surveyed,  he  found  the  1880 
to  have  appeared  less  frequently  in  circulated  condition  than  even 
in  Proof!  This  can  be  explained  by  the  popularity  of  this  date  among 
the  hoarders  and  jewelers  of  the  time.  On  the  other  hand,  and  this 
does  not  really  come  through  after  a  first  reading  of  Akers'  com¬ 
ments,  while  Uncirculated  and  even  Choice  Uncirculated  specimens 
can  be  found,  Gem  Uncirculated  examples  like  this  one  are  very 
rare.  Invariably,  the  coins  hoarded  and  saved  picked  up  some  han¬ 
dling  marks.  The  absence  of  any  marks  on  this  piece  suggests  that 
it  was  put  away  by  its  single  owner  and  did  not  see  the  light  of  day 
until  much  later  on.  This  is  a  coin  worthy  of  the  very  best  collection. 


2425  1879  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  MS-65.  A  really  stunning  exam¬ 

ple  of  this  date  with  a  low  mintage  of  only  3,030  pieces.  Mint  lustre 
and  iridescent  frosting  are  virtually  flawless.  For  the  sake  of  perfec¬ 
tion  we  will  mention  a  tiny  copper  spot  beside  the  1  in  the  denomina¬ 
tion.  This  example  exhibits  the  mirror-like  fields  of  the  early  business 
strike  that  are  so  often  confused  with  Proof  fields,  especially  on  the 
1879  and  later  date  gold  dollars.

2427  1882  Choice  Brilliant  Proof  65.  125  Proof  examples  were  struck  this 

year,  an  increase  over  the  earlier  mintages  in  Proof,  perhaps  to 
discourage  speculation  in  these  special  strikings.  Since  gold  dollars 
had  become  an  investment  opportunity  to  many  at  the  time  many 
of  the  Proofs  of  this  year  were  not  well  cared  for,  resulting  in  far 
fewer  than  the  125  surviving  in  any  condition  approaching  this  one. 
With  a  low  business-strike  mintage  of  only  5,000,  this  date  is  under 
considerable  collector  pressure  and  is  always  a  popular  offering. 
This  example  is  a  worthy  twin  to  the  one  offered  in  our  Eliasberg 
Sale  of  1982  as  Lot  71. 


Choice  1882  Gold  Dollar 


2428  1882  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  MS-65.  Full  frosty  lustre  with 

a  prooflike  reverse  surface  highlights  this  example  of  a  low  5,000 
mintage.  While  the  mintage  is  higher  than  the  1880,  for  example, 
the  1882  is  at  least  twice  as  rare  in  an  Uncirculated  grade  than  the 
1880  is.  Truly  a  top-of-the-line  item  for  the  advanced  collector  of 
gold  dollars. 

Gem  Uncirculated  1889  Gold  Dollar 


2429  1889  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated  MS-67.  Breen-1.  Some  irregulari¬ 

ty  in  the  edges,  as  struck,  and  a  microscopic  hairline  in  the  right 
obverse  field  but  a  prooflike  example  of  the  last  year  of  issue  of 
the  gold  dollar. 

A  very  deceptive  early  business  strike  with  prooflike  surfaces  from 
a  very  high  total  mintage  of  30,729  struck  including  proofs.  Only 
a  lack  of  the  "orange-peer  effect  on  the  fields  gives  this  away  as 


a  first  strike.  Otherwise,  the  detail  is  sharp  and  Miss  Liberty's  pro-j 
file  sits  cameo-like  on  highly  reflective  fields.

Quarter  Eagles 

The  following  offering  of  quarter  eagles  ranks  as  one  of 
the  finest  ever  to  cross  the  auction  block.  In  combination 
with  the  pieces  described  earlier  in  this  catalogue,  those  of¬ 
fered  here  constitute  a  presentation  that  will  forever  be 
remembered  in  the  annals  of  numismatics. 

Early  quarter  eagles  are  the  "rarest  of  the  rare."  Of  the 
issues  from  1796  through  1834  (the  latter  year  without  mot¬ 
to)  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  common  issue.  All  are  rare, 
some  are  very  rare,  and  still  others  are  extremely  rare.  With 
the  exception  of  the  1804  13-star  reverse,  no  example  of 
which  is  offered  here,  none  are  impossibly  rare,  however. 
We  strongly  recommend  the  early  quarter  eagle  series  as  art 
adventure  in  collecting  for  the  connoisseur.  The  individual! 
die  work  of  the  pieces,  their  beauty,  and  the  rarity  of  each 
one  contribute  to  a  display  which  at  once  is  breathtaking; 
and  numismatically  important.  Again,  opportunity  is  the 
key  word.  Many  of  these  pieces  are  sufficiently  rare  that 
they  cross  the  auction  block  only  at  infrequent  intervals. 

Following  the  early  quarter  eagles  a  number  of  popular 
Coronet  or  Liberty  Head  pieces,  as  well  as  the  later  Indian 
issues,  are  presented  for  your  consideration. 


1796  Without-Stars  Quarter  Eagle 


2430  1796  Without-stars  on  the  obverse.  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  Obverse  Very 

Fine-30/Reverse  Extremely  Fine-40.  Clean,  clear  surfaces  free  from 
annoying  defects.  A  tiny  edge  bump  below  the  date  and  adjustment 
marks  through  E  of  LIBERTY  are  noted  for  perfection's  sake.  The 
reverse  is  still  quite  reflective,  testifying  to  the  minimum  of  circula¬ 
tion  this  specimen  has  undergone,  and  some  mint  lustre  still  adheres 
to  the  protected  areas  around  the  reverse  periphery. 
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The  l/9p  no  stars  on  the  obverse  issue  was  designed  by  Robert 
Scot,  who  worked  with  John  Gardner  in  the  mint  at  this  time.  After 
only  ^36  pieces  of  this  type  were  coined  the  design  was  changed 
to  include  13  stars  on  the  obverse,  and  thereafter  stars  appear  on 
the  obverses  of  every  quarter  eagle  subsequently  struck. 

Robert  Scot  s  die  work  is  distinctive  and  immediately  recognizable, 
his  treatment  of  the  reverse  heraldic  eagle  on  both  the  quarter  eagle 
and  eagle  dies  of  1796  being  idiosyncratic  and  very  original.  On 
both  the  eagle  s  neck  is  serpentine  in  form,  recalling  a  similar  inter¬ 
pretation  on  one  scarce  variety  of  the  New  Jersey  cents,  and  the 
eagle  s  eyes  fairly  glower.  The  beak  is  cruel,  and  overall  his  die  gives 
the  feeling  of  an  eagle  ready  and  well-prepared  to  defend  the  fledgling 
country's  newly-won  freedom. 

Altogether  about  25  to  40  specimens  of  this  type  are  thought  to 
exist.  Since  this  is  the  first  year  quarter  eagles  were  struck  and  the 
only  year  the  no  stars  on  obverse  type  was  coined,  this  issue  is  ex¬ 
tremely  popular  among  collectors.  With  no  stars,  the  obverse  fields 
are  quite  broad  and  easily  pick  up  deep  nicks  and  scratches  from 
careless  handling.  This  piece,  while  circulated,  is  free  from  the  sorts 
of  damage  so  often  seen  on  this  classic  American  rarity. 


1796  With-Stars  Quarter  Eagle 


2431  1796  With-stars  on  the  obverse.  Breen-2,  Clapp-2.  Obverse  Extremely 

Fine-40/Reverse  Extremely  Fine-45.  An  unusually  high  quality 
specimen  of  the  revised  1796  quarter  eagle  design,  with  sixteen  stars 
added  to  the  obverse  arranged  eight  behind  and  eight  in  front  of 
Miss  Liberty's  bust. 

A  dazzling  example  of  this  rarity,  this  piece  has  prooflike  fields 
and  is  fully  struck-up  on  the  obverse,  especially  at  the  date,  the  lower 
curls,  and  the  stars  on  the  left,  areas  that  are  seen  flat  or  weak  on 
other  specimens.  A  few  obverse  rim  nicks  are  present.  The  reverse 
shows  light  adjustment  marks,  but  these  are  fainter  than  usual  and 
barely  reach  through  the  shield  lines.  The  tail  of  Robert  Scot's  glower¬ 
ing  eagle  on  the  reverse  is  weak,  as  is  often  the  case.  All  in  all  a 
very  special  example  of  this  rare  coin,  one  that  is  certainly  high  up 
in  the  ranks  of  the  handful  that  survive. 

The  obverse  stars  configuration  is  unique  among  the  quarter 
eagles,  the  8  and  8  arrangement  never  again  being  repeated.  Ap¬ 
parently  it  was  the  Mint's  intention  to  add  a  star  to  the  obverse  for 
each  state  newly  admitted  to  the  Union.  In  this  design,  the  14th  star 
represented  Vermont  (admitted  March  4,  1791),  the  15th  was  for 
Kentucky  (June  1,  1792),  and  the  16th  stood  for  Tennessee  (June 
1,  1796).  The  same  intention  can  be  seen  on  the  very  rare  eagles 
of  1797  with  their  experimental  15  and  16  star  obverses.  The  prob¬ 
lem  with  this  arrangement  was  that  placing  the  stars  in  an  attrac¬ 
tive  way  became  difficult  with  an  odd  number  of  stars,  and  the  more 
stars  to  be  added  the  more  crowded  they  must  look.  The  Mint  decid¬ 
ed,  as  a  solution,  to  place  only  13  stars  on  the  obverses,  one  for 
each  of  the  original  states.  Then  the  Mint  faced  the  problem  of  how 
to  arrange  this  odd  number  of  stars,  the  solution  to  which  provides 


collectors  with  the  eagles  of  1798  and  the  very  rare  7  left  and  6  right 
configuration. 

Only  432  1  796  with  stars  quarter  eagles  were  coined  about  half  j 
the  number  of  1796  without  stars,  and  it  is  estimated  that  only  20  j 
to  25  still  survive.  Very  few  of  even  this  small  number  are  as  well  ! 
struck  and  appealing  as  the  piece  offered  here. 


Superb  Prooflike  1798  Quarter  Eagle 


2432  1798  Breen-1,  Clapp-1,  the  four  berries  reverse.  Obverse  j 

AU-50/Reverse  Brilliant  Uncirculated  MS-60.  Superb  prooflike.  A 
really  stunning  example  which  is  among  the  finest  still  available  to 
collectors.  The  fields  are  fully  prooflike  and  the  mirrorlike  effect 
extends  even  into  the  horizontal  lines  of  the  reverse  shield.  The  eagle's 
tail  is  well  struck,  Liberty's  curls  are  bold,  and  the  faint  adjustment 
marks,  usual  on  early  gold  issues,  are  soft  and  barely  noticeable. 

The  arrangement  of  the  obverse  stars  is  six  behind  and  seven  in 
front  of  Liberty's  head,  a  configuration  unique  to  this  year  of  this 
design  type.  The  reverse  star  arrangement,  also  unusual,  is  described 
by  Walter  Breen  as  6-6-0-1. 

Only  1,094  pieces  were  struck  dated  1798,  614  in  1798  and  480 
later  in  1799  but  dated  1798.  It  was  common  practice  in  the  early 
years  of  the  U.S.  Mint  to  re-use  older  dated  obverses  when  new  coins 
were  needed.  Of  the  slightly  more  than  one  thousand  struck,  David 
Akers  found  only  47  auction  appearances  of  this  date  out  of  226 
catalogues,  and  some  of  the  47  appearances  were  the  same  coin  be¬ 
ing  re-offered  again.  The  census  of  surviving  1798  quarter  eagles, 
therefore,  is  definitely  less  than  50,  and  taking  into  account  re¬ 
appearances  of  the  same  piece  over  the  last  forty  years  the  total 
number  surviving  is  probably  less  than  30. 

While  David  Akers  recorded  auction  records  of  three  "Proofs" 
of  this  year  these  were  most  likely  prooflike  specimens.  Grading 
standards  were  not  as  strict  in  the  past  as  they  are  today,  the  tendency 
being  to  raise  the  grade  of  a  coin  if  it  were  rare.  We  are  more  demand¬ 
ing  now,  and  by  even  the  strictest  of  standards  this  present  specimen 
meets  all  the  tests  for  a  truly  breathtaking  example  of  this  rarity. 
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1802/1  Quarter  Eagle 


2433  1802/1  Overdate.  Breen  2,  Clapp-3.  Leaf  does  not  touch  base  of 

I.  Extremely  Fine-45.  Two  tiny  obverse  rim  bruises  and  a  small  plan- 
chet  flaw  under  Liberty's  chin  are  noticeable.  The  fields  are  partly 
prooflike  and  the  absence  of  adjustment  marks  makes  this  a  highly 
desirable  specimen. 

This  combination  of  dies,  with  the  fourth  leaf  of  the  reverse  olive 
branch  not  touching  the  I  of  AMERICA  is  very  rare,  and  according 
to  Walter  Breen's  studies  is  the  rarest  of  the  four  die  combinations 
he  recorded  for  the  1802/1.  Interestingly,  a  total  recorded  mintage 
of  only  3,035  pieces  is  very  low  when  compared  to  the  number  of 
dies  recorded  for  this  date.  One  would  expect  the  dies  were  capable 
of  coining  more  than  this  low  number,  and  in  the  absence  of  any 
specimens  showing  signs  of  gross  diebreaks,  one  can  only  assume 
that  some  of  the  1802/1  dated  pieces  were  melted  and  re-coined. 

The  overdate  on  the  1802/1  quarter  eagle  is  never  plain,  as  is  the 
case  with  this  example.  David  Akers  suggests  a  little  imagination 
is  needed  to  see  the  overdate  on  many  of  these!  The  arrangement 
of  the  obverse  stars,  8  behind  and  5  in  front  of  Liberty's  head,  is 
the  third  consecutive  design  modification  on  the  early  quarter  eagle, 
and  suggests  that  the  Mint  had  not  yet  decided  on  the  most  aesthetic 
arrangement  of  the  thirteen  stars  that  were  to  be  placed  on  the 
obverses  of  the  gold  coins.  The  same  8  and  5  configuration  was  also 
used  on  the  1802/1  eagles. 


Another  1802/1  Quarter  Eagle 


2434  1802/1  Overdate.  Breen-1,  Clapp-2.  Extremely  Fine-40.  A  second 

specimen  of  this  very  scarce  early  quarter  eagle,  this  example  has 
clear  fields  and  rims  free  from  any  defects  requiring  mention.  No 
adjustment  marks  are  visible,  an  unusual  factor  on  early  gold  coins. 
The  reverse  is  well-struck,  notably  in  the  eagle's  wing  feathers;  the 
breast  feathers  are  always  weak  on  this  die  combination.  The  fields 
are  partly  prooflike.  An  attractive  specimen  overall  and  equal  to 
the  Garrett  specimen. 

Note:  With  this  second  specimen  of  the  1802/1  we  are  now  mid¬ 
way  in  this  exceptional  date-run  offering  of  quarter  eagles.  Such 
an  extensive  series  comprising  some  of  the  classic  rarities  in  U.S. 
numismatics  is  an  event  worth  pausing  to  consider.  Imagine  the  time 
involved  in  putting  this  series  together,  the  careful  patience  and  the 
necessary  expense  of  acquiring  both  varieties  of  the  1796  and  the 
1798,  two  of  the  four  recorded  die  combinations  of  the  1802/1,  and 
the  outstandingly  rare  pieces  yet  to  follow.  A  collection  like  this 
requires  years  to  assemble  and  the  opportunity  it  affords  the  col¬ 
lector  is  as  rare  as  the  coins  it  contains.

Popular  1804  Quarter  Eagle 


1804  with  14  stars  on  the  reverse.  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  Extremely 
Fine-40  obverse/Extremely  Fine-45  reverse.  A  glowing  example  of 
this  popular  variety  with  partly  prooflike  surfaces.  Two  very  minor 
rim  nicks  are  mentioned  only  for  perfection's  sake. 

3,327  pieces  were  coined  in  1804,  and  while  the  majority  of  these 
were  probably  the  14-star  reverse  variety,  the  number  surviving  is 


rated  at  only  a  couple  of  dozen  in  all.  An  interesting  example  of 
a  coin  which  shares  the  same  reverse  with  another  coin  of  an  en¬ 
tirely  different  denomination  and  metal,  for  this  reverse  used  on 
the  1804  quarter  eagle  was  also  employed  to  strike  the  1804  14  stars 
reverse  dime. 
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Rare  1805  Quarter  Eagle 


2436  1805  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  Extremely  Fine  45.  We  describe  this  coin  con¬ 

servatively  as  EF-45  but  would  not  be  surprised  to  see  it  receive  very 
strong  bidder  attention.  There  is  considerable  mint  lustre  still  within 
the  protected  areas  around  the  rims;  the  reverse  exhibits  a  partial 
cartwheel  effect  when  held  under  a  good  light  source;  and  the  coin's 
fields  are  very  reflective  and  partly  prooflike.  David  Akers  estimates 
that  no  more  than  75  to  100  pieces  survive  out  of  a  total  mintage 
of  only  1,781  struck. 

With  so  few  coins  struck  from  these  dies,  the  only  combination 
recorded  by  Walter  Breen,  the  dies  were  still  usable  after  1805.  The 
obverse,  therefore,  was  altered  in  1806  to  make  the  exceptionally 
rare  1806/5  overdate,  and  the  reverse  was  re-used  in  1806  and  1807 
for  those  runs  of  quarter  eagles. 


Very  Rare  1806/5  Quarter  Eagle 


2437  1806/5  with  seven  stars  left,  six  stars  facing.  Breen-2,  Clapp-2.  Ex¬ 

tremely  Fine-40  obverse/About  Uncirculated-50  reverse.  Well  struck 
even  in  the  centers  with  partly  prooflike  surfaces  and  much  mint 
lustre  especially  on  the  reverse.  A  few  faint  hairlines,  an  obvious 
one  lying  across  the  obverse.  The  reverse  die  crack  described  as 
"always  heavy"  by  Breen  is  light  on  this  specimen,  especially  at  LIB. 

An  exceedingly  rare  coin,  part  of  a  total  mintage  of  only  480 
struck.  In  226  auction  catalogues  David  Akers  recorded  only  13  ap¬ 
pearances  of  the  1806/5  quarter  eagle,  and  since  some  of  these  were 
of  the  same  coin,  the  total  number  surviving  is  thought  to  be  less 
than  a  dozen  in  all.  In  fact,  Akers  ranks  the  1806/5  along  with  the 
exceptionally  rare  1841  as  tied  for  the  third  rarest  of  all  quarter  eagles! 

Here  is  an  opportunity  for  the  collector  of  these  classic  early  gold 
coins  to  acquire  one  of  the  rarest  of  the  entire  series,  one  that  can 
take  its  place  with  other  outstanding  specimens  such  as  the  Eliasberg 
example  or  the  Adolph  Menjou  coin.  There  are  less  than  12  known 
to  exist,  and  half  of  these  are  not  as  well  preserved  as  this  one! 


Essential  1808 


!438  1808  Capped  bust  to  left,  large  diameter  planchet.  Breen-1,  Clapp-1. 

Extremely  Fine-45.  Smooth  surfaces  with  just  one  or  two  older 
scratches,  a  noticeable  one  through  A  below  the  eagle's  wing.  Mint 
lustre  still  adheres  around  the  obverse  stars  and  reverse  letters.  The 
fields  are  quite  reflective.  An  area  of  adjustment  marks  lies  just  above 
the  stars  at  right  along  the  rim. 


Quarter  Eagle 


Only  2,710  quarter  eagles  of  1808  were  struck,  many  of  these  prob¬ 
ably  ending  up  in  melting  pots.  Always  popular  and  in  demand  as 
a  one  year  type  and  essential  to  any  complete  collection  of  U.S.  coins 
by  type.  Only  about  50  are  estimated  to  survive  now. 
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A  Second  1808  Quarter  Eagle 


2439  1808  Capped  bust  to  left,  large  diameter  planchet.  Breen-1,  Clapp-1. 

A  second  example  of  this  elusive  and  vital  rare  date,  this  specimen 
grades  EF-45  and  has  been  brushed.  The  strike  is  unusually  sharp 
on  both  Liberty  and  the  eagle,  the  reverse  letters  are  clear  and  overall 
sharp.  In  fact,  the  obverse  strike  on  Miss  Liberty  is  about  all  one 
could  ask  for  from  the  Mint!  The  borders  are  sound,  almost  totally 
complete,  and  the  reverse  shows  virtually  complete  denticles.  These 
features  are  usually  poorly-struck  on  the  1808  and  it  is  hard  to  find 
an  example  as  well  made  as  this  one. 

Here  is  another  important  opportunity  for  the  discerning  collec¬ 
tor,  for  how  often  does  one  find  so  many  rarieties  in  this  series  in 
one  collection,  and  how  often  are  there  two  chances  of  obtaining 
the  same  rare  date  presented?  Of  the  50  estimated  to  have  survived 
the  re-coinage  of  1834  we  are  proud  to  present  2  specimens  in  just 
one  auction. 


1824/1  Quarter  Eagle 


2440  1824/1  Overdate.  Breen-1,  Clapp-1.  Extremely  Fine-40.  Lightly 

brushed  with  some  mint  lustre  still  present  within  the  reverse  let 
tering.  As  with  all  1824/1  specimens  the  centers  are  a  little  soft.  Tht« 
fields  are  clear,  with  only  a  minimum  of  the  hairlines  ordinarily, 
expected. 

Most  of  the  1824/1  overdates  are  indistinct,  only  the  tip  of  the 
1  reaching  out  to  the  left  from  beneath  the  over-punched  4.  Struck 
from  an  unused  1821  obverse  die  since  the  die  characteristics  of  the-j 
1824/1  do  not  match  the  single  known  1821  obverse. 

The  quarter  eagles  of  the  1820s  and  1830s  are  all  very  scarce  tc 
very  rare  depending  on  the  particular  date.  The  explanation  seem; 
to  lie  in  the  fact  that  many  were  melted  in  the  great  re-coinage  ol 
1834  when  the  weights  of  the  gold  denominations  were  reduced, 
offering  owners  of  gold  coins  a  chance  to  make  a  profit  by  paying, 
in  their  pre-1834  gold  coins  in  exchange  for  the  new,  lighter  ones 


2441  1836.  Breen  II-2,  Clapp  4.  Extremely  Fine-45.  Golden-orange  ton¬ 
ing  with  considerable  mint  lustre  still  adhering  within  the  devices. 
The  diagnostic  obverse  diebreak  from  star  to  L  is  very  plain  and 
serves  to  identify  this  variety. 

2442  1838.  Extremely  Fine-45.  Partly  prooflike  fields  serve  to  set  off  to 
her  best  advantage  the  rather  ungainly  head  of  Liberty,  the  “silly 
head"  design  of  this  year.  The  coin  has  been  lightly  cleaned  at  one 
time. 

2443  1843-0,  small  date,  crosslet  4  variety.  Good-6;  1910  EF-40  (Total: 
2  pieces) 


2444  1844  EF-40.  With  a  low  mintage  of  only  6,784,  the  1844  is  a  rare 
date  in  all  grades  and  is  usually  found  only  in  VF  condition. 

2445  A  group  of  coronet  type  quarter  eagles:  1851  VF-30;  1878  VF-30; 
1879  F-12.  Loop  removed.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

2446  Two  quarters  eagles:  1853  EF-40;  1861  EF-40.  Golden  toning  overall 
highlights  this  Civil  War  issue.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

2447  1854  VF-30.  There  is  a  small  scratch  along  Liberty's  cheek. 


2448  A  pair  of  quarter  eagles:  1854  EF-45;  1856  EF-40.  There  is  a  cluster 
of  scratches  above  the  eagle.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

2449  1856-S  EF-40.  A  scarce  date  from  the  early  years  of  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Mint.  A  small  area  of  discoloration  on  the  reverse  attests  tc 
the  mint's  start-up  difficulties. 

2450  A  group  of  quarter  eagles:  1857  EF-45.  What  look  like  adjustment 
marks  underlie  Liberty's  forehead;  1861  AU-50;  1891  AU-55.  (Total: 
3  pieces) 


2451  1858  Brilliant  Uncirculated  MS-60  to  Select  MS-63.  Tied  with  the 

1859  for  scarcest  date  among  the  Philadelphia  Mint  quarter  eagles 
of  the  1850s,  the  1858  is  not  only  scarce  as  a  date  but  is  very  scarce 
in  Mint  State.  We  note  a  small  scratch  on  Liberty's  jaw  for  perfec¬ 
tion's  sake. 
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2452  1877  Extremely  Fine-40.  A  scarce  date  with  a  low  mintage  of  only 
1,652  struck,  the  1877  is  a  popular  coin  and  always  in  demand  with 
collectors. 

2453  1877-S  AU-55.  The  first  San  Francisco  Mint  quarter  eagle  to  be  struck 
with  the  slightly  modified  reverse  in  use  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
since  1859.

(Total:  3  pieces) 

2455  A  group  of  coronet  type  quarter  eagles:  1878  (3)  AU-50;  one  EF-45-

2456  1879  EF-40;  1891  EF-40.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

2457  A  pair  of  quarter  eagles:  1879-S  EF-40.  Reverse  is  partly  prooflike; 

1891  AU-50.  (Total:  2  pieces)  « 


2465  1901  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  MS-65.  This  com  exhibits  the 
full  mint  frost  and  clear  surfaces  demanded  by  the  collector  of  choice 
later  date  quarter  eagles. 

2466  1903  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated  MS-63  Almost  a  borderline  MS-65 
coin  but  only  a  tiny  obverse  rim  nick  keeps  it  away  from  that 
distinction.

2512  1888  Uncirculated  MS-60.  A  very  light  scrape  mark  on  the  cheek 

and  in  the  field  just  in  front  of  the  chin  can  be  seen. 

Just  5,000  were  struck  this  year,  along  with  291  Proofs,  for  a  total 
mintage  of  5,291.  The  second- to-last  year  this  odd  denomination 
was  struck.  In  1889  the  $3  gold  piece  was  dropped  from  our  coinage 
along  with  the  nickel  three  cent  piece.  Walter  Breen  estimates  that 
of  the  total  of  538,259  pieces  coined  in  all  years  only  about  25% 
survive  today.  The  three  dollar  piece,  along  with  its  cousins  the  3 
cent  silver  and  nickel  coins,  is  a  most  unusual  denomination  in  a 
decimal  coinage  and  as  such  has  always  been  popular  with  collectors.

2513  1879  Flowing  Hair  $4  Gold  Stella.  Proof-50  obverse/Brilliant  Proof- 

55  reverse.  108  grains.  One  of  the  approximately  400  to  600  so-called 
restrikes"  dated  1879  but  actually  struck  early  in  the  following  year 
at  the  request  of  the  Congressional  Committee  on  Coinage. 

An  experimental  type  whose  intent  was  to  create  an  American 
coin  roughly  equivalent  in  gold  content  to  contemporary  European 
coins,  the  $4  gold  Stella  was  first  struck  in  1879  but  only  15  pieces 
were  coined.  The  design  immediately  became  popular  in  Washington 
government  circles  and  an  additional  400  to  600  pieces  were  ordered 
by  the  Congressional  Committee  on  Coinage.  These  additional 
pieces,  struck  in  1880,  were  available  for  sale  to  members  of  Con¬ 
gress  and  their  friends  for  $6.50,  representing  only  the  costs  of 
manufacturing  the  denomination.  Many  were  kept  as  souvenirs  or 
keepsakes;  many  others,  like  this  present  example,  were  carefully 
mounted  into  stick-pins  to  be  worn  in  the  cravat  or  lapel,  an  in¬ 
stant  identification  of  the  importance  of  the  wearer.  Some  were 
mounted  and  presented  to  more  colorful  members  of  the  Washington 
scene,  such  as  bordello  keepers,  the  idea  being  that  they  instantly 
identified  the  owner  as  a  "protected"  person  with  at  least  one  friend 
in  high  places. 

This  specimen  might  just  have  been  owned  and  worn  by  a  member 
of  Congress  at  the  time,  or  perhaps  by  one  of  his  "friends"!  Solder 
mounts  have  been  removed  at  opposite  sides  of  the  obverse,  ap¬ 
proximately  9:30  and  3:30,  and  the  fields  in  these  areas  very  ex¬ 
pertly  repaired;  Liberty's  profile  has  been  lightly  strengthened  to 
bring  out  the  shape  of  her  face.  The  reverse  was  the  side  that  showed 
in  the  pin.  The  coin's  overall  appearance  is  very  nice. 


Half  Eagles 

2514  1834  Classic  head  type  with  plain  4  in  the  date.  AU-50. 

Designed  by  William  Kneass,  the  Classic  Head  type  was  struck 
only  until  1838  when  it  was  replaced  by  Christian  Gobrecht's  Cor  < 
onet  design.  There  is  no  motto  above  the  eagle  on  the  reverse  oi 
the  Classic  Head  type,  the  motto  being  omitted  deliberately  tc 
distinguish  these  coins  from  the  earlier  Capped  Bust  types  whosaj 
reverses  are  very  similar.  When  the  weight  in  gold  of  the  half  eagle 
was  reduced  by  the  Mint  Act  of  June  28,  1834,  the  old  half  eaglea 
became  worth  more  than  their  face  values,  and  to  avoid  confusior 
and  error  the  reverse  motto  was  omitted  from  the  new  coins  to  signify 
they  were  of  the  reduced  weight.

Here  is  a  characteristic  Charlotte  Mint  half¬ 
eagle,  one  that  incorporates  the  major  features  of  this  branch  mint'ssj 
strikes  almost  as  if  it  were  a  teaching  piece. 

The  reverse  strike  is  typically  weak  on  the  eagle's  neck,  left  leg, 
and  arrow  feathers;  while  the  obverse  is  weak  on  the  curls  below 
and  hairlines  above  the  coronet.  The  curl  along  Liberty's  neck  is 
almost  invariably  soft.  The  date  is  bold  while  the  bottom  curve  of 
the  C  mintmark  is  usually  soft.  There  is  an  overall  slightly  greenish 
color  to  the  gold  in  the  coin,  a  feature  sometimes  seen  also  on  San 
Francisco  Mint  coins  of  the  1850s  and  explained  by  the  high  silver 
content  of  the  alloy  used  for  coining.  This  coloring  is  very  typical 
of  Charlotte  Mint  strikes,  since  the  bullion  brought  to  the  mint  was 
from  local  sources  with  a  high  silver  content.  Charlotte  was  not 
privileged  to  use  a  steam  coining  press,  the  pride  of  the  main 
Philadelphia  Mint,  instead  relying  on  an  outmoded  screw  press  to 
strike  its  coins.  The  relatively  low  striking  pressures  obtained  from 
the  hand-operated  screw  press  explains  the  usually  weak  strikes  on 
this  southern  mint's  products. 

2518  1851  VG-8.  Pleasing  even  wear  makes  this  a  prime  candidate  for 
the  circulated  type  set  collector. 


2519  1852  Very  Fine-20.  Some  mint  lustre  still  can  be  seen  in  the  pro¬ 
tected  areas.

Although  most  modem  catalogues  have  described  the  1827  original 
simply  as  an  1827  "normal  date,"  it  is  actually  an  overdate,  1827/3, 
with  the  undertype  3  showing  boldly  under  the  7.  Years  ago  this 
issue  was  described  as  such.  T.  Harrison  Garrett's  personal  records 
refer  to  an  1827/3  as  does  Browning's.  However,  modem  popular 
references  such  as  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  and  Scott's 
Catalogue  and  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Coins  overlook  the 
overdate  feature.  All  originals  are  from  the  same  dies  and  are  over- 
dates.  The  reverse  die  is  distinguished  by  a  curved  base  on  the  2 
in  25.  In  distinction,  the  variety  known  as  the  "restrike"  has  an  en¬ 
tirely  different  reverse  die:  Browning's  reverse  die  No. 2  used  in  1819, 
with  a  square  base  on  the  2. 

Neither  the  number  of  1827  original  quarters  extant  nor  their 
pedigree  is  absolutely  certain.  Walter  Breen  conjectures  that  twelve 
Proofs  may  have  been  minted  originally.  Four  of  these  were  ob¬ 
tained  by  young  collector  Joseph  J.  Mickley,  then  28  years  old,  for 
face  value  during  a  visit  to  the  mint  in  the  year  of  issue— according 
to  oft  repeated  numismatic  stories.  The  nine  specimens  as  described 
by  Walter  Breen  follow,  to  which  number  ten,  the  Garrett  Collec¬ 
tion  coin,  has  been  added:

According  to  Mint  records,  4,000  quarter  dollars  were  struck  in 
the  year  1827.  If  this  was  the  case  then  they  were  apparently  from 
dies  of  another  date,  perhaps  1825.  No  business  strike  1827  quarter 
has  ever  come  to  light  nor  do  any  of  the  several  worn  specimens 
show  an  evidence  of  mint  frost  to  indicate  that  they  might  have  been 
issued  as  such.  It  is  believed  that  the  entire  mintage  consisted  of 
Proofs,  some  of  which  have  survived  in  impaired  condition  today. 
As  noted,  Walter  Breen  believes  12  may  have  been  originally  made. 
Of  the  eight  specimens  currently  in  private  hands,  No.  1  is  part  of 
our  national  heritage.  Specimen  No.  6,  that  owned  by  Yale  Univer¬ 
sity,  was  regrettably  removed  from  that  collection  without  authoriza¬ 
tion.

Deep  blue  toning  surrounds  the  periphery  with  attrac¬ 
tive  smoky  gray  and  golden  toning  at  the  centers.

Lightly  cleaned  and  now  possessing 
hairlines  throughout.

2927  1859  Choice  AU-55.  Just  a  touch  of  friction  is  present  on  Liberty's 

knee  and  cap.  Well  struck.  Completely  toned  in  lovely  shades  of 
pale  russet  and  violet. 


2928  1859-0  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Full  frosty  original  mint 

brilliance  shines  vividly  over  unusually  well  struck  engraved  features. 
Just  a  hint  of  golden  toning  is  beginning  to  develop  around  the 


periphery  The  fields  exhibit  contact  marks,  though  they  are  far  fewer 
than  normally  seen  on  this  issue.  Here  is  a  wonderful  specimen  for 
a  Mint  State  type  set. 

This  date  is  one  of  the  few  New  Orleans  Mint  Liberty  Seated 
dollars  which  can  be  readily  obtained  in  Mint  State.  In  the  early 
1960s  some  examples  of  this  date  were  discovered,  mixed  among 
the  vast  quantities  of  Morgan  dollars  of  all  years  which  had  been 
held  in  Treasury  vaults  for  many  decades.  This  quantity  has  long 
since  been  dispersed,  and  now  the  1859-0  is  considered  to  be  a 
desirable  date  in  the  series,  especially  in  Mint  State. 

2929  1859-0  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60/63.  Lustre  and  strike-wise  this 
specimen  is  nearly  a  mate  to  the  previously  offered  coin,  though 
the  obverse  displays  a  number  of  minute  contact  marks  prompting 
us  to  declare  it  as  a  slightly  lower  calibre  Mint  State  example.  The 
reverse  is  a  full  MS-63  or  better. 

2930  1859-0  Choice  AU-55.  Another  fully  lustrous  specimen.  This  coin 
displays  a  touch  of  rubbing,  probably  as  a  result  of  mishandling, 
as  it  is  unlikely  that  this  coin  has  seen  a  day  of  actual  circulation. 
A  coin  which  also  is  very  likely  part  of  the  hoard  which  came  to 
light  the  the  early  1960s. 

2931  1860-0  Choice  AU-55.  Light  natural  smoky  gray  and  golden 
iridescence  glistens  over  unusually  clean  surfaces.  Well  struck  with 
just  a  touch  of  friction  on  the  highest  points  of  Miss  Liberty's  head 
and  knee  and  the  eagle's  forehead  and  beak.  A  small  quantity  of 
this  date  was  also  discovered  among  the  aforementioned  Treasury 
cache,  though  it  would  be  mere  speculation  as  to  whether  this  par¬ 
ticular  specimen  was  among  that  hoard.  Whatever  the  case,  this  is 
a  beautiful  example  which  requires  close  scrutiny  to  distinguish  it 
from  a  more  costly  Mint  State  coin. 


2932  1865  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63/ 65.  Deeply  mirrored  fields  shine  vivid¬ 
ly  and  contrast  with  lovely  frosted  devices.  A  touch  of  blue- violet 
and  russet  toning  surrounds  portions  of  the  rim  and  is  just  begin¬ 
ning  to  develop  within  peripheral  areas  of  the  fields.  The  strike  is 
superb,  with  every  strand  of  Liberty's  hair  and  all  the  folds  of  her 
gown,  as  well  as  all  of  the  detailed  engraving  of  the  eagle  on  the 
reverse,  standing  out  as  though  this  coin  were  struck  in  high  relief. 
If  not  for  a  few  light  hairlines,  the  offered  example  would  be  a  like¬ 
ly  candidate  for  a  Proof-65  example  of  this  low  mintage  (500)  date. 
Additionally,  this  is  the  final  year  of  issue  for  the  type  without  the 
motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST. 

2933  1866  Brilliant  Proof-60.  This  example  has  been  cleaned,  resulting 
in  a  rather  dull  unnatural-appearing  brilliance  and  light  hairlines 
throughout.  The  strike  is  excellent,  and  it  is  still  a  rare  item.  Proof 
striking  of  only  725  coins. 

Fully  lustrous,  although 
light  cloudiness  in  the  fields  and  some  hairlines  are  indicative  of  clean¬ 
ing  at  one  time.

Very  well  struck  even  for  a  Proof,  each  bead  in  Liber¬ 
ty  s  coronet  being  separate  and  plain.  Nice  wide  square  rims.  The 
fields  are  lightly  hairlined  overall. 


3134  1883  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Deep  mirrorlike  fields  and  frosted 

central  devices.  There  is  long  scratch  on  the  obverse  from  Liberty's 
olive  branch  through  her  legs  to  the  rim  below  the  date.  Also  a  cluster 
of  small  hairline  scratches  can  be  seen  beside  the  eighth  star  on  the 
obverse.  Nevertheless  a  very  scarce  coin,  one  of  only  979  pieces 
struck  in  this  Proof  only  year.

Breen  C-l.  Very  Fine-20,  mount  removed  and  rim  repaired.  Only 
1,616  quarter  eagles  were  minted  in  1806,  and  all  of  this  date  are 
overdates.  It  is  conjectured  that  the  1806/4  Overdate  variety  ac¬ 
counted  for  1,136  of  the  total  1,616  struck,  making  this  a  borderline 
Rarity-6  variety. 


tually  all  the  obverse  stars  show  detail  A  few  very  tiny  marks  on  ' 
the  surfaces  and  one  infinitesimal  rim  nick  beside  the  tenth  star  on 
the  obverse  can  be  seen. 

With  1,760  the  1854-D  has  the  third  lowest  mintage  of  any 
Dahlonega  Mint  quarter  eagle  struck  from  1839  until  1859,  the  first 
and  last  years  of  operations  at  this  mint.  The  1854-D  typically  comes 
softly  struck  in  the  centers  on  both  sides  of  the  coin,  a  result  of  low 
striking  pressures.  This  can  most  plainly  be  seen  on  the  reverses  of 
the  Dahlonega  Mint  strikes,  which  typically  have  weakness  on  the 
eagle's  right  leg,  usually  show  a  lack  of  definition  in  the  denticles 
around  the  rim,  and  very  often  the  rims  bordering  the  coin  appear 
to  blend  the  denticles,  there  being  little  or  no  lip  between  the  border 
and  the  start  of  the  denticles.  The  color  of  the  gold  used  in  Dahlonega 
Mint  strikes  is  very  often  slightly  greenish,  a  result  of  the  higher 
silver  content  the  local  alloy  used  for  coining.  Walter  Breen's  research 
indicated  that  although  three  obverses  for  the  1854  had  been  sent 
from  Philadelphia  the  year  previously,  only  1  was  actually  used, 
in  conjunction  with  a  reverse  which  may  have  been  used  on  the  1852 
and  even  the  1853  strikes.  His  research  further  indicated  that  the 
1854-D  was  a  definite  Rarity-7  date  with  less  than  12  specimens 
known  to  survive.  The  1854-D  consequently  is  very  rarely  offered 
for  sale.  This  specimen,  in  a  solidly  collectable  grade  of  EF-40,  and 
with  an  absolute  minimum  of  handling  or  circulation  marks,  will 
make  a  very  valuable  addition  to  any  collection  of  Dahlonega  Mint 
quarter  eagles. 


3143  1903  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  A  bright  and  attractive  prooflike 

specimen  which  shows  signs  of  having  been  lightly  cleaned.  Liber¬ 
ty  head  quarter  eagles  of  the  early  20th  century  actively  circulated, 
and  consequently  the  number  that  survive  in  MS-60  condition  is 
considerably  less  than  those  that  survive  even  in  AU-55  or  AU-50 
or  below.  Few  MS-60  specimens  have  the  prooflike  characteristics 
exhibited  by  this  present  offer. 


3139  1836,  Head  of  1835.  Breen  II-2.  About  Uncirculated-55.  Considerable 
mint  lustre  remains  within  the  protected  areas.  A  touch  of  weakness 
at  the  centers,  which  is  common  to  this  variety.

3141  1847-C  About  Uncirculated -50.  An  unusually  well  struck  example 

of  this  Charlotte  Mint  issue,  with  full  detail  in  the  curl  hanging  down 
Liberty's  neck  on  the  obverse  and  complete  details  in  the  feathers 
of  the  eagle  on  the  reverse,  especially  on  his  right  leg.  A  very  pleas¬ 
ant  specimen  with  the  broad  rims  and  a  typical  greenish  cast  to  the 
gold  color  found  on  most  Charlotte  Mint  strikes.  Slightly  reflective 
surfaces.  With  23,226  pieces  coined  this  year,  the  1847-C  has  the 
honor  of  having  the  highest  mintage  of  any  date  from  the  Charlotte 
Mint.

Attractive  1795  Half  Eagle 


3148  1795  Small  Eagle.  Breen  6-E.  Extremely  Fine-45,  with  highly  reflec¬ 

tive,  almost  prooflike  surfaces.  A  very  attractive  example  of  the  1795 
small  eagle  reverse  $5  gold  piece,  the  very  first  year  of  mintage  of 
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the  &5  denomination,  and,  along  with  the  $10  gold  piece  of  1795, 
our  nation  s  first  gold  coin.  This  highly  attractive,  virtually  proof- 
like  specimen  is  free  from  any  gross  handling  or  circulation  marks, 
nor  are  there  any  adjustment  marks  visible  on  the  obverse.  Reverse 
adjustment  marks  lie  across  the  eagle's  body,  but  do  not  extend  in¬ 
to  the  field  or  onto  the  wing  detail.  Wreath  details  are  bold.  Feather 
detail  within  the  eagle's  wings  is  complete  and  finely  drawn.  The 
coin  is  nicely  centered  with  full  obverse  and  reverse  denticulation. 
The  surfaces  of  both  obverse  and  reverse  show  no  signs  of  nicks 
or  dings,  and  apart  from  one  mint-made  depression  the  edge  is  ful¬ 
ly  reeded. 

The  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792  called  for  a  half  eagle  denomina¬ 
tion  of  135  grains  weight,  consisting  of  123  3/4  grains  pure  gold, 
the  remainder  being  an  alloy  of  silver  and  copper.  Although  author¬ 
ized  in  1792,  the  first  gold  coins  were  not  struck  by  the  Mint  until 
the  last  half  of  1795.  The  delay  arose,  in  part,  because  of  the  in¬ 
ability  of  Albion  Cox  and  Henry  Voigt,  Chief  Assayer  and  Chief 
Coiner  respectively,  of  the  new  U.S.  Mint,  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  surety  bonds  called  for  in  the  Mint  Act  of  1792.  When,  on 
March  30,  1794  Congress  reduced  the  surety  bonds  to  $1,000  for 
the  assayer  and  $5,000  for  the  chief  coiner,  the  officers  were  able 
to  meet  these  requirements  and  the  coinage  of  precious  metals,  silver 
and  gold,  could  thereupon  proceed.  Walter  Breen's  research  indicated 
that  the  first  deliveries  of  the  half  eagle  were  made  between  July 
31  and  September  16  of  1795.  The  obverse  design  for  the  new 
denomination  featured  the  head  of  liberty  facing  to  the  right,  wearing 
a  cap  the  style  of  which  was  taken  from  contemporary  fashion.  The 
reverse  small  eagle  bearing  an  oak  wreath  of  victory  in  its  beak  and 
standing  on  a  palm  branch,  symbolic  of  peace,  may  have  been  taken 
by  the  designer,  Robert  Scot,  from  an  antique  Roman  cameo  gem. 
There  were  8,707  half  eagles  struck  in  1795  bearing  the  small  eagle 
reverse.  Although  the  heraldic  eagle  reverse  type  was  introduced 
in  1795,  the  Mint  continued  to  use  the  small  eagle  reverse  through 
1796  and  1797,  even  striking  a  very  small  number  (7)  in  1798. 


3149  1839  Extremely  Fine-40.  An  example  of  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the 
coronet  type,  designed  by  Christian  Gobrecht.  Lightly  brushed. 

3150  A  pair  of  coronet  type  and  a  pair  of  Indian  type  half  eagles:  1881 
MS-60;  1906  EF-45;  1909  AU-50;  1911-S  AU-50.  (Total:  4  pieces) 

3151  1882  About  Uncirculated-55,  or  better.  Really  a  borderline  MS-60 
with  prooflike  fields,  which  are  lightly  hairlined. 

3152  1892-CC  Extremely  Fine-45.  Popular  Carson  City  Mint  eagle,  with 
a  low  mintage  of  82,968  pieces  struck.

Fine-40  reverse.  Brushed  and  polished.  Once  mounted.  Rarity-7, 
fewer  than  12  specimens  of  this  die  combination  are  known.  In  his 
monograph  on  United  States  eagles,  Walter  Breen  described  three 
die  combinations  for  the  heraldic  eagle  reverse  type.  This  present 


combination,  2-C,  is  by  far  the  rarest  of  the  three,  but  has  largely 
gone  unappreciated.  Since  the  1797  heraldic  eagle  reverse  is  the  first 
year  of  type,  collectors  have  generally  focused  on  the  date  for  in¬ 
clusion  in  the  type  sets,  overlooking  the  subtle  distinctions  raised 
by  the  dies  within  the  date.  The  dies  of  the  1797  heraldic  eagle  type 
are  fairly  easy  to  tell  apart,  in  general  one  need  only  look  at  the 
reverse  to  make  the  major  distinction.  The  rarest  of  the  dies  of  this 
date  shows  on  the  reverse  a  long  necked  eagle,  designed  by  Robert 
Scot,  and  when  found  married  to  an  obverse  with  a  crack  through 
the  7  signifies  the  rarest  die  combination  of  the  year.  Always  popular 
with  collectors  as  a  first  year  of  type,  this  piece  should  be  particularly 
attractive  as  it  combines  the  desirability  of  the  type  coin  with  the 
interest  of  a  very  rare  die  combination.

An  attractive 
example  of  the  Lafayette  dollar,  one  which  is  still  lustrous,  having 
escaped  the  hands  of  the  cleaners.  There  is  a  small  planchet  flake 
on  Lafayette  s  neck.  The  dies  were  prepared  by  Charles  E.  Barber. 
The  Lafayette  dollar  is  the  first  commemorative  $1  coin  issued  by 
the  United  States. 

3171  1921  Alabama,  no  2X2.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63. 
Lustrous  and  frosty,  with  just  a  touch  of  light  obverse  friction.  Struck 
to  celebrate  the  1919  centennial  of  the  state  of  Alabama.  This  is  the 
first  coin  issued  by  the  United  States  government  to  bear  the  por¬ 
trait  of  a  then  living  person  on  the  obverse.  Governor  T.E.  Kilby, 
who  at  the  time  was  governor  of  Alabama. 


3172  1936  Albany.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  A  really 
outstanding  example  of  this  commemorative.  Frosty  and  lustrous. 
This  coin  is  toned  a  light  silver  gray  in  color,  with  slightly  irides¬ 
cent  lustre  around  the  rims.  Only  17,671  specimens  were  struck. 
This  one  must  have  been  put  away  shortly  after  striking.  A  very 
good  candidate  for  the  selective  commemorative  collector. 

3173  1937  Antietam.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  A  bright,  fros¬ 
ty,  and  lustrous  specimen.  A  small  spot  of  toning  is  just  beginning 
to  form  on  the  obverse.  Struck  in  1937  to  commemorate  the  75th 
Anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  Antietam,  where  25,000  Union  and  Con¬ 
federate  soldiers  lost  their  lives. 

3174  1938  Arkansas  PDS  set.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  A 
desirable  set  which  is  unusually  free  from  bagmarks,  nicks  or  dings. 
Toning  on  the  D  and  S  coins  are  a  very  close  match.  The  1938  Arkan¬ 
sas  PDS  set  has  one  of  the  lowest  mintages  in  the  commemorative 
series,  with  only  3,156  complete  sets  issued.

Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.  Very  lustrous,  with  a  trace  of  gold  toning  forming  on  the 
reverse.  The  only  Daniel  Boone  commemorative  actually  struck  in 
the  year  of  the  bicentennial. 

3176  1934  Daniel  Boone  Bicentennial.  Select  BU,  MS-63  obverse/Choice 
BU,  MS-65  reverse.  A  few  light  contact  marks  may  be  observed  on 
the  obverse.  The  reverse  has  toned  a  nice  uniform  light  golden  color.

At 
the  time  Lord  and  Taylor  advertised  with  J.  Gault  they  had  three 
locations,  the  original  building  at  the  corner  of  Grand  and  Chrystie 
streets,  another  shop  on  Catherine  Street,  and  the  flagship  location 
on  lower  Broadway.  During  the  early  years  of  the  Civil  War  the 
Broadway  location  was  besieged  by  the  New  York  City  draft  rioters. 
Lord  and  Taylor's  clerks  were  called  upon  to  defend  the  building 
which  at  the  time  was  termed  "more  like  an  Italian  palace  than  a 
place  for  the  sale  of  broadcloth." 


3284  Thirty  cents.  J.  Gault,  New  York  City.  EP-178.  Extremely  Fine.  The 
mica  shows  some  lamination  and  one  undulation.  The  stamp  is  still 
bright.  Very  rare.  Along  with  all  of  its  denomination,  EP-178  is  rarely 
seen  and  very  seldom  offered  for  sale.  John  Gault,  bom  in  Baltimore 
in  1831,  was  a  bright  young  man  with  a  flair  for  tinkering  and  im¬ 
proving  upon  then  existing  mechanical  contrivances.  After  five  years 


in  California  in  the  gold  fields,  from  1850-1855,  Gault  returned  to 
his  boyhood  home  in  Boston.  During  the  next  several  years  he  came 
up  with  such  technical  improvements  as  a  lock  stitch  mechanism 
for  the  sewing  machine,  an  illuminated  coal  hole  cover,  and  an  eraser 
sharpener  During  the  Civil  War  he  devised  three  types  of  expenmen 
tal  shrapnel  artillery  rounds.  In  1862,  foreseeing  the  need  for  small 
change  in  everyday  transactions,  he  devised  the  encased  postage 
stamp  idea,  which  not  only  served  that  public  need  but  also  allowed 
advertisers  a  new  medium.  With  an  engine  turned  casing,  a  carefully 
cut  mica  cover,  and  a  postage  stamp  within,  this  idea  was  fairly 
complicated  in  its  execution.  No  sooner  had  the  encased  postage 
stamp  reached  circulation  when  bronze  tokens  which  also  bore 
advertisements  began  to  flood  the  country.  The  encased  postage 
stamp  idea,  along  with  most  other  of  John  Gault's  inventions,  was 
not  a  great  commercial  success. 


Indian  Peace  Medals 


Rare  Madison  Issue 


3285  James  Madison  Peace  medal.  Julian  IP -5.  Struck  in  solid  silver,  the 
first  such  large  silver  medal  issued  by  the  Mint.  Holed  at  the  top 
for  suspension,  as  most  were.  76  mm.  in  size,  the  largest  of  the  three 
sizes  struck  in  silver  for  James  Madison.  Only  112  pieces  were  struck. 
Fewer  of  the  large  size  medal  were  made  than  of  the  medium  or  the 
smaller  size.  Very  Fine  in  condition. 

The  dies  for  the  James  Madison  Indian  Peace  medal  were  cut  by 
John  Reich,  who  is  familiar  to  numismatists  as  the  designer  of  the 
Capped  Bust  Left  1807  50c  and  $5,  among  other  coin  designs.  As 
Julian  points  out  in  his  discussion  of  the  Madison  Indian  Peace  medal, 
although  the  new  President  was  inaugurated  in  March  1809,  dies 
for  the  Peace  medal  were  not  begun  to  be  cut  until  after  February 
1814  and  were  not  finished  until  about  the  beginning  of  December 
of  that  year.  The  Madison  Indian  Peace  medal  was  struck  in  three 
sizes,  76  mm.,  62  mm.,  and  51  mm.  The  medium  size  issue,  62  mm., 
was  the  one  usually  sold  to  collectors  after  1861. 
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Rare  Taylor  Issue 


3286  Zachary  Taylor  Peace  medal.  Julian  IP-27.  76  mm.  Silver.  Very  Fine 
obverse /Extremely  Fine  reverse.  Holed  at  the  top  for  suspension. 
Cleaned.  The  Zachary  Taylor  Indian  Peace  medal  was  first  struck 
in  September  1849  in  the  largest  size  (as  offered  here).  The  die  broke 
early  in  1850,  but  another  was  quickly  hubbed.  Although  the  original 
order  called  for  149  large  pieces,  such  as  the  one  offered  here,  Fran¬ 
cis  Prucha  reports  that  112  were  left  over.  These  were  melted  down 
and  used  to  strike  Millard  Fillmore  medals.  If  the  mintage  figures 
are  correct,  certainly  the  Taylor  medal  is  among  the  rarest  of  all 
original  Peace  medals.

This  is  the  first  year  for  U.S.  government  notes  of  this  denomina¬ 
tion,  although  limited  quantities  of  $5-$10-$20  "Demand  Notes”  were 
issued  in  1861.  The  purpose  of  this  new  breed  of  paper  money  was 
largely  to  finance  the  Union  Army  war  efforts  during  the  Civil  War. 
Congress  passed  the  Act  of  July  17,  1861  which  authorized  the 
Treasury  Department  to  print  and  issue  60  million  dollars  in  cur¬ 
rency.  This  paper  money  issue  was  backed  by  neither  silver  or  gold 
and  therefore  could  not  be  converted  into  such  upon  demand.  Due 
to  the  scarcity  of  circulating  coins  in  this  period  of  our  nation's 
history  citizens  had  no  choice  other  than  to  except  and  use  this  means 
of  monetary  exchange.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  after  123  years 
this  note  and  all  others  henceforth  presented  in  this  extensive  offer¬ 
ing  are  still  considered  to  be  legal  U.S.  currency  and  can  be  exchanged

Just 
a  touch  of  handling  at  the  upper  right  keeps  this  incredible  note  from 
the  Superb  classification. 

Gene  Hessler,  in  his  latest  edition  of  The  Comprehensive  Catalog 
of  U.S.  Paper  Money  states  that  a  mere  6  examples  of  this  issue  are 
known.

There  is  a  minute  piece  of  wood  pulp  imbedded  in  the  paper  at  the 
top  margin  just  left  of  center,  which  should  be  mentioned  for  the 
sake  of  accuracy.

New.  This  is  the  variety  with  two  serial  numbers  (this  is  serial  number 
5533)  on  the  face,  and  American  Bank  Note  Co.,  New  York,  printed 
once  at  the  top  margin  and  once  the  lower  left.  As  type  notes  go, 
early  higher  denomination  issues  are  very  elusive  in  superlative  states 
of  preservation  such  as  this.  Ten  dollars  was  a  great  deal  of  money 
during  the  Civil  War  (most  people  worked  for  less  than  $1  a  day) 
and  few  were  preserved.  Almost  all  Uncirculated  examples  which 
are  seen  today  are  from  a  small  run  of  about  400  notes  with  serial 
numbers  in  the  low  to  middle  5000  range.  This  note  is  one  of  those. 

The  offered  note  is  well  centered  with  unusually  wide  margins 


all  around.  Crackling  fresh  paper.  One  other  very  important  point 
should  be  noted  in  relationship  to  this  specimen  after  printing  and 
prior  to  shipping,  bundles  of  100  notes  were  banded  in  thread  and 
tied.

1840s,  he  was  appointed  Secretary  of  State  and  then  elected  Senator 
from  Massachusetts  in  1853.  A  brilliant  public  speaker,  he  shared 
the  platform  with  Lincoln  at  Gettysburg.

He  was 
chief  engineer  of  Grant's  Tennessee  campaign  and  was  one  of  the 
heroes  of  the  Battle  of  Vicksburg.  He  assumed  command  of  the  Ar¬ 
my  of  Tennessee  in  1864  and  led  it  through  the  entire  campaign  up 
to  the  fortification  of  Atlanta  where  he  met  his  death  in  action.  He 
was  recognized  as  one  of  the  ablest  generals  in  the  Union  Army.

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Three  specialized  collections  form  the  basis  of  this  auction,  the  first  centering  on  Central  and  South  American  gold 
coins,  and  the  second  and  third  an  interrelated  series  emphasizing  the  fortunes  of  two  important  European  noble, 
later  royal,  families.  We  begin  this  offering  of  world  coins  emphasizing  early  republican  gold  coins  of  Argentina,  Peru, 
and  Colombia.  Included  in  this  section  are  the  rare  8  escudos,  1845  B,  struck  by  the  Argentine  Confederation  at  the 
La  Rioja  Mint,  and  other  onzas  of  the  1830s  and  1840s,  especially  those  of  the  Republic  of  South  Peru. 

The  second  specialized  area  presents  a  group  of  talers  and  rare  multiple  talers  and  medals  of  the  Brunswick  ducal 
lines,  primarily  struck  in  the  17th  century.  A  brief  glance  at  the  genealogical  table  following  the  introductory  material 
will  show  that  the  representative  rulers  and  their  coins  have  not  been  included  in  this  group  at  random.  Rather,  they 
are  of  pivotal  periods  in  the  history  of  the  descent  of  the  main  and  collateral  branches  of  this  complex  ducal  family, 
illustrating  periods  when  lines  became  extinct  or  were  merged,  or  became  furthered  ennobled  even  to  the  heights  of 
electorship  and  royalty.  The  overall  thrust  behind  this  collection  of  the  Brunswick  dukes  leads  inexorably  towards 
the  Hannoverian  line,  and  culminates  in  the  accession  of  George  Ludwig  to  the  throne  of  England. 

From  this  point  the  third  section  supplements  and  continues  the  historical  movement  of  the  second.  This  group 
includes  several  rare  gold  issues  of  the  Tudor  and  Stuart  houses,  as  antecedents  to  the  Hannoverians,  and  moves  quickly 
into  more  rarified  heights  of  British  numismatics  to  include  the  very  rare  1826  and  1839  Proof  sets.  Collateral  lines 
are  introduced  through  coins  of  the  Saxe-Coburg-Gotha  and  Romanoff  houses  related  to  the  Hannoverians  through 
Victoria,  and  before  her,  George  IV. 

This  interesting  offering  of  foreign  coins  and  medals  concludes  with  a  series  of  diverse  world  numismatic  items, 
including  rare  pieces  from  Korea,  Thailand,  medieval  European  states,  and  includes  a  nice  offering  of  choice  Canadian 
coins,  rolls,  and  bulk  lots.

Argentina 

Argentine  Confederation  1817-1867 


4001  Eight  escudos,  1845B,  La  Rioja  Mint.  F.13,  C.112,  LCY.832,  35  mm. 
26.78  gms.  Very  rare.  Arms  of  La  Rioja  Provice,  the  upper  register 
containing  a  representation  of  Mt.  Famatina,  the  location  of  the 
mineral  wealth  of  the  province/arms  of  the  Argentine  confederacy. 
Very  Fine  on  a  clumsily,  heavily  polished  planchet.  Signs  of  tool¬ 
ing  and  polishing  overall.  Reverse  die  similar  to  that  pictured  in 
Krause  and  Mishler,  and  although  priced  therein  at  $2,350  in  VF, 
this  is  a  rare  coin  that  appears  at  auction  very  infrequently. 

The  earliest  coins  of  newly-independent  Argentina,  dated  1813 
and  1815  were  struck  in  the  old  colonial  mint  of  Potosi,  Bolivia. 
Silver  coins  of  these  years  are  available  to  collectors  with  some 
searching,  but  gold  coins  are  either  extremely  rare  or  unique  (or 
worse,  unconfirmed).  Beginning  in  1821  silver  coins  in  2  and  4  Reales 
denominations  were  struck  in  La  Rioja  Province  at  the  Chilecito 
Mint,  located  near  the  Famatina  mines.  The  2  and  4  Reales  of  1821-23 
are  a  curious  mixture  of  the  Spanish  colonial  cob  type,  with  the  colo¬ 
nial  pillars/cross  major  types  but  with  RIOXA  in  plac  of  NE  PLVS 
VLTRA.  A  unique  gold  1  Escudo  dated  1823  indicates  that  gold  coins 
were  also  struck  at  Chilecito,  but  probably  in  limited  quantities. 
The  following  year,  1824,  the  mint  was  transferred  from  Chilecito 
to  La  Rioja.  From  1824  to  about  1837  La  Rioja  struck  two  "national 
types"  (coins  bearing  the  legend  Provincias  del  Rio  del  la  Plata)  in 
silver  and  gold,  these  later  being  the  1824-26  2  Escudos  and  the 
1826-35  8  Escudos.  These  are  relatively  common  and  available.  In 
1838  La  Rioja  began  striking  two  "provincial  types"  (coins  bearing 
either  General  Rosa's  bust  or  a  sketch  of  Mt.  Famatina).  The  silver 
strikes  of  this  period  are  obtainable,  and  the  2  Escudos  also,  although 
these  were  minted  in  1842  and  1843  only.  No  4  Escudos  coins  were 
minted,  and  the  five  years  of  striking  the  two  types  of  8  Escudos 
coins  (1836,  38,  40,  42,  and  45)  contain  some  of  the  rarest  of  all 
Argentine  coins.  Of  the  eight  provincial  Argentine  mints  in  the  period 
1821-1867  only  La  Rioja  seems  to  have  struck  in  gold.

Charles  IV  was  forced  to  abdicate  the  Spanish  throne  in  1808. 
His  son  Ferdinand  VII  was  proclaimed  King  but  was  imprisoned  by 
Napoleon  from  1808-1813.  Napoleon  appointed  his  own  older 
brother  Joseph  as  King  of  Spain  in  1808  but  reinstated  Ferdinand 
VII  in  1813  in  an  effort  to  bolster  the  failing  fortunes  of  his  armies 
in  Spain.  Ferdinand  ruled  thereafter  unwisely  and  capriciously  los¬ 
ing  all  Spain's  colonies  except  Cuba  by  the  end  of  his  reign.  During 
the  early  years  of  this  reign  royal  portraits  were  unavailable  to  the 
colonial  mints'  diecutters  who  were  forced  to  find  expedient  means 
of  portraying  the  new  king.  The  Columbian  mint  of  Popayan  and 
Nuevo  Reino  solved  the  problem  by  using  the  old  effigy  of  Charles 
IV.  It  is  the  old  king  s  face  we  see  on  all  the  8  escudo  pieces  from 
these  mints  through  the  declining  years  of  colonial  rule.

Ferdinand  Maximilian  Joseph,  brother  to  Franz  Joseph  of  Austria, 
was  placed  on  the  Mexican  throne  by  French  bayonets  and  removed 
from  it  by  Mexican  bullets.  Unable  to  actively  protest  the  violation 
of  the  Monroe  Doctrine  due  to  the  press  of  the  Civil  War,  after  its 
conclusion  the  U.S.  pressured  France  to  withdraw  her  army  from 
Mexico.  Maximilian's  liberalism  enraged  the  Mexican  church  and 
conservatives,  while  his  very  existence  outraged  Mexican  liberals 
and  independentistos.  Lacking  any  secure  power  base  his  rule  was 
possible  only  with  foreign  support.  Lack  of  it  drove  his  wife  insane 
and  led  to  his  exemplary  execution  in  1867.

The  initia 
T.M.  on  the  reverse  of  the  coin  are  those  of  Teofilo  Monroy,  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Oaxaca  Mint  under  Davila.

From  1836  to  1839  Peru  and  Bolivia  were  united  by  Andres  de 
Santa  Cruz.  The  confederation  was  divided  into  two  republics:  North 
Peru,  centered  on  Lima  issued  coins  from  1836  to  1839,  many  of 
which  are  very  rare;  South  Peru,  centered  on  the  ancient  Incan  capital 
of  Cuzco,  which  was  united  with  Bolivia  into  a  numismatic  con¬ 
federation  and  issued  coins  from  1837  to  1839.  The  confederation 
split  apart  in  1839  and  de  Santa  Cruz  was  exiled  to  Europe.  It  is 
interesting  to  remember  that  Incan  cultural  influence  was  very  strong 
in  Peru  even  three  centuries  after  Pizarro's  conquest  of  their  em¬ 
pire.  De  Santa  Cruz  mother  was  an  Incan  noblewoman  and  he  may 
well  have  learned  of  the  past  glories  of  the  Incan  Empire  from  her. 
This  cultural  heritage  can  be  seen  on  the  coins  of  the  Republic  of 
South  Peru  such  as  this  piece.  The  obverse  motif  of  the  sun  resplend¬ 
ent  is,  of  course,  the  primary  Incan  symbol  in  their  pantheon,  while 
above  the  city  gate,  itself  an  Incan  engineering  triumph,  is  what 
resembles  an  Incan  hieroglyph  signifying  royalty.  The  short-lived 
southern  Peruvian  republic  issued  8  escudo  pieces  in  1837  and  1838 
only,  the  1838  issue  being  scarcer  than  the  previous  year's  two  minor 
type  varieties.  Even  with  the  evidence  of  die  rust,  it  is  unusual  to 
find  an  1838  in  as  good  condition  as  the  present  coin.

Heinrich  Julius,  bishop  of  Halberstadt  since  1566,  succeeded  his 
father  in  the  duchy  in  1589.  In  1596  he  added  the  Grubenhagen  lands 
to  his  patrimony,  but  the  addition  was  short-lived  and  was  lost  by 
his  eldest  son,  Friedrich  Ulrich,  in  1617.  His  younger  sons  were  suc- 
cesively  bishops  of  Halberstadt,  the  last,  Christian  (1616-1625)  earn¬ 
ing  the  sobriquet  "The  Mad  Halberstadter."  In  1648  Halberstadt 
passed  to  Brandenburg. 

The  appearance  of  Saint  Andrew  on  these  early  Brunswick  talers 
is  as  a  reference  to  the  source  of  their  bullion,  the  mines  of  the 
Andreasburg.

Augustus  acquired  the  Brunswick-Wolfenbuettel  lands  in  1635  and 
the  Dannenberg  lands  the  following  year.  As  the  Calenberg  lands 
had  gone  to  the  Wolfenbuettel  line  in  1584,  Augustus  had  managed 
to  inherit  or  acquire  the  largest  part  of  the  patrimony  of  Magnus 
II,  divided  in  1373.

The  eldest  of  Augustus  II's  three  sons,  Rudolph  August  and  An¬ 
ton  Ulrich  ruled  jointly  until  amicably  disolving  the  partnership  in 
1702.  Rudolph  Augustus  died  two  years  later.  The  city  badge  of 
Brunswick  was  a  lion  rampant.  The  city  struck  coins  from  the  14th 
century  to  1675.  Situated  on  the  Oker  river  90  miles  from  Ham¬ 
burg,  Brunswick  had  joined  the  league  of  Schmalkald  during  the 
wars  of  the  Reformation.  Earlier  it  had  been  an  important  member 
of  the  Hanse  Towns.  Lueneburg  had  also  been  a  major  town  in  the 
Hansectic  League.  Located  50  miles  from  Hamburg,  Lueneburg  struck 
coins  from  the  mid  13th  century.  Its  talers  bear  a  representation  of 
the  city's  gates  on  their  obverses.

Struck  to  commemorate  the  amicable  separation  of  the  joint  rule 
of  the  two  brothers,  the  duchy  going  to  Anton  Ulrich.  "Not  by  force 
but  by  design."  Otto  von  Guericke  (1602-1686)  was  the  inventor 
of  the  air  pump.  To  illustrate  the  principle  of  the  vacuum  he  de¬ 
vised  the  so-called  Magdeburg  spheres.  Two  metallic  hemispheres 
were  placed  together  and  the  air  pumped  out;  v.  Guericke  challenged 
all  comers  to  separate  the  spheres,  which  could  not  be  done  even 
by  a  team  of  horses,  due  to  the  resultant  vacuum  within  the  sphere. 
When  all  efforts  had  failed  v.  Guericke  opened  a  valve  on  one  of 
the  hemispheres  which  promptly  fell  apart  when  the  inrushing  air 
replaced  the  vacuum.  On  this  schalkstaler,  the  sphere  represents  the 
joint  rule,  RAV  being  the  initials  of  the  brother's  names  allided. 
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Anton  Ulrich  (sole  rule  1704-1714)

His  wife  Sophia,  whom  he  married  in  1658,  was  the 
daughter  of  the  "Winter  King"  (Friedrich  V  of  Bohemia,  Elector 
Palatine  until  1623)  and  the  "Queen  of  Hearts"  (Elizabeth  Stuart, 
eldest  daughter  of  James  I).  Ernst  August  acquired  the  Electoral  digni¬ 
ty  in  1692.

The  elephant  and  castle  symbol  was  first  used  on  Charles  II's  milled 
gold  dies,  and  signified  that  the  Royal  African  Company  had  im¬ 
ported  the  bullion  from  the  African  Gold  Coast  (Guinea,  the  source 
of  the  denomination's  name,  modem  Ghana).  Guinea  was  the  home 
of  the  Ashanti  Kingdom,  a  people  known  for  their  skillful  artistry 
in  gold;  the  Ashanti  were  a  fierce  warrior  race  who  fought  four  wars 
against  British  colonial  expansion  from  1824-1900  before  finally  being 
overwhelmed.  Their  capitol  at  Kumasi  was  looted  and  sacked  a  few 
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yrars  before  British  forces  broke  the  Kingdom  of  Benin.  The  loss 
of  art  and  cultural  artifacts  in  the  looting  was  about  equal  in  both 
cases.

The  obverse  design  on  the  gold  and  silver  is  by  William  Wyon, 
R.A.,  after  the  bust  executed  by  Sir  Francis  Chantrey,  a  popular 
sculptor  of  portrait  busts  of  the  period,  whose  1824  bust  of  George 
IV  was  chosen  to  replace  Benedetto  Pistrucci's  earlier  portrait  of  the 
King.  William  Wyon,  then  second  engraver  at  the  Mint  under 
Pistrucci,  was  asked  to  engrave  the  new  dies  after  Pistrucci  had  re¬ 
fused  the  commission.  J.B.  Merlen,  assistant  engraver  under  Wyon, 
executed  the  reverses.  Merlen,  a  Fleming  working  in  Paris,  had  been 
brought  to  London  by  Pistrucci  and  given  employment  at  the  Mint. 
His  forte'  was  with  armorial  engraving  rather  than  portraiture.  The 
obverse  and  reverse  designs  on  the  copper  coins  were  both  engraved 
by  Wyon.

The  5  and  2  pounds  and  the  crown  are  pattern  coins,  not  having 
been  released  for  general  circulation.  The  copper  Id,  Vid,  &  Vid 
planchets  were  given  a  bronze  finish  at  the  Mint  before  striking, 
a  technique  employed  by  the  Soho  Mint  at  the  time.  The  sets  of 
1826  were  the  first  such  issued  for  sale  to  collectors  or  for  presenta¬ 
tion,  another  practice  of  the  Soho  Mint  adopted  by  the  Royal  Mint. 
The  actual  number  of  sets  issued  is  not  known  for  certain,  but  the 
number  must  have  been  very  small,  probably  under  100.  The  face 
value  of  the  1826  set  represented  a  large  amount  at  the  time:  taking 
the  engraver  as  an  example  the  combined  face  value  represented 
about  5  percent  of  William  Wyon's  annual  stipend  from  the  Mint! 
The  number  of  sets  surviving  is  also  uncertain  but  probably  only 
a  handful  are  not  forever  locked  up  in  public  collections.  The  set 
is  housed  in  a  hinged,  oval,  wooden,  case  covered  by  red  leather 
and  lined  in  blue  plush  inset  with  a  recess  for  each  coin.  The  case 
appears  to  be  contemporary,  or  nearly  so,  with  the  set.  (Total  11

Obverse  and  reverse  designs  are  by  William  Wyon,  R.A.,  Chief 
Engraver  to  the  Royal  Mint  and  the  preeminent  and  unsurpassed 
designer  of  the  English  coinage.  The  highlight  of  the  set  is  the  famous 
Lina  and  the  Lion  pattern  5  pound  Proof,  considered  by  many  to 
be  the  most  beautiful  English  coin  ever  issued. 

The  obverse,  showing  the  profile  bust  of  the  youthful  Queen,  was 
modeled  after  Wyon's  medal  commemorating  Victoria's  visit  to  Lon¬ 
don  Guildhall  on  the  occasion  of  the  Mayoralty  Banquet,  November 
9,  1837.  The  Queen  s  portrait  on  the  Guildhall  medal  was  considered 
even  by  contemporaries  to  be  an  artistic  success  of  the  first  order. 
It  seemed  to  capture  her  youthfulness,  and  in  some  degree  went  fur¬ 
ther  than  this,  embodying  the  spirit  of  optimism  and  trust  in  prog¬ 
ress  that  characterizes  the  early  years  of  the  reign.  It  is  worth  quoting 
a  near  contemporary  appraisal  of  the  "young  head"  design  as 
reprinted  by  Forrer  in  his  Biographical  Dictionary  of  Medallists  (W. 
Wyon,  q.v.),  a  judgment  that  still  holds  today: 

Wyon  s  head  of  Queen  Victoria  for  the  coinage  received 
universal  approbation  and  still  ranks  as  one  of  the  noblest 
productions,  combining  beauty  of  design  and  perfect  execu¬ 
tion,  in  the  British  numismatic  series.  Sainthill  says:  The 
graceful  arrangement,  character,  and  expression  of  the  whole 
bust;  its  breadth  and  softness;  the  perfect  youth,  yet  sweet¬ 
ly  designed  womanhood,  of  the  features;  the  exquisite 
delicacy  of  the  line  connecting  the  cheek  and  neck;  and  the 
surpassing  beauty  of  the  lower  part  of  the  face  and  lip,  strike 
us  as  a  combination  of  excellences  where  all  the  truth  of 
nature  is  displayed  in  all  the  perfection  of  Art.'  " 

The  reverse  portrays  the  young  Queen  as  Una,  the  personifica¬ 
tion  of  Truth,  accompanied  by  the  lion  which  befriends  her  in  the 
early  stages  of  her  search  for  her  beloved  St.  George.  The  allegory, 
taken  from  Edmund  Spenser  s  Faerie  Queene  (1590),  was  a  most  apt 
one  for  the  pattern  5  pound  coin  of  the  new  reign.  St.  George,  patron 
of  England,  had  appeared  on  the  reverse  of  gold  coinage  since  1817. 
The  lion,  popular  symbol  of  Great  Britain,  may  have  been  drawn 
from  Wyon's  own  design  for  the  gold  2  mohurs  struck  in  1835  for 
the  East  India  Company.  As  the  Queen,  in  the  guise  of  Una,  directs 
the  lion  forward  Wyon's  design  may  be  taken  as  an  expression  of 
hope  and  trust  in  the  good  fortunes  of  the  newly-opened  reign,  an 
optimistic  note  which  echoes  the  sensitive  portrayal  of  the  obverse.

There  is  an  old  pawnbroker's  identifica¬ 
tion  ticket  number  delicately  incised  into  the  field  between  the 
obverse  bust  and  the  denticles  around  the  lower  rim.  A  call  to 
Scotland  Yard  could  fix  the  identity  of  the  pawnbroker!  Finally,  a 
name  noticeable  only  in  the  right  light  and  with  a  6x  magnifier,  can 
be  seen  neatly  scratched  into  the  table  just  above  Victoria's  pen¬ 
dant  necklace.  The  name,  unfortunately,  is  unrecognizable  to  this 
cataloguer— the  letters  are  in  ligature  and  too  cursive  to  read.  A 
real  Victorian  conversation  piece  that  could  inspire  the  right  owner 
with  the  kernel  of  a  short  story. 


Edward  VII  (1902-1910)

The  5  pound  denomination  was  introduced  in  the  last  years  of 
George  Ill's  reign;  it  was  made  possible  only  by  the  new  steam- 
powered  presses  manufactured  by  Boulton  &  Watt.  However,  the 
5  pound  piece  was  never  struck  for  general  circulation.  The  2  pound 
denomination  was  first  coined  in  1820,  and  in  1823  was  released 
for  circulation,  but  only  in  that  year.  Thereafter  the  2  pound,  as 
well  as  the  5  from  its  very  beginning  was  struck  for  inclusion  in 
the  Proof  sets  issued  reign  by  reign.

The  tenacity  and  hopeless  suffering  of  the  Ibo  people  cap¬ 
tured  the  world's  sympathy  and  one  could  see  in  all  the  cities  of 
the  western  world  volunteers  collecting  medicines,  clothing,  and 
money  for  the  relief  of  the  beleaguered  state.  3000  Proof  sets  were 
formally  issued  by  Biafra  in  December,  1969.  Two  months  later  the 
Republic  fell;  the  sets  were  actually  issued  after  the  end  of  the  war.

In  addition  to  the  Berlin  Academy, 
Frederick  established  a  University  at  Halle  and  built  Berlin  into  a 
cultural  and  scientific  center.  His  protection  of  Protestants  fleeing 
France  helped  staff  his  foundations.

Friedrich  I  founded  the  Gotha-Altenburg  line  on  the  division  of 
his  father's  patrimony  in  1680  among  Ernst  the  Pious  other  6  sons 
The  line  became  extinct  in  1825  on  the  death  of  Friedrich  IV  Gotha 
was  then  split  from  Altenburg  and  united  to  Coburg-Saalfeld  (found¬ 
ed  by  the  seventh  son  of  Ernst  the  Pious),  which  had  obtained  Coburg 
in  1735  in  exchange  for  the  cession  of  Saalfeld  to  Meiningen  (founded 
by  Ernest  the  Pious’  3rd  son).  The  new  duchy  was  styled  Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha  by  its  first  duke  Ernst  I.  The  younger  son  of  the  first 
duke,  Albert,  married  Queen  Victoria  in  1840,  his  first  cousin  by 
the  marriage  of  Ernest  I's  daughter  Marie  Louisa  and  George  Ill's 
son  Edward,  Duke  of  Kent.

No,  was  the  first  year  of  issue  for  the  krugerrand.  Of  the  50,000 
struck  only  10,000  were  true  Proofs,  the  other  80%  of  the  mintage 
being  of  high  quality,  but  not  Proof.  These  latter  can  be  distinguished 
from  the  true  Proofs  by  the  fact  that  the  Proofs'  designs  and  legends 
are  not  frosted.  As  no  regular  strike  Krugerrands,  were  produced 
until  1970  there  is  considerable  date-collector  pressure  for  the 
67-1969  issues.  Total  mintages  for  these  years  are  very  small  com¬ 
pared  to  the  large  runs  produced  after  1969.

During  the  final  years  of  Joseph  Napoleon's  reign  (1808-1813)  the 
precious  metal  content  of  the  silver  and  gold  coinage  was  reduced 
and  a  new  monetary  system  introduced,  alongside  the  pre-existing 
one,  the  vellon  issues  (vellon  being  the  Spanish  for  billon).  Under 
the  older  system  8  reales  plata  had  the  buying  power  of  Vi  escudo; 
the  vellon  system,  a  result  of  runaway  inflation  due  to  bitter  war 
conditions  and  general  scarcity  of  all  items  necessary  for  life,  equated 
20  reales  de  vellon  with  Vi  escudo,  making  20  reales  de  vellon  the 
equivalent  of  8  reales  plata.  Under  the  new  system  of  devaluation 
320  reales  de  vellon  was  equal  to  8  escudos,  160  r  d  v  equalled  4 
escudos,  80  r  d  v  was  worth  2  escudos,  and  40  r  d  v  had  the  buying 
power  of  1  escudo. 

Upon  his  reinstatement,  Ferdinand  VII  perpetuated  the  new 
system,  discontinuing  the  older  1  escudo  and  4  escudo  denomina¬ 
tions.  2  escudo  coins  were  struck  throughout  his  reign  at  Madrid 
and  Segovia  these  are  collectable.  The  8  escudo  was  struck  in 
Catalonia  and  Madrid,  but  these  are  scarce  to  very  rare.  Interesting¬ 
ly,  no  40  reales  de  vellon  coins  (equivalent  to  1  escudo)  were  struck 
at  all.  80  r  d  v  proved  popular  and  were  issued  from  1813-1849  but 
160  r  d  v  were  struck  in  1822  at  Madrid  only.  The  large  gold  coin, 
the  320  rdv  was  also  struck  only  at  Madrid,  and  during  Ferdinand's 
reign  only  in  1822  &  1823.  The  latter  year  is  somewhat  scarcer  than 
the  1822;  neither  are  as  difficult  to  locate  as  Joseph  Napoleon's  pieces 
of  1810  &  1812.

Designed  by  Charles  E.  Barber  and  struck  at  the  San  Francisco 
Mint  as  a  contract  coinage,  the  Hawaii  coins  were  minted  to  the 
same  fineness  and  weight  standards  as  the  contemporary  mainland 
denominations.  Holders  of  the  Hawaiian  coins  were  later  allowed 
one  year,  from  January  14,  1903  until  January  1  of  the  next  year, 
in  which  to  redeem  them  for  U.S.  coins  on  a  one-to-one  basis.  The 
redeemed  pieces  were  then  melted  and  those  still  outstanding  were 
declared  non-legal  tender.  The  following  mintage  and  redemption 
gures,  taken  from  the  Standard  Catalogue  of  Hawaiian  Money  by 
Medcalf  and  Russel,  may  serve  as  a  useful  guide  to  the  rarity  of 
these  coins:

Here  is  a  numismatic  grand-slam  for  the  collector  of  Asian  coins 
or  rare  world  coins  in  general:  a  first  strike  of  the  first  issue  of  the 
first  year  of  Korea's  post-war  independence.  The  story  behind  these 
coins  is  interesting  and  worth  telling  in  some  detail.  Following  the 
Korean  Police  Action"  of  1950-1953  the  civilian  government  of 
Korea  determined  to  reorganize  the  country's  currency,  which  un¬ 
til  1959  consisted  of  an  odd  mix  of  United  Nation's  and  allied  ar¬ 
mies'  scrip,  old  Japanese  occupation  coinage.  United  States  national 
coinage,  and  so  on.  Korea  had  not  been  free  from  foreign  military 
domination  since  1910.  The  new  monetary  system  to  be  established 
was  based  upon  the  Hwan,  with  100  of  the  old  chon  equalling  1 
Hwan.  The  reverse  types  chosen  for  the  new  coinage  reflected  the 
new  independence:  the  10  hwan  showed  examples  of  the  country's 
flora;  the  50  hwan  pictured  one  of  the  armored  "turtle"  ships,  the 
world  s  first  iron  clads,  which  drove  off  Japanese  invaders  sent  by 
Hideyoshi  in  the  16th  century;  and  the  100  hwan  featured  a  bust 
of  Syngman  Rhee,  the  Republic's  first  president. 

Because  these  were  new  coin  types  and  denominations  some  un- 
familiarity  was  anticipated  and  the  government  ordered  a  few 
samples  taken  from  the  first  minting,  had  them  counterstamped 
sample,  and  distributed  them  to  banks  and  local  government  of¬ 
fices  in  order  to  make  the  public  aware  of  the  new  currency.  100,000 
10  hwan  and  24,640  50  hwan  were  struck  in  1959  but  these  were 
replaced  in  1966  by  new  types  following  a  second  reorganization 
of  the  coinage  ordered  after  the  military  take-over  in  1961.  49,640 
100  hwan  were  struck  in  1959  also,  but  were  withdrawn  in  1962, 
again  as  a  result  of  the  coup  the  year  before.  As  types,  the  1959 
issues  are  somewhat  scarce;  with  the  official  counterstamp  these 
specimens  are  rare.

ABOUT  THE  COVER:  "True  Blue,"  painted  in  1908  by  American 
artist  Philip  Boileau  (1863-1917),  is  symbolic  of  the  romantic  era  just 
before  the  First  World  War.  1908  marked  the  initial  sale  of  Matte  Proof 
gold  coins  to  the  public.  The  Boileau  image  thus  fits  in  nicely  with  an 
important  section  of  the  present  catalogue:  Danny  Arnold  s  complete 
collection  of  Matte  Proof  gold  coins  1908-1915,  from  the  quarter  eagle 
to  the  double  eagle,  must  rank  as  one  of  the  most  spectacular  groups 
of  coins  ever  to  cross  the  auction  block. 
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
